CHAP.  II. 


An  Act  to  authorize  His  Majesty  by  Proclamation 
to  suspend  temporarily  the  payment  of  Bills  of 
Exchange  and  payments  in  pursuance  of  other 
obligations. 

[3rd  Augusty  1914,] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 


1. — (1)  His  Majesty  may  by  Proclamation  authorize  Power  to  . 
the  postponement  of  the  payment  of  any  bill  of  exchange,  meSs"by^*^' 
or  of  any  negotiable  instrument,  or  any  other  payment  in  ^^matioT" 
pursuance  of  any  contract,  to  such  extent,  for  such  time,  ^ 
and  subject  to  such  conditions  or  other  provisions  as  may 
be  specified  in  the  Proclamation. 

(2)  No  additional  stamp  duty  shall  be  payable  in  respect 
of  any  instrument  as  a  consequence  of  any  postponement 
of  payment  in  pursuance  of  a  proclamation  under  this 
Act  unless  the  proclamation  otherwise  directs. 

(3)  Any  such  proclamation  may  be  varied,  extended,  or 
revoked  by  any  subsequent  proclamation,  and  separate 
proclamations  may  be  made  dealing  with  separate  subjects. 

(4)  The  proclamation  dated  the  third  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  relating  to  the  postpone- 
ment of  payment  of  certain  bills  of  exchange  is  hereby 
confirmed  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made  under 
this  Act.

CHAP.  12. 

An  Act  to  enable  His  Majesty  in  time  of  war  or 
imminent  national  danger  or  great  emergency  by 
Order  in  Council  to  impose  Restrictions  on  Aliens 
and  make  such  provisions  as  appear  necessary  or 
expedient  for  carrying  such  restrictions  into  effect. 

[5th  August,  1914] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 

1. — (1)  His  Majesty  may  at  any  time  when  a  ^^^^^ 
of  war  exists  between  His  Majesty  and  any  foreign  power,  to  aiieuKn^ 
or  when  it  appears  that  an  occasion  of  imminent  national  ^^^^^^^^ 
danger  or  great  emergency  has  arisen,  by  Order  in  Council  emergency, 
impose  restrictions  on  aliens,  and  provision  may  be  made 
by  the  Order — 

(a)  for  prohibiting  aliens  from  landing  in  the  United  King- 
dom, either  generally  or  at  certain  places,  and 
for  imposing  restrictions  or  conditions  on  aliens 
landing  or  arriving  at  any  port  in  the  United  King- 
dom; and 

(6)  for  prohibiting  aliens  from  embarking  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  either  generally  or  at  certain  places,  and 
for  imposing  restrictions  and  conditions  on  aliens 
embarking  or  about  to  embark  in  the  United  King- 
dom; and 

(c)  for  the  deportation  of  aliens  from  the  United  Kingdom ; 
and  - 

{d)  for  requiring  aliens  to  reside  and  remain  .  withia,, 
certain  places  or  districts;  and 

V  (e) 
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(e)  for  prohibiting  aliens  from  residing  or  remaining  in 
any  areas  specified  in  the  Order;  and 

(/)  for  requiring  aliens  residing  in  the  United  Kingdom 
to  comply  with  such  provisions  as  to  registration, 
change  of  abode,  travelling,  or  otherwise  as  may  be 
made  by  the  Order;  and 

(g)  for  the  appointment  of  officers  to  carry  the  Order  into 
effect,  and  for  conferring  on  such  officers  and  on  the 
Secretary  of  State  such  powers  as  may  be  necessary 
or  expedient  for  the  purposes  of  the  Order;  and 

(h)  for  imposing  penalties  on  persons  who  aid  or  abet  any 
contravention  of  the  Order,  and  for  imposing  such 
obligations  and  restrictions  on  masters  of  ships  or 
any  other  persons  specified  in  the  Order  as  appear 
necessary  or  expedient  for  giving  full  effect  to  the 
Order;  and 

(i)  for  conferring  upon  such  persons  as  may  be  specified 

in  the  Order  such  powers  with  respect  to  arrest, 
detention,  search  of  premises  or  persons,  and  other- 
wise, as  may  be  specified  in  the  Order,  and  for  any 
other  ancillary  matters  for  which  it  appears  expedient 
to  provide  with  a  view  to  giving  full  effect  to  the 
Order;  and 

(k)  for  any  other  matters  which  appear  necessary  or 
expedient  with  a  view  to  the  safety  of  the  realm. 

(2)  If  any  person  acts  in  contravention  of,  or  fails  to 
comply  with,  any  provisions  of  any  such  Order,  he  shall  be 
liable  on  conviction  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  or  to  imprison- 
ment with  or  without  hard  labom*  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
six  months,  and  the  coiu-t  before  which  he  is  convicted 
may,  either  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  any  such  punishment, 
require  that  person  to  enter  into  recognizances  with  or 
without  sureties  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Order  in  Council  or  such  provisions  thereof  as  the  court 
may  direct. 

If  any  person  fails  to  comply  with  an  order  of  the  court 
requiring  him  to  enter  into  recognizances  the  court,  or 
any  coiu-t  of  summary  jurisdiction  sitting  for  the  same 
place,  may  order  him  to  be  imprisoned  with  or  without 
hard  labour  for  any  term  not  exceeding  six  months. 

(3)  Any  provision  of  any  Order  in  Council  made  under 
this  section  with  respect  to  aliens  may  relate  either  to 
aliens  in  general  or  to  any  class  or  description  of  aliens. 

(4)  If  any  question  arises  on  any  proceedings  under  any 
such  Order,  or  with  reference  to  anything  done  or  proposed 
to  be  done  under  any  such  Order,  whether  any  person  is 
an  ajien  or  not,  or  is  an  alien  of  a  particular  class  or  not, 
the  onus  of  proving  that  that  person  is  not  an  ahen,  or,  as 
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the  case  may  be,  is  not  an  alien  of  that  class,  shall  lie  upon 
that  person. 

(5)  His  Majesty  may  by  Order  in  Council  revoke,  alter, 
or  add  to  any  Order  in  Council  made  under  this  section  as 
occasion  requires. 

(6)  Any  pov/ers  given  under  this  section,  or  under  any 
Order  in  Council  made  under  this  section,  shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  any  other  powers  with 
respect  to  the  expulsion  of  aliens,  or  the  prohibition  of 
aliens  from  entering  the  United  Kingdom  or  any  other 
powers  of  His  Majesty. 

2. — (1)  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Aliens  Restriction  Short  title 

Act,  1914'  ,  application. 

(2)  In  the  appHcation  of  this  Act  to  Scotland  the  expres- 
sions "the  court"  and  ''any  court  of  summary  jurisdiction" 
mean  the  sheriff;  and  the  expressions  ''enter  into  recog- 
nizances with  or  without  sureties"  and  "enter  into  recog- 
nizances" mean  "find  caution."

CHAP.  13. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Procedure  in 
Prize  Courts. 

[5th  Augusty  1914.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Coromons,  in  this  present 
ParUament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 

1. — (1)  As  from  the  date  when  rules  under  an  Order  in  Procedure 
Council  made  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  in  pursuance  courts'.^ 
of  section  three  of  the  Prize  Courts  Act,  1894,  regulating  57-58  vict. 
the  procedure  and  practice  in  prize  courts,  come  into  opera-  ^- 
tion,  such  of  the  provisions  of  the  Naval  Prize  Act,  1864,  I'^f^ 
as  are  specified  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  (being  enact- 
ments relating  to  the  practice  and  procedure  in  prize  courts) 
shall  be  repealed : 

Provided  that  nothing  in  such  repeal  shall  have  the  effect 
of  extending  section  sixteen  of  that  Act  to  ships  of  war 
taken  as  prize,  and  accordingly  that  section  shall  have 
effect  as  if  the  following  words  were  inserted  therein: — 
''Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  ships  of  war  taken 
as  prize. '' 

(2)  Any  cause  or  proceeding  commenced  in  any  prize 
court  before  such  rules  as  aforesaid  come  into  operation 
as  respects  that  court  may,  as  the  court  directs,  be  either — 
(a)  recommenced  and  proceeded   with  in  accordance 

with  the  said  rules;  or 
(6)  continued  in  accordance  with  the  said  rules  subject 
to  such  adaptations  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary 
to  make  them  apphcable  to  the  case;  or 
(c)  continued  to  the  determination  thereof  in  accordance 
with  the  procedure  applicable  to  the  case  at  the 
comimencement  of  the  cause  or  proceeding. 
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Short  title        2.  TMs  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Prize  Courts  (Procedure) 
construction.  Act,  1914,  aiid  shall  be  construed  as  one  with  the  Naval 
Prize  Act,  1864;  and  that  Act  and  the  Prize  Courts  Act, 
1894,  and  this  Act  may  be  cited  together  as  the  Naval 
Prize  Acts,  1864  to  1914.

CHAR  14. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  issue  of  Currenc^^  Notes,  and 
to  make  provision  with  respect  to  the  Note  Issue 
of  Banks. 

[6th  August,  1914.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 

1. — (1)  The  Treasury  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  One  pound 
of  this  Act,  issue  currency  notes  for  one  pound  and  for  ten  sfim^g  cur- 
shillings,  and  those  notes  shall  be  current  in  the  United  ^^^^y  "o^^^- 
Kingdom  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  and 
as  fully  as  sovereigns  and  half-sovereigns  are  current  and 
shall  be  legal  tender  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  payment 
of  any  amount. 

(2)  Currency  notes  under  this  Act  shall  be  in  such  form 
and  of  such  design  and  printed  from  such  plate  and  on 
such  paper  and  be  authenticated  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  Treasury. 

(3)  The  holder  of  a  currency  note  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  on  demand,  during  office  hours  at  the  Bank  of 
England,  payment  for  the  note  at  its  face  value  in  gold 
coin  which  is  for  the  time  being  legal  tender  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

(4)  The  Treasmy  may,  subject  to  such  conditions  as 
to  time,  manner,  and  order  of  presentation  as  they  think 
fit,  call  in  any  currency  notes  under  this  Act  on  paying 
for  those  notes  at  their  face  value  in  gold. 

(5)  Currency  notes  under  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  3-4  Geo.  5, 
be  bank  notes  within  the  meaning  of  the  Forgery  Act,  1913,  ^'  ^' 

xi  and 
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and  any  other  enactment  relating  to  offences  in  respect  of 
bank  notes  which  is  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  any  part 
of  the  British  Islands,  and  to  be  valuable  securities  within 
24-^2^5  Vict.,  the  meaning  of  the  Larceny  Act,  1861,  and  any  other  law 
^'  ^'  relating  to  stealing  which  is  for  the  time  being  in  force  in 
any  part  of  the  British  Islands,  and  to  be  current  coin 
of  the  realm  for  the  purpose  of  the  Acts  relating  to  truck 
and  any  other  like  enactment. 

(6)  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  immediate  exigencies  all 
postal  orders  issued  either  before  or  after  the  passing  of 
this  Act  shall  temporarily  be  current  and  legal  tender  in 
the  United  Kingdom  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  and  as  fully  as  current  coins,  and  shall  be  legal 
tender  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  payment  of  any 
amount. 

The  holder  of  any  such  postal  order  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  on  demand,  during  office  hours  at  the  Bank  of 
England,  payment  for  the  postal  order  at  its  face  value 
in  any  coin  which  is  for  the  time  being  legal  tender  in  the 
United  Kingdom  for  the  amount  of  the  note. 

Provisoes  {b)  and  (c)  to  subsection  (1)  of  section  twenty- 
8  Edw.  7,  four  of  the  Post  Office  Act,  1908,  shall  not  apply  to  any  such 
^  postal  orders. 

This  subsection  shall  have  effect  only  until  His  Majesty 
by  proclamation  revokes  the  same,  and  any  proclamation 
revoking  this  subsection  may  provide  for  the  calling  in  or 
exchange  of  any  postal  orders  affected  thereby. 

Issue  of  2.  Currency  notes  may  be  issued  to  such  persons  and  in 

notS!^^^  such  manner  as  the  Treasiuy  direct,  but  the  amount  of 
any  notes  issued  to  any  person  shall,  by  virtue  of  this  Act 
and  without  registration  or  further  assurance,  be  a  floating 
charge  in  priority  to  all  other  charges,  whether  under 
statute  or  otherwise,  on  the  assets  of  that  person. 


Authority  to  3.  The  governor  and  company  of  the  Bank  of  England 
IStes  ^beyond  persous  conccmed  in  the  management  of  any 

Hmit.  Scottish  or  Irish  bank  of  issue  may,  so  far  as  temporarily 

authorized  by  the  Treasury  and  subject  to  any  conditions 
attached  to  that  authority,  issue  notes  in  excess  of  any 
limit  fixed  by  law;  and  those  persons  are  hereby  indemnified, 
freed,  and  discharged  from  any  liabihty,  penal  or  civil, 
in  respect  of  any  issue  of  notes  beyond  the  amount  fixed 
by  law  which  has  been  made  by  them  since  the  first  day  of 
August  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen  in  pursuance  of 
any  authority  of  the  Treasury  or  of  any  letter  from  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  any  proceedings  taken 
to  enforce  any  such  liability  shall  be  void. 
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4.  Any  bank  notes  issued  by  a  bank  of  issue  in  Scotland  Power  to 
or  Ireland  shall  be  legal  tender  for  a  payment  of  any  amount  ^^es  not  ^ 
in  Scotland  or  Ireland  respectively,  and  any  such  bank  fg^^i^^nder 
of  issue  shall  not  be  under  any  obligation  to  pay  its  notes  legai  tender 
on  demand  except  at  the  head  office  of  the  bank,  and  may  and  Ireland 
pay  its  notes,  if  thought  fit,  in  currency  notes  issued  under 

this  Act: 

Provided  that  notes  which  are  legal  tender  under  this 
section  shall  not  be  legal  tender  for  any  payment  by  the 
head  office  of  the  bank  by  whom  they  are  issued  for  the 
purpose  of  the  payment  of  notes  issued  by  that  bank. 

This  section  shall  have  effect  only  until  His  Majesty  by 
proclamation  revokes  the  same,  and  any  proclamation 
revoking  this  section  may  provide  for  the  calhng  in  or 
exchange  of  notes  affected  thereby. 

5.  — (1)  In  this  Act,  the  expression  ^'bank  of  issue"  interpreta- 
means  any  bank  having  power  for  the  time  being  to  issue  Jl^ie'  a^d^* 
bank  notes.  extent. 

(2)  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Currency  and  Bank 
Notes  Act,  19H. 

(3)  This  Act  shall  apply  to  the  Isle  of  Man  as  if  it  were 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  but  shall  not  apply  to  any  other 
British  possession.

CHAP.  17. 

An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  Enactments 
relating  to  British  Nationality  and  the  Status  of 
Aliens. 

[7th  August,  1914.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

Part  I. 

Natural-born  British  Subjects. 

1. — (1)  The  following  persons  shall  be  deemed  to  be  Definition  of 
natural-bom  British  subjects,  namely:—  BritTsh"^'° 

(a)  Any  person  born  within  His  Majesty's  dominions  subject, 
and  allegiance;  and 

(b)  Any  person  born  out  of  His  Majesty's  dominions, 
whose  father  was  a  British  subject  at  the  time  of 
that  person's  birth  and  either  was  born  within  His 
Majesty's  allegiance  or  was  a  person  to  whom  a 
certificate  of  naturalization  had  been  granted;  and 

(c)  Any  person  bom  on  board  a  British  ship  whether 

in  foreign  territorial  waters  or  not: 
Provided  that  the  child  of  a  British  subject,  whether 
that  child  was  bom  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  born  within  His  Majesty's 
allegiance  if  born  in  a  place  where  by  treaty,  capitulation, 
grant,  usage,  sufferance,  or  other  lawful  means.  His  Majesty 
exercises  jmisdiction  over  British  subjects. 

(2)  A  person  born  on  board  a  foreign  ship  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a  British  subject  by  reason  only  that  the  ship 
was  in  British  territorial  waters  at  the  time  of  his  birth. 

XV  (3) 
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(3)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
expressly  provided,  affect  the  status  of  any  person  born 
before  the  commencement  of  this  Act. 


Part  II. 

Naturalization  of  Aliens. 

Certificate  of     2. — (1)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  grant  a  certificate 
nat^raiiza-        naturalization  to  an  alien  who  makes  an  application  for 
the  purpose,  and  satisfies  the  Secretary  of  State — 

(a)  that  he  has  either  resided  in  His  Majesty's  domin- 
ions for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  in  the 
manner  required  by  this  section,  or  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Crown  for  not  less  than  five  years 
within  the  last  eight  years  before  the  application; 
and 

(b)  that  he  is  of  good  character  and  has  an  adequate 
knowledge  of  the  English  language;  and 

(c)  that  he  intends  if  his  application  is  granted  either  to 
reside  in  His  Majesty's  dominions  or  to  enter  or 
continue  in  the  service  of  the  Crown. 

(2)  The  residence  required  by  this  section  is  residence  in 
the  United  Kingdom  for  not  less  than  one  year  immediately 
preceding  the  application,  and  previous  residence,  either 
in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  some  other  part  of  His  Majesty's 
dominions,  for  a  period  of  four  years  within  the  last  eight 
years  before  the  application. 

(3)  The  grant  of  a  certificate  of  naturalization  to  any 
such  alien  shall  be  in  the  absolute  discretion  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  he  may,  with  or  without  assigning  any  reason, 
give  or  withhold  the  certificate  as  he  thinks  most  conducive 
to  the  pubHc  good,  and  no  appeal  shall  lie  from  his  decision. 

(4)  A  certificate  of  naturalization  shall  not  take  effect 
until  the  applicant  has  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance. 

(5)  In  the  case  of  a  woman  who  was  a  British  subject 
previously  to  her  marriage  to  an  alien,  and  whose  husband 
has  died  or  whose  marriage  has  been  dissolved,  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  as  to  residence  shall  not  apply  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  may  in  any  other  special  case,  if 
he  thinks  fit,  grant  a  certificate  of  naturalization,  although 
the  four  years'  residence  or  five  years'  service  has  not 
been  within  the  last  eight  years  before  the  application. 

t^ltt^lr^'     ^* — ^  person  to  whom  a  certificate  of  naturaliza- 
naturaliza-    tion  is  granted  by  a  Secretary  of  State  shall,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  be  entitled  to  all  political  and 
other  rights,  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all 
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obligations,  duties  and  liabilities,  to  which  a  natural-born 
British  subject  is  entitled  or  subject,  and,  as  from  the 
date  of  his  natiu-alization,  have  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
the  status  of  a  natural-born  British  subject. 

(2)  Section  three  of  the  Act  of  Settlement  (which  dis- 12-13 
qualifies  naturaUzed  aliens  from  holding  certain  offices) 
shall  have  effect  as  if  the  words  '^naturalized  or"  were 
omitted  therefrom. 


4,  The  Secretary  of  State  may  in  his  absolute  discretion.  Special 
in  such  cases  as  he  thinks  fit,  grant  a  special  certificate  of 
naturalization  to  any  person  with  respect  to  whose  nation-  doubt, 
ality  as  a  British  subject  a  doubt  exists,  and  he  may  specify 
in  the  certificate  that  the  grant  thereof  is  made  for  the 
purpose  of  quieting  doubts  as  to  the  right  of  the  person  to 
be  a  British  subject,  and  the  grant  of  such  a  special  certi- 
ficate shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  any  admission  that  the 
person  to  whom  it  was  granted  was  not  previously  a  British 
subject. 


5.  — (1)  Where  an  alien  obtains  a  certificate  of  naturali-  Persons 
zation,  the  Secretary  of  State  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  on  the  aCnfty^^" 
application  of  that  alien,  include  in  the  certificate  the 

name  of  any  child  of  the  alien  born  before  the  date  of  the 
certificate  and  being  a  minor,  and  that  child  shall  there^ 
upon,  if  not  already  a  British  subject,  become  a  British 
subject;  but  any  such  child  may,  within  one  year  after 
attaining  his  majority,  make  a  declaration  of  alienage, 
and  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  British  subject. 

(2)  The  Secretary  of  State  may,  in  his  absolute  dis- 
cretion in  any  special  case  in  which  he  thinks  fit,  grant 
a  cei«.ificate  of  naturalization  to  any  minor,  although  the 
conditions  required  by  this  Act  have  not  been  complied 
with. 

(3)  Except  as  provided  by  this  section,  a  certificate  of 
naturalization  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person  under 
disabihty.

7.  — (1)  Where  it  appears  to  the  Secretary  of  State  that  Revocation 
a  certificate  of  naturalization  granted  by  him  has  been  °f  nl?ii?fi1*° 
obtained  by  false  representations  or  fraud,  the  Secretary  zation.  ^' 
of  State  may  by  order  revoke  the  certificate,  and  the  order 
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of  revocation  shall  have  effect  from  such  date  as  the 
Secretary  of  State  may  direct. 

(2)  Where  the  Secretar^^  of  State  revokes  a  certificate 
of  naturalization,  he  may  order  the  certificate  to  be  given 
up  and  cancelled,  and  any  person  refusing  or  neglecting 
to  give  up  the  certificate  shall  be  liable  on  summary  con- 
viction to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds. 

8.  — (1)  The  Government  of  any  British  Possession 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  grant  a  certificate  of  naturah- 
zation  as  the  Secretary  of  State  has  under  this  Act,  and 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  to  the  grant  and  revocation 
of  such  a  certificate  shall  apply  accordingly,  with  the 
substitution  of  the  Government  of  the  Possession  for  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  the  Possession  for  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  also,  in  a  Possession  where  any  language 
is  recognized  as  on  an  equality  with  the  English  language, 
with  the  substitution  of  the  English  language  or  that 
language  for  the  English  language: 

Provided  that,  in  any  British  Possession  other  than 
British  India  and  a  Dominion  specified  in  the  First  Schedule 
to  this  Act,  the  powers  of  the  Government  of  the  Possession 
under  this  section  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Governor  or 
a  person  acting  under  his  authority,  but  shall  be  subject 
in  each  case  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretar^^  of  State,  and 
any  certificate  proposed  to  be  granted  shall  be  submitted 
to  him  for  his  approval. 

(2)  Any  certificate  of  naturalization  granted  under  this 
section  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a  certificate  of  natura- 
lization granted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  under  this  Act. 

9.  — (1)  This  Part  of  this  Act  shall  not,  nor  shall  any 
certificate  of  naturalization  granted  thereunder,  have 
effect  within  any  of  the  Dominions  specified  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Act,  unless  the  Legislature  of  that  Dominion 
adopts  this  Part  of  this  Act. 

(2)  TMiere  the  Legislature  of  am^  such  Dominion  has 
adopted  this  Part  of  this  Act,  the  Government  of  the 
Dominion  shall  have  the  like  powers  to  make  regulations 
with  respect  to  certificates  of  naturahzation  and  to  oaths 
of  allegiance  as  are  conferred  by  this  Act  on  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

(3)  The  Legislature  of  any  such  Dominion  which  adopts 
this  Part  of  this  Act  may  provide  how  and  by  what  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government  the  powers  conferred  b}^  this 
Part  of  this  Act  on  the  Government  of  a  British  Possession 
are  to  be  exercised. 

(4)  The  Legislature  of  any  such  Dominion  may  at  any 
time  rescind  the  adoption  of  this  Part  of  this  Act,  provided 
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that  no  such  rescission  shall  prejudicially  affect  any  legal 
rights  existing  at  the  time  of  such  rescission.

12.  — (1)  Where  a  person  being  a  British  subject  ceases  status  of 
to  be  a  British  subject,  whether  by  declaration  of  alienage 

or  otherwdse,  every  child  of  that  person,  being  a  minor, 
shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  British  subject,  unless  such 
child,  on  that  person  ceasing  to  be  a  British  subject,  does 
not  become  by  the  law  of  any  other  country  naturalized  in 
that  country: 

Provided  that,  where  a  widow  who  is  a  British  subject 
marries  an  alien,  any  child  of  hers  by  her  former  husband 
shall  not,  by  reason  only  of  her  marriage,  cease  to  be  a 
British  subject,  whether  he  is  residing  outside  His  Majesty's 
dominions  or  not. 

(2)  Any  child  who  has  so  ceased  to  be  a  British  subject 
may,  within  one  year  after  attaining  his  majority,  make  a 
declaration  that  he  wishes  to  resume  British  nationality, 
and  shall  thereupon  again  become  a  British  subject. 

Loss  of  British  Nationality, 

13.  A  British  subject  who,  when  in  any  foreign  state 

and  not  under  disability,  by  obtaining  a  certificate  of  nationality. 
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naturalization,  or  by  any  other  voluntary  and  formal  act, 
becomes  naturalized  therein,  shall  thenceforth  be  deemed 
to  have  ceased  to  be  a  British  subject.

15.  Where  His  Majesty  has  entered  into  a  convention 
with  any  foreign  state  to  the  effect  that  the  subjects  or 
citizens  of  that  state  to  whom  certificates  of  naturalization 
have  been  granted  may  divest  themselves  of  their  status 
as  such  subjects,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  His  Majesty,  by 
Order  in  Council,  to  declare  that  the  convention  has  been 
entered  into  by  His  Majesty;  and  from  and  after  the  date 
of  the  Order  any  person  having  been  originally  a  subject 
or  citizen  of  the  state  therein  referred  to,  who  has  been 
naturalized  as  a  British  subject,  may,  within  the  limit  of 
time  provided  in  the  convention,  make  a  declaration  of 
alienage,  and  on  his  making  the  declaration  he  shall  be 
regarded  as  an  alien  and  as  a  subject  of  the  state  to  which 
he  originally  belonged  as  aforesaid.

(2)  Qualify  an  alien  for  any  office  or  for  any  municipal, 
parliamentary,  or  other  franchise;  or 

(3)  Qualify  an  alien  to  be  the  owner  of  a  British  ship;  or 

(4)  Entitle  an  alien  to  any  right  or  privilege  as  a  British 
subject,  except  such  rights  and  privileges  in  respect 
of  property  as  are  hereby  expressly  given  to  him;  or 

(5)  Affect  any  estate  or  interest  in  real  or  personal  property 
to  which  any  person  has  or  may  become  entitled, 
either  mediately  or  immediately,  in  possession  or 
expectancy,  in  pursuance  of  any  disposition  made 
before  the  twelfth  day  of  May  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy,  or  in  pursuance  of  any  devolution 
by  law  on  the  death  of  any  person  dying  before  that 
day.

(J)  Whether  or  not  oaths  of  allegiance  are  to  be  subscribed 
as  well  as  taken,  and  the  form  in  which  the  taking 
and  subscription  are  to  be  attested: 

(g)  The  registration  of  oaths  of  allegiance: 

(h)  The  persons  by  whom  certified  copies  of  oaths  of 
allegiance  may  be  given;  and  the  proof  in  any  legal 
proceeding  of  any  such  oaths: 
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(1)  The  transmission  to  the  United  Kingdom,  for  the 

purpose  of  registration  or  safe  keeping  or  of  being 
produced  as  evidence,  of  any  declarations,  certi- 
ficates or  oaths,  made,  granted  or  taken  out  of  the 
United  Kingdom  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  or  of 
any  Act  hereby  repealed,  or  of  any  copies  thereof, 
also  of  copies  of  entries  contained  in  any  register 
kept  out  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  pursuance  of 
this  Act  or  any  Act  hereby  repealed: 
(j)  With  the  consent  of  the  Treasury,  the  imposition 
and  application  of  fees  in  respect  of  any  registra- 
tion authorised  to  be  made  by  this  Act  or  any  Act 
hereby  repealed,  and  in  respect  of  the  making  of 
any  declaration  or  the  grant  of  any  certificate 
authorized  to  be  made  or  granted  by  this  Act  or 
any  Act  hereby  repealed,  and  in  respect  of  the 
administration  or  registration  of  any  oath:  Pro- 
vided that  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  was  a  British 
subject  previously  to  her  marriage  to  an  alien,  and 
whose  husband  has  died  or  whose  marriage  has 
been  dissolved,  the  fee  for  the  grant  of  a  certificate 
shall  not  exceed  five  shillings.

(a)  to  prevent  persons  communicating  with  the  enemy 
or  obtaining  information  for  that  purpose  or  any 
purpose  calculated  to  jeopardize  the  success  of  the 
operations  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  forces  or  to 
assist  the  enemy;  or 
(6)  to  secure  the  safety  of  any  means  of  communication, 
or  of  railways,  docks  or  harbours; 
in  like  manner  as  if  such  persons  were  subject  to  military 
law  and  had  on  active  service  committed  an  offence  under 
section  five  of  the  Army  Act.

Now,  therefore,  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  thi^  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  and  We  do 
hereby  proclaim,  direct,  and  ordain  as  follows: — 

If  on  the  presentation  for  payment  of  a  bill  of  exchang3,  other  than  a 
cheque  or  bill  on  demand,  which  has  been  accepted  before  the  beginning 
of  the  fourth  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  the  acceptor 
re-accepts  the  bill  by  a  declaration  on  the  face  of  the  bill  in  the  form  set 
out  hereunder,  that  bill  shall,  for  all  purposes,  including  the  liability  of 
any  drawer  or  indorser  or  any  other  party  thereto,  be  deemed  to  be  due 
and  be  payable  on  a  date  one  calendar  month  after  the  date  of  its  original 
maturity  instead  of  on  the  date  of  its  original  maturity,  and  to  be  a  bill 
for  the  original  amount  thereof  increased  by  the  amount  of  interest  there- 
on calculated  from  the  date  of  re-acceptance  to  the  new  date  of  payment  at 
the  Bank  of  England  rate  current  on  the  date  of  the  re-acceptance  of  the 
Bill.

WHEREAS  a  state  of  war  exists  between  Us  and  the  German  Emperor: 
and  whereas  it  is  contrary  to  law  for  any  person  resident,  carrying 
on  business,  or  being  in  Our  Dominions  to  trade  or  have  any  commercial 
intercourse  with  any  person  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  in 
the  German  Empire  without  Our  permission: 

And  whereas  it  is  therefore  expedient  and  necessary  to  warn  all 
persons  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  in  Our  Dominions  of  their 
duties  and  obligations  towards  Us,  Our  Crown,  and  Government, — 

Now  therefore,  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  and  we  do  hereby 
warn  all  persons  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  in  Our  Dominions: 
Not  to  supply  to  or  obtain  from  the  said  Empire  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise,  or  to  supply  to  or  obtain  the  same  from  any  person  resident, 
carrying  on  business,  or  being  therein,  nor  to  supply  to  or  obtain  from  any 
person  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  for  or  by  way  of  transmission  to  or 
from  the  said  Empire,  or  to  or  from  any  person  resident,  carrying  on  busi- 
ness, or  being  therein,  nor  to  trade  in  or  carry  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise destined  for  or  coming  from  the  said  Empire  or  for  or  from  any 
person  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  therein; 

Nor  to  permit  any  British  ship  to  leave  for,  enter,  or  communicate 
with  any  port  or  place  in  the  said  Empire; 

Nor  to  make  or  enter  into  any  new  marine,  life,  fire,  or  other  policy 
or  contract  of  insurance  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  person  resident, 
carrying  on  business,  or  being  in  the  said  Empire,  nor  under  any  existing 
policy  or  contract  of  insurance  to  make  any  payment  to  or  for  the  benefit 
of  any  such  person  in  respect  of  any  loss  due  to  the  belligerent  action  of 
His  Majesty's  forces  or  of  those  of  any  ally  of  His  Majesty; 

Nor  to  enter  into  any  new  commercial,  financial  or  other  contract  or 
obligation  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  person  resident,  carrying  on  busi- 
ness, or  being  in  the  said  Empire; 

And  We  do  hereby  further  warn  all  persons  that  whoever  in  contra- 
vention of  the  law  shall  commit,  aid,  or  abet  any  of  the  aforesaid  acts  will 
be  liable  to  such  penalties  as  the  law  provides; 
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And  We  hereby  declare  that  any  transactions  to,  with  or  for  the  benefit 
of  any  person  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  in  the  said  Empire 
which  are  not  treasonable  and  are  not  for  the  time  being  expressly 
prohibited  by  Us  either  by  virtue  of  this  Proclamation  or  otherwise  and 
which  but  for  the  existence  of  the  state  of  war  aforesaid  would  be  lawful, 
are  hereby  permitted; 

And  We  hereby  declare  that  the  expression  ^^person"  in  this  Procla- 
mation shall  include  any  body  of  persons  corporate  or  unincorporate,  and 
that  where  any  person  has  or  had  an  interest  in  houses  or  branches  of 
business  in  some  other  country  as  well  as  in  our  Dominions,  or  in  the  said 
Empire,  this  Proclamation  shall  not  apply  to  the  trading  or  commercial 
intercourse  carried  on  by  such  person  solely  from  or  by  such  houses  or 
branches  of  business  in  such  other  country.

WHEREAS  under  the  Postponement  of  Payments  Act,  1914,  His  Majesty 
has  power  by  Proclamation  to  authorize  the  postponement  of  the 
payment  of  any  bill  of  exchange  or  of  any  negotiable  instrument  or  of 
any  other  payment  in  pursuance  of  any  contract  to  such  extent  for  such 
time  and  subject  to  such  conditions  or  other  provisions  as  may  be  specified 
in  the  Proclamation: 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  such  postponement  of  payment  in  addition  to  the  provision 
already  made  by  Our  Proclamation,  dated  the  second  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  relating  to  the  postponement  of  payment 
of  certain  bills  of  exchange. 

Now,  therefore.  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  and  We  do  hereby 
proclaim,  direct,  and  ordain  as  follows: — 
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Save  as  hereinafter  provided,  all  payments  which  have  become  due 
and  payable  before  the  date  of  this  Proclamation,  or  which  will  become 
due  and  payable  on  any  day  before  the  beginning  of  the  Fourth  day  of 
September,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  in  respect  of  any  bill  of  exchange 
(being  a  cheque  or  bill  on  demand)  which  was  drawn  before  the  beginning 
of  the  Fourth  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  or  in  respect 
of  any  negotiable  instriunent  (not  being  a  bill  of  exchange)  dated  before 
that  time,  or  in  respect  of  any  contract  made  before  that  time,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  due  and  payable  on  a  day  one  calendar  month  after  the 
day  on  which  the  payment  originally  became  due  and  payable,  or  on  the 
Fourth  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  whichever 
is  the  later  date,  instead  of  on  the  day  on  which  the  payment  originally 
became  due;  but  payments  so  postponed  shall,  if  not  otherwise  carrying 
interest,  and  if  specific  demand  is  made  for  payment  and  payment  is 
refused,  carry  interest  until  payment  as  from  the  Fourth  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  if  they  become  due  and  payable  before 
that  day,  and  as  from  the  date  on  which  they  become  due  and  payable 
if  they  become  due  and  payable  on  or  after  that  day,  at  the  Bank  of  England 
rate  current  on  the  Seventh  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen; 
but  nothing  in  this  Proclamation  shall  prevent  payments  being  made 
before  the  expiration  of  the  month  for  which  they  are  so  postponed. 

This  Proclamation  shall  not  apply  to: — 

(1)  any  payment  in  respect  of  wages  or  salary; 

(2)  any  payment  in  respect  of  a  liability  which  when  incurred  did 
not  exceed  five  pounds  in  amount; 

(3)  any  payment  in  respect  of  rates  or  taxes; 

(4)  any  payment  in  respect  of  maritime  freight; 

(5)  any  payment  in  respect  of  any  debt,  from  any  person  resident 
outside  the  British  Islands,  or  from  any  firm,  company  or  institu- 
tion whose  principal  place  of  business  is  outside  the  British 
Islands,  not  being  a  debt  incurred  in  the  British  Islands  by  a 
person,  firm,  company  or  institution  having  a  business  establish- 
ment or  branch  business  establishment  in  the  British  Islands. 

(6)  any  payment  in  respect  of  any  dividend  or  interest  payable  in 
respect  of  any  stocks,  funds,  or  securities  (other  than  real  or 
heritable  securities)  in  which  trustees  are,  under  Section  One 
of  the  Trustee  Act,  1893,  or  any  other  Act  for  the  time  being  in 
force,  authorized  to  invest; 

(7)  any  liability  of  a  bank  of  issue  in  respect  of  bank  notes  issued 
by  that  bank; 

(8)  any  payment  to  be  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  or  any 
Government  Department,  including  the  payment  of  old  age 
pensions; 

(9)  any  payment  to  be  made  by  any  person  or  society  in  pursuance 
of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  or  any  Act  amending  that 
Act  (whether  in  the  nature  of  contributions,  benefits,  or  otherwise) ; 

(10)  any  payment  under  the  Workmen^ s  Compensation  Act,  1906, 
or  any  Act  amending  the  same; 
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(11)  any  payment  in  respect  of  the  withdrawal  of  a  deposit  by  a 
depositor  in  a  trustee  savings  bank. 

Nothing  in  this  Proclamation  shall  affect  any  bills  of  exchange  to 
which  Om*  Proclamation  dated  the  Second  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fourteen,  relating  to  the  postponement  of  payment  of  certain  bills 
of  exchange  applies.

And  whereas  by  His  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  the  Fifth  day  of 
August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen,  the  issue  of  a  Com- 
mission was  ordered  authorizing  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the 
Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  to  require  His  Majesty's  High  Court  of 
Justice  to  take  cognizance  of  prize  matters  arising  out  of  the  said  war. 

And  whereas  a  state  of  war  now  also  exists  between  this  country 
and  the  Dual  Monarchy  of  Austria-Hungary,  so  that  His  Majesty's 
fleets  and  ships  may  lawfully  seize  all  ships,  vessels,  and  goods  belonging 
to  the  said  Dual  Monarchy,  or  the  citizens  and  subjects  thereof,  or  other 
persons  inhabiting  within  any  of  the  countries,  territories,  or  dominions 
of  the  said  Dual  Monarchy,  and  bring  the  same  to  judgment  in  such 
Courts  of  Admiralty  within  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  Possessions,  or 
Colonies  as  shall  be  duly  commissionated  to  take  cognizance  thereof. 

His  Majesty  is  therefore  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy 
Council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  a  Commission  in  the

And  whereas  by  Our  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  dated  the  Sixth  day  of  August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fourteen,  We  did  authorize  and  enjoin  you.  Our  said  Commissioners, 
to  require  Our  High  Court  of  Justice  to  take  cognizance  of  prize  matters 
arising  out  of  the  said  war. 

And  whereas  a  state  of  war  now  also  exists  between  this  country 
and  the  Dual  Alonarchy  of  Austria-Hungary,  so  that  Our  fleets  and  ships 
may  lawfully^  seize  all  ships,  vessels,  and  goods  belonging  to  the  said  Dual 
Monarchy  or  the  citizens  and  subjects  thereof,  or  other  persons  inhabiting 
mthin  any  of  the  countries,  territories,  or  dominions  of  the  said  Dual 
Monarchy  and  bring  the  same  to  judgment  in  such  Courts  of  Admiralty 
within  Our  Dominions,  Possessions,  or  Colonies  as  shall  be  duly  com- 
missionated  to  take  cognizance  thereof. 
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These  are  therefore  to  authorize,  and  We  do  hereby  authorize  and 
enjoin  you,  Our  said  Commissioners,  now  and  for  the  time  being,  or  any 
two  or  more  of  you,  in  addition  to  and  in  extension  of  the  Warrant  already 
given  by  you  under  Our  said  Commission  of  the  sixth  day  of  August, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen,  to  will  and  require  Our  High 
Court  of  Justice  and  the  Judges  thereof,  and  the  said  High  Court  and  the 
Judges  thereof  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  take  cognizance  of 
and  judicially  to  proceed  upon  all  and  all  manner  of  captures,  seizures, 
prizes,  and  reprisals  of  all  ships,  vessels,  and  goods  already  seized  and 
taken,  and  which  hereafter  shall  be  seized  and  taken,  and  to  hear  and 
determine  the  same,  and  according  to  the  course  of  Admiralty  and  the 
Law  of  Nations,  and  the  Statutes,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  time 
being  in  force  in  that  behalf,  to  adjudge  and  condemn  all  such  ships,  vessels, 
and  goods  as  shall  belong  to  the  Dual  Monarchy  of  Austria-Hungary 
or  to  the  citizens  or  subjects  thereof  or  to  any  other  persons  inhabiting 
within  any  of  the  countries,  territories  or  dominions  of  the  said  Dual 
Monarchy,  as  well  as  the  ships,  vessels,  and  goods  belonging  to  the  German 
Empire  or  to  the  citizens  or  subjects  thereof  or  to  any  other  persons  inhabit- 
ing within  any  of  the  countries,  territories,  or  dominions  of  the  said 
German  Empire. 

In  witness  whereof,  We  have  caused  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
Kingdom  to  be  put  and  affixed  to  these  presents.

London,  8th  September,  1914.

THE  King  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  send  the  following  message 
to  the  Governments  and  peoples  of  His  Self-Governing  Dominions : — 

To  the  Governments  and  Peoples  of  my  Self-Governing  Dominions. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  the  Peoples  of  my  whole  Empire  at  home 
and  overseas  have  moved  with  one  mind  and  purpose  to  confront  and  over- 
throw an  unparalleled  assault  upon  the  continuity  of  civilization  and  the 
peace  of  mankind.  The  calamitous  conflict  is  not  of  my  seeking.  My 
voice  has  been  cast  throughout  on  the  side  of  peace.  My  ministers  earnestly 
strove  to  allay  the  causes  of  strife  and  to  appease  differences  with  which 
my  Empire  was  not  concerned.  Had  I  stood  aside  when  in  defiance 
of  pledges  to  which  my  Kingdom  was  a  party,  when  the  soil  of  Belgium 
was  violated  and  her  cities  laid  desolate,  when  the  very  life  of  the  French 
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Nation  was  threatened  with  extinction,  I  should  have  sacrificed  my  honour 
and  given  to  destruction  the  Uberties  of  my  Empire  and  of  mankind. 
I  rejoice  that  every  part  of  the  Empire  is  with  me  in  this  decision. 

Paramount  regard  for  treaty  faith  and  the  pledged  word  of  rulers 
and  peoples  is  the  common  heritage  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the  Empire. 

My  Peoples  in  the  Self-Governing  Dominions  have  shown  beyond 
all  doubt  that  they  whole-heartedly  endorse  the  grave  decision  which 
it  was  necessary  to  take. 

My  personal  knowledge  of  that  loyalty  and  devotion  of  my  overseas 
Dominions  has  led  me  to  expect  that  they  would  cheerfully  make  the 
great  efforts  and  bear  the  great  sacrifices  which  the  present  conflict  entails. 
The  full  measure  in  which  they  have  placed  their  services  and  resources 
at  my  disposal  fills  me  with  gratitude,  and  I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  show 
to  the  world  that  my  peoples  overseas  are  as  determined  as  the  people 
of  the  United  Kingdom  to  prosecute  a  just  cause  to  a  successful  end. 

The  Dominion  of  Canada,  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia,  and 
the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand  have  placed  at  my  disposal  their  naval 
forces  which  have  already  rendered  good  service  for  the  Empire.  Strong 
expeditionary  forces  are  being  prepared  in  Canada,  in  Australia  and  in 
New  Zealand  for  service  at  the  front,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has 
released  all  British  troops,  and  has  undertaken  important  military  respon- 
sibilities, the  discharge  of  which  will  be  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  Empire. 
Newfoundland  has  doubled  the  number  of  its  branch  of  the  Royal  Naval 
Reserve  and  is  sending  a  body  of  men  to  take  part  in  the  operations 
at  the  front.  From  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments  of  Canada 
large  and  welcome  gifts  of  supplies  are  on  their  way  for  the  use  of  both  of 
my  naval  and  military  forces  and  for  the  relief  of  the  distress  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  which  must  inevitably  follow  in  the  wake  of  war.  All  parts 
of  my  overseas  Dominions  have  thus  demonstrated  in  the  most  unmistakable 
manner  the  fundamental  unity  of  the  Empire  amidst  all  its  diversity  of 
situation  and  circumstance.

A  PROCLAMATION 

Relating  to  Trading  with  the  Enemy. 

TP' HERE  AS  a  state  of  war  has  existed  between  us  aiid  the  German 
W     Empire  as  from  11  p.  m.  on  4th  August,  1914,  and  a  state  of  war  has 
existed  between  us  and  the  Dual  Monarchy  of  Austria-Hungary  as  from 
midnight  on  12th  August,  1914; 
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And  whereas  it  is  contrary  to  law  for  any  person  resident,  carrying 
on  business  or  being  in  our  Dominions,  to  trade  or  have  any  commercial 
or  financial  transactions  with  any  person  resident  or  carrying  on  business 
in  the  German  Empire  or  Austria-Hungary  without  our  permission; 

And  whereas  by  our  Proclamation  of  the  5th  August,  1914,  relating 
to  Trading  with  the  Enemy,  certain  classes  of  transactions  with  the  German 
Empire  were  prohibited ; 

And  whereas  by  paragraph  2  of  our  Proclamation  of  the  12th  August, 
1914,  the  said  Proclamation  of  the  5th  August,  1914,  was  declared  to 
be  applicable  to  Austria-Hungary; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  re-state  and  extend  the  prohibitions 
contained  in  the  former  Proclamation,  and  for  that  purpose  to  revoke 
the  Proclamation  of  the  5th  August,  1914,  and  paragraph  2  of  the  Procla- 
mation of  the  12th  August,  1914,  and  to  substitute  this  Proclamation 
therefor; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  warn  all  persons  resident, 
carrying  on  business  or  being  in  our  Dominions,  of  their  duties  and  obliga- 
tions towards  us,  our  Crown,  and  Government, — 

Now,  therefore,  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  our  Royal  Proclamation  declaring  and 
it  is  hereby  declared  as  follows: — 

1.  The  aforesaid  Proclamation  of  the  5th  August,  1914,  relating 
to  Trading  with  the  Enemy,  and  paragraph  2  of  the  aforesaid  Proclamation 
of  the  12th  August,  1914,  together  with  any  public  announcement  officially 
issued  in  explanation  thereof,  are  hereby,  as  from  date  hereof,  revoked, 
and  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  this  present  Proclamation  is  substi- 
tuted therefor. 

2.  The  expression  ''enemy  country"  in  this  Proclamation  means  the 
territories  of  the  German  Empire  and  of  the  Dual  Monarchy  of  Austria- 
Hungary,  together  with  all  the  Colonies  and  Dependencies  thereof. 

3.  The  expression  ''enemy"  in  this  Proclamation  means  any  person 
or  body  of  persons  of  whatever  nationality  resident  or  carrying  on  business 
in  the  enemy  country,  but  does  not  include  persons  of  enemy  nationality 
who  are  neither  resident  nor  carrying  on  business  in  the  enemy  country. 
In  the  case  of  incorporated  bodies,  enemy  character  attaches  only  to  those 
incorporated  in  an  enemy  country. 

4.  The  expression  "outbreak  of  war"  in  this  Proclamation  means 
11  p.m.  on  the  4th  August,  1914,  in  relation  to  the  German  Empire,  its 
Colonies  and  Dependencies,  and  midnight  on  the  12th  August,  1914, 
in  relation  to  Austria-Hungary,  its  Colonies  and  Dependencies. 

5.  From  and  after  the  date  of  this  Proclamation  the  following  pro- 
hibitions shall  have  effect  (save  so  far  as  licenses  may  be  issued  as  here- 
inafter provided),  and  we  do  hereby  accordingly  warn  all  persons  resident, 
carrying  on  business  or  being  in  our  Dominions — 

(1)  Not  to  pay  any  sum  of  money  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy. 

(2)  Not  to  compromise  or  give  security  for  the  payment  of  any  debt 
or  other  sum  of  money  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy. 
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(3)  Not  to  act  on  behalf  of  an  enemy  in  drawing,  accepting,  paying, 
presenting  for  acceptance  or  payment,  negotiating  or  otherwise 
dealing  with  any  negotiable  instrument. 

(4)  Not  to  accept,  pay  or  otherwise  deal  with  any  negotiable  instru- 
ment which  is  held  by  or  on  behalf  of  an  enemy,  provided  that 
this  prohibition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  infringed  by  any 
person  who  has  no  reasonable  ground  for  believing  that  the 
instrimient  is  held  by  or  on  behalf  of  an  enemy. 

(5)  Not  to  enter  into  any  new  transactions,  or  complete  any  trans- 
action already  entered  into  with  an  enemy  in  any  stocks,  shares 
or  other  securities. 

(6)  Not  to  make  or  enter  into  any  new  marine,  life,  fire  or  other 
policy  or  contract  of  insurance  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  an 
enemy;  nor  to  accept  or  give  effect  to  any  insurance  of,  any 
risk  arising  under  any  policy  or  contract  of  insurance  (including 
re-insurance)  made  or  entered  into  with  or  for  the  benefit  of 
an  enemy  before  the  outbreak  of  war. 

(7)  Not  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the  use  or  benefit 
of,  or  obtain  from,  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy,  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to 
or  for  the  use  or  benefit  of,  or  obtain  from  any  person  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  for  or  by  way  of  transmission  to  or  from 
an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy,  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to 
trade  in  or  carry  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  destined  for 
or  coming  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy. 

(8)  Not  to  permit  any  British  ship  to  leave  for,  enter  or  communicate 
with,  any  port  or  place  in  an  enemy  country. 

(9)  Not  to  enter  into  any  commercial,  financial  or  other  contract 
or  obligation  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy. 

(10)  Not  to  enter  into  any  transactions  with  an  enemy  if  and  when 
they  are  prohibited  by  an  Order  in  Council  made  and  published 
on  the  recommendation  of  a  Secretary  of  State,  even  though 
they  would  otherwise  be  permitted  by  law  or  by  this  or  any 
other  Proclamation. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  warn  all  persons  that  whoever  in  contra- 
vention of  the  law  shall  commit,  aid  or  abet  any  of  the  aforesaid  acts, 
is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  will  be  liable  to  punishment  and  penalties  accordingly. 

6.  Provided  always  that  where  an  enemy  has  a  branch  locally  situated 
in  British,  allied,  or  neutral  territory,  not  being  neutral  territory  in  Europe, 
transactions  by  or  with  such  branch  shall  not  be  treated  as  transactions 
by  or  with  an  enemy. 

7.  Nothing  in  this  Proclamation  shall  be  deemed  to  prohibit  pay- 
ments by  or  on  account  of  enemies  to  persons  resident, carrying  on  business 
or  being  in  our  Dominions,  if  such  payments  arise  out  of  transactions 
entered  into  before  the  outbreak  of  war  or  otherwise  permitted. 

8.  Nothing  in  this  Proclamation  shall  be  taken  to  prohibit  anything 
which  shall  be  expressly  permitted  by  our  license,  or  by  the  license  given 
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on  our  behalf  by  a  Secretary  of  State,  or  the  Board  of  Trade,  whether 
such  Hcenses  be  especially  granted  to  individuals  or  be  announced  as 
applying  to  classes  of  persons. 

9.  This  Proclamation  shall  be  called  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy 
Proclamation,  No.  2.

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Proclamation  of  28th  July,  1914,  prohihiting  the  exportation  from  Canada 

of  certain  articles. 

WHEREAS  it  is  in  and  by  section  291  of  The  Customs  Act,  chapter 
48  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  enacted  that  the 
Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  prohibit  the  exporta-

Now  know  ye  that  We  do  by  these  presents  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  our  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  until  We  shall  see  fit  otherwise  to  declare 
that  the  exportation  from  Canada  of  the  following  articles  to  any  places 
other  than  the  United  Kingdom  or  any  British  Possessions  be  prohibited:

Gun  mountings,  limber  boxes,  limbers,  military  wagons,  field  forges, 
and  their  distinctive  component  parts; 

Petroleum  and  its  products,  used  for  fuel  or  as  a  lubricant; 

Saddle,  draught  and  pack  animals,  suitable  for  use  in  war; 

Chrome  and  ferrochrome;  cotton  suitable  for  use  in  the  manufacture 
of  explosives;  cotton  waste,  dimithylaniline,  fulminate  of  mercury;  blast- 
furnace oil;  fuel  oil  shale;  mineral  lubricating  oil;  silk  cloth,  silk  braid, 
silk  thread  suitable  for  cartridge  charges;  surgical  dressings  and  bandages; 

Clothing  and  equipment  of  a  military  character; 

All  kinds  of  harness  of  a  military  character; 

Articles  of  military  camp  equipment  and  their  component  parts; 

Implements  and  apparatus,  designed  for  the  manufacture  or  repair  of 
arms  or  war  material ; 

And  further  that  the  exportation  from  Canada,  to  any  places  other 
than  the  United  Kingdom,  British  Possessions,  the  United  States,  Japan, 
France  and  Russia,  of  the  following  article  be  prohibited:

PUBLIC  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor 
General  has  received  a  telegraphic  despatch  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colories  announcing  that  His  Majesty  the  King  has  by 
Royal  Proclamation  called  out  the  Royal  Naval  Reserves.  Attention  is

Order  in  Council  of  the  3rd  of  August,  1914.- 

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had  before  them  a  Mem- 
orandum, dated  3rd  August,  1914,  from  the  Minister  of  Finance, 
recommending,  having  regard  to  the  worldwide  financial  crisis  that  has 
developed  upon  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Europe  and  in  view  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  Imperial  Government  to  conserve  the  commercial 
and  financial  interests  of  the  United  Kingdom  that  in  case  such  course 
should  in  his  opinion  be  required,  he  be  authorized  to  issue  Dominion 
notes  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  necessary  against  such  securities  as 
may  be  deposited  by  the  banks  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Finance. 
The  Minister  further  recommends  as  follows: — 

That  the  Government  authorize  the  chartered  banks  of  Canada  to 
make  payment  in  bank  notes  instead  of  in  gold  or  Dominion  notes  until 
further  official  announcement  in  that  behalf.  This  action  will  tend  to 
preserve  the  Canadian  gold  supply  against  demands  from  foreign  sources; 

That  the  Government  authorize  the  several  chartered  banks  of 
Canada  to  issue  from  this  date  and  until  further  announcement  excess 
circulation  to  amounts  not  exceeding  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  combined 
unimpaired  capital  and  rest  or  reserve  fund  of  the  respective  banks  as 
stated  in  their  respective  statutory  monthly  returns  to  the  Minister  of 
Finance  for  the  month  inamediately  preceding  that  in  which  the  addi- 
tional amount  is  issued; 

That  any  necessary  special  legislation  be  obtained  at  the  next  session 
of  Parliament. 

The  Minister  also  recommends  that  the  Government  be  prepared 
to  give  every  other  possible  assistance  in  order  to  prevent  any  avoidable 
interruption  of  stable  business  conditions,  and  for  this  purpose  to  use  to 
the  fullest  extent  all  existing  powers,  and  if  necessary  to  ask  further  powers 
from  Parliament.

Order  in  Council  of  the  5th  of  August,  1914- 

Tl/HEREAS  a  state  of  war  now  exists  between  this  country  and  Germany, 
and  His  Majesty,  the  King,  being  mindful  of  the  recognition 
accorded  to  the  practice  of  granting  ^'days  of  grace"  to  enemy  merchant 
ships  by  the  convention  relative  to  the  status  of  enemy  merchant  ships 
at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  signed  at  The  Hague  on  the  18th  October, 
1907,  and  with  the  view  of  lessening  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  the 
injury  caused  by  war  to  peaceful  and  unsuspecting  commerce, — 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  pleased  to 
order  as  follows: — 

1.  From  and  after  the  publication  of  this  Order,  no  enemy  merchant 
ship  shall  be  allowed  to  depart,  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Order,  from  any  Canadian  port. 

2.  In  the  event  of  the  Governor  General  being  informed  by  His 
Majesty's  Government  that  information  had  reached  His  Majesty's 
Government,  not  later  than  midnight  on  Friday,  the  seventh  day  of 
August,  that  the  treatment  accorded  to  British  merchant  ships  and 
their  cargoes  which,  at  the  date  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  were  in  the 
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ports  of  the  enemy  or  which  subsequently  entered  them  is  not  less  favour- 
able than  the  treatment  accorded  to  enemy  merchant  ships  by  articles 

3  to  7  of  this  Order,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs  shall  notify 
the  Minister  of  Customs  and  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  accordingly, 
and  public  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  given  in  The  Canada  Gazette, 
and  Articles  3  to  8  of  this  Order  shall  thereupon  come  into  full  force  and 
effect. 

3.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  enemy  merchant  ships 
which — 

(i)  At  the  date  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  were  in  any  port  in  which 

this  Order  applies;  or 

(ii)  Cleared  from  their  last  port  before  the  declaration  of  war,  and, 
after  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  enter  a  port  to  which  this  Order 
applies,  with  no  knowledge  of  the  war; 

shall  be  allowed  up  till  midnight  (Greenwich  mean  time)*  on  Friday  the 
fourteenth  day  of  August,  1914,  for  loading  or  unloading  their  cargoes 
and  for  departing  from  such  port. 

Provided  that  such  vessels  shall  not  be  allowed  to  ship  any  contraband 
of  war,  and  any  contraband  of  war  already  shipped  on  such  vessels  must 
be  discharged. 

4.  Enemy  merchant  ships  which  cleared  from  their  last  port  before  the 
declaration  of  war,  and  which  with  no  knowledge  of  the  war,  arrive  at  a 
port  to  which  this  Order  applies  after  the  expiry  of  the  time  allowed  by 
Article  3  for  loading  or  unloading  cargo  and  for  departing,  and  are 
permitted  to  enter,  may  be  required  to  depart  either  immediately,  or 
within  such  time  as  may  be  considered  necessary  by  the  Customs  officer 
of  the  port  for  the  unloading  of  such  cargo  as  they  may  be  required  or 
specially  permitted  to  discharge. 

Provided  that  such  vessels  may,  as  a  condition  of  being  allowed  to 
discharge  cargo,  be  required  to  proceed  to  any  other  specified  Canadian 
port,  and  shall  there  be  allowed  such  time  for  discharge  as  the  Customs 
officer  of  that  port  may  consider  to  be  necessary. 

Provided  also  that,  if  any  cargo  on  board  such  vessel  is  contraband 
of  war  or  is  requisitioned  under  Article  5  of  this  Order,  she  may  be  required 
before  departure  to  discharge  such  cargo  within  such  time  as  the  Customs 
officer  of  the  port  may  consider  to  be  necessary;  or  she  may  be  required 
to  proceed,  if  necessary  under  escort,  to  any  other  port  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  and  shall  there  discharge  the  contraband  under  the  like 
conditions. 

5.  The  Canadian  Government  reserves  the  right  recognized  by  the 
said  Convention  to  requisition  at  any  time,  subject  to  payment  of 
compensation,  enemy  cargo  on  board  any  vessel  to  which  articles  3  and 

4  of  this  Order  apply. 

6.  The  privileges  accorded  by  articles  3  and  4  are  not  to  extend  to 
cable  ships  or  to  sea-going  ships  designed  to  carry  oil  fuel,  or  to  ships  whose 


*At  ports  where  Atlantic  Time  is  kept  the  corresponding  standard  time  of  place  is  8.0  p.m.;  where

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tonnage  exceeds  5,000  tons  gross,  or  whose  speed  is  14  knots  or  over, 
regarding  which  the  entries  in  Lloyd's  Register  shall  be  conclusive  for  the 
purposes  of  this  article.  Such  vessels  will  remain  liable  on  adjudication 
by  the  Prize  Court  to  detention  during  the  period  of  the  war,  or  to 
requisition,  in  accordance,  in  either  case,  with  the  Convention  aforesaid. 
The  said  privileges  will  also  not  extend  to  merchant  ships  which  show  by 
their  build  that  they  are  intended  for  conversion  into  warships,  as  such 
vessels  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  said  Convention,  and  are  liable  on 
adjudication  by  the  Prize  Court  to  condemnation  as  prize. 

7.  Enemy  merchant  ships  allowed  to  depart  under  articles  3  and  4 
will  be  provided  with  a  pass  indicating  the  port  to  which  they  are  to 
proceed,  and  the  route  they  are  to  follow,  in  which  pass  shall  be  embodied 
the  following  proviso: — 

''Provided  also  that  she  keeps  her  colours  constantly  flying  during 
''her  voyage,  and  makes  no  attempt  to  evade  stoppage  and  search  by 
"British  ships  of  war  which  she  may  fall  in  with.'' 

8.  A  merchant  ship  which,  after  receipt  of  such  a  pass,  does  not  follow 
the  course  indicated  therein  will  be  liable  to  capture. 

9.  If  no  information  reaches  His  Majesty's  Government  within  the 
time  allowed  by  it  for  the  receipt  of  such  information  to  the  effect  that 
the  treatment  accorded  to  British  merchant  ships  and  their  cargoes 
which  were  in  the  ports  of  the  enemy  at  the  date  of  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities,  or  which  subsequently  entered  them,  is,  in  its  opinion,  not  less 
favourable  than  that  accorded  to  enemy  merchant  ships  by  articles  3  to 
8  of  this  Order,  every  enemy  merchant  ship  which,  on  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities,  was  in  any  port  to  which  this  Order  applies,  and  also  every 
enemy  ship  which  cleared  from  its  last  port  before  the  declaration  of  war, 
but  which,  with  no  knowledge  of  the  war  enters  a  port  to  which  this  Order 
applies,  shall,  together  with  the  cargo  on  board  thereof,  be  liable  to  capture, 
and  shall  be  brought  before  the  Prize  Court  forthwith  for  adjudication. 

10.  In  the  event  of  information  reaching  His  Majesty's  Government 
that  British  merchant  ships  which  cleared  from  their  last  port  before  the 
declaration  of  war,  but  are  met  with  by  the  enemy  at  sea  after  the  outbreak 
of  hostilities,  are  allowed  to  continue  their  voyage  without  interference 
with  either  the  ship  or  the  cargo,  or  after  capture  are  released  with  or 
without  proceedings  in  the  Prize  Court,  or  are  to  be  detained  during  the 
war  or  requisitioned  in  lieu  of  condemnation  as  prize,  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  External  Affairs  shall  notify  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service 
accordingly,  and  shall  publish  a  notification  thereof  in  The  Canada  Gazette, 
and  in  that  event,  but  not  otherwise,  enemy  merchant  ships  which  cleared 
from  their  last  port  before  the  declaration  of  war,  and  are  captured  after 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities  and  brought  before  the  Prize  Court  for 
adjudication,  shall  be  released  or  detained  or  requisitioned  in  such  cases 
and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  directed  in  the  said  notification  in  the 
Canada  Gazette. 

11.  Neutral  cargo,  other  than  contraband  of  war,  on  board  an  enemy 
merchant  ship  which  is  not  allowed  to  depart  from  a  port  to  which  this 
Order  applies,  shall  be  released. 
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12.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  III  of  the  Convention, 
relative  to  certain  restrictions  on  the  Exercise  of  the  Right  of  Capture  in 
Maritime  War,  signed  at  The  Hague  on  18th  October,  1907,  an  undertaking 
must,  whether  the  merchant  ship  is  allowed  to  depart  or  not,  be  given  in 
writing  by  each  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  crew  of  such  vessel, 
who  is  of  enemy  nationality,  that  he  will  not,  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
voyage  for  which  the  pass  is  issued,  engage  while  hostilities  last  in  any 
service  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  war.  If  any  such  officer  is 
of  neutral  nationality,  an  undertaking  must  be  given  in  writing  that  he 
will  not  serve,  after  the  conclusion  of  the  voyage  for  which  the  pass  is 
issued,  on  any  enemy  ship  while  hostilities  last.  No  undertaking  is  to 
be  required  from  members  of  the  crew  who  are  of  neutral  nationality. 
Officers  or  members  of  the  crew  declining  to  give  the  undertakings  required 
by  this  Article  will  be  detained  as  prisoners  of  war. 

And  the  Ministers  of  each  of  the  Government  departments,  and  all 
officers  and  authorities  whom  it  may  concern  are  to  give  the  necessary 
directions  herein  as  to  them  may  respectively  appertain.

deems  capable  of  being  converted  into  or  made  useful  in  increasing  the 
quantity  of  military  or  naval  stores,  provisions  or  any  sort  of  victual  which 
may  be  used  as  food  by  man; 

And  whereas  it  is  in  and  by  section  242  of  the  said  Act  further 
enacted  that — If  any  goods,  the  exportation  of  carrying  coastwise  or  by 
inland  navigation  of  which  is  prohibited  by  this  Act  or  by  the  Governor  in 
Council  under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  are  exported,  carried  coastwise  or 
by  inland  navigation,  or  water  borne,  or  laden  in  any  railway  carriage, 
or  other  vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  being  so  exported  or  carried,  they  shall 
be  seized  and  forfeited;

ordnance  and  for  machine  guns,  and  parts  thereof;  Coal,  steam,  large; 
Compasses  and  parts  thereof,  including  fittings,  such  as  binnacles;  Cresol; 
Engine  and  boiler  packings;  Explosives  of  all  kinds;  Fuel,  manufactured; 
Implements  and  apparatus  designed  exclusively  for  the  manufacture  of 
munitions  of  war,  for  the  manufacture  or  repair  of  arms,  or  of  war  material 
for  use  on  land  and  sea;  India  rubber-sheet,  vulcanised;  Manganese; 
Mercury;  Mica;  Mineral  jellies;  Mines,  and  parts  thereof ;  Molybdenum; 
Nitrocresol;  Nitrates  of  ammoniimi;  Nitrates  of  potassium;  Nitrates  of 
sodium;  Nitratoluol;  Nitric  acid;  Picric  acid  and  its  components ;  Range- 
finders  and  parts  thereof;  Rope  and  steel  wire  and  hawsers;  Saltpetre; 
Sounding  machines  and  gear;  Steam  vessels,  lighters  and  barges  of  all  des- 
criptions; Sulphur;  Sulphuric  acid;  Swords,  bayonets  and  other  arms  not 
being  firearms  and  parts  thereof;  Tin;  Tinplates;  Torpedo  tubes;  Tor- 
pedoes and  parts  thereof;  Tungsten;  Vanadium;  Four  wheeled  wagons 
capable  of  carrying  one  ton  and  over;  Two  wheeled  carts  capable  of  carry- 
ing 15  cwt.  and  over;  Harness  and  saddlery  of  all  kinds;  Brass  wire  for  long 
spans  450  lbs.  per  mile;  Horse  and  pony  shoes;  Materials  for  telegraphs; 
Wireless  telegraphs  and  telephones;  Field  glasses  and  telephones;  Field 
glasses  and  telescopes;  Railway  materials  both  fixed  and  rolling  stock; 
Men's  marching  and  shooting  boots;  Heliographs,  portable  forges;  Farriers', 
carpenters',  wheelers'  and  saddlers'  tools,  and  transport  service  sets;  Glycer- 
ine; Alcohol  as  covering  rectified  spirits;  Uniform  clothing  and  military 
equipment;  Accoutrements;  Walnut  wood  of  scantling  which  can  be  made 
into  rifle  butts  and  fore-ends.

Proclamation  of  7th  August,  1914,  respecting  immigrants  of  German 

Nationality. 

WHEREAS  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  German  Empire; 
And  whereas  there  are  many  immigrants  of  German  nationality 
quietly  pursuing  their  usual  avocations  in  various  parts  of  Canada,  and  it  is 
desirable  that  such  persons  should  continue  in  such  avocations  without 
interruption, — 

Now  know  ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council 
for  Canada,  We  do  by  these  presents  proclaim  and  direct  as  follows: 

1.  Such  persons  so  long  as  they  quietly  pursue  their  ordinary  avocations 
shall  not  be  arrested,  detained  or  interfered  with,  unless  there  is  reasonable 
ground  to  beheve  that  they  are  engaged  in  espionage,  or  attempting  to  engage 
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in  acts  of  a  hostile  nature,  or  to  give  information  to  the  enemy,  or  unless 
they  otherwise  contravene  any  law,  order  in  council,  or  proclamation ; 

2.  All  German  officers  or  reservists  attempting  to  leave  Canada  at 
any  port  on  the  Atlantic  or  on  the  Pacific  shall  be  arrested  and  detained; 

3.  Precautions  shall  be  taken  at  all  important  points  such  as  Halifax, 
St.  John,  Quebec,  Montreal,  Kingston,  Toronto,  Niagara,  Hamilton,  Lon- 
don, Windsor,  Sarnia,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Port  Arthur,  Fort  William,  Winni- 
peg, Regina,  Moosejaw,  Calgary,  Lethbridge,  Revelstoke,  Sicamous,  Mission 
Junction,  New  Westminster,  Vancouver,  Victoria  and  any  other  similar 
points  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister  of  Militia,  to  prevent  German 
officers  or  reservists  from  leaving  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  entering  the 
United  States  and  thence  proceeding  to' ^Germany,  and  any  such  officers 
or  reservists  making  any  such  attempt  shall  be  arrested  and  detained.

Proclamation  of  13th  August,  1914,   respecting  immigrants  of  Austro- 

Hungarian  nationality, 

TV7HEREAS  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  Austro-Hungarian  Monarchy; 

And  whereas  there  are  many  immigrants  of  Austro-Hungarian 
nationality  quietly  pursuing  their  usual  avocations  in  various  parts  of 
Canada,  and  it  is  desirable  that  such  persons  should  continue  in  such 
avocations  without  interruption, — 

Now  know  ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council 
for  Canada,  W e  do  by  these  presents  proclaim  and  direct  as  follows : 

1.  Such  persons  so  long  as  they  quietly  pursue  their  ordinary  avoca- 
tions shall  not  be  arrested,  detained  or  interfered  with,  unless  there  is 
reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  they  are  engaged  in  espionage,  or 
attempting  to  engage  in  acts  of  a  hostile  nature,  or  to  give  information 
to  the  enemy,  or  unless  they  otherwise  contravene  any  law,  order  in 
council  or  proclamation; 

2.  All  Austro-Hungarian  officers  or  reservists  attempting  to  leave 
Canada  at  any  port  on  the  Atlantic  or  on  the  Pacific  shall  be  arrested  and 
detained ; 
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3.  Precautions  shall  be  taken  at  all  important  points  such  as  Halifax, 
bt.  John,  Quebec,  Montreal,  Kingston,  Toronto,  Niagara,  Hamilton, 
London,  Windsor,  Sarnia,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Port  Arthur,  Fort  William, 
Winnipeg,  Regina,  Moosejaw,  Calgary,  Lethbridge,  Revelstoke,  Sicamous, 
Mission  Junction,  New  Westminster,  Vancouver,  Victoria  and  any  other 
similar  points  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister  of  Militia,  to  prevent 
Austro-Hungarian  officers  or  reservists  from  leaving  Canada  for  the 
purpose  of  entering  the  United  States  and  thence  proceeding  to  Austria- 
Hungary,  and  any  such  officers  or  reservists  making  any  such  attempt 
shall  be  arrested  and  detained.

Order  in  Council  of  14th  of  August,  1914. 

/  HERE  AS  a  state  of  war  now  exists  between  this  country  and  Austria- 
Hungary,  and  His  Majesty,  the  King,  being  mindful  of  the  recogni- 
tion accorded  to  the  practice  of  granting  ''days  of  grace"  to  enemy  mer- 
chant ships  by  the  convention  relative  to  the  Status  of  Enemy  Merchant 
Ships  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  signed  at  The  Hague  on  the  18th 
October,  1907,  and  with  the  view  of  lessening  so  far  as  may  be  practicable 
the  injury  caused  by  war  to  peaceful  and  unsuspecting  commerce, — 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  pleased  to 
order  and  it  is  ordered  as  follows: — 

1.  From  and  after  the  publication  of  this  Order,  no  enemy  merchant 
ship  shall  be  allowed  to  depart  except  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Order  from  any  Canadian  port. 

2.  In  the  event  of  the  Governor  General  being  informed  by  His 
Majesty's  Government  that  information  had  reached  His  Majesty's 
Government,  not  later  than  midnight  on  Saturday,  the  fifteenth  day  of 
August,  1914,  that  the  treatment  accorded  to  British  merchant  ships 
and  their  cargoes  which,  at  the  date  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  were  in 
the  ports  of  the  enemy  or  which  subsequently  entered  them  is  not  less 
favourable  than  the  treatment  accorded  to  enemy  merchant  ships  by 
articles  3  to  7  of  this  Order,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs  shall 
notify  the  Minister  of  Customs  and  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service 
accordingly,  and  public  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  given  in  The 
Canada  Gazette,  and  Articles  3  to  8  of  this  Order  shall  thereupon  come 
into  full  force  and  effect. 

3.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  enemy  merchant  ships 
which — 

(i)  At  the  date  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  wereAi  any  port  in 

which  this  Order  applies;  or  ^ 

(ii)  Cleared  from  their  last  port  before  the  declaration  of  war,  and, 
after  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  enter  a  port  to  which  this 
Order  applies,  with  no  knowledge  of  the  war; 
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shall  be  allowed  up  till  midnight  (Greenwich  mean  time)*  on  Saturday 
the  twenty-second  day  of  August,  1914,  for  loading  or  unloading  their 
cargoes  and  for  departing  from  such  port. 

Provided  that  such  vessels  shall  not  be  allowed  to  ship  any  contraband 
of  war,  and  any  contraband  of  war  already  shipped  on  such  vessels  must 
be  discharged. 

4.  Enemy  merchant  ships  which  cleared  from  their  last  port  before 
the  declaration  of  war,  and  which  with  no  knowledge  of  the  war,  arrive  at 
a  port  to  which  this  Order  applies  after  the  expiry  of  the  time  allowed  by 
article  3  for  loading  or  unloading  cargo  and  for  departing,  and  are 
permitted  to  enter,  may  be  required  to  depart  either  immediately,  or 
within  such  time  as  may  be  considered  necessary  by  the  Customs  officer 
of  the  port  for  the  unloading  of  such  cargo  as  they  may  be  required  or 
specially  permitted  to  discharge. 

Provided  that  such  vessels  may,  as  a  condition  of  being  allowed  to 
discharge  cargo,  be  required  to  proceed  to  any  other  specified  Canadian 
port,  and  shall  there  be  allowed  such  time  for  discharge  as  the  Customs 
officer  of  that  port  may  consider  to  be  necessary. 

Provided  also  that,  if  any  cargo  on  board  such  vessel  is  contraband 
of  war  or  is  requisitioned  under  article  5  of  this  Order,  she  may  be  required 
before  departure  to  discharge  such  cargo  within  such  time  as  the  Customs 
officer  of  the  port  may  consider  to  be  necessary;  or  she  may  be  required 
to  proceed,  if  necessary,  under  escort,  to  any  other  port  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  and  shall  there  discharge  the  contraband  under  the  like  con- 
ditions. 

5.  The  Canadian  Government  reserves  the  right  recognized  by  the 
said  Convention  to  requisition  at  any  time,  subject  to  payment  of  com- 
pensation, enemy  cargo  on  board  any  vessel  to  which  articles  3  and  4  of 
this  Order  apply. 

6.  The  privileges  accorded  by  articles  3  and  4  are  not  to  extend  to 
cable  ships  or  to  sea-going  ships  designed  to  carry  oil  fuel,  or  to  ships  whose 
tonnage  exceeds  5,000  tons  gross,  or  whose  speed  is  14  knots  or  over, 
regarding  which  the  entries  in  Lloyd's  Register  shall  be  conclusive  for  the 
purposes  of  this  article.  Such  vessels  will  remain  liable  on  adjudication 
by  the  Prize  Court  to  detention  during  the  period  of  the  war,  or  to  requisi- 
tion, in  accordance,  in  either  case,  with  the  Convention  aforesaid.  The 
said  privileges  will  also  not  extend  to  merchant  ships  which  show  by  their 
build  that  they  are  intended  for  conversion  into  warships,  as  such  vessels 
are  outside  the  scope  of  the  said  Convention,  and  are  liable  to  adjudication 
by  the  Prize  Court  to  condemnation  as  prize. 

7.  Enemy  merchant  ships  allowed  to  depart  under  articles  3  and  4 
will  be  provided  with  a  pass  indicating  the  port  to  which  they  are  to 
proceed,  and  the  route  they  are  to  follow,  in  which  pass  shall  be  embodied 
the  following  proviso : —  " 


*At  ports  where  Atlantic  Time  is  kept  the  corresponding  standard  time  of  place  is  8.0  p.m.;  where 
Eastern  Standard  Time  is  kept  it  is  7.0  p.m.;  where  Central  Time  is  kept  it  is  6.0  p.m.;  where  Mountain 
Time  is  kept  it  is  5.0  p.m.;  aad  where  Pacific  Time  is  kept  it  is  4.0  p.m.  of  the  same  day,  respectively. 
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''Provided  also  that  she  keeps  her  colours  constantly  flying  during 
''her  voyage,  and  makes  no  attempt  to  evade  stoppage  and  search  by 
"British  ships  of  war  which  she  may  fall  in  with." 

8.  A  merchant  ship  which,  after  receipt  of  such  a  pass,  does  not  follow 
the  course  indicated  therein  will  be  liable  to  capture. 

9.  If  no  information  reaches  His  Majesty's  Government  within  the 
time  allowed  by  it  for  the  receipt  of  such  information  to  the  effect  that 
the  treatment  accorded  to  British  merchant  ships  and  their  cargoes  which 
were  in  the  ports  of  the  enemy  at  the  date  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities, 
or  which  subsequently  entered  them,  is,  in  its  opinion,  not  less  favourable 
than  that  accorded  to  enemy  merchant  ships  by  articles  3  to  8  of  this 
Order,  every  enemy  merchant  ship  which,  on  the  outbreak  of  hostilities, 
was  in  any  port  to  which  this  Order  applies,  and  also  every  enemy  ship 
which  cleared  from  its  last  port  before  the  declaration  of  war,  but  which, 
with  no  knowledge  of  the  war  enters  a  port  to  which  this  Order  applies, 
shall,  together  with  the  cargo  on  board  thereof,  be  liable  to  capture,  and 
shall  be  brought  before  the  Prize  Court  forthwith  for  adjudication. 

10.  In  the  event  of  information  reaching  His  Majesty's  Government 
that  British  merchant  ships  which  cleared  from  their  last  port  before  the 
declaration  of  war,  but  are  met  with  by  the  enemy  at  sea  after  the  out- 
break of  hostilities,  are  allowed  to  continue  their  voyage  without  inter- 
ference with  either  the  ship  or  the  cargo,  or  after  capture  are  released  with 
or  without  proceedings  in  the  Prize  Court,  or  are  to  be  detained  during  the 
war  or  requisitioned  in  lieu  of  condemnation  as  prize,  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  External  Affairs  shall  notify  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  accord- 
ingly, and  shall  publish  a  notification  thereof  in  The  Canada  Gazette,  and  in 
that  event,  but  not  otherwise,  enemy  merchant  ships  which  cleared  from 
their  last  port  before  the  declaration  of  war,  and  are  captured  after  the  out- 
break of  hostilities  and  brought  before  the  Prize  Court  for  adjudication, 
shall  be  released  or  detained  or  requisitioned  in  such  cases  and  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  directed  in  the  said  notification  in  The  Canada  Gazette. 

11.  Neutral  cargo,  other  than  contraband  of  war,  on  board  an  enemy 
merchant  ship  which  is  not  allowed  to  depart  from  a  port  to  which  this 
Order  applies,  shall  be  released. 

12.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  III  of  the  Convention, 
relative  to  certain  restrictions  on  the  Exercise  of  the  Right  of  Capture  in 
Maritime  War,  signed  at  The  Hague  on  18th  October,  1907,  an  under- 
taking must,  whether  the  merchant  ship  is  allowed  to  depart  or  not,  be 
given  in  writing  by  each  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  crew  of  such 
vessel,  who  is  of  enemy  nationality,  that  he  will  not,  after  the  conclusion 
of  the  voyage  for  which  the  pass  is  issued,  engage  while  hostilities  last  in 
any  service  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  war.  If  any  such  officer 
is  of  neutral  nationality,  an  undertaking  must  be  given  in  writing  that  he 
will  not  serve,  after  the  conclusion  of  the  voyage  for  which  the  pass  is  issued, 
on  any  enemy  ship  while  hostilities  last.  No  undertaking  is  to  be  required 
from  members  of  the  crew  who  are  of  neutral  nationality.  Officers  or 
members  of  the  crew  declining  to  give  the  undertakings  required  by  this 
article  will  be  detained  as  prisoners  of  war. 
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And  the  Ministers  of  each  of  the  Government  departments,  and  all 
officers  arid  authorities  whom  it  may  concern  are  to  give  the  necessary 
directions  herein  as  to  them  may  respectively  appertain.

Proclamation  of  15th  August,  1914,  respecting  exportation  of  coal  to  Norway, 

Sweden  and  Denmark. 

WHEREAS  it  is  in  and  by  section  291  of  The  Customs  Act,  chapter  48  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  1906,  enacted  that  the  Governor  in 
Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  prohibit  the  exportation  or  the  carrying 
coastwise  or  by  inland  navigation,  of  arms,  ammunition  and  gunpowder, 
military  and  naval  stores,  and  any  articles  which  the  Governor  in  Council 
deems  capable  of  being  converted  into  or  made  useful  in  increasing  the 
quantity  of  military  or  naval  stores,  provisions  or  any  sort  of  victual  which 
may  be  used  as  food  by  man; 

And  whereas  it  is  in  and  by  section  242  of  the  said  Act  further 
enacted  that — If  any  goods,  the  exportation  or  carrying  coastwise  or  by 
inland  navigation  of  which  is  prohibited  by  the  said  Act  or  by  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council  under  the  authority  of  said  Act,  are  exported,  carried  coast- 
wise or  by  inland  navigation  or  water-borne,  or  laden  in  any  railway 
carriage,  or  other  vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  being  so  exported  or  carried, 
they  shall  be  seized  and  forfeited; 

And  whereas  in  and  by  Our  Proclamation,  bearing  date  the  seventh 
day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fourteen,  We  did  declare  that  the  exportation  from  Canada  to  any  places 
other  than  the  United  Kingdom,  the  British  Possessions,  the  United  States, 
Japan,  France  and  Russia,  of  coal  be  prohibited; 

And  whereas  Our  Governor  in  Council  has  b}^  an  order  of  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  August,  1914,  amended  an  order  of  the  seventh  day  of 
the  said  month  of  August,  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  coal  from 
Canada  to  certain  places  in  the  last  order  named,  by  permitting  the  expor- 
tation of  such  coal  from  Canada  to  Norway,  Sweden  and  Denmark,  and  has 
further  ordered  that  the  said  first  mentioned  order  be  proclaimed  and 
published  in  Our  Canada  Gazette. — 

Now  know  ye  that  We  do  by  these  presents  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  direct  that  the  said  last  mentioned  Order 
in  Council  which  is  as  follows: 

"The  Order  in  Council  of  7th  August,  1914,  prohibiting  the  expor- 
^'tation  of  coal  from  Canada  to  certain  places  is  hereby  amended  and 
'^the  exportation  of  such  coal  from  Canada  to  Norway,  Sweden  and 
* 'Denmark  is  permitted.

Majesty's  Government  in  connection  with  the  arrest  and  detention  of 
subjects  in  Canada  of  the  German  Empire  and  of  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy  and  particularly  of  those  who  attempt  to  leave  Canada; 

And  whereas  there  are  many  persons  of  German  and  Austro-Hun- 
garian nationality  quietly  pursuing  their  usual  evocations  in  various  parts 
of  Canada,  and  it  is  desirable  that  such  persons  should  be  allowed  to  con- 
tinue in  such  avocations  without  interruption, — 

Now  Know  Ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council 
for  Canada,  We  do  by  these  presents  proclaim  and  direct  as  follows : 

1 .  That  all  persons  in  Canada  of  German  or  Austro-Hungarian  nation- 
ality so  long  as  they  quietly  pursue  their  ordinary  avocations  be  allowed 
to  continue  to  enjoy  the  protection  of  the  law  and  be  accorded  the  respect 
and  consideration  due  to  peaceful  and  law-abiding  citizens;  and  that  they 
be  not  arrested,  detained  or  interfered  with,  unless  there  is  reasonable 
ground  to  believe  that  they  are  engaged  in  espionage,  or  engaging  or 
attempting  to  engage  in  acts  of  a  hostile  nature,  or  are  giving  or  attempt- 
ing to  give  information  to  the  enemy,  or  unless  they  otherwise  contra- 
vene any  law,  order  in  council  or  proclamation. 

2.  THAT 

(a)  All  German  or  Austrian  or  Austro-Hungarian  officers,  soldiers 
or  reservists  who  attempt  to  leave  Canada; 

(6)  All  subjects  of  the  German  Empire  or  of  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy  in  Canada,  who  attempt  to  leave  Canada,  and  in 
regard  to  whom  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  their 
attempted  departure  is  with  a  view  to  assisting  the  enemy;  and 

(c)  All  subjects  of  the  German  Empire  or  of  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy  in  Canada  engaged  or  attempting  to  engage  in  espionage 
or  acts  of  a  hostile  nature,  or  giving  or  attempting  to  give  infor- 
mation to  the  enemy,  or  assisting  or  attempting  to  assist  the  enemy, 
or  who  are  on  reasonable  grounds  suspected  of  doing  or  attempt- 
ing to  do  any  of  the  said  acts; 
be  arrested  and  detained. 

3.  That  in  addition  to  and  without  affecting  the  power  already  vested 
in  the  Militia  in  that  behalf  power  to  effect  the  arrest  and  detention  of  all 
or  any  person  or  persons  coming  within  any  of  the  classes  mentioned  in 
paragraph  (2)  hereof  be  vested  in  the  Chief  Commissioner  and  the  Commis- 
sioners and  constables  of  the  Dominion  Police  Force;  the  Commissioner, 
officers  and  constables  of  the  Royal  North  West  Mounted  Police;  and  such 
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other  persons  as  may  be  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Dominion  Pohce. 

4.  That  such  authorities  and  officers  mentioned  in  paragraph  (3) 
hereof,  or  the  miUtia  be  authorized  to  release  any  such  person  so  arrested 
or  detained  as  aforesaid  of  whose  rehabihty  they  may  be  satisfied  on  his 
signing  an  undertaking  in  the  form  following: — 

Undertaking. 

I   at  present

of  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 

do  hereby  declare  that  I  am  a  German  (an  Austro-Hungarian)  subject;  I 
now  in  consideration  of  my  exemption  from  detention  as  a  subject  of 
Germany,  (Austria-Hungary),  do  hereby  undertake  and  promise  that  I  will 
report  to  such  official  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Canadian  authorities 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe;  that  I  will  carefully  observe  tne  laws  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  Canada  and  such 
rules  as  may  be  especially  laid  down  for  my  conduct;  that  I  will  strictly 
abstain  from  taking  up  arms  and  from  doing  any  act  of  hostility  towards 
the  Government  of  this  Country,  and  that,  except  with  the  permission  of 
the  officer  under  whose  surveillance  I  may  be  placed,  I  will  strictly  abstain 
from  communicating  to  any  one  whomsoever  any  information  respecting 
the  existing  war  or  the  movements  of  troops,  or  the  military  preparations 
which  the  Authorities  of  Canada  or  Great  Britain  may  make,  or  as  respects 
the  resources  of  Canada,  and  that  I  will  do  no  act  that  might  be  of  injury 
to  the  Dominion  of  Canada  or  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  the  Dominions  and  possessions  thereof. 

Dated  this  day  of  1914.

5.  That  any  such  person  so  arrested  and  detained  as  aforesaid,  of  whose 
reliability  the  officer  or  authority  making  the  arrest  is  not  satisfied,  or 
who  refuses  to  sign  such  undertaking  or  having  signed  same  fails  to  abide 
by  its  terms,  be  interned  by  such  authorities  and  officers  or  militia  according 
to  the  usages  and  laws  of  war  in  such  place  as  may  be  provided  by  the  militia, 
and  that  if  it  be  deemed  necessary  that  guards  be  placed  on  persons  so 
interned,  such  guards  be  furnished  by  the  active  militia  of  Canada  on  the 
request  of  such  authorities  or  officers  to  officers  commanding  divisional 
areas  and  districts. 

6.  That  all  such  authorities  and  officers  or  militia  who  may  exercise 
any  of  the  powers  above  mentioned  be  directed  to  report  in  each  case  to 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Dominion  Police  stating  the  name,  address 
and  occupation  of  the  person  detained  or  paroled,  the  date  and  place  of 
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detention  and  generally  the  circumstances  of  the  arrest  and  detention  and 
all  such  information  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  the  purposes  of 
record  and  identification.

Therefore  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  order  and 
it  is  hereby  ordered  that  articles  3  to  7  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  14th 
August,  1914,  shall  come  into  full  force  and  effect,  as  to  merchant  ships 
of  Austria-Hungary. 

The  Governor  General  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  order  that  due 
notice  hereof  be  published  in  The  Canada  Gazette  forthwith.

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Proclamation  of  22nd  August,  191  If.,  respecting  Prize  Courts. 

WHEREAS  in  and  by  section  3  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  Parliament 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in  the 
session  thereof  held  in  the  fifty-seventh  and  fifty-eighth  years  of  the 
reign  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  and  intituled  An  Act  to  make 
further  provision  for  the  establishment  of  Prize  Courts  and  for  other  purposes 
connected  therewith,  it  was  in  effect  enacted  that  Her  late  Majesty  the 
Queen  in  Council  might  make  rules  of  court,  for  regulating  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Naval  Prize  Act,  1864,  and  the  said  Act,  the 
procedure  and  practice  of  prize  courts  within  the  meaning  of  that  Act, 
and  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  officers  thereof,  and  of  the  practitioners 
therein,  and  for  regulating  the  fees  to  be  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  courts, 
and  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  to  be  allowed  to  the  practitioners 
therein ; 

And  whereas  by  an  Imperial  Order  in  Council  bearing  date  the  fifth 
day  of  August,  1914,  certain  rules  and  orders  of  practice  and  procedure 
in  Prize  Courts,  which  may  be  cited  as  the  Prize  Court  Rules,  1914,  were 
established,  and  Order  XLVI  of  the  said  Prize  Court  Rules,  provided 
that  so  far  as  such  rules  and  orders  apply  to  any  Court  in  a  British 
possession  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  they  should  not  come  into 
operation  until  they  are  proclaimed  in  the  possession  by  the  Governor 
thereof ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  and  Our  Privy  Council  for  Canada  has 
advised  that  a  proclamation  do  issue  bringing  the  said  Prize  Court  Rules, 
1914,  into  force, — 

Now  know  ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for 
Canada  We  do  hereby  proclaim  and  declare  that  the  said  Prize  Court  Rules, 
1914,  shall  come  into  force  and  effect  upon,  from  and  after  the  date  of  this 
Our  proclamation.

HIS  Majesty  the  King  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  any  person  being 
a  subject  of  the  German  Empire  or  of  the  Dual  Monarchy  of  Austria- 
Hungary,  and  now  being  a  Consular  representative  of  any  other  foreign 
power  within  His  Majesty's  Dominions  or  Protectorates  or  within  places 
subject  to  His  Majesty's  occupation  or  control,  shall  henceforth  no  longer 
be  recognized  as  such  Consular  representative  or  permitted  to  perform 
any  duties  or  act  in  any  respect  as  such  Consular  representative  within 
His  Majesty's  Dominions  or  Protectorates  or  within  places  subject  to 
His  Majesty's  occupation  or  control,  and  His  Majesty  hereby  withdraws 
accordingly  all  and  singular  the  exequaturs  and  exequatur  heretofore 
granted  to  any  of  such  persons.

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PUBLIC  NOTICE. 

Ottawa,  September  2,  1914. 

To  all  whom  it  may  Concern. 

It  lias  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Government  that  many  persons 
of  German  and  Austro-Hungarian  nationahty  who  are  residents  of  Canada 
are  apprehensive  for  their  safety  at  the  present  time.  In  particular  the 
suggestion  seems  to  be  that  they  fear  some  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  which  might  deprive  them  of  their  freedom  to  hold  property 
or  to  carry  on  business.  These  apprehensions,  if  they  exist,  are  quite 
unfounded. 

The  policy  of  the  Government  is  embodied  in  a  Proclamation  pubhshed 
in  The  Canada  Gazette  on  15th  August.  In  accordance  with  this  Proclama- 
tion restrictive  measures  will  be  taken  only  in  cases  where  officers,  soldiers 
or  reservists  of  the  German  Empire  or  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  Monarchy 
attempt  to  leave  Canada  or  where  subjects  of  such  nationaHties  engage 
or  attempt  to  engage  in  espionage  or  acts  of  a  hostile  nature  or  to  give 
information  to  or  otherwise  assist  the  King's  enemies.  Even  where  persons 
are  arrested  or  detained  on  the  grounds  indicated  they  may  be  released 
on  signing  an  undertaking  to  abstain  from  acts  injurious  to  the  Dominion 
or  the  Empire. 

The  Proclamation  after  stating  that  'Hhere  are  many  persons  of 
German  and  Austro-Hungarian  nationality  quietly  pursuing  their  usual 
avocations  in  various  parts  of  Canada  and  that  it  is  desirable  that  such 
persons  should  be  allowed  to  continue  in  such  avocations  without  interrup- 
tion," directs  as  follows: — 

''That  all  persons  in  Canada  of  German  or  Austro-Hungarian 
nationality,  so  long  as  they  quietly  pursue  their  ordinary  avocations 
be  allowed  to  continue  to  enjoy  the  protection  of  the  law  and  be 
accorded  the  respect  and  consideration  due  to  peaceful  and  law- 
abiding  citizens;  and  that  they  be  not  arrested,  detained  or  interfered 
with,  unless  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  they  are  engaged 
in  espionage,  or  engaging  or  attempting  to  engage  in  acts  of  a  hostile 
nature,  or  are  giving  or  attempting  to  give  information  to  the  enemy, 
or  unless  they  otherwise  contravene  any  law,  order  in  council  or 
proclamation.'' 

Thus  all  such  persons  so  long  as  they  respect  the  law  are  entitled 
to  its  protection  and  have  nothing  to  fear.

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Proclaviation  of  3rd  September,  1914,  relative  to  advances  to  chartered  banks. 

WHEREAS  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  an  order  of  Our  Governor  in 
Council  bearing  date  the  third  day  of  August,  1914,  advances  to 
chartered  banks  in  the  form  of  an  issue  of  Dominion  notes  were  authorized 
to  be  made  against  deposits  by  the  banks  with  Our  Minister  of  Finance 
of  Canada  of  such  securities  as  might  be  approved  by  Our  said  Minister, 
such  advances  to  be  repayable  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May,  1915, 
with  interest  at  a  rate  to  be  approved  by  Our  said  Minister,  not  less  than 
five  per  cent  per  annum; 

And  Whereas  under  the  authority  of  a  further  order  of  Our  Governor 
in  Council  of  the  same  date,  the  chartered  banks  were  authorized  to  make 
payment  in  bank  notes  instead  of  gold  or  Dominion  notes  until  further 
official  announcement  in  that  behalf,  and  were  also  authorized  to  issue 
from  the  date  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  and  until  further  ofiicial  announce- 
ment, excess  circulation  to  amounts  not  exceeding  fifteen  per  cent  of 
the  combined  unimpaired  capital  and  rest  or  reserve  fund  of  the  respective 
banks,  as  stated  in  their  respective  statutory  monthly  returns  to  Our  said 
Minister  of  Finance  for  the  month  immediately  preceding  that  in  which 
the  additional  amount  is  issued; 

And  Whereas  under  the  authority  of  a  further  order  of  Our  Governor 
in  Council  bearing  date  the  tenth  day  of  August,  A.D.  1914,  the  redeeming 
in  specie  of  Dominion  notes  was  suspended; 

And  Whereas  by  section  3  of  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
passed  in  the  present  year  of  Our  Reign  and  intituled  An  Act  to  conserve 
the  Commercial  and  Financial  Interests  of  Canada,  the  issu«  of  Dominion 
notes  and  all  things  done  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Orders  in  Council 
were  confirmed,  and  it  was  provided  that  the  said  Orders  in  Council  should 
continue  in  force  until  the  15th  day  of  September,  1914,  provided  however 
that  Om*  Governor  in  Council  might  at  any  time  by  a  Proclamation 
pubUshed  in  Our  Canada  Gazette  revoke  the  said  Orders  in  Council  or  any 
of  them,  or  smy  of  the  provisions  in  the  said  orders  contained,  but  that 
such  revocation  should  not  affect  the  previous  operation  of  any  such  order 
or  anything  duly  done  thereunder  or  affect  any  right,  privilege,  obligation 
or  liabiHty  acquired,  accrued,  accruing  or  incurred  thereunder; 

And  \\niereas  in  and  by  section  4  of  the  said  Act  it  was  provided 
amongst  other  things  that  in  case  of  war,  invasion,  riot  or  insurrection, 
real  or  apprehended,  and  in  case  of  any  real  or  apprehended  financial 
crisis,  our  Governor  in  Council  might  by  Proclamation  published  in  The 
Canada  Gazette: — 

(a)  authorize  the  making  of  advances  to  the  chartered  banks  and  to 
the  savings  banks  to  which  The  Quebec  Savings  Banks  Act,  1913, 
applies,  by  the  issue  of  Dominion  notes  upon  the  pledge  of 
securities,  deposited  with  Our  said  ^Minister,  of  such  kind  and 
amount  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Treasury  Board;  such 
advances  to  be  repayable  at  such  times  as  the  Board  may  deter- 
mine with  interest  at  a  rate  Hkewise  determined  by  the  Board 
of  not  less  than  five  per  cent  per  annum; 
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(6)  authorize  the  chartered  banks  to  make  payments  in  the  bank 
notes  issued  by  such  banks  instead  of  in  gold  or  Dominion  notes, 
but  the  total  amount  of  the  notes  of  any  chartered  bank  in  circula- 
tion at  any  time  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  its  notes  issuable 
under  the  provisions  of  The  Bank  Act  and  of  the  next  clause  (c) ; 

(c)  authorize  the  several  chartered  banks  to  issue  excess  circulation, 
from  and  including  the  first  day  of  March  in  any  year,  to  and 
including  the  last  day  of  August  next  ensuing,  or  during  any  part 
of  such  period,  to  amounts  not  exceeding  fifteen  per  cent  of  the 
combined  unimpaired  capital  and  rest  or  reserve  fund  of  the 
respective  banks,  as  stated  in  their  respective  statutory  monthly 
returns  to  Our  said  Minister  for  the  month  immediately  preceding 
that  in  which  the  additional  amount  is  issued; 

(d)  suspend  the  redemption  in  gold  of  Dominion  notes, — 

Now  Know  Ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for 
Canada  We  do  by  these  presents  proclaim  and  direct  that  by  and  on  the 
date  of  the  publication  of  this  Our  Proclamation  in  The  Canada  Gazette,  the 
said  Orders  in  Council  shall  be  revoked;  and  We  do  further  by  these 
presents  declare  and  proclaim  as  follows,  that: — 

(a)  the  making  of  advances  to  the  chartered  banks,  and  to  the  savings 
banks  to  which  The  Quebec  Savings  Banks  Act,  1913,  applies, 
by  the  issue  of  Dominion  notes  upon  the  pledge  of  securities  as 
provided  in  the  said  Act,  be  authorized; 
(h)  the  chartered  banks  be  authorized,  subject  to  the  provisions  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  the  said  Act  to  make  payments  in  the  bank 
notes  issued  by  such  banks  instead  of  in  gold  or  Dominion  notes; 
(c)  the  several  chartered  banks  be  authorized  to  issue  excess  circulation 
as  in  the  said  Act  defined  from  and  including  the  first  day  of 
March,  1915,  to  and  including  the  last  day  of  August,  1915;  and 
(c?)  the  redemption  in  gold  of  Dominion  notes  by  the  Receiver  General 
of  Canada  be  suspended  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act  from  the  date  of  the  publication  of  this  Our  Proclamation 
in  The  Canada  Gazette. 
Of  all  which  Our  loving  subjects  and  all  others  whom  these  presents 
may  concern,  are  hereby  required  to  take  notice  and  to  govern  themselves 
accordingly.

CHAP.  I. 

An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  aid  for  military 
and  naval  defence. 

[Assented  to  22nd  August.  1914-] 

WHEREAS  a  state  of  war  exists  between  His  Majesty  Preamble, 
and  the  Emperors  of  Germany  and  of  Austria-Hun- 
gary; and  whereas  it  is  necessary  that  measures  be  taken 
for  the  common  defence  and  security,  and  to  this  end  it 
is  expedient  that  aid  as  hereinafter  provided  be  rendered 
to  His  Majesty:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  War  Appropriation  ^^^^^  ^'^^^^ 
Act,  1914. 

2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  /^®?}f.^^

there  may  be  paid  and  applied  beyond  the  ordinary  grants  doUars  may 
of  Parliament  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  million  dollars,  ^®  °^*^®* 
towards  defraying  any  expenses  that  may  be  incurred  by 
or  under  the  authority  of  the  Governor  in  Council  during 
the  year  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1915,  for, — 

(a)  the  defence  and  security  of  Canada;  Purposes. 

(6)  the  conduct  of  naval  and  military  operations  in 
or  beyond  Canada; 

(c)  promoting  the  continuance  of  trade,  industry  and 
business  communications  whether  by  means  of  insur- 
ance or  indemnity  against  war  risk  or  otherwise;  and, 

(d)  the  carrying  out  of  any  measures  deemed  necessary  or 
advisable  by  the  Governor  in  Council  in  consequence 
of  the  existence  of  a  state  of  war. 


3.  The  Governor  in  Council  in  addition  to  any  regula-  Regulation, 
tions  deemed  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions

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of  this  Act  shall  make  al]  such  regulations  as  to 
the  rates  of  pay  and  allowances  of  officers  and  men 
payable  out  of  the  moneys  provided  under  this  Act  as  may 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  be  deemed  proper. 

4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  in  addition  to  the 
sums  now  remaining  unborrowed  and  negotiable  of  the  loans 
authorized  by  any  Act  of  Parliament  heretofore  passed, 
raise  by  way  of  loan,  temporary  or  otherwise,  upon  such 
form  of  security  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Governor  in  Council  may  approve,  such  sum  or  siuns  of 
money  as  are  required  for  the  purpose  of  making  any 
payment  authorized  by  this  Act,  and  the  siuns  so  raised 
shall  form  part  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of 
Canada.

CHAP.  2. 

An  Act  to  confer  certain  powers  upon  the  Governor 
in  Council  and  to  amend  the  Immigration  Act. 

[Assented  to  22nd  August,  1914-] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  War  Measures  Ad,  short  title. 
1914. 

2.  All  acts  and  things  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  prior  ^f^altr^'*"" 
to  the  passing  of  this  Act  and  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  already  done 
August,  A.D.  1914,  by  or  under  the  authority  of  or  ratified 

by- 

(a)  His  Majesty  tlie  King  in  Council; 

(b)  any  Minister  or  officer  of  His  Majesty's  Imperial 
Government; 

(c)  the  Governor  in  Council; 

(d)  any  Minister  or   officer  of  the  Government  of 
Canada ; 

(e)  any  other  authority  or  person; 

which,  had  they  been  done  or  omitted  after  the  passing 
of  this  Act,  would  have  been  authorized  by  this  Act  or  by 
orders  or  regulations  hereunder,  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  done  or  omitted  under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  and 
are  hereby  declared  to  have  been  lawfully  done  or  omitted. 

3.  The  provisions  of  sections  6,  10,  11  and  13  of  this  Act  Limiting 
shall  only  be  in  force  during  war,  invasion,  or  insurrection,  6!?o?  u  and 
real  or  apprehended.  i3. 

4.  The  issue  of  a  proclamation  by  His  Majesty,  or  Evidence  of 
under  the  authority  of  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  be 
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conclusive  evidence  that  war,  invasion,  or  insurrection, 
real  or  apprehended,  exists  and  has  existed  for  any  period 
of  time  therein  stated,  and  of  its  continuance,  until  by  the 
issue  of  a  further  proclamation  it  is  declared  that  the  war, 
invasion  or  insurrection  no  longer  exists. 

War  existing  5.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  war  has  continuously 
since  Aug.  4.  existed  siucc  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914,  and  shall  be 
deemed  to  exist  until  the  Governor  in  Council  by  procla- 
mation published  in  The  Canada  Gazette  declares  that 
it  no  longer  exists;  but  any  and  all  proceedings  instituted 
or  conmienced  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Governor 
in  Council  before  the  issue  of  such  last  mentioned  procla- 
mation, the  continuance  of  which  he  may  authorize,  may  be 
carried  on  and  concluded  as  if  the  said  proclamation  had 
not  issued. 


Special 
powers  of 
Governor  in 
Council. 


6.  The  Governor  in  Council  shall  have  power  to  do 
and  authorize  such  acts  and  things,  and  to  make  from  time  to 
time  such  orders  and  regulations,  as  he  may  by  reason  of  the 
existence  of  real  or  apprehended  war,  invasion  or  insurrection 
deem  necessary  or  advisable  for  the  security,  defence,  peace, 
order  and  welfare  of  Canada;  and  for  greater  certainty, 
but  not  so  as  to  restrict  the  generality  of  the  foregoing 
terms,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  powers  of  the  Governor 
in  Council  shall  extend  to  all  matters  coming  within  the 
classes  of  subjects  hereinafter  enumerated,  that  is  to  say: — 
(a)  censorship  and  the    control  and    suppression  of 
publications,  writings,  maps,  plans,  photographs,  com- 
munications and  means  of  communication; 
(6)  arrest,  detention,  exclusion  and  deportation; 
(c)  control  of  the  harbours,  ports  and  territorial  waters 

of  Canada  and  the  movements  of  vessels; 
id)  transportation  by  land,  air,  or  water  and  the  control 

of  the  transport  of  persons  and  things; 
(e)  trading,  exportation,  importation,   production  and 
manufacture; 

(/)  appropriation,  control,  forfeiture  and  disposition  of 
property  and  of  the  use  thereof. 

2.  All  orders  and  regulations  made  under  this  section 
shall  have  the  force  of  law,  and  shall  be  enforced  in  such 
manner  and  by  such  courts,  officers  and  authorities  as  the 
Governor  in  Council  may  prescribe,  and  may  be  varied,  ex- 
tended or  revoked  by  any  subsequent  order  or  regulation; 
but  if  any  order  or  regulation  is  varied,  extended  or  revok- 
ed, neither  the  previous  operation  thereof  nor  anything  duly 
done  thereunder,  shall  be  affected  thereby,  nor  shall  any 
right,  privilege,  obligation  or  liability  acquired,  accrued,  ac- 
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cruing  or  incurred  thereunder  be  affected  by  such  variation, 
extension  or  revocation. 

T.  Whenever  any  property  or  the  use  thereof  has  been  Fixing 
appropriated  by  His  Majesty  under  the  provisions  of  this  sation. 
Act,  or  any  order  in  council,  order  or  regulation  made  there- 
under, and  compensation  is  to  be  made  therefor  and  has  not 
been  agreed  upon,  the  claim  shall  be  referred  by  the 
Minister  of  Justice  to  the  Exchequer  Court,  or  to  a 
Superior  or  County  Court  of  the  province  within  which  the 
claim  arises,  or  to  a  judge  of  any  such  court. 

8.  Any  ship  or  vessel  used  or  moved,  or  any  goods.  Forfeitures, 
wares  or  merchandise  dealt  with,  contrary  to  any  order  or 
regulation  made  under  this  Act,  may  be  seized  and  detained 

and  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture,  at  the  instance  of  the 
Minister  of  Justice,  upon  proceedings  in  the  Exchequer 
Court  of  Canada  or  in  any  Superior  Court. 

9.  Every  court  mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  sections  Procedure, 
shall  have  power  to  make  rules  governing  the  procedure 

upon  any  reference  made  to,  or  proceedings  taken  before,  such 
court  or  a  judge  thereof  under  the  said  sections. 

10.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  prescribe  the  penalties  imposing 
that  may  be  imposed  for  violations  of  orders  and  regulations  p^^^^*^®*- 
made  under  this  Act,  but  no  such  penalty  shall  exceed  a 

fine  of  five  thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  any  term 
not  exceeding  five  years,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment, 
and  may  also  prescribe  whether  such  penalty  be  imposed 
upon  summary  conviction  or  upon  indictment. 

11.  No  person  who  is  held  for  deportation  imder  this  Release  of 
Act  or  under  any  regulation  made  thereunder,  or  is  under 
arrest  or  detention  as  an  alien  enemy,  or  upon  suspicion  forbidden, 
that  he  is  an  alien  enemy,  or  to  prevent  his  departure 

from  Canada,  shall  be  released  upon  bail  or  otherwise 
discharged  or  tried,  without  the  consent  of  the  Minister  of 
Justice. 

12.  Section  3  of  the  Immigration  Act,  chapter  27  of  Deportation 
the  statutes  of  1910,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  dents^iea^ing 
following  subsection: —  tcfa^s1% 

'^2.  No  resident  of  Canada,  whether  he  is  a  Canadian  enemy! 
citizen  or  not,  and  whether  he  has  a  Canadian  domicile  or 
not,  who  leaves  Canada  to  perform  any  military  or  other 
service  for  any  country  then  at  war  with  His  Majesty,  or 
for  the  pui^pose  of  aiding  or  abetting  in  any  way  His 
Majesty's  enemies,  shall  be  permitted  to  land  in  Canada, 
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or  remain  therein,  except  witli  the  permission  of  the  Min- 
ister. If  any  such  person  is  also  prosecuted  for  any 
offence  of  which  he  may  have  been  guilty,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  undergo  any  punishment  imposed  upon  him  under  such 
prosecution  before  he  is  deported." 

Increasing  13.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  the 
Northwest  Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police  Act,  Revised  Statutes, 
Mounted  1906,  chapter  91,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  authorize  the  appointment  of  such  number  of 
constables,  supernumerary  constables,  scouts  and  boys,  in 
addition  to  the  numbers  limited  by  the  said  section,  as  he 
thinks  necessary.

CHAP.  3. 

An  Act  to  conserve  the  Commercial  and  Financial 
interests  of  Canada. 

[Assented  to  22nd  August,  1914] 

TyHEREAS  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  an  order  in  Preamble.

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the       c-  si; 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as     •  ^-  •

1.  Sections  154,  201  and  222  of  the  Inland  Revenue  ^^^[^^

[Assented  to  22nd  August ^  1914-] 

Tt/ HERE  AS  by  The  Naturalization  Act,  1914,  the  Dom- Preamble. 
Vt  inion  of  Canada  adopted  Part  II  of  the  British 
Nationality  and  Status  of  Aliens  Act,  1914,  passed  by 
the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom,  which  was  before 
the  said  Parhament  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  The 
Naturalization  Act,  1914,  and  which  received  the  assent  of 
His  Majesty  on  the  seventh  day  of  August,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fourteen;  and  whereas  amendments  were 
made  in  Parts  II  and  III  of  the  said  Act  while  it  was  being 
passed  by  the  Parhament  of  the  United  Kingdom,  which 
are  not  contained  in  The  Naturalization  Act,  1914,  and  i9i4.  c.  44. 
it  is  desirable  that  corresponding  amendments  be  made  in 
The  Naturalization  Act,  1914'  Therefore  His  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Conamons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  Subsection  5  of  section  2  of  The  Naturalization  Act,  widows 
1914,  chapter  44  of  the  statutes  of  1914,  is  repealed  and  the  who  were 
following  is  substituted  therefor: —  Objects 

''5.  In  the  case  of  a  woman  who  was  a  British  subject 
previously  to  her  marriage  to  an  alien  and  whose  husband 
has  died,  or  whose  marriage  has  been  dissolved,  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  as  to  residence  shall  not  apply,  and  the 
Secretary  of  State  may,  in  any  other  special  case,  if  he  thinks 
fit,  grant  a  certificate  of  naturalization,  although  the  four 
years'  residence  or  five  years'  service  has  not  been  within 
the  last  eight  years  before  the  application." 

2.  Section  10  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding

An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund. 

[Assented  to  22nd  August^  1914^ 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  Preamble, 
assistance,  in  case  of  need,  of  the  wives,  children  and 
dependent  relatives  of  ofncers  and  men,  residents  of  Canada, 
Vv^ho,  during  the  present  war,  may  be  on  active  service  with 
the  naval  and  inilitary  forces  of  the  British  Empire  and 
Great  Britain's  alhes;  and  whereas  money  is  now  being 
raised  for  the  said  purpose,  and  it  is  desirable  to  provide 
for  the  administration  of  the  same:  Therefore  His  Majesty,

of  its  officers  and  employees,  the  appointment  of  members 
to  fill  vacancies,  the  quorum  at  meetings,  and  generally 
the  internal  government  of  the  Corporation  and  the  carrying 
out  of  the  objects  of  this  Act.

2. — (1)  The  master  of  a  British  ship  registered  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  if  he  meets  with  or  is  informed  of  any 
dangerous  ice  or  dangerous  derelict  or  any  other  imminent 
and  serious  danger  to  navigation  on  or  near  his  course,  shall 
(a)  if  the  ship  is  fitted  with  a  wireless  telegraphy  install- 
ation, send  out  the  wireless  danger  call  described  in 
Part  I  of  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act,  followed, 
as  provided  in  that  Schedule,  by  a  message  conveying 
the  required  information,  and  if  the  ship  is  not  so  fitted, 
communicate  the  information,  by  any  other  means  of 
communication  at  his  disposal,  to  ships  in  the  vicinity; 
and 

(6)  make  a  report  to  shore  as  soon  as  possible  in  accord- 
ance with  rules  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  by  the  Board 
of  Trade. 

(2)  If  the  master  of  a  ship  fails  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  he  shall  be  liable  in  respect  of 
each  offence  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds. 

(3)  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  wireless  telegraph 
station  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Postmaster 
General,  or  which  is  established  or  installed  under  license 
of  the  Postmaster  General,  shall,  on  receiving  the  wireless 
danger  call,  refrain  from  sending  messages  for  a  time 
sufficient  to  allow  other  stations  to  receive  the  message 
conveying  information,  and,  if  «o  required  by  the  Board 
of  Trade,  shall  transmit  the  information  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Board.

5. — (1)  The  master  of  a  British  ship  registered  in  the  obligation 
United  Kingdom  shall,  when  a  wireless  distress  call  as  assistance  on 
described  in  Part  I  of  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act  is  ^^^^^^ 
received  on  his  ship  from  any  other  ship,  proceed  with  all  distr^««ii. 
speed  to  the  assistance  of  the  persons  in  distress  unless  he  is 
informed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  ship  from  which  the  call  is 
received  that  his  assistance  is  not  wanted,  or  unless  for  any 
other  reason  it  is  impracticable,  unreasonable,  or  unnecessary 
in  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case  so  to  proceed,  and, 
if  he  fails  to  comply  with  this  provision,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanour.

(2)  A  printed  copy  of  the  code  of  urgent  and  important 
signals  specified  in  Part  II  of  the  Second  Schedule  to  this 
Act  shall  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  chart  room 
of  every  ship  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

(3)  If  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  not  complied  with

of  the  ship  (if  in  fault)  shall  be  liable  in  respect  of  each 
offence  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Trade  shall  make  rules  with  respect  to 
the  manning  of  passenger  steamers  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section  from  the  point  of  view  of  safety  of  life  at  sea,  and 
where  those  rules  apply  to  a  ship  the  ship  shall  for  the 
purposes  of  this  section  be  deemed  to  be  manned  with  a 
sufficient  and  efficient  crew  if  she  is  manned  in  accordance 
with  those  rules,  and  not  to  be  manned  with  a  sufficient 
and  efficient  crew  if  she  is  not  manned  in  accordance  with 
those  rules. 


9. — (1)  With  a  view  to  securing  the  safety  of  passenger  J^g^^^^J^^^^ 
steamers  which  are  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  construction 
Board  of  Trade  may  make  such  rules  as  appear  to  them  g^eamers 
necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
the  Convention  mentioned  in  Part  I  of  the  Third  Schedule 
to  this  Act  (which  relate  to  the  construction  of  steamers), 
and  also  to  carry  into  effect  any  international  agreement 
which  may  be  arrived  at  as  the  result  of  the  procedure 
under  Article  30  of  the  Convention. 

(2)  Rules  made  under  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
steamers  aheady  constructed  or  in  the  course  of  construc- 
tion at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  Act,  or  the  construc- 
tion of  which  is  commenced  after  that  time  and  before  the 
first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  except  so  far 
as  it  may  appear  to  the  Board  of  Trade  practicable  and 
reasonable  to  apply  those  rules  to  any  such  steamer  or  any 
class  of  such  steamers,  with  any  exceptions  or  modifications, 
or  subject  to  any  conditions  which  appear  expedient  to 
the  Board  in  the  circumstances. 


10.  — (1)  The  Board  of  Trade  may  make  such  rules  with  Rules  with 
respect  to  the  closing  and  periodical  trial  and  operation  of  ciosfng  and 
watertight  doors,  side  scuttles,  valves,  and  other  like  trial  o1 
contrivances  in  passenger  steamers  which  are  registered  in  doorsfete! 
the  United  Kingdom,  as  appear  necessary  or  expedient  to 

carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Convention  mentioned, 
in  Part  II  of  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(2)  If  the  master  of  a  passenger  steamer  acts  in  contra- 
vention of  or  fails  to  comply  with  any  rule  made  under  this 
section,  he  shall  be  liable  in  respect  to  each  offence  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds. 

11.  — (1)  The  accommodation  provided  on  a  passenger  Rules  with 
steamer  which  is  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom,  by  [jfeSaving 
lifeboats  and  (to  the  extent  to  which  they  are  allowed  in  appliances. 
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substitution  for  life-boats  in  pursuance  of  rules  made 
under  this  section)  by  pontoon  life  rafts,  shall  be  at  least 
sufficient  for  every  person  on  board  the  ship,  and  if  such  a 
steamer  has  on  board  at  any  time  a  total  number  of  persons 
greater  than  that  for  which  accommodation  is  so  provided, 
the  owner  of  the  ship  (if  in  fault)  shall  be  liable  in  respect  of 
every  person  in  excess  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  pounds 
and  the  master  of  the  ship  (if  in  fault)  shall  be  liable  in 
respect  of  every  person  in  excess  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
pounds,  and  subsections  (2)  and  (3)  of  section  four  hundred 
and  thirty  of  the  principal  Act  shall  apply  with  respect  to 
penalties  under  this  section  as  they  apply  with  respect  to 
penalties  under  that  section. 

(2)  Rules  with  respect  to  life-saving  appliances  made 
under  section  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  of  the  prin- 
cipal Act  shall  make  such  provision  as  is  necessary  to  carry 
into  effect,  as  respects  passenger  steamers  which  are  regis- 
tered in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  provisions  of  the  Conven- 
tion mentioned  in  Part  III  of  the  Third  Schedule  to  this 
Act,  and  such  alteration  of,  and  addition  to,  the  rules  for 
the  time  being  in  force  shall  be  made  as  are  necessary  or 
expedient  for  that  purpose. 

The  power  to  make  rules  under  section  four  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  of  the  principal  Act  is  hereby  extended  so  as 
to  include  such  further  power,  if  any,  as  may  be  required 
to  give  full  effect  to  this  provision. 


Supplemental     12. — (1)  The  Board  of  Trade  may  make  such  rules  as 
fo?Ilv?ng     appear  to  them  necessary  or  expedient  for  carrying  out,  in 
^iL^hi^ase^  the  case  of  passenger  steamers  which  are  registered  in  the 
of  accident.    United  Kingdom,  the  provisions  of  the  Convention  with 
respect  to  the  internal  arrangement  and  the  lighting  of  ships, 
manning  of  boats,  certificates  for  lifeboatmen,  prevention, 
detection,  and  extinction  of  fire  on  board  ship,  mustering 
and  duties  of  the  crew  in  case  of  accident,  and  for  practice 
and  drills  with  a  view  to  action  in  emergencies,  which  are 
mentioned  in  Part  IV  of  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(2)  If  any  rule  made  under  this  section  is  not  complied 
with  in  the  case  of  any  ship,  the  owner  of  the  ship  (if  in 
fault)  shall  be  liable  in  respect  of  each  offence  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  and  the  master  of  the  ship 
(if  in  fault)  shall  be  liable  in  respect  of  each  offence  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  pounds,  and  subsections  (2)  and  (3)  of 
section  four  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  principal  Act  shall 
apply  with  respect  to  the  penalties  under  this  section  as 
they  apply  with  respect  to  the  penalties  under  that  section. 

(3)  A  seaman  or  apprentice  to  the  sea  service  shall,

A  passenger  steamer  means  a  steamer  which  carries  more  steamer  for 
than  twelve  passengers.  of  Part  ii^^ 

Persons  who  are  on  board  a  steamer  by  reason  of  force 
majeure  or  as  the  result  of  any  obligation  on  the  part 
of  a  master  to  carry  shipwrecked  persons  or  persons  in 
like  circumstances,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  passen- 
gers and  shall  not  be  counted  when  reckoning  the 
number  of  persons  on  board  a  ship. 

Part  III. — Wireless  Telegraphy. 

15.  — (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  every  wireless 
British  ship  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  which  carries  Jeq^rements. 
fifty  or  more  persons  shall  be  provided  with  a  wireless 
telegraphy  installation,   and  shall  maintain  a  wireless 
telegraphy  service  which  shall  be  at  least  sufficient  to  comply 

with  the  rules  made  for  the  purpose  under  this  Act,  and 
shall  be  provided  with  certified  operators  and  watchers  at 
least  in  accordance  with  those  rules.  Provided  that  the 
obligations  imposed  by  this  section  shall  not  come  into 
operation  until  such  date,  not  being  less  than  six  months 
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after  the  making  of  those  rules,  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
rules. 

(2)  In  reckoning  the  nimiber  of  persons  carried  on  a  ship 
for  the  purpose  of  this  section,  persons  shall  not  be  counted 
who  are  exceptionally  and  temporarily  carried  on  a  ship — 

(a)  as  the  result  of  force  majeure;  or 

(b)  as  the  result  of  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  number 
of  the  crew  to  fill  the  places  of  members  of  the  crew 
who  are  ill  or  disabled;  or 

(c)  as  the  result  of  the  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
master  to  carry  shipwrecked  persons,  or  persons  in  like 
circumstances;  or 

(d)  if  so  provided  by  rules  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  as  cargo 
hands  for  a  part  of  the  voyage  not  being  between  one 
continent  and  another,  and  not  being,  during  the  time 
the  hands  are  carried,  outside  the  limits  of  latitude 
thirty  degrees  north  and  thirty  degrees  south. 

(3)  If  this  section  is  not  complied  v/ith  in  the  case  of  any 
ship,  the  master  or  owner  of  the  ship  shall  be  liable  in 
respect  of  each  offence  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
pounds,  and  any  such  offence  may  be  prosecuted  summarily, 
but  if  the  offence  is  prosecuted  summarily  the  fine  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  pounds. 

Rules  with       lO. — (1)  The  Board  of  Trade,  in  consultation  with  the 
vS-e?ess*°     Postmaster  General,  shall  make  such  rules  with  respect  to 
telegraphy    wirclcss  telegraphy  installations  and  service  on  British 
requiremen  s.  g]^-pg  ^]^j(>h  are  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  with 
respect  to  the  carrying  on  those  ships  of  operators  and 
watchers  for  the  purposes  of  wireless  telegraphy,  as  appear 
to  them  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  the  Convention  mentioned  in  Part  V  of  the 
Third  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(2)  The  Board  of  Trade  may  by  rules  made  under  this 
section  exempt  from  the  obligations  of  this  Act  as  to  wire- 
less telegraphy, 

(a)  ships  while  on  voyages  the  course  of  which  does  not 
take  the  ship  more  than  a  hundred  and  fifty  sea  miles 
from  the  nearest  coast,  if  the  Board  are  satisfied  that 
the  route  and  the  conditions  of  the  voyage  are  such  as  to 
render  compliance  with  those  obligations  um-easonable 
or  unnecessary;  and 

(6)  sailing  ships  on  which,  owing  to  the  peculiar  or 
primitive  nature  of  their  build,  it  is  impossible  to 
provide  a  proper  wireless  telegraphy  installation. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Trade  may  by  rules  made  under  this 
section  provide  that  any  automatic  calling  apparatus  which 
is  certified  by  them  to  be  efficient  and  to  have  been  accepted 
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by  the  parties  to  the  Convention  may  be  substituted,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  precisions  of  this  Act  and  any  rules  made 
thereunder  relating  to  wireless  telegraphy,  for  a  certified 
operator  or  watcher. 

17. — The  Board  of  Trade  may  postpone  the  operation  Power  to 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  wireless  telegraphy  ^JatSn 
as  respects  any  particular  ship  for  such  period  as  the  Board  of  wireless 
of  Trade  determine  in  each  case,  if  it  is  shown  by  the  owners  pro^slons 
of  the  ship  that  they  have  taken  all  reasonable  steps  to  respects 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  respects  the  ship,  ships, 
but  that  they  have  been  unable  to  do  so  owing  to  difficulties 
in  obtaining  delivery  of  any  wireless  telegraphy  apparatus 
or  of  obtaining  the  service  of  certificated  operators  or 
watchers. 

The  period  of  postponement  under  this  section  shall  not 
exceed  one  year  in  the  case  of  ships  which  are  required  in 
pursuance  of  the  Convention  to  provide  a  first-class  wire- 
less telegraphy  service,  and  two  years  in  the  case  of  ships 
which  are  so  required  to  provide  a  third-class  wireless 
telegraphy  service,  and  in  the  case  of  ships  which  are  so  re- 
quired to  provide  second-class  wireless  telegraphy  service, 
shall  not  exceed  one  year  as  respects  the  provision  of  a 
wireless  telegraphy  installation  and  two  years  as  respects 
the  provision  of  a  continuous  watch. 


Part  IV. — Safety  Certificate. 

18. — (1)  Where  any  provisions  of  Parts  II  and  III  of  Certificate 
this  Act  are  applicable  to  a  British  ship  registered  in  the  ^^^^y- 
United  Kingdom,  that  ship  shall  not  proceed  to  sea  from  a 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom  unless  a  certificate  (in  this  Act 
referred  to  as  a  safety  certificate)  has  been  granted  in 
respect  of  the  ship,  and  is  for  the  time  being  in  force,  and 
shall  be  provided  with  a  safety  certificate  when  coming 
into  such  a  port. 

(2)  If  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  not  complied  with 
in  the  case  of  any  ship,  the  master  of  the  ship  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds. 

(3)  The  master  of  any  ship  to  which  this  section  applies 
shall  produce  the  safety  certificate  on  being  required  by 
any  officer  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  require 
the  production  of  the  certificate;  and  if  the  certificate  is 
not  produced  the  ship  may  be  detained. 

(4)  The  safety  certificate  shall  certify,  in  the  form  set  out 
in  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  this  Act,  that  the  provisions  of 
the  convention  therein  referred  to  have  been  complied  with, 
and  shall  be  a  certificate  granted  by  or  under  the  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  under  this  Part  of  this  Act. 
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19. — (1)  The  Board  of  Trade  shall  not  grant  a  safety 
certificate  or  allow  a  safety  certificate  to  be  granted  unless 
they  are  satisfied,  on  the  report  of  a  wireless  telegraphy 
inspector,  as  respects  provisions  relating  to  wireless  tele- 
graphy, and  on  the  report  of  a  surveyor  of  ships  appointed 
under  section  seven  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  prin- 
cipal Act  as  respects  other  matters,  that  the  certificate  can 
be  properly  granted,  and  if  they  are  so  satisfied,  shall  grant 
the  certificate. 

(2)  A  copy  of  any  report  of  a  wireless  telegraphy  inspector 
or  surveyor  of  ships  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  shall  be 
sent  to  the  owner  of  the  ship,  and  if  the  owner  feels  aggrieved 
by  the  report  he  may  appeal  to  the  court  of  survey  for  the 
port  or  the  district  where  the  ship  for  the  time  being  is,  in 
manner  provided  by  the  rules  of  that  court. 

On  any  such  appeal  the  judge  of  the  court  of  survey  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  question  raised  by  the 
appeal,  and  for  the  purposes  of  deciding  the  question 
whether  the  certificate  of  safety  is  to  be  granted  or  not,  the 
report  from  the  judge  of  the  court  of  survey  shall  be  substi- 
tuted by  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the  report  which  has  been 
the  subject  of  appeal. 

(3)  A  safety  certificate  shall  not  be  in  force  for  more  than 
one  year  from  the  date  of  its  issue,  nor  after  notice  is  given 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  the  owner,  agent,  or  master  of  the 
ship  in  respect  of  which  it  has  been  granted,  that  the  Board 
of  Trade  have  cancelled  the  certificate. 

(4)  If  a  ship  in  respect  of  which  a  safety  certificate  has 
been  granted  is  absent  from  the  United  Kingdom  at  the 
time  when  the  certificate  expires,  the  Board  of  Trade,  or 
any  person  authorized  by  them  for  the  purpose,  may,  if  it 
appears  proper  and  reasonable  so  to  do,  grant  such  an 
extension  of  the  certificate  as  will  allow  the  ship  to  complete 
the  return  voyage  to  the  United  Kingdom,  but  no  such 
extension  shall  have  effect  for  a  period  exceeding  five 
months  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  certificate. 

(5)  Sections  two  hundred  and  seventy-six,  two  hundred 
and  seventy-seven,  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  two 
hundred  and  eighty,  two  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  two 
hundred  and  eighty-two  of  the  principal  Act  (which  in 
connection  with  passenger  steamer  certificates  relate  to  the 
transmission  of  a  certificate,  fees  for  certificate,  the  can- 
cellation, delivery  up,  posting  up,  and  penalties  for  the 
forgery  of,  a  certificate)  shall  apply  with  respect  to  a 
passenger  steamer's  certificate,  with  the  substitution  of  the 
report  of  the  surveyor  or  inspector  under  this  section  for 
the  declaration  of  survey. 
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20.  — (1)  The  Postmaster  General  (and  the  Board  of  wireless 
Trade,  if  they  desire  to  do  so  for  any  special  purposes  in  insrSSor^ 
connection  with  wireless  telegraphy  on  board  a  ship),  may 
appoint  officers  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  wireless  telegraphy 
inspectors)  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  ships  with  a  view 

to  ascertaining  whether  the  requirements  of  this  Act  relating 
to  wireless  telegraphy  are  complied  with  on  board  any  ship. 

(2)  A  wireless  telegraphy  inspector,  for  the  purpose  of 
reporting  with  respect  to  the  granting  of  a  safety  certificate 
under  this  Act,  or  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  to  wireless  telegraphy  installa- 
tion and  wireless  telegraphy  operators  are  complied  with  on 
board  any  ship,  may  go  on  board  any  ship  at  all  reasonable 
times,  and  do  all  things  necessary  for  the  proper  inspection 
of  the  installation  on  the  ship,  and  may  also  require  the 
master  of  the  ship  to  supply  him  with  any  information 
which  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  master  to  supply  with  respect 
to  the  provision  on  the  ship  of  operators  or  watchers,  and 
require  the  production  of  any  certificate  granted  under  this 
Act  in  respect  to  the  installation,  and  of  the  certificates  of 
the  operators  and  watchers  on  the  ship. 

(3)  If  the  master  of  a  ship  refuses  or  fails  to  supply 
information  in  accordance  with  this  section  he  shall  be 
Hable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds,  and  if  any 
person  impedes  any  such  inspector  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  under  this  Act,  or  having  the  custody  of  a  certi- 
ficate the  production  of  which  may  be  required  under  this 
section  fails  to  produce  it  when  the  production  is  so  required, 
that  person  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
pounds. 

21.  — Where  a  safety  certificate  has  been  granted  in  Effect 
respect  of  a  ship  and  is  in  force,  any  of  the  provisions  of  cLtmcSe. 
this  Act  or  the  rules  made  thereunder  relating  to  the 
manning,  construction  or  equipment  of  the  ship,  or  the 
provision  of  wireless  telegraphy  and  wireless  telegraphy 
operators  and  watchers  on  the  ship,  which  are  applicable 

to  the  ship,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  complied  with 
unless  it  appears  that  the  ship  cannot  proceed  to  sea  without 
danger  to  the  passengers  or  crew,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
actual  condition  of  the  ship  does  not  correspond  in  substan- 
tial particulars  with  the  certificate. 

22.  — (1)  The  report  of  a  surveyor  for  the  purposes  of  a  Relation 
safety  certificate  under  this  Act  shall,  as  to  the  matters  cLtificSe 
contained  therein,  have  the  same  effect  for  the  purpose  of  to  passenger 
the  passenger  steamer's  certificate  as  the  declaration  of  a  certScate. 
surveyor  under  section  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the 
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principal  Act,  and  shall  contain  not  only  the  particulars 
required  for  a  safety  certificate,  but  also  in  the  case  of  a 
passenger  steamer  requiring  a  passenger  steamer's  certifi- 
cate, any  particulars  required  for  the  purpose  of  a  passenger 
steamer's  certificate. 

(2)  Where  a  ship  has  a  safety  certificate,  the  passenger 
steamer's  certificate  need  only  state  matters  which  are 
required  to  be  stated  in  the  passenger  steamer's  certificate, 
but  not  required  to  be  stated  in  the  safety  certificate. 

(3)  An  emigrant  ship  in  respect  of  which  a  safety  certi- 
ficate is  in  force  shall  be  exempted  from  section  two  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  of  the  principal  Act  in  the  same  manner 
as  an  emigrant  ship  in  respect  of  which  a  passenger  steamer's 
certificate  is  in  force. 


Part  V. — Application  of  Act  to  Foreign  Ships  and 
TO  British  Ships  not  registered  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

AppUcation  23. — (1)  Compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Parts  II 
fordgn^hips  relating  to  the  manning,  construction,  or  equipment 

and  ships  not  of  passeugcr  steamcrs  or  relating  to  the  provision  of  wireless 
in^he  United  telegi'aphy  and  wireless  telegraph  operators  and  watchers 
Kingdom.  on  a  ship,  and  representing  provisions  of  the  Convention  of 
this  Act,  shall  be  required  in  the  case  of  a  foreign  ship  or  a 
British  ship  not  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  which 
comes  into  or  proceeds  to  sea  from  a  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  in  the  same  manner  as  compliance  with  those 
provisions  would  be  required  if  the  ship  were  registered  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
apply  to  such  a  ship  accordingly. 

(2)  A  safety  certificate  granted  by  or  under  the  authority 
of  the  Government  of  the  country  to  which  a  foreign  ship  or 
a  British  ship  not  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  belongs 
and  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  granted  in  accord- 
ance with  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Convention,  shall  have 
the  same  effect  as  regards  that  ship  as  a  safety  certificate 
granted  under  this  Act  has  as  respects  a  ship  registered  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

(3)  A  foreign  ship,  and  a  British  ship  not  registered  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  coming  into  or  proceeding  to  sea 
from  a  port  in  the  United  Kingdom — 

(a)  siiall,  if  entitled  to  a  total  or  partial  exemption  from 
the  provisions  of  the  Convention  under  a  certificate  of 
exemption  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Trade  as  granted 
in  accordance  with  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Conven- 
tion, be  exempted  to  the  same  extent  from  the  corres- 
ponding provisions  of  this  Act;  and 
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(b)  shall,  if  on  a  voyage  on  which  a  British  ship  registered 
in  the  United  Kingdom  should  be  entitled  to  a  total  or 
partial  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  Parts  II,  III, 
or  IV  of  this  Act,  be  exempted  to  the  same  extent  as 
a  British  ship  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  would 
be  exempted. 

24.  — Any  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  of  any  rules  made  Application 
thereunder,  which  apply  to  the  United  Kingdom  or  to  ships  BritSh*^ 
registered  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  to  ports  in  the  United  possessions. 
Kingdom,  shall  apply  to  all  British  possessions  other  than 

those  mentioned  in  the  Fifth  Schedule  to  this  Act  and  to 
ships  registered  in  those  possessions  and  to  ports  in  those

(a)  His  Majesty  may,  by  order  in  council,  except  any 
British  possession  from  the  operation  of  the  foregoing 
provision,  if  he  thinks  fit,  having  regard  to  the  special 
circumstances  of  the  possession,  and  may  revoke  any 
such  order;  and 
(6)  His  Majesty  may,  by  order  in  council,  if  satisfied 
that  the  legislature  of  any  British  possession  to  which 
this  section  applies  have  by  Act  or  Ordinance  made 
proper  provision  for  carrying  out  the  Convention  as 
respects  that  possession,  direct  that  foregoing  provision 
shall  cease  to  apply  to  that  possession;  and 

(c)  such  adaptations  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and 
any  rules  thereunder  may  be  made  by  order  in  council 
as  may  appear  necessary  to  make  those  provisions  or 
rules  applicable  in  the  British  possession  to  which  they 
apply  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  provision;  and 

(d)  the  Secretary  of  State  may  postpone  the  operation  of 
the  foregoing  provision  as  respects  any  possession  until 
any  date  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  expedient 
to  do  so,  having  regard  to  the  special  circumstances  of 
the  possession. 

25.  — (1)  His  Majesty  may,  by  order  in  council,  direct  Application 
that  this  Act  shall  apply  to  any  British  protectorate  and  to  protectorates, 
the  Island  of  Cyprus  in  the  same  manner  as  it  applies  to  etc. 
British  possessions  other  than  those  mentioned  in  the  Fifth 
Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(2)  His  Majesty  may,  by  order  in  council,  direct  that 
any  provisions  of   this    Act   and   of   any  rules  made 
thereunder  shall  apply  to  ships  registered  in  any  port  of 
registry  outside  His  Majesty's  dominions  as  they  apply  to 
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ships  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom,  subject  to  any 
adaptations  which  may  be  made  by  order  in  council  for 
the  purpose  of  making  these  provisions  applicable  to  ships 
registered  in  that  port. 


Part  VI. — General. 


Exception 
for  ships 
compelled 
to  take 
refuge  by 
stress  of 
weather,  etc. 


26.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  subject  any  ship  which, 
not  being  bound  to  a  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  has 
been  compelled  to  take  refuge  in  such  a  port  by  stress  of 
weather  or  force  majeure  to  any  provisions  of  this  Act 
from  which  the  ship  would  have  been  exempt  in  the  ordin- 
ary course  of  the  ship's  voyage. 


Rules  to  be 
laid  before 
Parliament. 


27. — (1)  Any  rules  made  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 
and  all  rules  made  under  section  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1914,  after  the  com- 
mencement of  this  Act,  for  any  purpose,  shall  be  laid  before 
each  House  of  Parliament  as  soon  as  may  be  after  they 
are  made;  and  if  an  address  is  presented  to  His  Majesty 
by  either  House  of  Parliament  within  the  next  subsequent 
forty  days  on  which  that  House  has  sat  next  after  any 
such  rules  were  laid  before  it,  praying  that  the  rules  be 
annulled,  the  rules  shall  forthwith  be  void,  but  without 
prejudice  to  the  validity  of  anything  previously  done  there- 
under or  to  the  making  of  any  new  rule. 

(2)  Before  making  any  such  rules  the  Board  of  Trade 
shall  give  public  notice  of  the  draft  of  the  proposed  rules 
in  such  manner  as  they  think  best  fitted  for  giving  inform- 
ation to  those  concerned,  and  giving  those  concerned  an 
opportunity  of  making  representations  to  the  Board  with 
respect  to  the  rules. 

(3)  Subsection  (2)  of  section  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1914,  is  hereby  repealed.

Who,  having  been  duly  authorized  to  that  effect,  have  drawn  up  by 
common  consent  the  following  Convention: — 


Chapter  I. — Safety  of  Life  at  Sea. 
Article  1. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  safety  of  life  at  sea,  to  pro- 
mulgate all  regulations  and  to  take  all  steps  which  may  be  necessary  to 
give  the  Convention  full  and  complete  effect. 

The  provisions  of  this  Convention  are  completed  by  Regulations  which 
have  the  same  force  and  take  effect  at  the  same  time  as  the  Convention. 
Every  reference  to  the  Con^  ention  implies  at  the  same  time  a  reference  to 
the  Regulations  annexed  thereto. 


Chapter  II. — Ships  to  w^hich  this  Convention  applies. 
Article  2. 

Except  where  otherwise  provided  by  this  Convention,  the  merchant 
ships  of  any  of  the  States  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties,  which  are  mechan- 
ically propelled,  which  carry  more  than  12  passengers,  and  which  proceed  from 
a  port  of  one  of  the  said  States  to  a  port  situated  outside  that  State,  or  con- 
versely, are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Convention.  Ports  situated  in 
the  Colonies,  Possessions  or  Protectorates  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
are  considered  to  be  ports  outside  the  States  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties. 

Persons  who  are  on  board  by  reason  of  force  majeure  or  in  consequence 
of  the  obligation  laid  upon  the  master  to  carry  shipwrecked  or  other  persons 
are  not  deemed  to  be  passengers. 
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Article  3. 

There  are  exempt  from  this  Convention,  save  in  the  cases  where  the 
Convention  otherwise  provides,  ships  making  voyages  specified  in  a  schedule 
to  be  communicated  by  each  High  Contracting  Party  to  the  British  Govern- 
ment at  the  time  of  ratifying  the  Convention. 

No  schedule  may  include  voyages  in  the  course  of  which  the  ships  go 
more  than  200  sea  miles  from  the  nearest  coast. 

Each  High  Contracting  Party  has  the  right  subsequently  to  modify  its 
schedule  of  voyages  in  conformity  with  this  Article  on  condition  that  it 
notifies  the  British  Government  of  such  modification. 

Each  High  Contracting  Party  has  the  right  to  claim  from  another  Con- 
tracting Party  the  benefit  of  the  privileges  of  the  Convention  for  all  of  its  ships 
which  are  engaged  in  any  one  of  the  voyages  mentioned  in  its  own  schedule. 
For  this  purpose  the  Party  claiming  such  benefit  shall  impose  on  the  said 
ships  the  obligations  prescribed  by  the  Convention,  in  so  far  as,  having 
regard  to  the  natiu-e  of  the  voyage,  these  obligations  would  not  be  unnecessary 
or  um-easonable. 

Article  4. 

No  ship,  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Convention  at  the  time  of 
its  departure,  can  be  subjected  to  the  Convention  in  the  course  of  its  voyage, 
if  stress  of  weather  or  any  other  cause  of  force  majeure  compels  it  to  take 
refuge  in  a  port  of  one  of  the  States  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties. 


Chapter  III. — Safety  of  Navigation. 
Article  5. 

When  the  expression  "  every  ship  "  is  used  in  this  Chapter  and  in  the 
corresponding  part  of  the  annexed  Regulations,  it  includes  all  merchant 
ships,  whether  they  are  the  ships  defined  in  Article  2  or  not,  wliich  belong 
to  any  of  the  Contracting  States. 

Article  6. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  take  all  steps  to  ensure  the 
destruction  of  derelicts  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean  east  of  a 
line  drawn  from  Cape  Sable  to  a  point  situated  in  latitude  34°  north  and 
longitude  70°west.  Further,  they  will  establish  in  the  North  Atlantic  with 
the  least  possible  delay  a  service  for  the  study  and  observation  of  ice  con- 
ditions and  a  service  of  ice  patrol.    For  this  purpose: — 

Two  vessels  shall  be  charged  with  these  three  services. 

During  the  whole  of  the  ice  season,  they  shall  be  employed  in  ice  patrol. 

During  the  rest  of  the  year  the  two  vessels  shall  be  employed  in  the  study 
and  observation  of  ice  conditions  and  in  the  destruction  of  derelicts;  never- 
theless, the  study  and  observation  of  ice  conditions  shall  be  effectively 
maintained,  in  particular  from  the  beginning  of  February  to  the  opening  of 
the  ice  season. 

While  the  two  vessels  are  employed  in  ice  patrol  the  High  Contracting 
Parties,  to  the  exjij^nt  of  their  ability  and  so  far  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Naval 
Service  will  permit,  will  send  warships  or  other  vessels  to  destroy  any 
dangerous  derelicts,  if  this  destruction  is  considered  necessary  at  that  time. 

Article  7. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  is  invited  to  undertake  the 
management  of  the  three  services  of  derelict  destruction,  study  and  observa- 
tion of  ice  conditions,  and  ice  patrol.  The  High  Contracting.  Parties  which 
are  specially  interested  in  these  services,  and  whose  names  are  given  below, 
undertake  to  contribute  to  the  expense  of  establishing  and  working  the  said 
services  in  the  following  proportions: —

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  has  the  right  to  discontinue  its 
contribution  to  the  expense  of  working  these  services  after  the  1st  September, 
1916.  Nevertheless,  the  High  Contracting  Party  which  avails  itself  of  thia 
right  will  continue  responsible  for  the  expenses  of  working  up  to  the  1st  Sep- 
tember following  the  date  of  denunciation  of  the  Convention  on  this  parti- 
cular point.  To  take  advantage  of  the  said  right,  it  must  give  notice  to  the 
other  Contracting  Parties  at  least  six  months  before  the  said  1st  September; 
so  that,  to  be  free  from  its  obligations  on  the  1st  September,  1916,  it  must 
give  notice  on  the  1st  March,  1916,  at  the  latest,  and  similarly  for  each  sub- 
sequent year. 

In  case  the  United  States  Government  should  not  accept  the  proposal 
made  to  them,  or  in  case  one  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties,  for  any  reason, 
should  not  assume  responsibility  for  the  pecuniary  contribution  defined  above, 
the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  settle  the  question  in  accordance  with 
their  mutual  interests. 

The  Government  of  the  High  Contracting  Party  which  undertakes  the 
management  of  the  service  of  derelict  destruction  is  invited  to  devise  means 
of  granting,  at  the  expense  of  this  service,  to  merchant  ships,  which  have 
contributed  in  an  effective  manner  to  the  destruction  of  ocean  derelicts, 
rewards  to  be  fixed  by  the  Government  in  accordance  with  the  services 
rendered. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  which  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  three 
above-mentioned  services  shall  have  the  right  by  common  consent  to  make 
from  time  to  time  such  alterations  in  the  provisions  of  this  Article  and  of 
Article  6  as  appear  desirable. 

Article  8. 

The  master  of  every  ship  which  meets  with  dangerous  ice  or  a  dangerous 
derelict  is  bound  to  communicate  the  information  by  all  the  means  of  com- 
munication at  his  disposal  to  the  ships  in  the  vicinity,  and  also  to  the  competent 
authorities  at  the  first  point  of  the  coast  with  which  he  can  communicate. 

Every  Administration  which  receives  intelligence  of  dangerous  ice  or  a 
dangerous  derelict  shall  take  all  steps  which  it  thinks  necessary  for  bringing 
the  information  to  the  knowledge  of  those  concerned  and  for  communicating 
it  to  the  other  Administrations. 

The  transmission  of  messages  respecting  ice  and  derelicts  is  free  of  cost 
to  the  ships  concerned. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  said  information  should  be  sent  in  a  uniform 
manner.  For  this  purpose,  a  code,  the  use  of  which  is  optional,  appears  in 
Article  I  of  the  Regulations  annexed  hereto. 


Article  9. 

The  master  of  every  ship  fitted  with  a  radio-telegraph  installation,  on 
becoming  aware  of  the  existence  of  an  imminent  and  serious  danger  to  navi- 
gation, shall  report  it  immediately  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Article  II 
of  the  Regulations  annexed  hereto. 
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Article  10. 

.  When  ice  is  reported  on,  or  near,  his  course,  the  master  of  every  ship  is 
bound  to  proceed  at  night  at  a  moderate  speed,  or  to  alter  his  course  so  as 
to  go  well  clear  of  the  danger  zone. 

Article  11. 

The  ships  defined  by  Article  2  shall  have  on  board  a  Morse  signalling 
lamp  of  sufficient  range. 

The  use  of  Morse  signals  is  regulated  by  the  Code  appearing  in  Article 
III.,  as  well  as  by  Article  IV.  of  the  Regulations  annexed  hereto. 

Article  12. 

The  use  of  the  international  distress  signals  for  any  other  purpose  than 
that  of  signals  of  distress  is  prohibited  on  every  ship. 

The  use  of  private  signals  which  are  liable  to  be  confused  with  the  inter- 
national distress  signals  is  prohibited  on  every  ship. 

Article  13. 

The  selection  of  the  routes  across  the  North  Atlantic  in  both  directions 
is  left  to  the  responsibihty  of  the  steamship  companies.  Nevertheless,  tiie 
High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  impose  on  these  companies  the  obH- 
gation  to  give  public  notice  of  the  regular  routes  which  they  propose  their 
vessels  should  fohow,  and  of  any  changes  v/hich  they  make  in  them. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake,  further,  to  use  their  influence 
to  induce  the  owners  of  all  vessels  crossing  the  Atlantic  to  follow  as  far  as 
possible  the  routes  adopted  by  the  principal  companies. 

Article  14. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  use  all  dihgence  to  obtain 
from  the  Governments  which  are  not  parties  to  this  Convention  their  agree- 
ment to  the  revision  of  the  International  Regulations  for  Preventing  Colli- 
sions at  Sea  as  indicated  below : — 

(A)  The  Regulations  shall  be  completed  or  revised  in  regard  to  the 
following  points: — 

(1)  The  second  white  light. 

(2)  The  stem  light. 

(3)  A  day  signal  for  motor  vessels. 

(4)  A  sound  signal  for  a  vessel  towed. 

(5)  The  prohibition  of  signals  similar  to  distress  signals. 

(B)  Articles  2,  10,  14,  15,  31  of  the  said  Regulations  shall  be  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  following  provisions : 

Article  2,    The  second  white  mast-head  Ught  to  be  compulsory. 
Article  10.    A  permanent  fixed  stern  fight  to  be  compulsory. 
Article  14.    A  special  day  signal  to  be  compulsory  for  motor 
vessels. 

Article  15.  A  special  soimd  signal  to  be  estabfished  for  use  by  a 
vessel  in  tow,  or  if  the  tow  is  composed  of  several  vessels  by  the  last 
vessel  of  the  tow. 

Article  31.  Article  31  to  be  modified  in  the  following  manner: 
Add  to  the  fists  of  both  day  and  night  signals  the  international  radio- 
telegraph distress  signal. 

Article  15. 

The  Governments  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  maintain, 
or,  if  it  is  necessary,  to  adopt,  measures  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  that, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  safety  of  life  at  sea,  the  ships  defined  in  Article  2 
shall  be  sufficiently  and  efficiently  manned. 
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Chapter  IV. — Construction. 

Article  16. 
New  Ships  and  existing  ships. 

For  the  application  of  the  Articles  contained  in  this  Chapter  and  in  the 
corresponding  part  of  the  Regulations  annexed  hereto,  the  ships  defined  in 
Article  2  are  divided  into  "new  ships"  and  "existing  ships." 

New  ships  are  those  the  keel  of  which  is  laid  after  the  1st  July,  1915. 
The  following  Articles  of  this  Chapter,  namely,  Articles  17  to  30,  are  appli- 
cable to  them  in  full. 

Other  ships  are  considered  as  existing  ships.  Existing  arrangements  on 
each  of  these  ships  shall  be  considered  by  the  Administration  of  the  State 
to  which  the  ship  belongs,  with  a  view  to  improvements  providing  increased 
safety  where  practicable  and  reasonable. 

Article  17. 

Subdivision  of  Ships. 

Ships  shall  be  as  efficiently  subdivided  as  is  possible  having  regard  to 
the  nature  of  the  service  for  which  they  are  intended.  The  minimum  require- 
ments respecting  subdivision  and  arrangements  affecting  subdivision  are  given 
in  the  following  Articles  and  in  the  Regulations  annexed  to  this  Convention. 

The  degree  of  safety  provided  for  by  these  minimum  requirements  varies 
in  a  regular  and  continuous  manner  with  the  length  of  the  vessel  and  with  a 
certain  "criterion  of  service."  The  requirements  of  the  annexed  Regula- 
tions are  such  that  the  highest  degree  of  safety  corresponds  with  the  ships  of 
greatest  length  primarily  engaged  in  the  carriage  of  passengers. 

Articles  V  to  IX  of  the  annexed  Regulations  indicate  the  method  to  be 
followed  in  order  to  determine  the  permissible  length  of  compartments  on  the 
basis  of  the  floodablc  length ;  prescribe  a  Umit  to  the  length  of  compartments ; 
and  fix  the  conditions  governing  certain  special  cases. 

When  the  watertight  subdivision  of  a  ship  is  such  as  to  provide  for  a 
degree  of  safety  greater  than  that  provided  by  the  rules  prescribed  by  this 
Convention,  the  Administration  of  the  State  to  which  the  ship  belongs  shall, 
if  so  requested  by  the  owner,  record  this  fact  on  the  Safety  Certificate  of  the 
ship  to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  X  of  the  annexed 
Regulations. 

Article  18. 

Peak  and  Machinery  Space  Bulkheads. 

Ships  shall  be  fitted  with  forward  and  after  peak  bulkheads  and  bulk- 
heads at  the  extremities  of  the  machinery  space  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  XI  of  the  annexed  Regulations. 

Article  19. 

Fireproof  Bulkheads. 

With  a  view  to  retarding  the  spread  of  fire,  ships  shall  be  fitted  with 
fireproof  bulkheads  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  XII  of  the 
annexed  Regulations. 

Article  20. 

Exits  from  Watertight  Compartments. 

The  conditions  under  which  means  of  escape  from  the  various  water- 
tight compartments  shall  be  provided  are  indicated  in  Article  XIII  of  the 
annexed  Regulations. 
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Article  21. 

Construction  and  Tests  of  Watertight  Bulkheads. 

In  order  to  ensure  their  strength  and  watertightness,  watertight  bulk- 
heads shall  be  constructed  and  tested  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  XIV  of  the  annexed  Regulations. 

Article  22. 

Openings  in  Watertight  Bulkheads. 

The  number  of  openings  in  watertight  bulkheads  shall  be  reduced  to  the 
minimum  compatible  with  the  design  and  proper  working  of  the  ship;  satis- 
factory means  shall  be  provided  for  closing  these  openings.  Articles  XV  and 
XVII  of  the  annexed  Regulations  indicate  the  conditions  governing  the  num- 
ber of  openings,  the  character  and  use  of  the  means  of  closing  with  which 
these  openings  shall  be  provided,  and  the  tests  to  which  watertight  doors  shall 
be  subjected. 

Article  23. 

Openings  in  Ship's  Side. 

Side-scuttles  and  other  openings  in  the  side  of  the  ship  and  the  inboard 
openings  of  discharges  through  the  shell  shall  be  provided  with  means  of 
closing  them,  and  shall  be  arranged  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  so  far  as 
possi^ble  the  accidental  admission  of  water  into  the  ship.  Articles  XVI  and 
XVII.  of  the  annexed  Regulations  indicate  the  conditions  under  which  open- 
ings may  he  made  in  the  ship's  side,  the  appliances  which  shall  be  provided 
for  closing  these  openings,  and  the  requirements  as  to  operating  the  closing 
appliances. 

Article  24. 

Construction  and  Tests  of  Watertight  Decks,  etc. 

In  order  to  ensure  their  strength  and  watertightness,  watertight  decks, 
trunks,  and  ventilators  shall  be  constructed  and  tested  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Article  XVIII  of  the  annexed  Regulations. 

Article  25. 

Periodical  Operation  and  Inspection  of  Watertight  Doors,  etc. 

The  conditions  under  which  inspections  of  watertight  doors,  etc.,  and 
drills  for  their  operation,  shaU  be  made  periodically  during  a  voyage  are 
indicated  in  Article  XIX  of  the  annexed  Regulations. 

Article  26. 

Entries  in  the  Official  Log  Book. 

A  record  of  the  closing  and  opening  of  watertight  doors,  etc.,  and  of  all 
inspections  and  drills,  shall  be  entered  in  the  official  log  book  as  required  by 
Article  XX  of  the  annexed  Regulations. 

Article  27. 
Double  Bottoms. 

The  conditions  under  which  a  double  bottom  shall  be  fitted  in  ships  of 
different  lengths,  and  in  particular  the  minimum  extent  of  the  double  bottom 
longitudinally  and  transversely,  are  indicated  in  Aitic^e  XXI  of  the  annexed 
Regulations. 
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Article  28. 

Going  astern  and  auxiliary  steering  Apparatus. 

Ships  shall  comply,  as  regards  their  power  of  going  astern  and  the  fitting 
.  of  auxiliary  steering  apparatus,  with  the  provisions  of  Articles  XXII  and 
XXIII  of  the  annexed  Regulations, 


Article  29. 

Initial  and  Subsequent  Surveys  of  Ships. 

The  general  principles  which  shall  govern  the  survey  of  the  ships  defined 
in  Article  2,  whether  new  ships  or  existing  ships,  as  regards  hull,  main  and 
auxiliary  boilers  and  machinery,  and  equipments,  are  stated  in  Articles  XXIV 
to  XXVI  of  the  annexed  Regulations,  The  Government  of  each  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties  undertakes: — 

(1)  to  draw  up  detailed  regulations  in  accordance  with  these  general 
principles,  or  to  bring  its  existing  regulations  into  agreement  with 
these  principles; 

(2)  to  communicate  these  regulations  to  each  of  the  other  contracting 
States;  and 

(3)  to  secure  that  these  regulations  shall  be  enforced. 

The  detailed  regulations  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be 
in  all  respects  such  as  to  secure  that,  from  the  point  of  view  of  safety  of  life, 
the  ship  is  fit  for  the  service  for  which  it  is  intended. 


Article  30. 

Questions  for  further  Study  and  Agreement — Exchange  of  Information. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  cause  the  study  of  the  criter- 
ion of  service  referred  to  in  Article  17  to  be  pressed  forward,  and  to  commun- 
icate to  each  other  the  results  of  that  study. 

The  British  Government  is  invited  to  undertake  the  duty  of  circulating 
this  information,  and,  as  soon  as  a  definite  result  is  attainable,  of  endea- 
vouring to  secure,  through  the  diplomatic  channel,  the  acceptance  by  the 
contracting  State  of  the  criterion.  Upon  its  acceptance  by  each  of  the 
contracting  States,  as  from  a  date  and  subject  to  conditions  to  be  agreed 
upon,  such  criterion  shall  have  effect  as  if  it  were  prescribed  in  the  Convention. 

The  above  procedure  shall  also  be  appUed  to  the  following  items: — 

(1)  The  fitting  of  longitudinal  watertight  bulkheads,  double  skins  and 
watertight  decks  and  flats,  and  the  question  whether  there  may  be 
allowed  any  increase  in  the  length  of  transverse  watertight  com- 
partments in  way  of  which  such  longitudinal  subdivision  is  fitted, 
and,  if  so,  to  what  extent; 

(2)  The  method  of  subdivision  for  obtaining  the  highest  practicable 
degree  of  safety  to  be  applied  to  ships  of  shorter  lengths  than  those 
covered  by  Article  VIII  of  the  annexed  Regulations;  and 

(3)  The  results  of  experiments  in  regard  to  the  proper  margin  of  resis- 
tance above  the  pressure  which  watertight  bulkheads  are  required 
to  be  capable  of  supporting,  as  referred  to  in  Article  XIV  of  the 
annexed  Regulations, 

The  contracting  States  undertake  to  exchange  information  as  freely 
as  possible  in  regard  to  the  application  of  the  rules  of  this  Convention  in 
matters  relating  to  safety  of  construction.  They  shall  communicate  to  each 
other  the  methods  or  rules  which  they  adopt,  information  concerning  any 
new  fittings  or  apphances  which  they  sanction,  the  decisions  which  they 
make  in  regard  to  points  of  principle  not  covered  by  the  foregoing  articles 
and  the  corresponding  portion  of  the  annexed  Regulations,  and  the  final 
results  of  their  further  studies  in  matters  not  definitely  determined. 
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Chapter  V. — Radiotelegraphy. 
Article  31. 

All  merchant  ships  belongirg  to  any  of  the  Contracting  States,  whether 
they  are  propelled  by  machinery  or  by  sails,  and  whether  they  carry  passengers 
or  not,  shall,  when  engaged  on  the  voyages  specified  in  Article  2,  be  fitted 
with  a  radiotelegraph  installation,  if  they  have  on  board  fifty  or  more  persons 
in  all. 

Advantage  may  not  be  taken  of  the  provisions  of  Articles  2  and  3  of 
this  Convention  to  exempt  a  ship  from  the  requirements  of  this  Chapter. 

Article  32. 

Ships  on  which  the  number  of  persons  on  board  is  exceptionally  and 
temporarily  increased  up  to  or  beyond  fifty  as  the  result  of  force  majeure, 
or  because  the  master  is  under  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  number  of 
his  crew  to  fill  the  places  of  those  who  are  ill,  or  is  obliged  to  carry  ship- 
wrecked or  other  persons,  are  exempted  from  the  above  obligation. 

Moreover,  the  Governments  of  each  of  the  Contracting  States,  if  they 
consider  that  the  route  and  the  conditions  of  the  voyage  are  such  as  to  render 
a  radiotelegraph  installation  unreasonable  or  unnecessary,  may  exempt  from 
the  above  requirement  the  following  ships: — 

(1)  Ships  which  in  the  course  of  their  voyage  do  not  go  more  than  150 
sea  miles  from  the  nearest  coast; 

(2)  Ships  on  which  the  number  of  persons  on  board  is  exceptionally  or 
temporarily  increased  up  to  or  beyond  fifty  by  the  carriage  of 
cargo  hands  for  a  part  of  the  voyage,  provided  that  the  said  ships 
are  not  going  from  one  continent  to  another,  and  that,  during  that 
part  of  their  voyage  they  remain  within  the  limits  of  latitude  30°  N. 
and  30°  S.  ; 

(3)  Sailing  vessels  of  primitive  build,  such  as  dJiows,  junks,  etc.,  if  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  instal  a  radiotelegraph  apparatus. 

Article  33. 

Ships  which,  in  accordance  with  Article  31  above,  are  required  to  be 
fitted  with  a  radiotelegraph  installation  are  divided,  for  the  purpose  of 
radiotelegraph  service,  into  three  classes,  in  accordance  with  the  classification 
estabhshed  for  ship  stations  in  Articles  XIII  (6)  of  the  Regulations  annexed 
to  the  Radiotelegraph  Convention,  signed  in  London  on  the  5th  July,  1912, 
viz. : — ; 

First  Class. — Ships  having  a  continuous  service. 

There  shall  be  placed  in  the  First.  Class  ships  which  are  intended  to 
carry  twenty-five  or  more  passengers: — 

(1)  If  they  have  an  average  speed  in  service  of  fifteen  knots  or  more; 

(2)  If  they  have  an  average  speed  in  service  of  more  than  thirteen  knots, 
but  only  subject  to  the  twofold  condition  that  they  have  on  board 
two  hundred  persons  or  more  (passengers  and  crew),  and  that  in 
the  course  of  their  voyage,  they  go  a  distance  of  more  than  five 
hundred  sea  miles  between  any  two  consecutive  ports.  Neverthe- 
less these  ships  may  be  placed  in  the  Second  Class  on  condition 
that  they  have  a  continuous  watch. 

Second  Class. — Ships  having  a  service  of  limited  duration. 

There  shall  be  placed  in  the  Second  Class  all  ships  which  are  intended 
to  carry  twenty-five  or  more  passengers,  if  they  are  not,  for  other  reasons, 
placed  in  the  First  Class. 

Ships  placed  in  the  Second  Class  must,  during  navigation,  maintain 
continuous  watch  for  at  least  seven  hours  a  day,  and  a  watch  of  ten  minutes 
at  the  beginning  of  every  other  hour. 

Third  Class. — Ships  which  have  no  fixed  periods  of  service. 

AU  ships  which  are  placed  neither  in  the  First  nor  in  the  Second  Class 
shall  be  placed  in  the  Third  Class. 

The  owner  of  a  ship  placed  in  the  Second  or  in  the  Third  Class  has  the 
right  to  require  that,  if  the  ship  compUes  with  all  the  requirements  for  a 
superior  class,  a  statement  to  the  efifect  that  it  belongs  to  that  superior  class 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  Safety  Certificate. 
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Article  34. 

Ships  which  are  required  by  Article  31  above  to  be  fitted  with  a  radio- 
telegraph installation  shall  be  required,  by  the  Governments  of  the  countries 
to  which  they  belong,  to  maintain  a  continuous  watch  during  navigation  as 
soon  as  the  said  Governments  consider  that  it  will  be  of  service  for  the 
purpose  of  safety  of  Kfe  at  sea. 

Meanwhile,  the  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  require,  from 
the  date  of  the  ratification  of  the  present  Convention  subject  to  the  delays 
specified  below,  a  continuous  v/atch  on  the  following  ships: — 

(1)  Ships  whose  average  speed  in  service  exceeds  13  knots,  which  have 
on  board  200  persons  or  more,  and  which,  in  the  course  of  their 
voyage,  go  a  distance  of  more  than  500  sea  miles  between  two 
consecutive  ports,  when  these  ships  are  placed  in  the  Second  Class. 

(2)  Ships  of  the  Second  Class,  for  the  whole  of  the  time  during  which 
they  are  more  than  500  sea  miles  fron  the  nearest  coast. 

(3)  Other  ships  specified  in  Article  31,  when  they  are  engaged  in  the 
Transatlantic  trade,  or  when  they  are  engaged  in  other  trades  if 
their  route  takes  them  more  than  1,000  sea  miles  from  the  nearest 
coast. 

Ships  connected  with  all  kinds  of  fishing  business,  including  whaling, 
which  are  required  to  be  fitted  with  a  radiotelegraph  installation,  shall  not 
be  required  to  maintain  a  continuous  watch. 

The  continuous  watch  may  be  kept  by  one  or  more  operators  holding 
certificates  in  accordance  with  Article  X  of  the  Regulations  annexed,  to 
the  International  Radiotelegraph  Convention,  1912,  together  if  necessary, 
with  one  or  more  certificated  watchers.  Nevertheless,  if  an  efficient  auto- 
matic calling  apparatus  is  invented,  the  continuous  watch  may  be  maintained 
by  this  means  by  agTecment  between  the  Governments  of  the  High  Contract- 
ing Parties. 

By  "  certificated  watcher  "  is  meant  any  person  holding  a  certificate 
issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Administration  concerned.  To  obtain  this 
certificate  the  applicant  must  prove  that  he  is  capable  of  receiving  and 
understanding  the  radiotelegraph  distress  signal  and  the  safety  signal  described 
in  the  Regulations  annexed  hereto. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  take  steps  to  ensure  that 
the  certificated  watchers  observe  the  secrecy  of  correspondence. 


Article  35. 

The  radiotelegraph  installations  required  by  Article  31  above  shall  be 
capable  of  transmitting  clearly  perceptible  signals  from  ship  to  ship  over  a 
range  of  at  least  100  sea  miles  by  day  under  normal  conditions  and  circum- 
stances. 

Every  ship  which  is  required,  m  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  31  above,  to  be  fitted  with  a  radiotelegraph  installation,  shall,  whatever 
be  the  class  in  which  it  is  placed,  be  provided  in  accordance  with  Article  XI 
of  the  Regulations  annexed  to  the  International  Radiotelegraph  Convention, 
1912,  with  an  emergency  installation,  every  part  of  which  is  placed  in  a 
position  of  the  greatest  possible  safety  to  be  determined  by  the  Government 
of  the  country  to  which  the  ship  belongs. 

In  all  cases  the  emergency  installation  must  be  placed,  in  its  entirety, 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  ship,  as  high  as  practically  possible. 

The  emergency  installation  includes,  as  provided  by  Article  XI  of  the 
Regulations  annexed  to  the  International  Radiotelegi'aph  Convention,  1912, 
an  independent  source  of  energy  capable  of  being  put  into  operation  rapidly 
and  of  working  for  at  least  six  hours  with  a  minimum  range  of  eighty  sea 
miles  for  ships  in  the  Fii-st  Class  and  fifty  sea  miles  for  ships  in  the  two  other 
Classes. 

If  the  normal  installation,  which,  in  accordance  with  this  Article,  has  a 
range  of  at  least  one  hundred  sea  miles,  satisfies  all  the  conditions  prescribed 
above,  an  emergency  installation  is  not  required. 

The  licence  provided  for  in  Article  IX  of  the  Regulations  annexed  to 
the  International  Radiotelegraph  Convention,  1912,  niay  not  be  issued  unless 
the  installation  complies  both  with  the  provisions  of  that  Convention  and 
also  with  the  provisions  of  this  Convention. 
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Article  36. 


The  matters  governed  by  the  International  Radiotelegraph  Convention, 
1912,  and  the  Regulations  annexed  thereto,  and  in  particular  the  radiotele- 
graph installations  on  ships,  the  transmission  of  messages,  and  the  certificates 
of  the  operators,  remain  and  will  continue  subject  to  the  provisions: 

(1)  of  that  Convention  and  the  Regulations  annexed  thereto,  or  of  any 
other  instruments  which  may  in  the  future  be  substituted  therefor. 

(2)  of  this  Convention,  in  regard  to  aU  the  points  in  which  it  supplements 
the  aforementioned  documents. 


Every  master  of  a  ship  who  receives  a  call  for  assistance  from  a  vessel 
in  distress  is  bound  to  proceed  to  the  assistance  of  the  persons  in  distress. 

Every  master  of  a  vessel  in  distress  has  the  right  to  requisition  from 
among  the  ships  which  answer  his  call  for  assistance  the  ship  or  ships  which 
he  considers  best  able  to  render  him  assistance,  but  he  must  exercise  this 
right  only  after  consultation,  so  far  as  may  be  possible,  with  the  masters  of 
those  ships.  Such  ships  are  then  bound  to  comply  immediately  with  the 
requisition  by  proceeding  with  all  speed  to  the  assistance  of  the  persons  in 
distress. 

The  masters  of  the  ships  which  are  required  to  render  assistance  are 
released  from  this  obligation  as  soon  as  the  master  or  masters  requisitioned 
have  made  known  that  they  will  comply  with  the  requisition,  or  as  soon  as 
the  master  of  one  of  the  ships  which  has  reached  the  scene  of  the  casualty 
has  made  known  to  them  that  their  assistance  is  no  longer  necessary. 

If  the  master  of  a  ship  is  unable,  or  considers  it  unreasonable  or  unneces- 
sary, in  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case,  to  go  to  the  assistance  of  the 
vessel  in  distress,  he  must  immediately  inform  the  master  of  the  vessel  in 
distress  accordingly.  Moreover,  he  must  enter  in  his  logbook  the  reasons 
justifying  his  action. 

The  above  provisions  do  not  prejudice  the  International  Convention 
for  the  unification  of  certain  rules  with  respect  to  assistance  and  Salvage  at 
Sea,  signed  at  Brussels  on  the  23rd  September,  1910,  and  in  particular,  the 
obligation  to  render  assistance  laid  down  in  Article  11  of  that  Convention. 


The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  take  all  steps  necessary  for 
giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  with  the  least  possible  delay. 
Nevertheless,  they  may  allow: 

A  delay  not  exceeding  one  year,  from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of  this 
Convention,  for  the  provision  and  training  of  operators  and  for  the 
installation  of  the  apparatus  on  ships  placed  in  the  First  and  Second 
Classes. 

A  delay  not  exceeding  two  years,  from  the  date  of  the  ratification  of 
this  Convention,  for  the  provision  and  training  of  the  operators 
and  watchers  on  the  ships  in  the  Third  Class,  for  the  installation 
of  the  apparatus  on  ships  in  the  Third  Class,  and  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  continuous  watch  on  ships  placed  in  the  Second  and 
Third  Classes. 


Chapter  VI. — Life-saving  Appliances  and  Fire  Protection. 


For  the  apphcation  of  the  Articles  contained  in  this  Chapter  and  of  the 
corrcp}  ending  part  of  the  Regulations  annexed  hereto  the  sMps  defined  in 
Article  2  are  divided  into  new  ships  and  existing  ships. 

New  ships  are  those  of  which  the  keel  is  laid  after  the  31st  December, 


Article  37.

New  Ships  and  existing  Ships.

Other  ships  are  considered  as  existing  ships. 
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Article  40. 
Fundamental  Principle. 

At  no  moment  of  its  voyage  may  a  ship  have  on  board  a  total  number 
of  persons  greater  than  that  for  whom  accommodation  is  provided  in  the 
lifeboats  and  the  pontoon  life-rafts  on  board. 

The  number  and  arrangement  of  the  boats,  and  (where  they  are  allowed) 
of  the  pontoon  rafts,  on  a  ship  depends  upon  the  total  number  of  persons 
which  the  ship  is  intended  to  carry ;  provided  that  there  shall  not  be  required 
on  any  voyage  a  total  capacity  in  boats,  and  (where  they  are  allowed)  pontoon 
rafts,  greater  than  that  necessary  to  accommodate  all  the  persons  on  board. 

Article  41. 

Standard  types  of  Boats — Pontoon  Rafts. 

AU  the  lifeboats  aUowed  for  a  ship  shall  comply  with  the  conditions 
fixed  by  this  Convention  and  Articles  XXVII  to  XXXII  of  the  Regulations 
annexed  hereto;  the  same  Articles  describe  the  standard  types,  which  are 
divided  into  two  classes. 

The  conditions  required  for  the  pontoon  rafts  are  given  in  Article 
XXXIII  of  the  same  Regulations. 

Article  42. 

Strength  of  Boats. 

Each  boat  must  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  enable  it  to  be  safely  lowered 
into  the  water  when  loaded  with  its  full  complement  of  persons  and  equip- 
ment. 

Article  43. 
Alternative  Types  of  Boats  and  Rafts. 

Any  type  of  boat  may  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to  a  boat  of  one  of  the 
prescribed  classes  and  any  type  of  raft  as  equivalent  to  an  approved  pontoon- 
raft,  if  the  Administrations  concerned  are  satisfied  by  suitable  trials  that  it 
is  as  effective  as  the  standard  types  of  the  class  in  question,  or  as  the  approved 
type  of  pontoon-raft,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  Government  of  the  High  Contracting  Party  which  accepts  a  new 
type  of  boat  or  raft  will  communicate  to  the  Governments  of  the  other 
Contracting  Parties  particulars  of  the  trials  made.  It  will  also  inform  them 
of  the  class  in  which  a  new  type  of  boat  has  been  placed. 

Article  44. 

Embarkation  of  the  Passengers  in  the  Boats  and  Rafts. 

Suitable  arrangements  shall  be  made  for  embarking  the  passengers  in 
the  boats. 

In  ships  which  carry  rafts  there  shall  be  a  number  of  rope  ladders  always 
available  for  use  in  embarking  the  persons  on  to  the  rafts. 

Article  45. 

Capacity  of  Boats  and  Pontoon  Rafts. 

The  number  of  persons  that  a  boat  of  one  of  the  standard  types  or  an 
approved  pontoon  raft  can  accommodate  is  determined  by  the  methods 
indicated  in  Articles  XXXIV  to  XXXIX,  inclusive,  of  the  Regulations 
annexed  hereto. 

Article  46. 

Equipment  of  Boats  and  Pontoon  Rafts. 

Article  XL  of  the  annexed  Regulations  prescribes  the  equipment  for  boats 
and  pontoon  rafts.  All  loose  equipment  must  be  securely  attached  to  the 
boat  or  pontoon  raft  to  which  it  belongs. 
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Article  47. 
Stowage  of  Boats — Numher  of  Davits. 

The  arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  stowage  of  the  boats  and  in 
particular  the  extent  to  which  pontoon  rafts  may  be  accepted  are  specified  in 
Articles  XLI,  XLII,  and  XLIII  of  the  annexed  Regulations. 

The  minimum  number  of  sets  of  davits  is  fixed  in  relation  to  the  length 
of  the  ship ;  provided  that  a  number  of  sets  of  davits  greater  than  the  number 
of  boats  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  persons  on  board  may 
not  be  required. 

Article  48. 
Handling  of  the  Boats  and  Rafts. 

All  the  boats  and  rafts  must  be  stowed  in  such  a  way  that  they  can  be 
launched  in  the  shortest  possible  time,  and  that,  even  under  unfavourable 
conditions  of  list  and  trim  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  handling  of  the 
boats  and  rafts,  it  may  be  possible  to  embark  in  them  as  large  a  number  of 
persons  as  possible. 

The  arrangements  must  be  such  that  it  may  be  possible  to  launch  on 
either  side  of  the  ship  as  large  a  number  of  boats  and  rafts  as  possible. 

Supplementary  instructions  are  given  in  Article  XLIV  of  the  annexed 
Regulations. 

Article  49. 
Strength  and  Operation  of  the  Davits. 

The  davits  shall  be  of  such  strength  that  the  boats  can  be  lowered  with 
their  full  complement  of  persons  and  equipment,  the  ship  being  assumed  to 
have  a  list  of  15  degrees. 

The  davits  must  be  fitted  with  a  gear  of  sufficient  power  to  ensure  that 
the  boat  can  be  turned  out  against  the  maximum  list  under  which  the  lowering 
of  the  boats  is  possible  on  the  vessel  in  question. 

Article  50. 

Other  Appliances  Equivalent  to  Davits. 

Any  appliance  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  davits  or  sets  of  davits  if  the 
Administration  concerned  is  satisfied,  after  proper  trials,  that  the  appliance 
in  question  is  as  effective  as  davits  for  placing  the  boats  in  the  water. 

The  Government  of  the  High  Contracting  Party  which  accepts  a  new 
type  of  appliance  shaU  communicate  to  the  other  Contracting  Parties  parti- 
culars of  the  appliance  with  details  of  the  trials  made. 

Article  51. 

Life-jackets  and  Life-buoys. 

(1)  A  life-jacket  of  an  approved  type,  or  other  appliance  of  equal  buoy- 
ancy and  capable  of  being  fitted  on  the  body,  shall  be  carried  for  every  person 
on  board,  and,  in  addition,  a  sufficient  number  of  life-jackets,  or  other  equi- 
valent appliances,  suitable  for  children. 

(2)  Article  XLV  of  the  annexed  Regulations  fixes  in  accordance  with 
the  length  of  the  ship  the  number  of  life-buoys  of  an  approved  type  to  be 
carried,  and  also  the  conditions  with  which  life-jackets  and  life-buoys  must 
comply,  and  in  accordance  with  which  they  must  be  stowed. 

Article  52. 

Existing  Ships. 

The  Government  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  undertakes  to 
apply  to  existing  ships,  as  soon  as  possible  and  not  later  than  the  1st  July, 
1915,  all  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  articles  of  the  present  Chapter, 
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namely,  Articles  40  to  51  inclusive,  requiring  in  the  first  place,  accommo- 
dation for  all  the  persons  on  board  in  boats  and  rafts;  provided  that,  in  cases 
where  the  strict  application  of  these  principles  would  not  be  practicable 
or  reasonable,  the  Government  of  each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
has  the  right  to  allow  the  exemptions  specified  in  Article  XLVI  of  the 
Regulations  annexed  hereto. 

Article  53. 

Means  of  Ingress  and  Egress.     Emergency  Lighting. 

(1)  Proper  arrangements  shall  be  made  for  ingress  to  and  egress  from 
the  different  compartments,  decks,  etc. 

(2)  Provision  shall  be  made  for  an  electric  or  other  system  of  lighting, 
sufficient  for  all  requirements  of  safety,  in  the  different  parts  of  both  new  and 
existing  ships,  and  particularly  upon  the  decks  on  which  the  lifeboats  are 
stowed.  On  new  ships  there  must  be  a  seK-contained  source  capable  of 
supplying,  when  necessary,  this  safety  lighting  system,  and  placed  in  the  upper 
parts  of  the  ship,  as  high  as  practically  possible. 

(3)  The  exit  horn  every  compartment  must  always  be  lighted  by  an 
emergency  lamp,  which  shall  be  kept  locked,  and  which  shall  be  independent 
of  the  ordinary  fighting  of  the  ship.  These  emergency  lamps  may  be  supplied 
from  the  independent  instaUation  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  if 
an  independent  circuit  is  employed  for  this  purpose  and  if  this  installation 
works  concurrently  with  the  ordinary  lighting  of  the  ship. 

Article  54. 

Certificated  Lifehoatmen. — Manning  of  the  Boats. 

There  must  be,  for  each  boat  or  raft  required,  a  minimum  number  of 
certificated  lifeboatmen.  The  minimum  total  number  of  certificated  life- 
boatmen  is  determined  by  the  provisions  of  Article  XLVII  of  the  annexed 
Regulations. 

The  allocation  of  the  certificated  hfeboatmen  to  each  boat  and  raft 
remains  within  the  discretion  of  the  master,  according  to  the  circumstances. 

By  "certificated  lifeboatmen"  is  meant  any  member  of  the  crew  who 
holds  a  certificate  of  efficiency  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Adminis- 
tration concerned,  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  afore- 
mentioned Article  of  the  annexed  Regulations. 

Article  XL VIII  of  the  Regulations  deals  with  the  manning  of  the  boats. 

Article  55. 
Fire  Protection. 

(1)  The  carriage,  either  as  cargo  or  ballast,  of  goods  which  by  reason 
of  their  nature,  quantity,  or  mode  of  stowage,  are,  either  singly  or  collectively, 
likely  to  endanger  the  lives  of  the  passengers  or  the  safety  of  the  ship,  is 
forbidden. 

This  provision  does  not  apply  to  the  ship's  distress  signals,  nor  to  the 
carriage  of  naval  or  military  stores  for  the  public  service  of  the  State  under 
authorized  conditions. 

(2)  The  Government  of  each  High  Contracting  Party  shall,  from  time  to 
time  by  official  notice,  determine  what  goods  are  to  be  considered  dangerous 
goods,  and  shall  indicate  the  precautions  which  must  be  taken  in  the  packing 
and  stowage  thereof. 

(3)  Article  XLIX  of  the  annexed  Regulations  indicates  the  arrangements 
to  be  made  for  the  detection  and  extinction  of  fire. 

Article  56. 

Muster  Roll  and  Drills. 

Special  duties  for  the  event  of  an  emergency  shall  be  allotted  to  each 
member  of  the  crew. 
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The  muster  list  shall  show  all  these  special  duties,  and  shall  indicate 
in  particular,  the  station  to  which  each  man  must  go,  and  the  duties  that  he 
has  to  perform. 

Before  the  vessel  sails,  the  muster  hst  shall  be  drawTi  up  and  exhibited, 
and  the  proper  authority  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  muster  list  has  been  pre- 
pared for  the  ship.  It  shall  be  posted  in  several  parts  of  the  ship,  and  in 
particular  in  the  crew's  quarters. 

Articles  L  and  LI  of  the  annexed  Regulations  indicate  the  conditions 
under  which  musters  of  the  crew  and  drills  shall  take  place. 


Chapter  VII. — Safety  Certificates. 
Article  57. 

A  certificate,  called  a  "Safety  Certificate,"  shall  be  issued,  after  inspec- 
tion and  survey,  to  every  ship  which  complies  in  an  efiicient  manner  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Convention. 

The  inspection  and  survey  of  ships,  so  far  as  regards  the  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  and  the  annexed  Regulations,  shall  be 
carried  out  by  officers  of  the  State  to  which  the  ship  belongs;  provided  always 
that  the  Government  of  each  State  may  entrust  the  inspection  and  survey 
of  ships  of  its  own  country  either  to  surveyors  nominated  by  it  for  this  purpose 
or  to  organizations  recognized  by  it.  In  every  case  the  Government  concerned 
fully  guarantees  the  completeness  and  efficiency  of  the  inspection  and  survey. 

The  Safety  Certificate  shall  be  issued  either  by  the  officers  of  the  State 
to  which  the  ship  belongs,  or  by  any  other  person  duly  authorized  by  that 
State.  In  either  case  the  State  to  v/hich  the  ship  belongs  assumes  full  respon- 
sibility for  the  certificate. 

Article  58. 

The  Safety  Certificate  shall  be  drawn  up  in  the  official  language  or 
languages  of  the  State  by  which  it  is  issued. 

The  form  of  the  certificate  shall  be  that  of  the  model  given  in  Article 
LII  of  the  Regulations  annexed  hereto.  The  arrangement  of  the  printed 
part  of  this  standard  certificate  shall  be  exactly  reproduced,  and  the  parti- 
culars inserted  by  hand  shall  be  inserted  in  Roman  characters  and  Arabic 
figures. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  communicate  one  to  another 
a  sufficient  number  of  specimens  of  their  Safety  Certificates  for  the  infor- 
mation of  their  officers.  This  exchange  shall  be  made,  so  far  as  possible, 
before  the  1st  April,  1915. 

Article  59. 

The  Safety  Certificate  shaU  not  be  issued  for  a  period  of  more  than 
twelve  months. 

If  the  ship  is  not  in  a  port  of  the  State  to  which  it  belongs  at  the  time 
when  the  period  of  the  validity  of  the  Safety  Certificate  expires,  a  duly 
authorized  officer  of  this  State  may  extend  this  period ;  but  such  an  extension 
shall  be  granted  only  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  ship  to  complete  its 
return  voj^age  to  its  own  country,  and  then  only  in  cases  in  which  it  appears 
proper  and  reasonable  so  to  do. 

The  extension  cannot  have  effect  for  more  than  five  months,  and  the 
ship  shall  not  thereby  be  entitled  to  leave  its  own  country  again  without 
having  obtained  a  new  certificate. 

Article  60. 

The  Safety  Certificate  issued  under  the  authority  of  a  Contracting 
State  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Governments  of  the  other  Contracting  States 
for  all  pm'poses  covered  by  this  Convention.  It  shall  be  regarded  by  the 
Governments  of  the  other  Contracting  States  as  having  the  same  force  as 
the  certificates  issued  by  them  to  their  own  ships. 
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Article  61. 

Every  ship  holding  a  Safety  Certificate  issued  by  the  officers  of  the 
Contracting  State  to  which  it  belongs,  or  by  persons  duly  authorized  by  that 
State,  is  subject  in  the  ports  of  the  other  Contracting  States  to  control  by 
officers  duly  authorized  by  their  Governments  in  so  far  as  this  control  is 
directed  towards  verifying  that  there  is  on  board  a  valid  Safety  Certificate, 
and,  if  necessary,  that  the  conditions  of  the  vessel's  seaworthiness  correspond 
substantially  with  the  particulars  of  that  certificate;  that  is  to  say,  so  that 
the  ship  can  proceed  to  sea  without  danger  to  the  passengers  and  the  crew. 

Article  62. 

The  privileges  of  the  Convention  may  not  be  claimed  in  favour  of  any 
ship  unless  it  holds  a  proper  valid  Safety  Certificate. 

Article  63. 

If,  in  the  course  of  a  particular  voyage,  the  ship  has  on  board  a  number 
of  passengers  less  than  the  maximum  number  indicated  in  the  Safety  Certi- 
cate,  and  is,  in  consequence,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Conven- 
tion free  to  carry  a  smaller  number  of  Kfeboats  and  other  life-saving  appHances 
than  that  stated  in  the  aforementioned  Certificate,  a  memorandum  may  be 
issued  by  the  officers  or  other  authorized  persons  referred  to  in  Articles  57 
(paragraph  3)  and  59  above. 

This  memorandum  shall  state  that  in  the  circumstances  there  is  no 
infringement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Convention.  It  shall  be  annexed  to 
the  Saitet}'  Certificate,  and  shall  be  substituted  for  it  in  so  far  as  the  life-saving 
apphances  are  concerned.  It  shall  be  valid  only  for  the  particular  voyage 
in  regard  to  which  it  is  issued. 

Chapter  VIII. — General. 
Article  64. 

The  Governments  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  communi- 
cate mutually,  in  addition  to  the  documents  which,  in  this  Convention,  are 
the  subject  of  special  provisions  to  that  effect,  all  information  which  they 
possess  affecting  safety  of  life  on  those  of  their  shii^s  which  arc  subject  to 
the  rules  of  this  Convention,  provided  always  that  such  information  is  not 
of  a  confidential  nature. 

They  will  communicate  to  each  other  in  particular: — 

(1)  The  text  of  Laws,  Decrees,  and  Regulations  which  shall  have  been 
promulgated  on  the  various  matters  within  the  scope  of  the 
Convention; 

(2)  The  description  of  the  characteristics  of  new  appliances  approved 
in  administering  the  rules  of  the  Convention; 

(3)  All  official  reports,  or  official  summaries  of  reports,  in  so  far  as  they 
show  the  results  of  the  provisions  of  this  Convention. 

Until  other  arrangements  may  be  made,  the  British  Government  is 
invited  to  serve  as  intermediary  for  collecting  all  this  information  and  for 
bringing  it  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Governments  of  the  Contracting  Parties. 

Article  65. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  undertake  to  take,  or  to  propose  to  their 
respective  legislatures,  the  measures  necessary  for  the  repression  of  infractions 
of  the  requirements  imposed  by  this  Convention. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  wiU  communicate  mutually,  as  soon  as 
possible,  the  laws  and  regulations  which  are  issued  for  this  purpose. 

Article  66. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  which  intend  the  Convention  to  apply 
to  the  whole  of  their  Colonies,  Possessions,  and  Protectorates,  or  to  one  or 
to  some  of  these  countries,  shaU  declare  this  intention  either  at  the  time  of 
signing  these  presents  or  subsequently.  To  this  effect  they  shall  be  able  either 
to  make  a  general  declaration  embracing  the  whole  of  their  Colonies,  Posses- 
^ions,  and  Protectorates,  or  to  enumerate  by  name  the  countries  which  they 
intend  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the  law  of  the  Convention,  or,  alternatively, 
to  enumerate  by  name  those  which  they  intend  to  be  excepted.

This  declaration,  unless  it  be  made  at  the  time  of  signing  this  Convention, 
shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Government  of  Great  Britain,  and  communi- 
cated by  the  latter  Government  to  all  the  Governments  of  the  other  States 
parties  to  the  Convention. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  may  also  in  the  same  way,  provided  that 
they  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Article  69  hereafter,  denounce  this  Conven- 
tion as  regards  their  Colonies,  Possessions,  or  Protectorates,  or  one  or 
some  of  those  countries. 

Article  67. 

The  States  which  are  not  parties  to  this  Convention  shall  be  allowed 
to  accede  thereto  at  their  request.  Their  accession  shall  be  notified  through 
the  diplomatic  channel  to  the  Government  of  Great  Britain,  and  by  the  latter 
to  the  Governments  of  the  other  States  parties  to  the  Convention. 

This  accession  will  carry  the  full  acceptance  of  all  the  obUgations  imposed 
by  this  Convention  and  the  full  right  to  all  the  privileges  specified  therein. 
It  vv^ill  have  full  and  complete  effect  two  months  after  the  date  on  which 
notification  of  the  accession  is  sent  by  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  to 
all  the  other  Governments  of  the  States  which  are  parties  to  the  Convention, 
unless  a  later  date  had  been  proposed  by  the  acceding  State. 

The  Governments  of  the  States  which  accede  to  the  present  Convention 
shall  annex  to  their  declaration  of  accession  the  schedule  provided  for  by 
Article  3  of  this  Convention.  This  schedule  shall  be  added  to  those  already 
deposited  by  the  other  Governments.  The  British  Government  shall  transmit 
a  copy  thereof  to  the  other  Governments. 

Article  68. 

The  treaties,  conventions,  and  arrangements  concluded  prior  to  this 
Convention  shall  continue  to  have  full  and  complete  effect,  as  regards: — 

(1)  ships  excepted  from  the  Convention; 

(2)  ships  to  which  it  applies,  in  respect  of  subjects  for  which  the  Conven- 
tion has  not  expressly  provided. 

It  is  understood  that,  the  subject  of  this  Convention  being  safety  of 
life  at  sea,  questions  relating  to  the  well-being  and  health  of  passengers,  and 
in  particular  of  emigrants,  as  well  as  other  matters  relative  to  their  transport, 
continue  subject  to  the  legislation  of  the  different  States. 

Article  69. 

This  Convention  shall  come  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1915,  and  shall 
remain  in  force  without  any  prescribed  limit  of  time.  Nevertheless,  each 
High  Contracting  Party  may  denounce  the  Convention  at  any  time  after  an 
interval  of  five  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  Convention  comes  into 
force  in  that  State. 

This  denunciation  shall  be  notified  through  the  diplomatic  channel  to 
the  Government  of  Great  Britain  and  by  the  latter  to  the  Governments  of 
the  other  Contracting  Parties.  It  shall  take  effect  twelve  months  after  the 
day  on  which  the  notification  is  received  by  the  Government  of  Great  Britain. 

A  denunciation  shall  only  affect  the  State  which  makes  it,  the  Convention 
remaining  fully  and  completely  operative  as  regards  all  the  other  States  which 
have  ratified  it,  or  which  have  acceded  thereto  or  which  thereafter  accede 
thereto. 

Article  70. 

This  Convention  with  the  Regulations  annexed  thereto  shall  be  drawn 
up  in  a  single  copy,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  Government 
of  Great  Britain.  A  true  and  certified  copy  shall  be  delivered  by  the  latter 
to  each  of  the  Governments  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties. 

Article  71. 

This  Convention  shall  be  ratified  and  the  instruments  of  ratification' 
accompanied  by  the  schedules  specified  in  Article  3,  shaU  be  deposited  at 
London  not  later  than  the  31st  December,  1914.  The  British  Government 
shall  give  notice  of  the  ratifications,  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  each  schedule 
to  the  Governments  of  the  other  Contracting  Parties. 

Notwithstanding  failure  to  ratify  on  the  part  of  a  High  Contracting 
Party,  the  Convention  shall  continue  to  have  full  and  complete  effect  as 
regards  the  Contracting  Parties  which  ratify  it. 
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Article  72. 

To  render  ratification  easier  for  a  Contracting  State  which,  prior  to  the 
date  of  signature  of  this  Convention,  has  laid  down  requirements  in  regard 
to  any  matter  within  the  scope  of  this  Convention,  it  is  agreed  that  no  ship 
which  has  complied  with  those  requirements  before  the  1st  July,  1915,  may 
avail  itself  of  the  periods  of  grace  allowed  by  the  Convention  in  order  to 
cease  to  comply  with  those  requirements. 

Article  73. 

Where  this  Convention  provides  that  a  measure  may  be  taken  after 
agreement  between  all  or  some  of  the  Contracting  States,  the  Government 
of  His  Britannic  Majesty  is  invited  to  approach  the  said  States  with  a  view 
to  ascertaining  whether  they  accept  the  proposals  made  by  one  of  these 
States  for  effecting  such  a  measure.  The  Government  of  His  Britannic 
Majesty  will  make  known  to  the  Contracting  States  the  result  of  the  inquiries 
which  it  thus  makes. 

A  State  from  which  observations  on  the  proposals  in  question  do  not 
reach  His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  within  six  months  from  the 
communication  of  these  proposals  will  be  presumed  to  acquiesce  therein. 

Article  74. 

This  convention  may  be  modified  at  subsequent  Conferences,  of  which 
the  first  shall  be  held,  if  necessary,  in  1920.  The  place  and  time  of  these 
Conferences  shall  be  fixed  by  common  consent  by  the  Governments  of  the 
High  Contracting  Parties. 

The  Governments  may,  through  the  diplomatic  channel,  introduce  into 
this  Convention,  by  common  consent  and  at  any  time,  improvements  which 
may  be  judged  useful  or  necessary. 

In  witness  whereof  the  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed  hereafter. 
Done  at  London,  20th  January,  1914.

SAFETY  OF  NAVIGATION. 
Article  1. 

Code  for  the  transmission  hy  Radiotelegraphij  of  Information  Relating  to  Ice, 
Derelicts,  and  Weather. 

Instructions. 

Transmission  of  Information. — The  transmission  of  information  concern- 
ing ice  and  derelicts  is  obligatory.  This  information  may  be  sent  from  ship 
to  ship  or  to  the  Hydrographic  Office,  Washington,  either  in  clear  or  by  means 
of  the  abbreviations  used  in  Part  I  of  this  Code. 

The  transmission  of  information  relating  to  weather  is  optional.  Part 
II  of  this  Code  may  be  used  for  this  purpose,  but  may  be  modified  at  any 
time  by  the  Meteorological  Congress. 

Information  required: 

PART  I. — Ice  and  Derelicts. 

1.  The  kind  of  ice  or  derelict  observed. 

2.  The  position  of  ice  or  derelict  when  last  determined. 

Part  II. — Meteorological  Information. 

1.  The  direction  and  force  of  the  wind. 

2.  The  set  and  velocity  of  the  current. 

3.  Weather  or  state  of  the  sky  at  a  fixed  hour. 

4.  Height  of  barometer  and  air  temperature. 

5.  Barometric  tendency  and  sea-surface  temperature. 

The  time  to  he  adopted: 

In  all  radiotelegrams  relating  to  ice  or  derelicts  the  time  shall  be  given 
in  Greenwich  mean  time. 

The  Address: 

Reports,  when  sent  to  the  Hydrographic  Office,  Washington,  should  be 
addressed  "Hydrographic";  reports  to  the  Meteorological  Office,  London, 
should  be  addressed"  Meteorology." 

The  Message: 

1.  When  sending  information  about  ice  or  derelicts  alone,  two  groups 
of  five  figures  each  are  used,  preceded  by  the  word  "ice";  these  groups  may 
be  repeated  as  often  as  necessary. 

2.  If  meteorological  information  is  to  be  sent  in  addition,  a  further  four 
groups  of  five  figures  each  are  used,  preceded  by  the  word  "weather."  These 
groups  are  inserted  at  the  end  of  the  message  after  all  the  information  relating 
to  ice  has  been  given. 

N.B. — If  the  message  contains  the  word  "weather,"  all  the  code  groups 
before  that  word  give  information  relating  to  ice,  and  those  after  the  word 
"weather"  give  meteorological  information.  If  there  is  no  word  "weather" 
in  the  message,  it  only  contains  information  about  ice.  (See  examples  of 
the  two  kinds  of  message  given  in  this  Article.)

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Code  X. — Barometric  Tendency. 

By  the  ''barometric  tendency  at  a  given  hour"  is  meant  the  amount  by 
which  the  barometric  height  has  changed  during  the  preceding  three  hours. 
It  is  to  be  expressed  in  millimetres.  For  example,  the  barometric  tendency 
at  8  a.m.  could  be  obtained  by  comparing  the  reading  taken  at  that  hour, 
say  755-7  mm.,  with  a  reading  taken  at  5  a.m.,  say  759-3  mm.  In  this  case 
the  barometric  tendency  would  be  expressed  by  a  fall  of  3-6  millimetres. 
As  a  general  rule  the  barometric  tendency  is  to  be  determined  from  the 
trace  of  the  barograph.

Article  II. 

SAFETY  SIGNAL. 

The  radiotelegraph  stations  which  have  to  transmit  to  ships  information 
involving  safety  of  navigation  and  being  of  an  urgent  character  (icebergs, 
derehcts,  cyclones,  typhoons,  sudden  changes  in  the  position  or  form  of  fixed 
obstructions  or  of  land  marks)  shall  make  use  of  the  following  signal,  called 
the  safety  signal,  repeated  at  short  intervals  ten  times  at  full  power: 

In  principle,  all  radiotelegraph  stations  receiving  the  safety  signal  shall, 
if  the  transmission  of  messages  by  them  would  interfere  with  the  receipt  by 
any  other  station  of  the  safety  signal  and  the  following  safety  message,  kept 
silence,  in  order  to  aUow  all  interested  stations  to  receive  that  message.  This 
does  not  apply  to  cases  of  distress. 

The  safety  message  shall  be  transmitted  one  minute  after  the  safety 
sigrnal  has  been  sent  out,  and  shall  be  repeated  thereafter  three  times  at 
intervals  of  ten  minutes. 

The  Governments  of  the  Contracting  States  will  select  the  stations 
which  are  to  send  out  to  mariners  safety  information  of  an  urgent  character. 

When  the  information  in  question  has  been  sent  out  by  stations  per- 
forming the  time  service,  it  shall  be  again  sent  out  after  the  transmission  of 
the  time  signal  and  the  weather  report. 

Article  III. 

Morse  Code. 

INTERNATIONAL  SIGNALS. 

These  signals  may  be  made  at  night  or  in  thick  weather,  either  by  long 
and  short  flashes  of  light,  or  by  long  and  short  sound  signals  (whistles,  fog- 
horns, etc.),  or  during  the  day  by  hand  flags.

1.  The  Urgent  and  Important  Signals  may  be  made  without  the 
Preparative  Signal  bein.o;  answered  it  if  is  supposed  that  the  person  addressed 
cannot  reply,  or  in  other  special  circumstances;  but  in  this  case  a  pause 
chould  be  made  between  the  Preparative  Signal  and  the  message. 

2.  The  Signal  -  -  —   —  -    (F  F)  is  used  previous  to  any 

letters  which  are  intended  to  speU  words. 

3.  The    Signal  —  —  —  —  —  —  ^   (MMM)    is  used 

previous  to  any  message  sent  by  means  of  the  International  Code  of  Signals. 

4.  The  Signal  —  —  —  — •  (MM)  means  the  Code  Flag  of 
the  International  Code  of  Signals,  and  is  used  as  indicated  in  the  Code  Book. 

5.  The  Break  Sign  is  used  between  the  address  of  the  receiver  and  the 
text  of  the  message,  and  after  the  message  if  the  name  of  the  sender  is  to  be 
signalled. 

6.  The  Stop  is  used,  where  necessary,  in  the  text  of  the  signal. 

7.  The  Erase  is  used  to  cancel  the  last  word  or  signal  group,  sent  by 
mistake . 

8.  The  Annul  is  used  to  cancel  all  the  message. 

9.  Method  of  Answering.  Each  word  or  signal  group,  when  under- 
stood is  to  be  answered  by  one  long  flash     —  (T). 

If  a  word  or  signal  group  is  not  answered,  the  sender  is  to  repeat  it  until 
answered  by  a  long  flash. 

At  the  end  of  the  message,  if  understood,  the  receiver  wiU  make 
-  _  »    _  -  -(RD). 

The  Erase  and  Annul  signs  are  to  be  answered  by  their  own  signs. 

10.  The  Nationality  Signal  is  made  immediately  after  the  answer  to 
the  Preparatory  Signal  has  been  received,  to  indicate  the  nationality  of  the 
vessel  making  the  signal.  It  is  answered  by  the  nationahty  signal  of  the 
vessel  receiving  the  message. 

Article  IV. 

A  printed  copy  of  the  code  of  urgent  and  important  signals  shall  be 
placed  in  a  prominent  position  in  the  chart  room  of  every  ship. 
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CONSTRUCTION. 


Ai'ticle  V. 
Definitions. 

The  meaning  of  the  principal  technical  and  other  expressions  contained 
both  in  the  Convention  and  in  these  Regulations,  under  the  heading  of 
Construction,  is  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  load  water-line  is  the  water-line  used  in  determining  the  sub- 
division of  the  ship. 

(2)  The  length  of  the  ship  is  the  extreme  length  at  the  load  water-line. 

(3)  The  breadth  of  the  ship  is  the  extreme  width  from  outside  of  frame 
to  outside  of  frame  at  or  below  the  load  water-line. 

(4)  The  bulkhead  deck  is  the  uppermost  continuous  deck  to  which  all 
transverse  watertight  bulkheads  are  carried. 

(5)  The  margin  line  is  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  the  bulkhead  deck  at  side 
line,  and  76  millimetres  (equivalent  to  three  inches)  below  the 
upper  surface  of  that  deck  at  side. 

(6)  The  draught  is  the  vertical  distance  from  the  top  of  keel  amidships 
to  the  load  water-Une. 

(7)  The  freeboard  is  the  vertical  distance  from  the  load  water-line  to  the 
margin  line  amidships. 

(8)  The  depth  of  the  ship  is  the  sum  of  the  draught  and  freeboard  as  above 
defined. 

(9)  The  sheer  of  the  bulkhead  deck  at  any  point  is  the  vertical  distance 
between  the  beam  at  side  Line  at  that  point  and  a  line  drawn  parallel 
to  the  load  water-line  at  the  height  of  the  beam  at  side  line  amid- 
ships. 

(10)  If  block  coefficient  of  fineness  of  displacement  to  load  water-line  is 
used,  this  coefficient  shaU  be  determined  as  follows: — 

Volume  of  displacement  to  moulded  lines. 

Length  x  Breadth  x  Draught. 

(11)  The  permeability  of  a  space  is  the  percentage  of  that  space  which 
can  be  occupied  by  water. 

The  volume  of  a  compartment  which  extends  above  the  margin  line 
shall  be  measured  only  to  the  height  of  that  line.  Volumes  shall 
be  understood  as  volumes  to  moulded  lines. 

(12)  The  machinery  space  is  to  be  taken  as  extending  in  length  between 
the  extreme  main  transverse  watertight  bulkheads  bounding  the 
spaces  devoted  to  the  main  and  auxiliary  propelling  machinery, 
including  boilers  when  installed. 


Article  VI. 
Floodable  Length. 

The  floodable  length  at  any  point  of  the  length  of  a  ship  shall  be  deter- 
mined taldng  into  consideration  form,  draught,  and  other  limiting  character- 
istics of  the  ship  in  question. 

This  floodable  length  for  a  given  point  in  a  ship  with  a  continuous 
bulkhead  deck  is  the  maximum  percentage  of  the  length  of  the  ship  (having 
its  centre  at  the  point  in  question)  which  can  be  flooded  under  the  definite 
assumptions  hereafter  set  forth  in  Article  VII.  without  the  ship  being  sub- 
merged beyond  the  margin  hne. 

In  the  case  of  ships  not  having  a  continuous  bulkhead  deck,  the  floodable 
length  must  be  such  as  to  secure  to  the  ship  in  question,  for  each  portion  of 
its  length,  and  for  aU  conditions  of  trim  after  damage,  a  measure  of  safety  at 
least  equal  in  effectiveness  to  that  laid  down  for  the  ship  with  continuous 
bulkhead  deck. 
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Article  VII. 
Permeability. 

The  definite  assumptions  referred  to  in  Article  VI  relate  to  the  perme- 
abilities of  the  spaces  in  question  below  the  margin  line. 

In  determining  the  floodable  length  a  uniform  average  permeabiUty 
shall  be  used  throughout  the  whole  length  of  each  of  the  three  following 
portions  of  the  ship : — 

(1)  The  machinery  space; 

(2)  The  portion  forward  of  the  machinery  space;  and 

(3)  The  portion  abaft  the  machinery  space. 

For  steamships  the  permeabiHty  of  the  machinery  space,  including  the 
double  bottom  in  wake  thereof,  shall  be  taken  as  80  per  cent.  For  ships 
fitted  with  internal  combustion  engines  the  corresponding  permeability  shall 
be  taken  as  85  per  cent,  unless  it  is  proved  by  actual  calculation  that  a 
lower  figiu-e  may  be  adopted,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  that  figure  be 
less  than  80  per  cent. 

The  permeabihties  for  spaces  forward  and  aft  of  the  machinery  space 
shall  be  as  follows : — 

(a)  Sixty  per  cent  in  cargo  spaces,  bunkers  (permanent  or  reserve), 
storerooms,  baggage  and  mail  rooms,  chain-lockers,  water-tight 
shaft  or  pipe  tunnels,  and  fresh-water  tanks  above  the  double 
bottom. 

It  must  be  proved  that  the  spaces  just  enumerated  are  practicable 
for  the  purpose  intended  and  that  they  are  in  fact  to  be  so  used.  The 
same  permeability  shall  not  be  assigned  to  any  other  space  without 
the  approval  of  the  administration. 
(6)  Ninety-five  per  cent  in  passenger  and  crew  spaces,  peaks,  trimming- 
tanks  exclusively  so  used,  double  bottoms,  and  all  other  spaces  not 
specifically  appropriated  to  one  of  the  purposes  indicated  in  the  fore- 
going section  (a). 

If  in  a  'tween-deck  space  enclosed  by  complete  transverse  permanent 
steel  bulkheads  any  portion  thereof  is  appropriated  to  passengers, 
the  whole  of  that  space  shall  be  regarded  as  passenger  space;  and, 
similarly,  'tween-deck  spaces  appropriated  for  the  carriage  of  either 
passengers  or  cargo  shall  be  regarded  as  passenger  spaces. 

Where  the  spaces  before  or  abaft  the  machinery  space  below  the  margin 
line  consist  partly  of  spaces  mentioned  in  section  (o)  and  partly  of  spaces 
mentioned  in  section  (6),  the  average  percentage  of  permeability  shall  be 
determined  separately  for  each  end  by  the  formula  95 — 35  r  where  r  is  the 
ratio  between  the  volume  of  the  spaces  mentioned  in  section  (a)  and  the  total 
volume  of  the  space  in  the  portion  of  the  ship  under  consideration. 

Article  VIII. 
Permissible  Length  of  Compartments. 

(1)  The  maximum  permissible  length  of  one  compartment  having  its 
centre  at  any  point  in  the  ship's  length  is  obtained  from  the  floodable  length 
(Article  VI)  by  multiplying  that  length  by  an  appropriate  factor,  called  the 
factor  of  subdivision. 

(2)  This  factor  of  subdivision  depends  on  the  length  of  the  ship,  and, 
for  a  given  length,  varies  according  to  the  nature  of  the  service  for  which  the 
ship  is  intended.    This  factor  decreases  in  a  regular  and  continuous  manner — 

(a)  As  the  length  of  ship  increases;  and 

(6)  As,  for  a  given  length,  the  ship  departs  from  the  type  of  ship  engaged 
in  a  mixed  cargo  and  passenger  service,  and  approaches  to  the  type 
of  ship  primarily  engaged  in  the  carriage  of  passengers. 

(3)  For  each  of  the  two  types  of  ships  referred  to  in  the  previous  para- 
graph (2)  (6)  the  variation  of  the  factor  of  subdi\'ision  may  be  expressed  by 
a  curve,  of  which  the  co-ordinates  represent  the  length  of  the  ship  and  the 
value  of  the  factor.  The  following  table  gives  certain  points  on  two  curves 
the  higher  of  which  corresponds  to  the  minimum  requirements  for  the  "mixed" 
type,  and  the  lower  to  the  minimum  requu-ements  for  the  "passenger"  type.

Column  (A)  gives  the  maximum  permissible  values  of  the  factor  of  sub- 
division for  the  length  of  shijis  given  in  Columns  (B)  and  (C). 

Column  (B)  is  applicable  to  ships  engaged  in  a  mixed  cargo  and  passenger 
service. 

Column  (C)  is  applicable  to  ships  primarily  engaged  in  the  carriage  of 
passengers. 

(4)  For  a  given  length,  the  value  of  the  factor  of  subdivision  appropriate 
to  a  ship  between  the  two  extreme  limits  will  be  between  the  values  of  the 
factors  determined  by  the  two  curves  before  mentioned,  and  will  be  auto- 
matically fixed  by  a  criterion  of  service  which  is  to  form  the  subject  of  further 
scudy. 

Article  IX. 

(1)  When  the  factor  of  subdivision  is  equal  to  or  less  than  -5,  it  may  be 
doubled  in  order  to  give  at  any  point  of  the  ship's  length  the  total  length  of 
two  adjacent  compartments;  but,  in  that  case,  the  length  of  the  shorter 
compartment  of  any  pair  shall  not  be  less  than  one-quarter  of  the  total  length 
so  obtained.  If  one  of  the  two  adjacent  compartments  is  situated  inside  the 
machinery  space  and  the  second  is  situated  outside  the  machinery  space, 
and  the  average  permeability  of  the  portion  of  the  ship  in  which  the  second 
is  situated  differs  from  eighty  per  cent,  the  length  of  the  pair  of  compartments 
shall  be  adjusted  to  the  proper  value  by  applying  a  suitable  correction. 

(2)  In  no  case  whatever  shall  the  length  of  any  watertight  compartment 
exceed  28  metres  (equivalent  to  92  feet). 

(3)  When  the  factor  of  subdivision  applicable  to  any  ship  is  less  than 
•84,  but  more  than  -5,  the  combined  length  of  the  two  foremost  compart- 
ments shall  not  exceed  the  floodable  length  at  the  extreme  forward  end, 
provided  also  that  the  length  of  the  second  compartment  is  not  greater  than 
that  permissible  by  Article  VIII  above  and  not  less  than  3  metres  (equivalent 
to  10  feet). 

(4)  When  the  length  of  the  ship  is  more  than  213  metres  (equivalent  to 
699  feet)  but  less  than  251  metres  (equivalent  to  823  feet)  the  floodable  length 
at  the  forward  end  of  the  ship  shall  be  at  least  20  per  cent  of  the  ship's  length; 
and  the  ship,  forward  of  a  bulkhead  placed  either  at  the  distance  of  the  actual 
floodable  length  abaft  tJ-e  stem  or  not  nearer  to  the  stem  than  20  per  cent 
of  the  ship's  length,  shall  be  divided  into  at  least  three  compartments. 

(5)  \\hen  the  length  of  the  ship  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  251  metres 
(equivalent  to  823  feet)  the  same  method  shall  be  adopted,  but  the  floodable 
length  shall  be  at  least  28  per  cent  and  the  number  of  compartments  at  least 
four. 

(6)  A  bulkhead  may  be  recessed  transversely,  provided  the  sides  of  the 
recess  are  at  a  sufficient  distance  from  the  sides  of  the  ship. 

Vertical  steps  are  inadmissible  in  the  main  transverse  watertight  bulk- 
heads of  ships  to  which  the  subdivision  rules  of  Article  VIII  apply  where 
the  factor  of  subdivision  is  greater  than  -5,  unless  such  arrangements  are 
made  by  additional  subdivision  as  shall  maintain  the  same  measure  of  safety 
as  that  secured  by  bulkheads  without  steps.  The  total  length  of  the  steps 
in  any  bulkhead  shall  not  exceed  2  per  cent  of  the  ship's  length,  plus  3  metres 
(equivalent  to  10  feet). 

(7)  The  existence  of  recesses  or  steps  in  a  bullvhead  shall  in  no  case 
affect  the  permissible  volumes  of  the  compartments  adjacent  to  such  bulkhead, 
as  determined  by  this  and  the  preceding  Article. 
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Article  X. 

If  the  degree  of  safety  of  a  ship  is  greater  than  that  prescribed  by  Articles 
VIII  and  IX  above,  and  if  the  owner  requests  that  this  fact  be  recorded  on 
the  Safety  Certificate,  in  accordance  with  Article  17  (paragraph  4)  of  the 
Convention,  this  request  shall  be  accompanied  x^ath  all  the  data  necessary 
to  justify  the  claim. 

In  such  case,  the  record  shall  state  the  fact  that  the  subdivision  is  equal 
or  superior  to  that  provided  for  a  ship  of  equal  length  in  Column  (C)  of  the 
Table  in  Article  VIII,  with  an  additional  statement  giving  the  length  of  the 
ship  in  Column  (C)  v/hose  factor  of  subdivision  according  to  the  rules  would 
be  exactly  equal  to  that  employed  in  determining  the  subdivision  of  the  ship 
in  question. 

Values  of  length  and  factors  for  lengths  not  specifically  stated  in  Columns 
(C)  and  (A)  respectively  of  the  Table  in  Article  VIII  shall  be  obtained  by 
interpolation. 

Article  XI. 
Peak  and  Machinery  Space  Bulkheads. 

Ships  shall  be  fitted  with  a  forepeak  bulkhead  to  extend  to  the  bulkhead 
deck,  and  to  the  weather  deck  in  ships  having  continuous  superstructures. 
This  bullvhead  shall  be  placed  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  5  per  cent  of 
the  ship's  length  from  the  stem  at  the  load  water-line. 

An  afterpeak  bulkhead  and  bulkheads  dividing  the  machinery  space 
from  the  cargo  and  the  passenger  spaces  shall  also  be  fitted  and  carried  up  to 
the  bulkhead  deck.  The  afterpeak  bulkhead  may,  however,  be  stopped  below 
the  bulkhead  deck,  provided  that  it  shall  at  least  be  carried  to  the  first  deck 
above  the  load  water-hne,  and  that  such  deck  forms  a  watertight  flat  from  the 
afterpeak  bulkhead  to  the  stern,  and  also  provided  that  the  degree  of  safety 
of  the  ship  as  regards  subdivision  is  not  thereby  diminished. 

Article  XII. 
Fireproof  Bulkheads. 

In  parts  of  a  ship  above  the  margin  line  there  shall  be  fitted  fireproof 
bulkheads  which  will  serve  to  retard  the  spread  of  fire.  The  mean  distance 
between  any  two  consecutive  bulkheads  of  this  description  shaU  not  be  greater 
than  40  metres  (equivalent  to  131  feet).  Recesses  in  these  bulkheads  shall 
be  fireproof,  and  the  openings  in  these  bulkheads  shall  be  fitted  with  fireproof 
doors. 

Article  XIII. 
Exits  from  Watertight  Compartments. 

(1)  In  passenger  and  crew  spaces  a  practicable  means  of  escape  for  the 
occupants  shall  be  provided  from  each  watertight  compartment. 

(2)  There  shaU  be  a  means  of  escape  for  the  crew  from  each  engine  room, 
shaft  tunnel,  and  stokehold  compartment,  independent  of  the  watertight 
doors. 

Article  XIV. 
Construction  and  Initial  Testing  of  Watertight  Bulkheads. 

(1)  Watertight  bulkheads  shaU  be  constructed  in  such  a  manner  that 
they  shall  be  capable  of  supporting,  with  a  proper  margin  of  resistance,  the 
pressure  due  to  a  head  of  water  up  to  the  margin  hne. 

(2)  Steps  and  recesses  in  bulkheads  shaU  be  as  waterti^iht  and  as  strong 
as  the  bulkhead  at  the  place  where  each  occurs. 

Where  frames  or  beams  pass  through  a  watertight  deck  or  bulkhead,  the 
watertightness  shall  be  obtained  by  caulked  angle  chocks,  or  cast  iron  or 
steel  chocks  efficiently  secured  and  rust -jointed,  and  not  by  wood  or  cement. 
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(3)  Testing  main  compartments  by  filling  them  with  water  is  not  com- 
pulsory. A  complete  examination  of  the  bulltheads  shall  be  made  by  a  sur- 
veyor; and,  in  addition,  a  hose  test  shall  be  made  in  all  cases. 

(4)  The  foremost  and  aftermost  compartments  shall  be  tested  with  water 
to  a  head  up  to  the  margin  line. 

Double  bottoms,  deep  tanks,  and  all  compartments  intended  to  hold 
liquids  shall  be  tested  with  v.^ater  to  a  head,  2-44  metres  (8  feet),  above  the 
top  of  the  tank  or  to  the  load  water-line,  whichever  is  the  greater. 

(5)  No  change  may  be  made  in  the  structure  of  the  bulkheads  after  the 
completion  of  the  survey  without  the  permission  of  the  Administration. 

(6)  All  provisions  relating  to  main  transverse  watertight  bulkheads  shall 
apply  to  longitudinal  bullcheads,  so  far  is  as  practicable. 

Article  XV. 

Openings  in  Watertight  Bulkheads. 

(1)  The  number  of  openings  in  watertight  bulkheads  shall  be  reduced  to 
the  minimum  compatible  with  the  design  and  proper  working  of  the  sliip; 
satisfactory  means  shall  be  provided  for  closing  these  openings. 

(2)  No  doors,  sluice  valves,  manholes,  or  access  openings  are  permitted — 
(a)  In  the  collision  buUdiead  below  the  margin  line. 

(6)  In  watertight  transverse  bulkheads  dividing  a  cargo  space  from  an 
adjoining  cargo  space  or  from  a  reserve  bunker,  except  as  provided 
in  paragraph  (6)  of  this  Article. 

(3)  In  the  machinery  space  and  apart  from  bunker  and  shaft-tunnel 
doors,  not  more  than  one  door  may  be  fitted  in  each  main  transverse  bulkhead 
within  the  machinery  space  for  intercommunication,  but  where  more  than 
one  separate  shaft  tunnel  is  fitted  a  door  may  be  cut  for  each  tunnel. 

If  a  tunnel  is  fitted  forward  either  for  the  purpose  of  j;ipes  or  as  a  com- 
munication passage  it  shall  be  fitted  v/ith  a  watertight  door. 

(4)  The  only  types  of  watertight  doors  permissible  are  hinged  doors, 
shding  doors,  and  doors  of  any  other  equivalent  pattern,  exclucling  plate 
doors  secured  only  by  bolts. 

A  hinged  door  shall  be  fitted  with  lever-operated  catches  workable  from 
each  side  of  the  bulkhead. 

A  sliding  door  may  have  a  horizontal  or  vertical  motion.  If  hand- 
operated  only,  the  door  shall  be  capable  of  being  operated  at  the  door  itself 
and  also  from  an  accessible  position  above  the  margin  line.  If  operated  by 
power,  it  shaU  be  capable  of  being  operated  from  the  bridge,  and  by  hand 
both  at  the  door  itself  and  from  an  accessible  position  abo^'e  the  margin  line. 
A  door  dropping  by  its  own  weight,  and  fitted  with  a  cataract  cyhnder  or 
equivalent  arrangement,  may  be  considered  as  being  operated  by  power,  if 
capable  of  being  released  from  the  bridge. 

(5)  In  the  case  of  watertight  bunker  doors,  satisfactory  arrangements 
shall  be  made  by  means  of  screens  or  otherwise,  to  prevent  the  coal  from  inter- 
fering with  the  closing  of  the  doors. 

(6)  Hinged  watertight  doors  in  passenger,  crew,  and  working  spaces 
are  only  permitted  above  a  deck,  the  under  side  of  which,  at  its  lowest  point 
at  side,  is  at  least  2  •  13  metres  (7  feet)  above  the  load  water-line,  and  they  are 
not  permitted  in  those  spaces  below  such  deck. 

Hinged  watertight  doors  of  specially  heavy  design  may  be  fitted  above 
the  load  water-line  in  bulkheads  between  cargo  'tv/een-deck  spaces.  They 
shall  be  closed  before  the  voyage  commences,  and  kept  closed  while  at  sea  by 
efficient  closing  gear.  None  of  these  doors  shall  be  fitted,  even  at  the  ends 
of  the  ship,  in  a  cargo  'tween-deck  space  in  the  amidship  region  of  which 
'tween-deck  space  it  would  not  be  permissible  to  fit  such  doors. 

(7)  All  other  watertight  doors  shall  be  sliding  doors. 

(8)  — (a)  When  the  number  of  watertight  doors  in  the  main  transverse 
watertight  bulkheads  at  or  about  the  stokehold  level  in  the  machinery  space 
exceeds  five,  excluding  the  watertight  doors  at  the  entrances  to  tunnels,  all 
watertight  doors  situated  below  the  load  water-hne  shall  be  capable  of  being 
simultaneously  closed  from  a  station  situated  on  the  bridge,  and  their  opening 
and  closing  shall  be  indicated  at  that  station.  The  simultaneous  closing  of 
these  doors  shaU  be  preceded  by  a  warning  sound  signal. 

(6)  If  the  watertight  doors  which  have  sometimes  to  be  open  at  sea  for 
the  purpose  of  trimming  coal  are  fitted  between  bunkers  in  the  'tween  decks 
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below  the  bulkhead  deck,  these  shall  be  operated  by  power.  The  opening 
and  closing  of  these  doors  shall  be  recorded  in  the  official  log-book. 

(c)  When  trunkways  in  connection  with  refrigerated  cargo  are  carried 
through  more  than  one  main  transverse  watertight  bulkhead,  and  the  silLs 
of  the  openings  are  less  than  2-13  metres  (7  feet)  above  the  load  water-Une, 
the  watertight  doors  at  such  openings  shall  be  operated  by  power. 

(9)  Portable  plates  on  bulkheads  shall  not  be  permitted  except  in  mach- 
inery spaces.  Such  plates  shall  always  be  in  place  before  the  ship  leaves 
port,  and  shall  not  be  removed  at  sea  except  in  case  of  urgent  necessity.  The 
necessary  precautions  shall  be  taken  in  replacing  them  to  ensure  that  the 
joint  shall  be  perfectly  watertight. 

(10)  All  watertight  doors  shall  be  kept  closed  during  navigation  except 
when  necessarily  opened  for  the  working  of  the  ship,  and  shall  always  be 
ready  to  be  immediately  closed. 

(11)  If  trunkways  for  forced  draught,  for  access  from  crew's  accommoda  - 
tion  to  the  stokehold,  or  for  any  other  purposes  are  carried  through  the  main 
transverse  watertight  bulkheads,  the  integrity  of  the  watertight  bulkheads 
shall  be  maintained  by  watertight  doors  or  other  equally  effective  means. 

(12)  Where  pipes,  electric-light  cables,  etc.,  are  carried  through  trans- 
verse watertight  bulkheads  below  the  margin  line,  arrangements  shaU  be 
made  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  the  watertightness  of  the  bulkheads. 

(13)  The  number  of  sluice  valves  in  watertight  bulkheads  shall  be 
reduced  to  the  minimum,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  except  in  positions  where 
they  are  sufficiently  accessible  at  all  times  to  allow  of  it  being  ascertained 
that  they  are  in  good  order.  They  shall  be  strongly  constructed,  efficiently 
fitted,  and  regularly  inspected.  Satisfactory  provision  shall  be  made  for 
operating  them  from  an  accessible  position  above  the  margin  line.  Means 
shall  be  provided  for  indicating  when  they  are  open  or  shut. 

Article  XVI. 
Openings  in  Ship's  Side. 

(1)  — (a)  Subject  to  clause  (h)  below,  when  side  scuttles  are  fitted  below 
a  deck  the  under  side  of  which  at  its  lowest  point  at  side  is  less  than  2 'IB 
metres  (7  feet)  above  the  load  water-line,  they  shall  be  permanently  fixed. 

(b)  Side  scuttles,  which  are  capable  of  being  opened,  may  be  fitted  in 
the  positions  defined  in  clause  (a),  provided  that — 

They  shall  be  closed  watertight  and  locked  before  the  ship  leaves  port: 
They  shall  not  be  opened  during  navigation: 

The  time  of  opening  such  scuttles  in  port  and  of  closing  and  locking 
them  before  the  ship  leaves  port  shall  be  entered  in  the  official  log 
book : 

The  construction  of  such  scuttles  shall  be  such  as  effectively  to  prevent 
any  person  opening  them  without  the  consent  of  the  master. 

(c)  Scuttles  fitted  in  the  positions  defined  in  clause  (a)  shall  be  provided 
with  efficient  metal  shutters. 

(2)  In  'tween-decks  above  the  deck  mentioned  in  paragraph  (1)  (a) 
of  this  Article,  opening  side  scuttles  may  be  fitted  except  in  spaces  exclusively 
devoted  to  the  carriage  of  cargo  or  coal. 

(3)  No  side  scuttles  shall  be  fitted  in  any  spaces  which  are  exclusively 
devoted  to  the  carriage  of  cargo  or  coal. 

(4)  All  side  scuttles  which  are  not  accessible  during  navigation  shaD  be 
fitted  with  efficient  metal  covers,  and  both  the  glass  and  the  cover  shall 
be  kept  closed  during  navigation. 

(5)  No  automatic  ventilating  scuttles  shall  be  fitted  in  the  ship  s  side 
below  the  margin  line. 

(6)  All  inlets  and  discharges  in  the  side  shall  be  arranged  so  as  to  prevent 
any  accidental  admission  of  water  into  the  ship. 

(7)  The  number  of  scuppers,  sanitary  discharges,  and  other  similar 
onenings  in  the  side  shall  be  reduced  to  the  minimum,  either  by  making 
each  discharge  serve  for  as  many  as  possible  of  the  sanitaiy  and  other  pipes 
or  in  any  other  satisfactory  m.anner. 

(8)  Discharges  led  through  the  ship's  skin  from  spaces  below  the  margin 
line  shall  be  fitted  with  efficient  and  accessible  means  for  preventing  water 
from  passing  inwards.    It  is  pernii^«-ble  to  have  either  one  valve,  fitted  with 
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a  means  of  working  ii;  at  a  distance,  or  two  valves  without  such  gear,  one  of 
these  valves  being  always  accessible.  In  either  case,  the  accessibility  of  the 
valves  or  of  the  means  of  working  shall  be  assured  by  their  being  situated 
above  the  deck  refeiTed  to  in  paragraph  (1)  (a)  of  this  Article. 

(9)  In  no  case  shall  gangway,  cargo,  and  coaling  ports  be  fitted  below  the 
load  water-line.  None  of  these  ports  shall  be  fitted,  even  towards  the  end  of 
the  ship,  in  a  space  below  the  lowest  'tween-deck  space  in  the  amidship  region 
of  which  it  is  permissible  to  fit  such  ports. 

(10)  Gangway,  cargo,  and  coaling  ports  in  the  ship's  side  below  the  margm 
line  shall  be  effectively  closed  and  made  secure  before  the  ship  leaves  port, 
and  kept  closed  during  navigation. 

(11)  The  inboard  openings  of  ash-shoots,  rubbish-shoots,  etc.,  shall  not 
be  lower  than  the  deck  referred  to  in  paragraph  (1)  (a)  of  this  Article.  They 
may  be  permitted  above  this  deck  if  fitted,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Admin- 
istration, with  covers,  which  shall  be  watertight  if  below  the  margin  line. 
Such  covers  shaU  be  so  arranged  as  to  prevent  their  being  clogged  in  any  way, 
And  shall  be  at  least  as  easily  and  effectively  closed  as  watertight  doors  and 
Sfide  scuttles. 


Article  XVII. 

Construction  and  Tests  of  Watertight  Doors,  Side  Scuttles,  etc. 

(1)  The  design  and  the  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  watertight 
doors,  side  scuttles,  gangway,  coaling,  and  cargo  poils,  valves,  pipes,  ash 
and  rubbish-shoots  shall  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Administration. 

(2)  Watertight  doors  shall  be  tested  by  a  water  pressure  equal  to  that 
prescribed  for  the  bulkhead  where  the  doors  are  located.  The  test  shall  be 
made  before  the  vessel  is  put  in  service,  and  either  before  or  after  the  door 
is  fitted. 


Article  XVIII. 

Construction  and  Initial  Tests  of  Watertight  Decks,  Trunks,  etc. 

(1)  Watertight  decks,  trunks  and  ventilators  shall  be  on  the  same 
strength  as  the  watertight  bulkhead  at  the  place  where  they  occur.  The 
means  used  for  making  them  watertight  and  the  arrangements  adopted  for 
closing  the  openings  in  them  shall  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Administration. 
If  watertight  covers  are  used  for  closing  these  openings,  they  shall  be  fitted 
in  place  before  the  ship  leaves  port,  and  kept  closed  during  navigation. 

(2)  After  completion  a  hose  or  flooding  test  shall  be  applied  to  water- 
tight decks  and  a  hose  test  to  watertight  trunks.  Watertight  ventilators 
and  trunks  shall  be  carried  at  least  up  to  the  margin  line. 

(3)  No  change  shall  be  made  in  the  structure  of  watertight  decks, 
trunks  and  ventilators  after  the  survey  without  the  permission  of  the  Admini- 
stration. 

Article  XIX. 

Periodical  Operations  and  Inspections  of  Watertight  Doors,  etc. 

In  all  ships  detmed  in  Article  2  of  the  Convention,  drills  for  the  operating 
of  watertight  doors,  side  scuttles,  valves,  and  closing  mechanisms  of  scuppers, 
ash-shoots  and  rubbish-shoots,  shall  take  place  periodically  during  the 
voyage.  A  complete  drill  shall  take  place  before  leaving  port,  a  second 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  leaving  port,  and  others  thereafter  at  least  once 
a  week  during  the  voyage.  Provided  that  all  watertight  power  doors  and 
hinged  doors  in  main  transverse  bulkheads  in  use  at  sea  shall  be  operated  daily. 

The  watertight  doors  and  all  mechanisms  and  indicators  connected 
therewith,  and  all  valves  the  closing  of  which  is  necessary  to  make  a  compart- 
ment watertight,  shall  be  periodically  inspected  at  sea,  at  least  once  a  week. 
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Article  XX. 
Entries  in  the  Official  Log  Book. 

In  all  ships  defined  in  Article  2  of  the  Convention,  hinged  doors,  portable 
plates,  side  scuttles,  gangway,  cargo  and  coaling  ports,  and  other  openings, 
which  are  required  by  the  preceding  rules  to  be  kept  closed  during  navigation, 
shall  be  closed  before  the  ship  leaves  port.  The  time  of  closing,  and  the  time 
of  opening  (if  permissible  under  these  Regulations),  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
official  log  book. 

A  record  of  all  drills  and  inspections  required  by  Article  XIX.  shall  be 
entered  in  the  official  log  book  with  an  explicit  record  of  any  defects. 


Article  XXI. 
Double  Bottoms. 

(1)  In  ships  61  metres  (equivalent  to  200  feet)  and  under  76  metres 
(equivalent  to  249  feet)  in  length,  a  double  bottom  shall  be  fitted  at  least  from 
the  machinery  space  to  the  forepeak  bulkhead,  or  as  near  thereto  as  practicable. 

(2)  In  ships  76  metres  (equivalent  to  249  feet)  and  under  91-5  m.etres 
(equivalent  to  300  feet)  in  length,  a  double  bottom  shall  be  fitted  at  least 
outside  of  the  machinery  space  and  shaU  extend  to  the  fore  and  after  peak 
bulkheads  r^-spectively,  or  as  near  thereto  as  practicable. 

(3)  In  ships  91-5  metres  (equivalent  to  300  feet)  and  over  in  length, 
a  double  bottom  shall  be  fitted  amidships  and  shall  extend  to  the  fore  and 
after  peak  bulkheads  respectively,  or  as  near  thereto  as  practicable. 

(4)  In  ships  over  91  -5  metres  (equivalent  to  300  feet)  in  length,  the  inner 
bottom  shall  be  continued  out  to  the  ship's  side  in  such  manner  as  to  protect 
the  bilges. 

(5)  In  ships  over  213  metres  (equivalent  to  699  feet)  in  length,  the  double 
bottom,  for  at  least  half  the  ship's  length  amidships  and  forward  to  the  forepeak 
bulkhead,  shall  extend  up  the  ship's  sides  to  a  height  above  the  top  of  the 
keel  not  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  ship's  moulded  breadth. 

(6)  Wells  constructed  in  the  double  bottom  in  connection  with  the 
drainage  arrangements  shall  not  extend  downwards  from  the  inner  bottom 
more  than  half  the  depth  of  the  double  bottom  at  that  point.  A  weU  extend- 
ing to  the  outer  skin  is,  however,  permitted  at  the  after  end  of  the  shaft 
tunnels  of  screw  ships. 

Article  XXII. 
Going  Astern. 

Ships  shall  have  sufficient  power  for  going  astern  to  secure  proi>er  control 
of  the  ship  in  aU  circumstances. 

Article  XXIII. 

Auxiliary  Steering  Apparatus. 

Ships  shall  be  provided  with  an  auxiliary  steering  apparatus,  which, 
however,  may  be  of  less  power  than  the  main  apparatus,  and  need  not  be 
worked  by  steam  or  other  mechanical  power. 

Article  XXIV. 

Initial  and  Subsequent  Surveys  of  Ships. 

Eveiy  ship  defined  in  Article  2  of  the  Convention  shaU  be  subjected 
at  least  to  the  following  surveys,  as  specified  in  detail  in  Article  XXV  below : — 
{A)  A  survey  before  the  ship  is  put  in  service; 

(B)  Periodical  surveys,  once  each  year; 

(C)  Additional  surveys,  as  occasion  arises. 
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Article  XXV. 

The  surveys  referred  to  in  the  previous  Article  shall  be  carried  out  as 
follows: — 

(A)  The  Survey  before  the  ship  is  put  in  service  shaU  include  a  complete 
inspection  of  the  hull,  machinery,  and  equipments,  including  the  outside 
of  the  ship's  bottom  and  the  inside  and  outside  of  the  boilers. 

This  survey  shall  be  such  as  to  ensure  that  the  arrangements,  material, 
and  scantlings  of  the  hull,  boilers,  and  their  appurtenances,  main  and  auxiliary 
machinery,  life-saving  appliances,  and  other  equipments,  fully  comply 
vtdth  the  requirements  of  this  Convention  and  of  the  detailed  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  Government  of  the  contracting  State  to  which  the  ship 
belongs  for  ships  of  the  service  for  which  it  is  intended.  The  survey  shall 
also  b€  such  as  to  ensure  that  the  workmanship  of  all  parts  of  the  ship  and 
its  equipments  is  in  all  respects  satisfactory. 

(B)  The  periodical  survey  shall  include  an  inspection  of  the  whole  of  the 
hull,  boilers,  machinery,  and  equipments,  including  the  outside  of  the  ship's 
bottom.  The  survey  shall  be  such  as  to  ensure  that  the  ship,  as  regards 
the  hull,  boilers,  and  their  appurtenances,  main  and  auxiliary  machineiy, 
life-saving  appHances,  and  other  equipments  is  in  satisfactory  condition 
and  fit  for  the  service  for  which  it  is  intended,  and  that  it  compHes  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Convention,  and  of  the  detailed  regulations  promul- 
gated as  a  result  thereof  by  the  Government  of  the  Stjvte  to  which  the  ship 
belongs. 

(C)  A  survey,  either  general  or  partial,  according  to  the  circumstances, 
shall  be  made  every  time  an  accident  occurs  or  a  defect  is  discovered  which 
affects  the  safety  of  the  ship  or  the  efficiency  or  completeness  of  its  life-saving 
apphanccs  or  other  equipment,  or  any  important  repairs  or  renewals  are  made. 
The  survey  shall  be  such  as  to  ensure  that  the  necessary  repairs  or  renevv'als 
have  been  effectively  made,  that  the  material  and  workmanship  of  such 
repairs  or  renewals  are  in  all  respects  satisfactory,  and  that  the  sliip  com])lies 
in  all  respects  with  the  provisions  of  this  Convention  and  of  the  detailed 
regulations  promulgated  as  a  result  thereof  by  the  Government  of  the  State 
to  which  the  ship  belongs. 

Article  XXVI. 

The  detailed  regulations  referred  to  in  Article  XXV.  shall  prescribe  the 
requirements  to  be  observed  as  to  the  initial  and  sulDsequent  hydrauhc 
tests  to  which  the  main  and  auxiliary  boilers,  connections,  steam-pipes,  high- 
pressure  receivers,  and  fuel  tanks  for  oil  motors  are  to  be  submitted,  as  regards 
the  test  pressure  to  be  apphed,  and  the  intervals  between  two  consecutive 
tests. 

Main  and  auxiliary  boilers,  connections,  tanks,  receivers,  and  st cam- 
piping  more  than  r02  millimetres  (4  inches)  in  diameter  shall  be  satisfactorily 
tested  by  hydraulic  pressure  when  new  and  thereafter  periodically. 

The  initial  and  subsequent  tests  of  the  boilers  shall  take  place  under  the 
following  conditions : — 

The  test  pressure  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and-a-half  times  the  working 
pressure,  or  five  atmospheres  above  the  working  pressure,  whichever  is  the 
less.  If  the  pressure  at  the  initial  test  does  not  exceed  the  working  pressure 
by  more  than  five  atmospheres  the  interval  between  two  consecutive  tests 
shall  not  exceed  two  years.  With  a  higher  pressure  at  the  initial  test  this 
interval  may  be  increased,  and  if  the  pressure  at  the  initial  test  is  double 
the  working  pressure,  the  interval  may  be  six  years,  but  it  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  that  period.

Motor  boats  may  be  accepted  if  they  comply  with  the  requirements 
laid  down  for  boats  of  the  First  Class,  but  only  to  a  limited  number,  which 
number  shall  be  determined  by  each  Government  in  its  own  regulations. 

No  boat  may  be  approved,  the  buoyancy  of  which  depends  upon  the 
previous  adjustment  of  one  of  the  principal  parts  of  the  hull,  or  which  has 
not  a  cubic  capacity  of  at  least  3-5  cubic  metres  (equivalent  to  125  cubic  feet). 

Article  XXVIII. 

Boats  of  the  First  Class. 

The  standard  types  of  boats  of  the  First  Class  must  satisfy  the  following 
renditions : — 

1a.  Open  Boats  with  Internal  Buoyancy  only. 

The  buoyancy  of  a  wooden  boat  of  this  type  shall  be  provided  by  water- 
tight air-cases,  the  total  volume  of  which  shall  be  ac  least  equal  to  one-tenth 
of  the  cubic  capacity  of  the  boat. 

The  buoyancy  of  a  metal  boat  of  this  type  shall  not  be  less  than  that 
required  above  for  a  wooden  boat  of  the  same  cubic  capacity,  the  volume 
of  watertight  air-cases  being  increased  accordingly. 

1b.  Open  Boats  with  Internal  and  External  Buoyancy. 

The  internal  buoyancy  of  a  wooden  boat  of  this  type  shall  be  provided  by 
watertight  air-cases,  the  total  volume  of  which  is  at  least  equal  to  seven  and 
a  half  per  cent  of  the  cubic  capacity  of  the  boat. 

The  external  buoyancy  may  be  of  cork  or  of  any  other  equally  efficient 
material  but  such  buoyancy  shall  not  be  secured  by  the  use  of  rushes,  cork 
shavings,  loose  granulated  cork  or  any  other  loose  granulated  substance, 
or  by  any  means  dependent  upon  inflation  by  air. 

If  the  buoyancy  is  of  cork,  its  volume,  for  a  wooden  boat,  shall  not  be 
less  than  thirty-three  thousandths  of  the  cubic  capacity  of  the  boat;  if  of 
any  material  other  than  cork,  its  volume  and  distribution  shall  be  such  that 
the  buoyancy  and  stability  of  the  boat  are  not  less  than  that  of  a  similar  boat 
provided  with  buoyancy  of  cork. 

The  buoyancy  of  a  metal  boat  shall  be  not  less  than  that  required  above 
for  a  w^ooden  boat  of  the  same  cubic  capacity,  the  volume  of  the  air-cases  and 
e.vtemal  buoyancy  being  increased  accordingly. 

Ic.  Pontoon  Boats,  in  which  Persons  cannot  he  accommodated  below  the 
Deck,  having  a  Well  Deck  and  fixed  Watertight  Bulkwarks. 

The  area  of  the  well  deck  of  a  boat  of  this  type  shall  be  at  least  30  per  cent 
of  the  total  deck  area.    The  height  of  the  well  deck  above  the  \vater-Une  at 
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all  points  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  one-half  per  cent  of  the  length  of  the 
boat,  this  height  being  increased  to  one-and-a-half  per  cent  of  the  length 
of  the  boat  at  the  ends  of  the  well. 

The  freeboard  of  a  boat  of  this  type  shall  be  such  as  to  provide  for  a  reserve 
buoj^ancy  of  at  least  35  per  cent. 

Article  XXIX. 

Boats  of  the  Second  Class. 

The  standard  types  of  boats  of  the  Second  Class  must  satisfy  the  following 
conditions : — 

2a,  Open  Boats  having  the  upper  parts  of  the  Sides  collapsible. 

A  boat  of  this  type  shall  be  fitted  both  with  watertight  air-cases  and  with 
external  buoyancy,  the  volume  of  which,  for  each  person  which  the  boat 
is  able  to  accommodate,  shall  at  least  be  equal  to  the  following  amounts : —

The  minimum  freeboard  of  boats  of  this  type  is  fixed  in  relation  to  their 
length ;  it  is  measured  vertically  to  the  top  of  the  solid  hull  at  the  side  amid- 
ships, from  the  water-level  when  the  boat  is  loaded.

The  freeboard  of  boats  of  intermediate  lengths  is  to  be  found  by 
interpolation. 

2b.    Pontoon  Boats  having  a  Well  Deck  and  Collapsible  Bulvjarks. 

All  the  conditions  laid  down  for  boats  of  type  Ic  are  to  be  applied  to 
boats  of  this  type,  which  differ  from  those  of  type  Ic  only  in  regard  to  the 
bulwarks. 

2c.    Pontoon  Boats,  in  which  the  Persons  cannot  be  accommodated  below  Deck, 
having  a  flush  Deck  and  Collapsible  Bulwarks. 

The  minimum  freeboard  of  boats  of  this  type  is  independent  of  their 
lengths  and  depends  only  upon  their  depth.  The  depth  of  the  boat  is  to  be 
measured  vertically  from  the  underside  of  the  garboard  strake  to  the  top  of 
the  deck  at  the  side  amidships  and  the  freeboard  is  to  be  measured  from  the 
top  of  the  deck  at  the  side  amidships  to  the  water-level  when  the  boat  is 
loaded. 

The  freeboard  in  fresh  water  shall  not  be  less  than  the  following  amounts, 
which  are  applicable  without  correction  to  boats  having  a  mean  sheer  equal

If  the  sheer  is  less  than  the  standard  sheer  defined  above,  the  minimum 
freeboard  is  obtained  by  adding  to  the  figures  in  the  table  one-seventh  of  the 
difference  between  the  standard  sheer  and  the  actual  mean  sheer  measured 
at  the  stem  and  stern  post;  no  deduction  is  to  be  made  from  the  freeboard 
on  account  of  the  sheer  being  greater  than  the  standard  sheer  or  on  account 
of  the  camber  of  the  deck. 

Article  XXX. 
Motor  Boats. 

When  motor  boats  are  accepted,  the  volume  of  internal  buoyancy,  and, 
when  fitted,  the  external  buoyancy,  must  be  fixed,  having  regard  to  the 
difference  between  the  weight  of  the  motor  and  its  accessories  and  the  weight 
of  the  additional  persons  which  the  boat  could  accommodate  if  the  motor 
and  its  accessories  were  removed. 

Article  XXXI. 

Arrangements  for  cleanng  Pontoon  Lifeboats  of  Water. 

All  pontoon  lifeboats  shall  be  fitted  with  efficient  means  for  quickly 
clearing  the  deck  of  water.  The  orifices  for  this  purpose  shall  be  such  that 
the  water  cannot  ent^-r  the  boat  through  them  when  they  are  intermittently 
submerged.  The  number  and  size  of  the  orifices  shall  be  determined  for  each 
type  of  boat  by  a  special  test. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  test  the  pontoon  boat  shall  be  loaded  with  a  weight 
of  iron  equal  to  that  of  its  complement  of  persons  and  equipment. 

In  the  case  of  a  boat  8-5  metres  in  length  (equivalent  to  28  feet),  two 
tons  of  water  shall  be  cleared  from  the  boat  in  a  time  not  exceeding  the 
following : 

Type  IC  --60  seconds. 

"    2B  60  " 

"    2C    -----    -  20  " 

In  the  case  of  a  boat  having  a  length  greater  or  less  than  8-5  metres 
(equivalent  to  28  feet)  the  weight  of  water  to  be  cleared  in  the  same  time 
shall  be,  for  each  type,  directly  proportional  to  the  length  of  the  boat. 

Article  XXXII. 

Construction  of  Boats. 

Open  lifeboats  of  the  First  Class  (t3^es  lA  and  IB)  must  have  a  mean 
sheer  at  least  equal  to  four  per  cent  of  their  length. 

The  air-cases  of  open  boats  of  the  First  Class  shall  be  placed  along  the 
sides  of  the  boat;  they  may  also  be  placed  at  the  ends  of  the  boat,  but  not 
in  the  bottom  of  the  boat. 

Pontoon  lifeboats  may  be  built  of  wood  or  metal.  If  constructed  of 
wood,  they  shall  have  the  bottom  and  deck  made  of  two  thicknesses  with 
textile  material  between;  if  of  metal,  they  shall  be  divided  into  watertight 
compartments  with  means  of  access  to  each  compartment. 

All  boats  shall  be  fitted  for  the  use  of  a  steering  oar. 
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Article  XXXIII. 
Pontoon  Rafts. 

No  type  of  pontoon  raft  may  be  approved  unless  it  satisfies  the  following 
conditions : — 

1.  It  should  be  reversible  and  fitted  with  bulwarks  of  wood,  canvas  or 

other  suitable  material  on  both  sides.  These  bulwarks  may  be 
collapsible. 

2.  It  should  be  of  such  size,  strength,  and  weight  that  it  can  be  handled 

without  mechanical  appliances,  and,  if  necessary,  be  thrown  from 
the  vessel's  deck. 

3.  It  should  have  not  less  than  85  cubic  decimetres  (equivalent  to  three 

cubic  feet)  of  air-cases  or  equivalent  buoyancy  for  each  person  whom 
it  can  accommodate. 

4.  It  should  have  a  deck  area  of  not  less  than  3,720  square  centimetres 

(equivalent  to  four  square  feet)  for  each  person  whom  it  can  accom- 
modate, and  the  platform  should  not  be  less  than  15  centimetres 
(equivalent  to  six  inches)  above  the  water  level  when  the  raft  is 
loaded. 

5.  The  air-cases  or  equivalent  buoyancy  should  be  placed  as  near  as 

possible  to  the  sides  of  the  raft. 

Article  XXXIV. 
Capacity  of  Boats  and  Pontoon  Rafts. 

1.  The  number  of  persons  which  a  boat  of  one  of  the  standard  types  or 
a  pontoon  raft  can  accommodate  is  equal  to  the  greatest  whole  number 
obtained  by  dividing  the  capacity  in  cubic  metres  (or  cubic  feet),  or  the  surface 
in  square  metres  (or  square  feet),  of  the  boat  or  of  the  raft  by  the  standard 
unit  of  capacity,  or  unit  of  surface  (according  to  circumstances),  defined 
below  for  each  type. 

2.  The  cubic  capacity  in  metres  of  a  boat  in  which  the  number  of  persons 
is  determined  by  the  surface  shall  be  assumed  to  be  0-283  times  the  number 
of  persons  which  it  is  authorized  to  carry. 

3.  The  standard  units  of  capacity  and  surface  are  as  follows: —

4.  The  Government  of  each  High  Contracting  Party  may  accept,  in 
place  of  0  •  302  (3  j),  a  smaller  divisor,  if  it  is  satisfied  after  trial  that  the  number 
of  persons  for  whom  there  is  seating  accommodation  in  the  pontoon  boat  in 
question  is  greater  than  the  number  obtained  by  applying  the  above  divisor, 
provided  always  that  the  divisor  adopted  in  place  of  0-302  (3j)  may  never 
be  less  than  0-279  (3). 

The  Government  which  accepts  a  lower  divisor  in  this  way  shaU  communi- 
cate to  the  Governments  of  the  other  Contracting  Parties  particulars  of  the 
trial  and  drawings  of  the  pontoon  boat  in  question. 
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Article  XXXV. 
Capacity  Limits. 

Pontoon  boats  and  pontoon  rafts  shall  never  be  marked  with  a  number 
of  persons  greater  than  that  obtained  in  the  manner  specified  in  these 
Regulations. 

This  number  shall  be  reduced: — 

(1)  When  it  is  greater  than  the  number  of  persons  for  which  there  is 
proper  seating  accommodation,  the  latter  number  being  determined 
in  such  a  way  that  the  persons  when  seated  do  not  interfere  in  any 
way  with  the  use  of  the  oars. 

(2)  When,  in  the  case  of  boats  other  than  those  of  the  first  two  sections 
of  the  First  Class,  the  freeboard  when  the  boat  is  fully  loaded  is  less 
than  the  freeboard  laid  down  for  each  type  respectively.  In  such 
circumstances  the  number  shall  be  reduced  until  the  freeboard  when 
the  boat  is  fully  loaded  is  at  least  equal  to  the  standard  freeboard 
laid  down  above. 

In  boats  of  types  IC  and  2B  the  raised  part  of  the  deck  at  the  sides  may 
be  regarded  as  affording  seating  accommodation. 

Article  XXXVl. 

Equivalents  for  and  Weight  of  the  Persons. 

In  the  tests  for  determining  the  number  of  persons  v/hich  a  boat  or 
pontoon  raft  can  accommodate  each  person  shall  be  assumed  to  be  an  adult 
person  wearing  a  life-jacket. 

In  verifications  of  freeboard  the  pontoon  boats  shall  be  loaded  with  a 
weight  of  at  least  75  kilogramim^es  (165  lb.)  for  each  adult  person  that  the 
pontoon  boat  is  authorized  to  carry. 

In  all  cases  two  children  under  12  years  of  age  shall  be  reckoned  as  one 
person. 

Article  XXXVII. 
Cubic  capacity  of  Open  Boats  of  the  First  Class. 

1.  The  cubic  capacity  of  an  open  boat  of  type  lA  or  IB  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  Stirling's  (Simpson's)  Rule  or  by  any  other  method  giving  the  same 
degree  of  accuracy.  The  capacity  of  a  square-sterned  boat  shall  be  calculated 
as  if  the  boat  had  a  pointed  stern. 

2.  For  example,  the  capacity  in  cubic  metres  (or  cubic  feet)  of  a  boat, 
calculated  by  the  aid  of  Stirling's  Rule,  may  be  considered  as  given  by  the 
following  formula: — 

Capacity  =  j^(4A+2B-H4C) 

I  being  the  length  of  the  boat  in  metres  (or  feet)  from  the  inside  of  the  planking 
or  plating  at  the  stem  to  the  corresponding  point  at  the  stern  post;  in  the  case 
of  a  boat  with  a  square  stem  the  length  is  measured  to  the  inside  of  the 
transom. 

A,  B,  C  denote  respectively  the  areas  of  the  cross-sections  at  the  quarter 
length  forward,  amidships,  and  the  quarter  length  aft,  which  correspond  to 
the  three  points  obtained  by  dividing  I  into  four  equal  parts  (the  areas  corres- 
ponding to  the  two  ends  of  the  boat  are  considered  negligible). 

The  areas  A,  B,  C  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given  in  square  metres  (or 
square  feet)  by  the  successive  application  of  the  following  formula  to  each  of 
the  three  cross-sections : — 


Area  =  ^  (a  +  4h  +  2c  +  Ad  +  e) 

h  being  the  depth  measured  in  metres  (or  in  feet)  inside  the  planking  or  plating 
from  the  keel  to  the  level  of  the  gunwale,  or,  in  certain  cases,  to  a  lower  level, 
as  determined  hereafter. 

a,  h,  c,  d,  e  denote  the  horizontal  breadths  of  the  boat  measured  in  metres 
(or  in  feet)  at  the  upper  and  lower  points  of  the  depth  and  at  the  three  points

obtained  by  dividing  h  into  four  equal  parts  (a  and  e  being  the  breadths  at 
the  extreme  points,  and  c  at  the  middle  point,  of  h). 

3.  If  the  sheer  of  the  gunwale,  measured  at  the  two  points  situated  at  a 
quarter  of  the  length  of  the  boat  from  the  ends,  exceeds  1  per  cent  of  the 
length  of  the  boat,  the  depth  employed  in  calculating  the  area  of  the  cross- 
sections  A  or  C  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  depth  amidships  plus  1  per  cent  of 
the  length  of  the  boat. 

4.  If  the  depth  of  the  boat  amidship  exceeds  45  i>er  cent  of  the 
breadth,  the  depth  employed  in  calculating  the  area  of  the  midship  cross- 
section  B  shall  be  deemed  to  be  equal  to  45  per  cent  of  the  breadth,  and  the 
depth  employed  in  calculating  the  areas  of  the  quarter  length  sections  A 
and  C  is  obtained  by  increasing  this  last  figure  by  an  amount  equal  to  1  per 
cent  of  the  length  of  the  boat,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  the  depths 
employed  in  the  calculation  exceed  the  actual  depths  at  these  points. 

5.  If  the  depth  of  the  boat  is  greater  than  122  centimetres  (equivalent 
to  4  feet)  the  num.ber  of  persons  given  by  the  appUcation  of  this  rule  shall 
be  reduced  in  proportion  to  the  ratio  of  122  centimetres  to  the  actual  depth, 
until  the  boat  has  been  satisfactorily  tested  afloat  with  that  number  of  persons 
on  board  all  wearing  life-jackets. 

6.  Each  Administration  shall  impose,  by  suitable  formulae,  a  limit  for 
the  number  of  persons  allowed  in  boats  with  very  fine  ends  and  in  boats  very 
full  in  form. 

7.  Each  Administration  reserves  the  right  to  assign  to  a  boat  a  capacity 
equal  to  the  product  of  the  length,  the  breadth  and  the  depth  multiplied  by 

0  •  6  if  it  is  evident  that  this  formula  does  not  give  a  greater  capacity  than  that 
obtained  by  the  above  method.  The  dimensions  shall  then  be  measured  in 
the  following  manner: — 

Length:  From  the  intersection  of  the  outside  of  the  planking  with 
the  stem  to  the  corresponding  point  at  the  stem  post  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  square  st«rned  boat,  to  the  after  side  of  the  transom. 

Breadth:  From  the  outside  of  the  planking  at  the  point  where  the 
breadth  of  the  boat  is  greatest. 

Depth:  Amidships  inside  the  planking  from  the  keel  to  the  level  of 
the  gunwale,  but  the  depth  used  in  calculating  the  cubic  capacity  may 
not  in  any  case  exceed  45  per  cent  of  the  breadth. 

In  all  cases  the  shipowner  has  the  right  to  require  that  the  cubic  capacity 
of  the  boat  shall  be  determined  by  exact  measurement. 

8.  The  cubic  capacity  of  a  motorboat  is  obtained  from  the  gross  capacity 
by  deducting  a  volume  equal  to  that  occupied  by  the  motor  and  its  accessories. 

Article  XXXVIII. 
Deck  area  of  Pontoon  Boats  and  Open  Boats  of  the  Second  Class. 

1.  The  area  of  the  deck  of  a  pontoon  boat  of  type  IC,  2B,  or  2C  shall  be 
determined  by  the  method  indicated  below  or  by  any  other  method  giving 
the  same  degree  of  accuracy.  The  same  rule  is  to  be  applied  in  determining 
the  area  within  the  fixed  bulwarks  of  a  boat  of  type  2 A. 

2.  For  example,  the  surface  in  square  metres  (or  square  feet)  of  a  boat 
may  be  deemed  to  be  given  by  the  following  formula: — 

I 

Area  (2a  +  1-56  -f-  4c  +  l-5d  +  2e) 

1  being  the  length  in  metres  (or  in  feet)  from  the  intersection  of  the  outside  of 
the  planking  with  the  stem  to  the  corresponding  point  at  the  stern  post. 

a,  b,  c,  d,  e  denote  the  horizontal  breadths  in  metres  (or  in  feet)  outside 
the  planking  at  the  points  obtained  by  dividing  I  into  four  equal  parts  and 
subdividing  the  foremost  and  aftermost  parts  into  two  equal  parts  (a  and  e 
being  the  breadths  at  the  extreme  subdivisions,  c  at  the  middle  point  of  the 
length,  and  b  and  d  at  the  intermediate  points). 

Article  XXXIX. 

Marking  of  Boats  and  Pontoon  Rafts. 
The  dimensions  of  the  boat  and  the  number  of  persons  which  it  is  author- 
ized to  carry,  shall  be  marked  on  it  in  clear  permanent  characters.  These 
marks  shall  be  specifically  approved  by  the  officers  appointed  to  inspect  the 
ship. 
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Pontoon  rafts  shall  be  marked  with  the  number  of  persons  in  the  same 
manner. 

Article  XL. 
Equipment  of  Boats  and  Pontoons  Rafts. 

1.  The  normal  equipment  of  every  boat  shall  consist  of: — 

(a)  A  single  banked  complement  of  oars  and  two  spare  oars;  one  set  and 

a  half  of  thole  pins  or  crutches;  a  boat  hook. 
(h)  Two  plugs  for  each  plug-hole  (plugs  are  not  required  when  proper 

automatic  valves  are  fitted) ;  a  bailer  and  a  galvanized  iron  bucket. 

(c)  A  tiller  or  yoke  and  yoke  lines. 

(d)  Two  hatchets. 

(e)  A  lamp  filled  with  oil  and  trimmed. 

(0  A  mast  or  masts  with  one  good  sail  at  least,  and  proper  gear  for  each. 

(This  does  not  apply  to  motor  lifeboats.) 
(g)  A  suitable  compass. 

Pontoon  lifeboats  will  have  no  plug-hole,  but  shall  be  pw)vided  with  at 
least  two  bilge-pumps. 

In  the  case  of  a  ship  defined  in  Article  2  of  the  Convention,  which  carries 
passengers  in  the  North  Atlantic,  all  the  boats  need  not  be  equipped  with 
masts,  sails,  and  compasses,  if  the  ship  is  provided  with  a  radiotelegraph 
installation. 

2.  The  normal  equipment  of  every  approved  pontoon  raft  shall  consist 
of:— 

(a)  Four  oars. 

(b)  Five  rowlocks. 

(c)  A  self-igniting  lifebuoy  Ught. 

3.  In  addition  every  boat  and  every  pontoon  raft  shall  be  equipped  with:- 

(a)  A  life-Une  becketted  round  the  outside. 

(b)  A  sea-anchor. 

(c)  A  painter. 

(J)  A  vessel  containing  five  litres  (equivalent  to  one  gallon)  of  vegetable 
or  animal  oil.  The  vessel  shaU  be  so  constructed  that  the  oil  can  be 
easily  distributed  on  the  water,  and  so  arranged  that  it  can  be 
attached  to  the  sea-anchor. 

(e)  A  watertight  receptacle  containing  one  kilogramme  (equivalent  to 
two  pounds  avoirdupois)  of  provisions  for  each  person. 

(/)  A  watertight  receptacle  containing  one  htre  (equivalent  to  one  quart) 
of  fresh  water  for  each  person. 

{g)  A  number  of  self -igniting  "red  lights"  and  a  watertight  box  of 
matches. 

Article  XLI. 

Davits. 

Each  set  of  davits  shall  have  a  boat  of  the  First  Class  attached  to  it, 
provided  that  the  number  of  open  boats  of  the  First  Class  attached  to  davits 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  minimum  number  fixed  by  the  table  which  foUows. 

If  it  is  neither  practicable  nor  reasonable  to  place  on  a  ship  the  minimum 
number  of  sets  of  davits  required  by  the  rules,  the  Government  of  the  State 
to  which  the  ship  belongs  may  authorize  a  smaller  number  of  sets  of  davits  to  be 
fitted,  provided  always  that  this  number  shall  never  be  less  than  the  minimum 
number  of  open  boats  of  the  First  Class  required  by  the  rules. 

If  a  large  proportion  of  the  persons  on  board  are  accommodated  in  boats 
whose  length  is  greater  than  15  metres  (equivalent  to  50  feet)  a  further 
reduction  in  the  number  of  sets  of  davits  may  be  allowed  exceptionally  if  the 
Administration  concerned  is  satisfied  that  the  arrangements  are  in  all  respects 
satisfactory. 

In  all  cases  in  which  a  reduction  in  the  minimum  number  of  sets  of  davits 
or  other  equivalent  appliances  required  by  the  rules  is  allowed,  the  owner  of 
the  ship  in  question  shall  be  required  to  prove,  by  a  test  made  in  the  presence 
of  a  surveyor  appointed  by  the  Government,  that  all  the  boats  can  be  efficiently 
launched  in  a  minimum  time. 
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The  conditions  of  this  t«st  shall  be  as  follows: — 

1.  The  ship  is  to  be  upright  and  in  smooth  water; 

2.  The  time  is  the  time  required  from  the  beginning  of  the  removal  of  the 

boat  covers,  or  any  other  operation  necessary  to  prepare  the  boats 
for  lowering,  until  the  last  boat  or  pontoon  raft  is  afloat ; 

3.  The  number  of  men  employed  in  the  whole  operation  must  not  exceed 

the  total  number  of  boat  hands  that  will  be  carried  on  the  vessel 
under  normal  service  conditions; 

4.  Each  boat  when  being  lowered  must  have  on  board  at  least  two  men 

and  its  full  equipment  as  required  by  tVie  jrules. 
The  time  allowed  for  putting  all  the  boats  into  the  water  shall  be  fixed 
by  a  formula,  to  be  determined  by  the  Government  of  each  -High  Contracting 
Party,  each  Government  undertaking  to  communicate  its  decision  to  the 
Governments  of  the  other  Contracting  Parties. 


Article  XLII. 

Additional  Boats  and  Pontoon  Rafts. 

If  the  life  boatsjattached  to  davits  do  not  provide  sufficient  accommodation 
for  all  the  persons  on  board,  additional  lifeboats  of  one  of  the  standard  types 
shall  be  provided.  This  addition  shall  bring  the  total  capacity  of  the  boats  on 
the  ship  at  least  up  to  the  greater  of  the  two  following  amounts : — 

(a)  The  minimum  capacity  required  by  these  Regulations; 

(b)  A  capacity  sufficient  to  accommodate  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the 
persons  on  board. 

The  remainder  of  the  accommodation  required  shall  be  provided  either 
in  boats  of  Class  1  or  Class  2,  or  in  pontoon  rafts  of  an  approved  type. 


Article  XLIII. 

Minimum    umber  of  Davits  and  of  Ojpen  Boats  of  the  First  Class. — Minimum 

Boat  Capacity. 

The  following  table  fixes,  according  to  the  length  of  the  ship: — 

(a)  The  minimum  number  of  sets  of  davits  to  be  provided,  to  each  of  which 
must  be  attached  a  boat  of  the  First  Class  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
VI.  Life  Saving  Apphances,  Article  47,  of  the  Convention,  and 
Article  XLI.  above. 

(b)  The  minimum  total  number  of  open  boats  of  the  First  Class,  which  must 
be  attached  to  davits,  in  accordance  with  Article  XLI.  above. 

(c)  The  minimum  boat  capacity  required,  including  the  boats  attached  to 
davits  and  the  additional  boats,  in  accordance  with  Article  XLII. 
above.

When  the  length  of  the  .ship  exceeds  314  metres  (equivalent  to  1,030 
feet)  the  Government  of  the  State  to  which  the  ship  belongs  shall  determine 
the  minimum  number  of  sets  of  davits  and  of  open  boats  of  the  First  Class  for 
that  ship;  full  particulars  of  its  decision  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Govern- 
ments of  the  other  Contracting  Parties. 


Article  XLIV. 

Handling  of  Boats  and  Rafts. 

The  arrangements  for  launching  boats  on  either  side  of  the  ship  may  be 
made  either  by  m.eans  of  appliances  for  transferring  the  boats  or  rafts  from 
one  side  of  the  deck  to  the  other,  or  by  stowing  some  of  the  boats  not  under 
davits  or  rafts,  in  rows  across  the  deck  or  by  any  other  equally  satisfactory 
means. 

The  davits  and  other  appKances  for  lowering  the  boats  shall  be  placed 
on  one  or  more  decks  in  such  positions  that  the  handling  of  the  boats  can  be 
satisfactorily  carried  out.  They  shall  not  be  placed  in  the  bows  of  the  ship 
or  in  places  where  the  proximity  of  the  propellers  might  constitute  a  danger 
to  the  boats  at  the  time  of  launching. 

Boats  may  only  be  stowed  on  more  than  one  deck  on  condition  that 
proper  measures  are  taken  to  prevent  boats  on  an  upper  deck  damaging  those 
stowed  below  them. 
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If  several  boats  are  served  by  the  same  set  of  davits  arrangements  shall 
be  made  to  prevent  the  falls  fouling  when  they  are  recovered. 

Article  XLV. 

Life-jackets  and  Life-Buoys. 

1.  A  hfe-jacket  shall  satisfy  the  following  conditions: — 
(a)  It  shall  be  of  approved  material  and  construction; 

(6)  It  shall  be  capable  of  supporting  in  fresh  water  for  24  hours  6-8 

kilogrammes  of  iron  (equivalent  to  15  pounds  avoirdupois). 
Life-jackets  the  buoyancy  of  which  depends  on  air  compartments  are 
prohibited. 

2.  A  life-buoy  shall  satisfy  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  It  shall  be  of  solid  cork  or  any  other  equivalent  material; 

(b)  It  shall  be  capable  of  supporting  in  fresh  water  for  24  hours  at  least 
14  kilogrammes  (equivalent  to  31  pounds  avoirdupois)  of  iron. 

Life-buoys  filled  with  rushes,  cork  shavings  or  granulated  cork,  or  any 
other  loose  granulated  material,  or  whose  buoyancy  depends  upon  air  com- 
partments which  require  to  be  inflated,  are  prohibited. 

3.  The  minimum  number  of  life-buoys  with  which  ships  are  to  be  provided 
is  fixed  by  the  following  table: —

4.  All  the  buoys  shall  be  fitted  with  beckets  securely  seized.  At  least 
one  buoy  on  each  side  shall  be  fitted  with  a  hfe-line  of  at  least  27-5  metres 
(15  fathoms)  in  length.  The  number  of  luminous  buoys  shall  be  not  less  than 
one-half  of  the  total  number  of  life-buoys,  and  in  no  case  less  tlian  six.  The 
fights  shall  be  efficient  self-igniting  lights  which  cannot  be  extinguished  in 
water,  and  they  shall  be  kept  near  the  buoys  to  which  they  belong,  with  the 
necessarj'-  means  of  attachment. 

5.  All  the  life-buoys  and  life-jackets  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  readily- 
accessible  to  the  persons  on  board;  their  position  shaU  be  plainly  indicated 
so  as  to  be  known  to  the  persons  concerned. 

The  life-buoys  shaU  always  be  capable  of  being  rapidly  cast  loose,  and 
shall  not  be  permanently  secured  in  any  way. 

Article  XLVI. 

Exemptions  applicable  to  Existing  Ships. 

The  exemptions  allowed  in  the  case  of  existing  ships,  as  provided  by 
Article  52  of  the  Convention,  are  as  follows: — 

(a)  Until  the  1st  January,  1920,  boats  and  rafts  which  have  been  accepted 
by  the  Administration  of  one  of  the  Contracting  States  on  board  an 
existing  ship  may  be  accepted,  respectively,  in  fieu  of  the  life-boats 
and  pontoon  fife-rafts  prescribed  by  this  Convention. 

(6)  Until  the  1st  January,  1920,  the  requirements  that  pontoon  life-boats 
should  have  the  bottom  and  deck  made  in  two  thicknesses  with 
textile  material  between,  and  that  they  should  have  the  minimum 
freeboard  specified  need  not  be  insisted  upon  in  the  case  of  pontoon 
boats  accepted  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  paragraph  (a) . 
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(c)  In  the  case  of  ships  between  75  metres  (245  feet)  and  140  metres 
(460  feet)  in  length,  the  minimum  number  of  sets  of  davits  may  be 
reduced  by  one,  below  the  figure  given  in  column  B.  of  the  table  in 
Article  XLIII.  above.  In  the  case  of  ships  of  140  metres  (4G0  feet) 
or  more  in  length  this  number  may  be  reduced  by  one  on  each  side. 
These  reductions  shall  only  be  allowed  if  proper  provision  is  made 
for  launching  the  boats. 

{d)  The  provisions  of  Articles  42  and  49  of  the  Convention,  respecting 
the  launching  of  boats,  shall  not  be  applicable  to  existing  ships. 

Article  XLVII. 

Certificated  Lifeboatmen. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  special  lifeboatman 's  certificate  provided  for  in 
Chapter  VI.,  Life  Saving  Appliances,  Article  54,  of  the  Convention,  the 
applicant  must  prove  that  he  has  been  trained  in  all  the  operations  connected 
with  launching  lifeboats  and  the  use  of  oars;  that  he  is  acquainted  with  the 
practical  handhng  of  the  boats  themselves;  and,  further,  that  he  is  capable 
of  understanding  and  answering  the  orders  relative  to  lifeboat  service. 

There  shall  be  for  each  boat  or  raft  a  number  of  lifeboatmen  at  least 
equal  to  that  specified  in  the  following  table: —

Article  XLVIII. 

Manning  of  Boats. 

An  officer,  petty  officer,  or  seaman  shall  be  placed  in  charge  of  each  boat 
or  pontoon  raft;  he  shall  have  a  list  of  its  crew,  and  shall  see  that  the  men 
placed  under  his  orders  are  acquainted  with  their  several  duties  and  stations. 

A  man  capable  of  working  the  motor  shall  be  assigned  to  each  motor 
boat. 

The  duty  of  seeing  that  the  boats,  pontoon  rafts,  and  other  fife-saving 
appliances  are  at  all  times  ready  for  use  shall  be  assigned  to  one  or  more 
officers. 

Article  XLIX. 
Fire  Detection  and  Extinction. 

1 .  A  continuous  patrol  system  shall  be  organized  so  that  any  outbreak  of 
fire  may  be  promptly  detected. 

2.  Every  ship  shall  be  provided  with  powerful  pumps  operated  by  steam 
ot  other  means.  On  ships  of  less  than  4,000  tons  there  shall  be  two,  and  on 
larger  ships  three  of  these  pumps.  The  pumps  shall  be  capable  of  delivering 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  in  two  powerful  jets  simultaneously  in  any  given 
part  of  the  vessel,  and  shall  be  available  for  immediate  use  before  the  vessel 
leaves  port. 

3.  The  service  pipes  shall  permit  of  two  powerful  jets  of  water  being 
simultaneously  directed  on  any  given  part  of  a  deck  occupied  by  passengers 
and  crew,  when  the  watertight  and  fireproof  doors  are  closed.  The  service 
pipes  and  hoses  shall  be  of  ample  size  and  made  of  suitable  material.  The 
branches  of  the  pipes  shall  be  so  placed  on  each  deck  that  the  fire  hose  can  be 
easily  coupled  to  them. 

4.  Provision  shall  be  made  whereby  both  two  powerful  jets  of  water  and  a 
sufficient  supply  of  steam  may  be  conveyed  to  every  space  filled  with  cargo. 
Provision  for  the  supply  of  steam  need  not  be  required  in  ships  of  less  than 
1,000  tons. 
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5.  A  sufficient  number  of  portable  fluid  fire  extinguishers  shall  be  pro- 
vided, at  least  two  being  carried  in  each  machinery  space. 

The  Governments  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  may  accept  other 
types  of  extinguishers,  provided  that  it  is  evident  after  trial  that  such 
extinguishers  are  as  effective  as  the  type  referred  to  above.  A  Government 
which  accepts  a  new  type  of  extinguisher  shall  send  a  description  of  the 
apparatus  and  particulars  of  the  trial  to  the  Governments  of  the  other  Con- 
tracting Parties. 

6.  Two  equipments,  consisting  of  a  smoke  helmet  and  a  safety  lamp, 
shaQ  be  carried  on  board  and  kept  in  two  different  places. 

7.  All  the  fire-extinguishing  appliances  shall  be  thoroughly  examined  at 
least  once  each  year  by  a  surveyor  appointed  by  the  Government. 


The  muster  list  shall  assign  duties  to  the  different  members  of  the  crew 
in  connection  with: — 

(a)  The  closing  of  the  watertight  doors,  valves,  etc. 
(6)  The  equipment  of  the  boats  and  rafts  generally. 

(c)  The  launching  of  the  boats  attached  to  davits. 

(d)  The  general  preparation  of  the  other  boats  and  the  pontoon  rafts. 

(e)  The  muster  of  the  passengers. 
(J)  The  extinction  of  fire. 

The  muster  list  shall  assign  to  the  members  of  the  stewards'  department 
their  several  duties  in  relation  to  the  passengers  at  a  time  of  emergency. 
These  duties  shall  include: — 

(o)  Warning  the  passengers. 

(6)  Seeing  that  they  are  dressed  and  have  put  on  their  life-jackets  in 

a  proper  manner, 
(c)  Assembling  the  passengers. 

id)  Keeping  order  in  the  passages  and  on  the  stairways,  and,  generally, 
controlhng  the  movements  of  the  passengers. 
The  muster  list  shall  specify  definite  alarm  signals  for  calhng  all  the  crew 
to  their  boat  and  fire  stations,  and  shall  give  full  particulars  of  these  signals. 


Musters  of  the  crew  at  their  boat  and  fire  stations,  foUowed  by  boat  and 
fire  drills  respectively,  shall  be  held  at  least  once  a  fortnight,  either  in  port 
or  at  sea.  An  entry  shall  be  made  in  the  official  log  book  of  these  drills,  or 
of  the  reasons  why  they  could  not  be  held. 

Different  groups  of  boats  shall  be  used  in  turn  at  successive  boat  drills. 
The  drills  and  inspections  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  crew  thoroughly 
understand  and  are  practised  in  the  duties  they  have  to  perform,  and  that 
all  the  boats  and  pontoon  rafts  on  the  ship  with  the  gear  appertaining  to 
them  are  always  ready  for  immediate  use.

FINAL  PROTOCOL. 

At  the  moment  of  signing  the  Convention  on  Safety  of  Life  at  Sea, 
concluded  this  day,  the  undersigned  Plenipotentiaries  have  agreed  on  the 
following : — 

I. 

The  voyages  referred  to  in  Article  2  of  this  Convention  include  those 
from  a  port  situated  in  a  Colony,  Possession,  or  Protectorate,  in  which  the 
Convention  is  in  force,  to  a  port  situated  outside  that  country,  and  con- 
versely. 

II. 

As  regards  the  ratification  of  this  Convention,  a  special  delay  is  allowed 
to  the  Danish  Government  which  shall  have  the  right  of  ratifying  it  until 
April  1st,  1915. 

III. 

This  Convention  shall  not  apply  to  ships  registered  in  a  Colony,  Posses- 
sion, or  Protectorate  in  which  the  Convention  is  not  in  force. 
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In  witness  whereof  the  Plenipotentiaries  have  drawn  up  this  Final 
Protocol,  which  shall  have  the  same  force  and  the  same  vahdity  as  if  the 
provisions  thereof  had  been  inserted  in  the  text  of  the  Convention  to  which 
it  belongs,  and  they  have  signed  it  in  a  single  copy  which  shall  remain  deposited 
in  the  archives  of  the  British  Government  and  of  which  a  copy  shall  be  sent 
to  each  Party.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: — 

!• — (1)  For  the  puipose  of  obtaining  information  as  to  Power  to 
the  quantity  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  transit  to  the  Returns,  e 
United  Kingdom  of  any  article  of  commerce,  the  Board  of 
Trade  may,  by  notice  served  by  registered  post  or  otherwise 
on  any  person,  require  him  to  make  a  return  to  the  Board, 
within  such  time  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice,  giving 
such  particulars  of  any  article  of  commerce  of  which  he  is 
the  owner  as  may  be  required  by  the  notice. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  testing  the  accuracy  of  any  return 
made  to  the  Board  under  this  section,  or  of  obtaining 
information  in  case  of  a  failure  to  make  a  return,  any  officer

An  Act  to  make  provision  with  respect  to  penalties 
for  Trading  with  the  Enemy,  and  other  purposes 
connected  therewith. — [18th  September,  1914.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 

1.  — (1)  Any  person  who  during  the  present  war  trades  Penalties  for 
or  has,  since  the  fourth  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred  enemj?  "^^^ 
and  fourteen,  traded  with  the  enemy  within  the  meaning 
of  this  Act  shall  be  guilt}^  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  shall — 
(a)  on   conviction   under   the   Summary  Jurisdiction 
Acts,  be  liable  to  imprisonment  with  or  without 
hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months, 
or  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  pounds,  or  to 
both  such  imprisonment  and  fine;  or 
(h)  on  conviction  on  indictment,  be  liable   to  penal 
servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding  seven  or  less  than 
thi'ee  3^ears  or  to  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard 
labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  to  a 
fine,  or  to  both  such  penal  servitude  or  imprisonment 
and  fine; 

and  the  court  may  in  any  case  order  that  any  goods  or 
money,  in  respect  of  which  the  offence  has  been  committed, 
be  forfeited. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  a  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  traded  with  the  enemy  if  he  has  entered

(4)  A  prosecution  for  an  offence  under  this  section  shall 
not  be  instituted  except  by  or  with  the  consent  of  the 
Attorney-General :

BE  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: — 

!• — (1)  His  Majesty  in  Council  has  power  during  the  Power  to 
continuance  of  the  present  war  to  issue  regulations  for  J^gufations 
securing  the  pubhc  safety  and  the  defence  of  the  realm,  5^/^° ^^^^ 
and  as  to  the  powers  and  duties  for  that  purpose  of  the  the  realm. 
Admiralty  and  Army  Council  and  of  the  members  of  His 
Majesty's  forces  and  other  persons  acting  in  his  behalf; 
and  may  by  such  regulations  authorize  the  trial  by  courts- 
nartial,  or  in  the  case  of  minor  offences  by  courts  of 
summary    jurisdiction,    and    punishment    of  persons 
committing  offences  against  the  regulations  and  in  particular 
against    any    of    the    provisions    of    such  regulations 
designed — 

(a)  to  prevent  persons  communicating  with  the  enemy 
or  obtaining  information  for  that  purpose  or  any 
purpose  calculated  to  jeopardize  the  success  of  the 
operations  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  forces  or  the  forces 
of  his  allies  or  to  assist  the  enemy;  or 

(h)  to  secure  the  safety  of  His  Majesty's  forces  and  ships 
and  the  safety  of  any  means  of  communication  and 
of  railw^ays,  ports,  and  harbours;  or 

(c)  to  prevent  the  spread  of  false  reports  or  reports 
likely  to  cause  disaffection  to  His  Majesty  or  to  inter- 
fere with  the  success  of  His  Majesty's  forces  by  land 
or  sea  or  to  prejudice  His  Majesty's  relations  with 
foreign  powers;  or 

(c?)  to  secure  the  navigation  of  vessels  in  accordance 
with  directions  given  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
Admiralty;  or 
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{e)  otherwise  to  prevent  assistance  being  given  to  the 
enemy  or  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war  being 
endangered. 

(2)  Any  such  regulations  may  provide  for  the  suspension 
of  any  restrictions  on  the  acquisition  or  user  of  land,  or  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  making  by-laws,  or  any  other 
power  under  the  Defence  Acts,  181^2  to  1875,  or  the  Military 
Lands  Acts,  1891  to  1903,  and  any  such  regulations  or  any 
orders  made  thereunder  affecting  the  pilotage  of  vessels  may 
supersede  any  enactment,  order,  charter,  by-law,  regula- 
tion or  provision  as  to  pilotage. 

(3)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Admiralty  or  Army  Council —

[27th  November,  1914.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  further  provisions  for 
preventing  the  payment  of  money  to  persons  and 
bodies  of  persons  resident  or  carrying  on  business  in  any 
country  with  which  His  Majesty  is  for  the  time  being  at 
war  (which  persons  and  bodies  of  persons  are  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  ''enemies"),  in  contravention  of  the  law 
relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy,  and  for  preserving, 
with  a  view  to  arrangements  to  be  made  at  the  conclusion 
of  peace,  such  mo^iey  and  certain  other  property  belonging 
to  enemies;  and  to  make  other  provisions  for  preventing 
trading  with  the  enemy: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 

1. — (1)  The  Board  of  Trade  shall  appoint  a  person  to  act  Constitution 
as  Custodian  of  enemy  property  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  custodlarf 
the  ''Custodian")  for  England  and  Wales,  for  Scotland,  of  enemy 
and  for  Ireland  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving,  p^^p^^*^- 
holding,  preserving,  and  dealing  with  such  property  as 
may  be  paid  to  or  vested  in  him  in  pursuance  of  this  Act, 
and  if  any  question  arises  as  to  which  Custodian  any  money 
is  to  be  paid  to  under  this  Act,  the  question  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

(2)  The  Public  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  to  be  the 
Custodian  for  England  and  Wales,  and  shall,  in  relation 
to  all  property  held  by  him  in  his  capacity  as  Custodian, 
have  the  like  status,  and  his  accounts  shall  be  subject  to 
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the  like  audit,  as  if  the  same  were  held  by  him  in  his  capacity 
6  Edw.  VII.,  of  PubHc  Trustee,  and  the  Public  Trustee  Act,  1906,  shall 
^-  apply  accordingly. 

(3)  The  Custodian  for  Scotland  and  Ireland  respectively 
shall  have  such  powers  and  duties  with  respect  to  the 
property  aforesaid  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations 
made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  with  the  approval  of  the 
Treasury. 

(4)  The  Custodian  m.ay  place  on  deposit  with  any  bank, 
or  invest  in  any  securities,  approved  by  the  Treasury,  any 
moneys  paid  to  him  under  this  Act,  or  received  by  him 
from  property  vested  in  him  under  this  Act,  and  any 
interest  or  dividends  received  on  account  of  such  deposits 
or  investments  shall  be  dealt  with  in  such  manner  as  the 
Treasury  may  direct: 

Provided  that  the  Custodian  for  any  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  shall,  if  so  directed  by  the  Treasury,  transfer 
any  money  held  by  him  under  this  Act  to  the  Custodian 
of  another  part  thereof. 


Payment  of  ^- — W  sum  which,  had  a  state  of  war  not  existed, 
dividends.etc.  would  have  bccu  payable  and  paid  to  or  for  the  benefit  of 
enemy ^  fi^n  enemy,  by  way  of  dividends,  interest  or  share  of  profits, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  person,  firm,  or  company  by  whom  it 
would  have  been  payable  to  the  Custodian  to  hold  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  any  order  in  council 
made  thereunder,  and  the  payment  shall  be  accompanied 
by  such  particulars  as  the  Board  of  Trade  may  prescribe, 
or  as  the  Custodian,  if  so  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trade, 
may  require. 

Any  payment  required  to  be  made  under  this  subsection 
to  the  Custodian  shall  be  made — 

(a)  within  fourteen  days  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
if  the  sum,  had  a  state  of  war  not  existed,  would  have 
been  paid  before  the  passing  of  this  Act ;  and 
(6)  in  any  other  case  within  fourteen  days  after  it  would 

have  been  paid. 
(2)  Where  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  any  such  sum 
has  been  paid  into  any  account  with  a  bank,  or  has  been 
paid  to  any  other  person  in  trust  for  an  enemy,  the  person, 
firm  or  company  by  whom  the  payment  was  made  shall, 
within  fourteen  days  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  by  notice 
in  writing,  require  the  bank  or  person  to  pay  the  sum  over 
to  the  Custodian  to  hold  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  furnish  the 
Custodian  with  such  particulars  as  aforesaid.  The  bank 
or  other  person  shall,  within  one  week  after  the  receipt  of 
the  notice,  coniply  with  the  requirement  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  liability  for  having  done  so. 
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(3)  If  any  person  fails  to  make  or  require  the  making 
of  any  payment  or  to  furnish  the  prescribed  particulars 
within  the  time  mentioned  in  this  section,  he  shall,  on 
conviction  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Ads^  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  or  to 
imprisonment,  with  or  without  labour,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, and  in  addition  to  a  further  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
pounds  for  every  day  during  which  the  default  continues, 
and  every  director,  manager,  secretary  or  officer  of  a 
company,  or  any  other  person  who  is  knowingly  a  party  to 
the  default  shall,  on  the  like  conviction,  be  liable  to  the 
like  penalty. 

(4)  If,  in  the  case  of  any  person,  firm  or  company 
whose  books  and  documents  are  liable  to  inspection  under 
subsection  (2)  of  section  two   of  the  Trading  with  the  4.  &  5  Geo.  y., 
^nemy  Act,  1914  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  principal  °' 

Act),  any  question  arises  as  to  the  amount  which  would 
have  been  so  payable  and  paid  as  aforesaid,  the  question 
shall  be  determined  by  the  person  who  may  have  been  or 
who  may  be  appointed  to  inspect  the  books  and  documents 
of  the  person,  firm  or  company,  or,  on  appeal,  by  the 
Board  of  Trade,  and  if,  in  the  course  of  determining  the 
question,  it  appears  to  the  inspector  or  the  Board  of  Trade 
that  the  person,  firm  or  company  has  not  distributed  as 
dividends,  interest  or  profits  the  whole  of  the  amount 
properly  available  for  that  purpose,  the  inspector  or  Board 
may  ascertain  what  amount  was  so  available  and  require 
the  whole  of  such  amount  to  be  so  distributed,  and,  in  the 
case  of  a  company,  if  such  dividends  have  not  been  declared, 
the  inspector  or  the  Board  may  himself  or  themselves 
declare  the  appropriate  dividends,  and  every  such 
declaration  shall  be  as  effective  as  a  declaration  to  the  Hke 
effect  duly  made  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of  the 
company : 

Provided  that  where  a  controller  has  been  appointed 
under  section  three  of  the  principal  Act  this  subsection 
shall  apply  as  if  for  references  to  the  inspector  there  were 
substituted  references  to  the  controller. 

(5)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  expression  ''dividends, 
interest  or  share  of  profits,"  means  any  dividends,  bonus 
or  interest  in  respect  of  any  shares,  stock,  debentures, 
debenture  stock  or  other  obligations  of  any  company,  any 
interest  in  respect  of  any  loan  to  a  firm  or  person  carrying 
on  business  for  the  purposes  of  that  business,  and  any  profits 
or  share  of  profits  of  such  a  business,  and,  where  a  person  is 
carrying  on  any  business  on  behalf  of  an  enemy,  any  sum 
which,  had  a  state  of  war  not  existed,  would  have  been 
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transmissible  by  a  person  to  the  enemy  by  way  of  profits 
from  that  business  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  sum  which  would 
have  been  payable  and  paid  to  that  enemy.

3. — (1)  Any  person  who  holds  or  manages  for  or  on 
behalf  of  an  enemy  any  property,  real  or  personal  (including 
any  rights,  whether  legal  or  equitable,  in  or  arising  out  of 
property,  real  or  personal),  shall,  within  one  month  after 
the  passing  of  this  Act  or  if  the  property  comes  into  his 
possession  or  under  his  control  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
then  within,  one  montk  after  the  time  when  it  comes  into 
his  possession  or  under  his  control,  by  notice  in  writing  com- 
municate the  fact  to  the  Custodian,  and  shall  furnish  the 
Custodian  with  such  particulars  in  relation  thereto  as  the 
Custodian  may  require,  and  if  any  person  fails  to  do  so  he 
shall,  on  conviction  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts, 
be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  or  to 
imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  to  both  such  a  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, and  in  addition  to  a  further  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
pounds  for  every  day  during  which  the  default  continues. 

(2)  Every  company  incorporated  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  every  company  which,  though  not  incorporated  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  has  a  share  transfer  or  share  registration 
office  in  the  United  Kingdom  shall,  within  one  month  after 
the  passing  of  this  Act,  by  notice  in  writing  communicate 
to  the  Custodian  full  particulars  of  all  shares,  stock, 
debentures,  and  debenture  stock  and  other  obligations  of  the 
company  which  are  held  by  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy; 
and  every  partner  of  every  firm,  one  or  more  partners  of 
v/hich  on  the  commencement  of  the  war  became  enemies 
or  to  which  money  had  been  lent  for  the  purpose  of  the 
business  of  the  firm  by  a  person  who  so  became  an  enemy, 
shall,  within  one  month  after  the  commencement  of  this 
Act,  by  notice  in  writing  communicate  to  the  Custodian  full 
particulars  as  to  any  share  of  profits  and  interest  due  to 
such  enemies  or  enemy,  and,  if  any  company  or  partner 
fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  subsection,  the 
company  shall,  on  conviction  under  the  Summary  Juris- 
diction Acts,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
pounds,  and  in  addition  to  a  further  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
pounds  for  every  day  during  which  the  default  continues, 
and  the  partner  and  every  director,  manager,  secretary  or 
officer  of  the  company  who  is  knowingly  a  party  to  the 
default,  shall  on  the  like  conviction  be  liable  to  the  like  fine, 
or  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  six  months,  or  to  both  such  imprisonment  and 
fine. 
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4.  — (1)  The  High  Court  or  a  judge  thereof  may,  on  the  ^^^^enlm 
appHcation  of  any  person  who  appears  to  the  court  to  be  a  property  in 
creditor  of  an  enemy  or  entitled  to  recover  damages  against  Custodian, 
an  enemy,  or  to  be  interested  in  any  property,  real  or 
personal  (including  any  rights,  whether  legal  or  equitable, 

in  or  arising  out  of  property  real  or  personal),  belonging  to 
or  held  or  managed  for  or  on  behalf  of  an  enemy,  or  on  the 
application  of  the  Custodian  or  any  Government  Depart- 
ment, by  order  vest  in  the  Custodian  any  such  real  or 
personal  property  as  aforesaid,  if  the  court  or  the  judge  is 
satisfied  that  such  vesting  is  expedient  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Act,  and  may  by  the  order  confer  on  the  Custodian  such 
powers  of  selling,  managing  and  otherwise  dealing  with  the 
property  as  to  the  court  or  judge  may  seem  proper. 

(2)  The  court  or  judge  before  making  any  order  under 
this  section  may  direct  that  such  notices  (if  any),  whether 
by  way  of  advertisement  or  otherwise,  shall  be  given  as 
the  court  or  judge  may  think  fit. 

(3)  A  vesting  order  under  this  section  as  respects  property  56  and  57 
of  any  description  shall  be  of  the  like  purport  and  effect  as  a  ^' 
vesting  order  as  respects  property  of  the  same  description 
made  under  the  Trustee  Act,  1893, 

5.  — (1)  The  Custodian  shall,  except  so  far  as  the  Board  Holding  and 
of  Trade  or  the  High  Court  or  a  judge  thereof  may  otherwise  prSper^/by 
direct,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  next  succeeding  Custodian, 
subsection,  hold  any  money  paid  to  and  any  property 

vested  in  him  under  this  Act  until  the  termination  of  the 
present  war,  and  shall  thereafter  deal  with  the  same  in  such 
manner  as  His  Majesty  may  by  order  in  council  direct. 

(2)  The  property  held  by  the  Custodian  under  this  Act 
shall  not  be  liable  to  be  attached  or  otherwise  taken  in 
execution,  but  the  Custodian  may,  if  so  authorized  by  an 
order  of  the  High  Court  or  a  judge  by  whose  order  any 
property  belonging  to  an  enemy  was  vested  in  the  Custodian 
under  this  Act,  or  of  any  court  in  which  judgment  has  been 
recovered  against  an  enemy,  pay  out  of  the  property  paid 
to  him  in  respect  of  that  enemy  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any 
debts  due  by  that  enemy  and  specified  in  the  order : 

Provided  that  before  paying  any  such  debt  the  Custodian 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  sufficiency  of  the  property 
paid  to  or  vested  in  him  in  respect  of  the  enemy  in  question 
to  satisfy  that  debt  and  any  other  claims  against  that  enemy 
of  which  notice  verified  by  statutory  declaration  may  have 
been  served  upon  him. 

(3)  The  receipt  of  the  Custodian  or  any  person  duly 
authorized  to  sign  receipts  on  his  behalf  for  any  sum  paid 
to  him  under  this  Act  shall  be  a  good  discharge  to  the 
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person  paying  the  same  as  against  the  person  or  body  of 
persons  in  respect  of  whom  the  sum  was  paid  to  the 
Custodian. 

(4)  The  Custodian  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  property 
held  by  him  under  this  Act  which  register  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  free  of  charge. 

(5)  In  England  and  Ireland  the  Lord  Chancellor  and 
the  Lord  Chancellor  for  Ireland  may  by  rules,  and  in 
Scotland  the  Court  of  Session  may  by  act  of  sederunt, 
make  provision  for  the  practice  and  procedure  to  be  adopted 
for  the  purpose  of  this  and  the  last  preceding  section. 

iSgnment^^  ^' — ^^"^  pcrsou  shall  by  virtue  of  any  assignment  of 
of  dIbK  etc.  any  debt  or  other  chose  in  action,  or  delivery  of  any  coupon 
by  enemies,  other  sccurity  transferable  by  delivery,  or  transfer  of  any 
other  obligation,  made  or  to  be  made  in  his  favour  by  or 
on  behalf  of  an  enemy,  whether  for  valuable  consideration 
or  otherwise,  have  any  rights  or  remedies  against  the 
person  liable  to  pay,  discharge  or  satisfy  the  debt,  chose  in 
action,  security  or  obligation,  unless  he  proves  that  the 
assignment,  delivery,  or  transfer  was  made  by  leave  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  or  was  made  before  the  commencement  of 
the  present  war,  and  any  person  who  knowingly  pays, 
discharges  or  satisfies  any  debt,  or  chose  in  action,  to 
which  this  subsection  applies,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty 
of  the  offence  of  trading  with  the  enemy  within  the  meaning 
of  the  principal  Act: 

Provided  that  this  subsection  shall  not  apply  where  the 
person  to  whom  the  assignment,  delivery  or  transfer  was 
made,  or  some  person  deriving  title  under  him,  proves  that 
the  transfer,  delivery  or  assignment  or  some  subsequent 
transfer,  delivery  or  assignment,  was  made  before  the 
nineteenth  day  of  November,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen 
in  good  faith  and  for  valuable  consideration  nor  shall  this 
subsection  apply  to  any  bill  of  exchange  or  promissory 
note. 

(2)  No  person  shall  by  virtue  of  any  transfer  of  a  bill 
of  exchange  or  promissory  note  made  or  to  be  made  in  his 
favour  by  or  on  behalf  of  an  enemy,  whether  for  valuable 
consideration  or  otherwise,  have  any  rights  or  remedies 
against  any  party  to  the  instrument  unless  he  proves  that 
the  transfer  was  made  before  the  conunencement  of  the 
present  war,  and  any  party  to  the  instrument  who  knowingly 
discharges  the  instrument  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
trading  with  the  enemy  within  the  meaning  of  the  principal 
Act: 

Provided  that  this  subsection  shall  not  apply  where  the 
transferee,  or  some  subsequent  holder  of  the  instrument,

proves  that  the  transfer,  or  some  subsequent  transfer,  of 
the  instrument  was  made  before  the  nineteenth  day  of 
November,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  in  good  faith 
and  for  valuable  consideration. 

(3)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  validating 
any  assignment,  delivery  or  transfer  which  would  be  invalid 
apart  from  this  section  or  as  applying  to  securities  within 
the  meaning  of  section  eight  of  this  Act. 


7. — Where  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war  any  Right  to  pay 
coupon  or  other  security  transferable  by  delivery  is  presented  sums^due  on 
for  payment  to  any  company,  municipal  authority,  or  other  coupons 
body  or  person,  and  the  company,  body  or  person  has  reason  vSnrenemy 
to  suspect  that  it  is  so  presented  on  behalf  or  for  the  benefit  property, 
of  an  enem}^,  or  that  since  the  commencement  of  the  present 
war  it  has  been  held  by  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy,  the 
company,  body  or  person  may  pay  the  sum  due  in  respect 
thereof  into  the  High  Court,  and  the  same  shall,  subject  to 
rules  of  court,  be  dealt  Vvdth  according  to  the  orders  of  the 
court,  and  such  a  payment  shall  for  all  purposes  be  a  good 
discharge  to  the  company,  body  or  person. 


8. — (1)  No  transfer  made  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  invalidity  of 
by  or  on  behalf  of  an  enemy  of  any  securities  shall  confer  on  Jhare?in°^ 
the  transferee  any  rights  or  remedies  in  respect  thereof  company, 
and  no  company  or  municipal  authority  or  other  body  by 
whom  the  securities  were  issued  or  are  managed  shall, 
except  as  hereinafter  appears,  take  any  cognizance  of  or 
otherwise  act  upon  any  notice  of  such  a  transfer. 

(2)  No  entry  shall  hereafter,  during  the  continuance  of 
the  present  war,  be  made  in  any  register  or  branch  register 
or  other  book  kept  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  any  transfer 
of  any  securities  therein  registered,  inscribed  or  standing  in 
the  name  of  an  enemy,  except  by  leave  of  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  or  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

(3)  No  share  warrants  payable  to  bearer  shall  be  issued 
during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war  in  respect  of  any 
shares  or  stock  registered  in  the  nam^e  of  any  enemy. 

(4)  If  any  company  or  any  body  contravenes  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  the  company  or  body  shall  be  liable  on 
conviction  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  and  every  director, 
manager,  secretary  or  other  officer  of  the  company  or  body 
who  is  knowingly  a  party  to  the  default,  shall  be  liable  on 
the  like  conviction  to  a  like  fine  or  to  imprisonment,  with  or 
without  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months. 

(5)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  expression 
^'securities"  means  any  annuities,  stock,  shares,  debentures, 
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or  debenture  stock  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Government 
or  by  any  municipal  or  other  authority,  or  by  any 
company  or  by  any  other  body  which  are  registered  or 
inscribed  in  any  register,  branch  register,  or  other  book  kept 
in  the  United  Kingdom.

— (1)  During  the  continuance  of  the  present  war 
incorporation  a  Certificate  of  incorporation  of  a  company  shall  not  be  given

(a)  a  statutory  declaration  by  a  solicitor  of  the  Supreme

(h)  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Trade  authorizing  the

(2)  Where  such  a  statutory  declaration  has  been  filed 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  company,  during  the 
continuance  of  the  present  war,  without  the  license  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  to  acquire  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any 
such  undertaking,  and  if  it  does  so  the  company  shall, 
without  prejudice  to  any  other  liability,  be  liable  on 
conviction  under  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Acts  to  a  fime 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  and  every  director, 
manager,  secretary,  or  other  officer  of  the  company  who 
is  knowingly  a  party  to  the  default  shall  on  the  like 
conviction  be  liable  to  the  like  fine  or  to  impiisonment,  with 
or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six 
months.

(3)  If  any  person  without  lawful  authority  deals,  or 
attempts,  or  offers,  proposes  or  agrees,  whether  directly 
or  indirectly,  to  deal  with  any  money  or  security  for 
money  or  other  property  which  is  in  his  hands  or  over 
which  he  has  any  claim  or  control  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  an  enemy  to  obtain  money  or  credit  thereon  or 
thereby  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  the  offence 
of  trading  with  the  enemy  within  the  meaning  of  the 
principal  Act. 

11.  — (1)  In  addition  to  the  grounds  on  which  an  applica-  ^^q^^J^^J.

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An  Act  to  facilitate  the  execution  of  Trusts  during 
the  present  War. — [27th  November,  1914.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows: — 

1. — (1)  A  trustee  (whether  a  sole  trustee  or  a  trustee  Power  to 
with  others)  may,  notwithstanding  any  rule  of  law  or  fhe^lx^cutic 
equity  to  the  contrary,  by  power  of  attorney,  attested  by  of  trusts  by 
one  or  more  witnesses,  delegate  to  any  •  person  capable  attorney, 
of  being  appointed  to  be  a  trustee  of  the  trust  the  execution 
during  any  period  for  which  the  trustee  is  engaged  on  war 
service  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  a  further 
period  of  one  month  thereafter,  of  any  trust  of  which  he  is 
trustee. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  a  trustee  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  engaged  on  war  service: — 

(a)  If  he  is  engaged  on  active  service  in  connection

THE  king's  most  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  during  the  present  hostilities  the  Naval  Forces  of  His 
Majesty  will  co-operate  with  the  French  and  Russian  Naval  Forces, 
and  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  the  naval  operations  of  the  Allied  Forces,  so 
far  as  they  affect  neutral  ships  and  commerce,  should  be  conducted  on 
similar  principles,  and  whereas  the  Governments  of  France  and  Russia 
have  informed  His  Majesty's  Government  that  during  the  present  hostili- 
ties it  is  their  intention  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
convention  known  as  the  Declaration  of  London,  signed  on  the  26th  day 
of  February,  1909,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable, — 

Now,  therefore.  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy 
Council,  is  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  during  the 
present  hostilities  the  convention  known  as  the  Declaration  of  London 
shall,  subject  to  the  following  additions  and  modifications,  be  adopted  and 
put  in  force  by  His  Majesty's  Government  as  if  the  same  had  been  ratified  by 
His  Majesty,  the  additions  and  modifications  are  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  list  of  absolute  and  conditional  contraband  contained  in  the 
Proclamation  dated  4th  August,  1914,  shall  be  substituted  for  the  lists 
contained  in  articles  twenty-two  and  twenty-four  of  the  said  Declaration. 

(2)  A  neutral  vessel  which  succeeded  in  carrying  contraband  to  the 
enemy  with  false  papers  may  be  detained  for  having  carried  such  contraband 
if  she  is  encountered  before  she  has  completed  her  return  voyage. 

(3)  The  destination  referred  to  in  article  thirty-three  may  be  inferred 
from  any  sufficient  evidence,  and  (in  addition  to  the  presumption  laid  down 
in  article  thirtj^-four)  shall  be  presumed  to  exist  if  the  goods  are  consigned 
to  or  for  an  agent  of  the  enemv  state,  or  to  or  for  a  merchant  or  other  person 
under  the  control  of  the  authorities  of  the  enemy  state. 

(4)  The  existence  of  a  blockade  shall  be  presumed  to  be  known  (a)  to 
all  ships  which  sailed  from  or  touched  at  an  enemy  port  a  sufficient  time  after 
the  notification  of  the  blockade  to  the  local  authorities  to  have  enabled  the 
enemy  Government  to  make  known  the  existence  of  the  blockade  (6)  to 
all  ships  which  sailed  from  or  touched  at  a  British  or  Allied  port  after  the 
publication  of  the  declaration  of  blockade. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  article  thirty-five  of  the  said 
Declaration  conditional  or  contraband,  if  shown  to  have  the  destination 
referred  to  in  article  thirty-three,  is  liable  to  capture  to  whatever  port  the 
vessel  is  bound  and  at  whatever  port  the  cargo  is  to  be  discharged. 
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(6)  The  general  report  of  the  drafting  committee  on  the  said  Declar- 
ation presented  to  the  naval  conference  and  adopted  by  the  conference 
at  the  eleventh  plenary  meeting  on  25th  February,  1909,  shall  be  considered 
by  all  prize  courts  as  an  authoritative  statement  of  the  meaning  and  inten- 
tion of  the  said  Declaration,  and  such  courts  shall  construe  and  interpret 
the  provisions  of  the  said  Declaration  by  the  light  of  the  commentary 
given  therein. 

And  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Treasury,  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  and  each  of  His  Majesty's  principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  the  President  of  the  Probate,  Divorce  and  Admiralty 
Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  all  other  judges  of  His  Majesty's 
prize  courts,  and  all  governors,  officers  and  authorities  whom  it  may 
concern,  are  to  give  the  necessary  directions  herein  as  to  them  may  respect- 
ively appertain.

WHEREAS  on  the  fourth  day  of  August  last  We  did  issue  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  specifying  the  articles  which  it  was  Our  intention  to  treat 
as  contraband  of  war  during  the  war  between  Us  and  the  German 
Emperor ; 

And  whereas  on  the  12th  day  of  August  last  we  did  by  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  of  that  date  extend  Our  Proclamation  aforementioned  to 
the  war  between  Us  and  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary; 

And  whereas  by  an  Order  in  Council  of  the  20th  day  of  August,  1914, 
it  was  ordered  that  during  the  present  hostilities  the  Convention  known 
as  the  Declaration  of  London  should,  subject  to  certain  additions  and 
modifications  therein  specified,  be  adopted  and  put  in  force  as  if  the  same 
had  been  ratified  by  Us; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  add  to  the  list  of  articles  to  be  treated 
as  contraband  of  war  during  the  present  war; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  certain  further  modifications 
in  the  Declaration  of  London  as  adopted  and  put  in  force, — 

Now,  therefore.  We  do  hereby  declare,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  that  during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  or  until  We  do  give 
further  public  notice,  the  articles  enumerated  in  the  schedule  hereto  will, 
notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  article  twenty-eight  of  the  Declar- 
ation of  London,  be  treated  as  conditional  contraband. 
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Schedule.  Copper,  unwrought.  Lead,  pig,  sheet  or  pipe.  Glycerine. 
Ferrochrome.  Haematite  iron  ore.  Magnetic  iron  ore.  Rubber.  Hides 
and  skins,  raw  or  rough  tanned  (but  not  including  dressed  leather).

A  Proclamation  relating  to  Trading  with  the  Enemy. 
GEORGE  R.  1. 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  amend  Our  Proclamation  of  the  9th 
September,  1914,  called  ''The  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclama- 
tion, No.  2."— 

Now,  therefore.  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Couricil,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation  declaring  and  it  is 
hereby  declared  as  follows : 

1.  Paragraph  5,  heading  (6),  of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclama- 
tion, No.  2,  is  hereby  revoked,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  heading 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  said  paragraph  5  as  from  the  date  hereof:  (6), 
"Not  to  make  or  enter  into  any  new  marine,  life,  or  other  policy  or  contract 
of  insurance  (including  reinsurance)  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy; 
nor  to  accept  from,  or  give  effect  to  any  insurance  of,  any  risk  arising  under 
any  policy  or  contract  of  insurance  (including  reinsurance)  made  or  entered 
into  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  enemy  before  outbreak  of  war;  and  in 
particular  as  regards  treaties  or  contracts  of  reinsurance  current  at  the  out- 
break of  war  to  which  an  enemy  is  a  party  or  in  which  an  enemy  is  interested 
not  to  cede  to  the  enemy  or  to  accept  from  the  enemy  under  any  such  treaty 
or  contract  any  risk  arising  under  any  policy  or  contract  of  insurance 
(including  reinsurance)  made  or  entered  into  after  the  outbreak  of  war,  or 
any  share  in  any  such  risk. 

2.  (1)  The  expression  ''Order  in  Council  made  and  published  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  Secretary  of  State"  in  paragraph  5,  heading  (10),  of 
the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclamation,  No.  2,  shall,  as  regards  persons 
resident  carrying  on  business  or  being  in  Our  Dominions  beyond  the  seas, 
be  taken  to  mean  an  order  of  the  Governor  in  Council  published  in  the 
official  Gazette. 

(2)  The  expression  "Governor  in  Council"  in  this  paragraph  means 
as  respects  Canada  the  Governor  General  of  Canada  in  Council,  as  respects 
India  the  Governor  General  of  India  in  Council,  as  respects  Australia  the 
Governor  General  of  Australia  in  Council,  as  respects  New  Zealand  the 
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Governor  of  New  Zealand  in  Council,  as  respects  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
the  Governor  General  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  in  Council,  as  respects 
Newfoundland  the  Governor  of  Newfoundland  in  Council,  and  as  respects 
any  other  British  possession  the  Governor  of  that  possession  in  Council. 

3.  The  power  to  grant  licenses  on  Our  behalf  vested  by  paragraph  8 
of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclamation,  No.  2,  in  a  Secretary  of  State 
may  be  exercised  in  Canada,  India,  Australia,  and  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  by  the  Governor  General,  and  in  any  other  British  possession  not 
included  within  the  limits  of  Canada,  India,  Australia,  or  South  Africa  by 
the  Governor. 

4.  In  this  Proclamation  the  expression  Governor  General"  includes 
any  person  who  for  the  time  being  has  the  powers  of  the  Governor  General, 
and  the  expression  '^Governor"  includes  the  officer  for  the  time  being 
administering  the  Government. 

5.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  paragraph  6  of  the  Trading 
with  the  Enemy  Proclamiation,  No.  2,  where  an  enemy  has  a  branch  locally 
situated  in  British,  allied  or  neutral,  territory,  which  carries  on  the  business 
of  insurance  or  reinsurance  of  whatever  nature,  transactions  by  or  with 
such  branch  in  respect  of  the  business  of  insurance  or  reinsurance  shall  be 
considered  as  transactions  by  or  with  any  enemy. 

6.  This  Proclamation  shall  be  read  as  one  with  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  Proclamation,  No.  2.

GEORGE  R.  I. 

WHEREAS  by  Our  Proclamation  dated  the  9th  day  of  September,  1914, 
called  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclamatior,  No.  2,  certain 
prohibitions,  as  therein  more  specifically  set  forth,  were  imposed  upon  all 
persons  therein  referred  to ; 

And  whereas  by  Our  Proclamation  dated  the  30th  day  of  September, 
1914,  the  prohibitions  contained  in  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Proclama- 
tion, No.  2,  were  extended,  and  the  importation  of  sugar  was  prohibited  as 
therein  more  specifically  set  forth; 
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And  whereas  by  Our  Proclamation  dated  the  8th  day  of  October,  1914, 
Our  Proclamation  of  the  9th  September,  1914,  called  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  Proclamation,  No.  2,  was  amended  as  therein  more  specifically  set 
forth; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  revoke  Our  Proclamation  dated  the  30th 
day  of  September,  1914, — 

Now,  therefore,  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation  declaring,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared,  as  follows : 

1.  The  aforesaid  Proclamation  of  the  30th  day  of  September  is 
hereby  as  from  the  date  hereof  revoked,  and  from  and  after  the  date  hereof 
this  present  Proclamation  is  substituted  therefor. 

2.  The  importation  into  the  United  Kingdom  of  all  sugar  is  hereby 
prohibited  provided  that  the  foregoing  prohibition  shall  not  extend  to 
sugar  (not  being  raw  or  refined  sugar  made  or  produced  by  an  enemy  or  in 
an  enemy  country,  or  refined  sugar  made  or  produced  from  raw  sugar  made 
or  produced  by  an  enemy  or  in  an  enemy  country) : — 

(a)  cleared  from  the  port  of  shipment  to  this  country  on  or  before  the 
26th  October,  1914. 

(6)  imported  under  contract  made  prior  to  the  4th  August,  1914. 

3.  Nothing  in  this  Proclamation  shall  be  taken  to  prohibit  anything 
which  shall  be  expressly  permitted  by  our  license,  or  by  the  license  given  on 
Our  behalf  by  a  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Board  of  Trade,  whether  such 
license  be  granted  especially  to  individuals  or  be  announced  as  applying  to 
classes  of  persons. 

4.  The  words  ''enemy"  and  ''enemy  country"  and  "person"  shall  have 
the  same  meaning  in  this  Our  Proclamation  as  in  Our  said  Proclamation  of 
the  9th  day  of  September,  1914. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  this  twenty-sixth  day  of 
October,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fourteen,  and  in  the  fifth  year  of  Our  Reign.

A  Proclamation  revising  the  List  of  Contraband  of  War. 
GEORGE  R.I. 

117HEREAS  on  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914,  We  did  issue  Our  Royal 
Vt     Proclamation  specifying  the  articles  which  it  was  Our  intention  to 
treat  as  contraband  of  war  during  the  war  between  Us  and  the  German 
Emperor;  and 
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Whereas  on  the  12th  day  of  August,  1914,  We  did  by  Our  Royal 
Proclamation  of  that  date  extend  Our  Proclamation  aforementioned  to  the 
war  between  Us  and  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary;  and 

Whereas  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  September,  1914,  We  did  by  Our 
Royal  Proclamation  of  that  date  make  certain  additions  to  the  list  of  articles 
to  be  treated  as  contraband  of  war;  and 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  the  said  lists  and  to  make 
certain  additions  thereto, — 

Now,  therefore,  We  do  hereby  declare,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
Our  Privy  Council,  that  the  lists  of  contraband  contained  in  the  schedules 
to  Our  Royal  Proclamations  of  the  fourth  day  of  August  and  the  twenty- 
first  day  of  September  aforementioned  are  hereby  withdrawn,  and  that  in 
lieu  thereof  during  the  continuance  of  the  war  or  until  We  do  give  further 
public  notice  the  articles  enumerated  in  Schedule  I  hereto  will  be  treated 
as  absolute  contraband,  and  the  articles  enumerated  in  Schedule  II  hereto 
will  be  treated  as  conditional  contraband. 

Schedule  I. 

1.  Arms  of  all  kinds,  including  arms  for  sporting  purposes,  and  their 
distinctive  component  parts. 

2.  Projectiles,  charges,  and  cartridges  of  all  kinds,  and  their  distinctive 
component  parts.

4.  Sulphuric  acid. 

5.  Gun  mountings,  limber  boxes,  limbers,  military  wagons,  field  forges 
and  their  distinctive  component  parts.

7.  Clothing  and  equipment  of  a  distinctively  military  character. 

8.  Saddle,  draught,  and  pack  animals  suitable  for  use  in  war. 

9.  All  kinds  of  harness  of  a  distinctively  military  character. 

10.  Articles  of  camp  equipment  and  their  distinctive  component  parts. 

11.  Armour  plates. 

12.  Haematite  iron  ore  and  haematite  pig  iron. 

13.  Iron  pyrites. 

14.  Nickel  ore  and  nickel. 

15.  Ferrochrome  and  chrome  ore. 

16.  Copper,  unwrought. 

17.  Lead,  pig,  sheet,  or  pipe. 

18.  Aluminium. 

19.  Ferro-silica. 

20.  Barbed  wire,  and  implements  for  fixing  and  cutting  the  same. 

21.  Warships,  including  boats  and  their  distinctive  component  parts 
of  such  a  nature  that  they  can  only  be  used  on  a  vessel  of  war. 

22.  Aeroplanes,  airships,  balloons,  and  aircraft  of  all  kinds,  and  their 
component  parts,  together  with  accessories  and  articles  recognizable  as 
intended  for  use  in  connection  with  balloons  and  aircraft. 
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23.  Motor  vehicles  of  all  kinds  and  their  component  parts. 

24.  Motor  tyres;  rubber. 

25.  Mineral  oils  and  motor  spirit,  except  lubricating  oils. 

26.  Implements  and  apparatus  designed  exclusively  for  the  manu- 
facture of  munitions  of  war,  for  the  manufacture  or  repair  of  arms,  or  war 
material  for  use  on  land  or  sea.

1.  Foodstuffs. 

2.  Forage  and  feeding  stuffs  for  animals. 

3.  Clothing,  fabrics  for  clothing,  and  boots  and  shoes  suitable  for  use 
in  war.

14.  Hides  of  all  kinds,  dry  and  wet,  pigskins,  raw  or  dressed;  leather, 
undressed  or  dressed,  suitable  for  saddlery,  harness,  or  military  boots. 

15.  Field  glasses,  telescopes,  chronometers,  and  all  kinds  of  nautical 
instruments.

War  with  Turkey. 


By  the  king 

A  Proclamation  extending  to  the  War  with  Turkey  the  Proclama- 
tions AND  Orders  in  Council  now  in  Force  relating  to  the  War. 

GEORGE  R.  1. 

WHEREAS,  owing  to  hostile  acts  committed  by  Turkish  forces  under 
German  officers,  a  state  of  war  now  exists  between  Us  and  the  Sultan 
of  Turkey; 

And  whereas  on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1914,  a  state  of  war  came  into 
existence  between  Us  and  the  German  Emperor; 

And  whereas  We  did  on  the  same  date  and  on  certain  other  dates 
subsequent  thereto  issue  certain  Proclamations  and  Orders  in  Council 
connected  with  such  state  of  war; 

And  whereas  on  the  12th  day  of  August,  1914,  a  state  of  war  came 
into  existence  between  Us  and  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary; 

And  whereas  certain  of  the  aforesaid  Proclamations  and  Orders  in 
Council  have  since  been  extended  so  as  to  cover  the  state  of  war  between 
Us  and  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  now  to  provide  for  the  state  of  war  between 
Us  and  the  Sultan  of  Turkey; 

And  whereas  the  Convention  relating  to  the  status  of  enemy  mer- 
chant vessels  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  signed  at  The  Hague  on  the 
18th  October,  1907,  has  not  been  ratified  by  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  and 
therefore  We  do  not  think  fit  to  extend  to  Turkish  ships  the  Order  in  Council 
issued  on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1914,  with  reference  to  the  departure 
from  our  ports  of  enemy  vessels,  which  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  were 
in  any  such  port  or  which  subsequently  entered  the  same ; 

Now,  therefore,  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation  declaring,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared,  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Proclamation  and  Orders  in  Council  issued  with  reference  to 
the  state  of  war  between  Us  and  the  German  Emperor,  or  with  reference 
to  the  state  of  war  between  Us  and  the  German  Emperor  and  the  Emperor 
of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary,  other  than  the  Order  in  Council,  issued  on 
the  4th  day  of  August,  1914,  with  reference  to  the  departure  from  Our 
ports  of  enemy  vessels,  which  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  were  in  any 
such  port,  or  which  subsequently  entered  the  same,  shall,  if  still  in  force, 
apply  to  the  state  of  war  between  Us  and  the  Sultan  of  Turkey  as  from 
this  5th  da,y  of  November,  1914. 

2.  The  Proclamation  issued  on  the  5th  day  of  August,  1914,  warning 
all  Our  subjects,  and  all  persons  resident  or  being  in  Our  Dominions,  from 
contributing  to  or  participating  in,  or  assisting  in  the  floating  of,  any  loan 
raised  on  behalf  of  the  German  Government,  or  from  advancing  money  to 
or  entering  into  any  contract  or  dealings  whatsoever  with  the  said  Govern- 
ment, or  otherwise  aiding,  abetting,  or  assisting  the  said  Government,  shall 
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be  deemed  as  from  this  5th  day  of  November,  1914,  to  apply  to  all  loans 
raised  on  behalf  of,  or  contracts  or  dealings  entered  into  with,  or  to  aiding, 
abetting,  or  assisting  the  Ottoman  Government. 

3.  The  words  ''enemy  country"  in  any  of  the  Proclamations  or  Orders 
in  Council  referred  to  in  Article  1  of  this  Proclamation  shall  include  the 
Dominions  of  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan  of  Turkey  other  than 
Egypt,  Cyprus,  and  any  territory  in  the  occupation  of  Us  or  Our  allies. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  this  fifth  day  of  November, 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen, 
and  in  the  fifth  year  of  Our  Reign.

THE  king's  most  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

Tl/'HEREAS,  by  virtue  of  the  Convention  of  Defensive  Alliance  between 
tT  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  and  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan, 
signed  on  June  4th,  1878,  the  annex  to  the  said  Convention  signed  on 
July  the  1st,  1878,  and  the  Agreement  signed  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty 
and  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan  on  August  the  14th,  1878,  His 
Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan  assigned  the  Island  of  Cyprus  to  be  occupied 
and  administered  by  England  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  specified  in 
the  said  Convention,  Annex,  and  Agreement; 

And  whereas  by  reason  of  the  outbreak  of  war  between  His  Majesty 
and  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan  the  said  Convention,  Annex,  and 
Agreement  have  become  annulled  and  are  no  longer  of  any  force  or  effect ; 

And  whereas  it  has,  for  the  reasons  hereinbefore  appearing,  seemed 
expedient  to  His  Majesty  that  the  said  island  should  be  annexed  to  and 
should  form  part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  in  order  that  proper  provi- 
sion may  be  made  for  the  Government  and  protection  of  the  said  island, — 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
His  Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  as  follows: — 

(1)  From  and  after  the  date  hereof,  the  said  island  shall  be  annexed 
to  and  form  part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  and  the  said  island  is 
annexed  accordingly. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  Order  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  instructions 
issued  by  His  Majesty  under  the  Royal  Sign  Manual  and  Signet  to  the 
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High  Commissioner  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  Cyprus,  or  of  any  Order 
in  Council  affecting  Cyprus,  or  of  any  law  or  proclamation  passed  or  issued 
under  any  such  instructions  or  order,  or  of  any  act  or  thing  done  under 
any  such  instructions,  order,  law  or  proclamation,  save  in  so  far  as  any 
provision  of  any  such  Order  in  Council,  law  or  proclamation  may  be 
repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  any  Act  of  Parliament  which  may,  by 
reason  of  the  annexation  hereby  declared,  become  extended  to  Cyprus, 
or  to  any  order  or  regulation  made  under  the  authority  of  any  such  Act, 
or  having  in  Cyprus  the  force  and  effect  of  any  such  Act. 

(3)  His  Majesty  may  from  time  to  time  revoke,  alter,  add  to  or  amend 
this  Order. 

(4)  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  Cyprus  (Annexation)  Order  in 
Council,  1914. 

And  the  Right  Honourable  Lewis  Harcourt,  one  of  His  Majesty's- 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  is  to  give  the  necessary  directions  herein 
accordingly.

NOTICE  TO  IMPORTERS  AND  EXPORTERS. 

1.  The  attention  of  importers  and  exporters  is  directed  to  the  pro- 
visions of  His  Majesty's  Proclamation  dated  the  9th  September,  relating 
to  Trading  with  the  Enemy.  By  paragraph  5  (7)  of  this  Proclamation 
all  persons  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  in  His  Majesty's 
Dominions  are  warned,  ''not  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  use 
or  benefit  of,  or  obtain  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise;  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the 
use  or  benefit  of,  or  obtain  from  any  person  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
for  or  by  way  of  transmission  to  or  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy ;  nor 
directly  or  indirectly  to  trade  in  or  carry  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
destined  for  or  coming  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy."  It  is  further 
provided  by  paragraph  3  that  the  expression  ''enemy"  in  the  Proclamation 
means  "any  person  or  body  of  persons  of  whatever  nationality  resident  or 
carrying  on  business  in  the  enemy  country,  but  does  not  include  persons 
of  enemy  nationality  who  are  neither  resident  nor  carrying  on  business 
in  the  enemy  country.  In  the  case  of  incorporated  bodies,  enemy  character 
attaches  only  to  those  incorporated  in  an  enemy  country." 

2.  With  a  view  to  preventing  breaches  of  this  Proclamation  it  is 
hereby  notified  that  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Customs  and 
Excise  have  been  authorized  by  His  Majesty's  Government  to  require 
Certificates  of  Origin  or  Declarations  of  Ultimate  Destination  respectively 
to  be  presented  in  respect  of  all  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  imported 
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into  or  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  in  trade  with  any  foreign  place  in 
Europe  or  on  the  Mediterranean  or  Black  Seas,  with  the  exception  of  those 
situated  in  Russia,  Belgium,  France,  Spain  and  Portugal. 

3.  Declarations  of  Ultimate  Destination  will  consequently  be  required 
until  further  notice  in  respect  of  all  exports,  without  regard  to  value  of 
consignments,  to  all  the  foreign  places  referred  to  above. 

4.  For  the  present,  however.  Certificates  of  Origin  will  not  be  required  in 
respect  of  imports  of  foodstuffs,  of  timber  of  any  kind  (including  pit-props), 
strawboard,  wood  pulp,  iron  ore,  granite,  ice,  tar,  or  carbide  of  calcium, 
or  in  respect  of  any  imports  from  places  other  than  those  situated  in  Norway, 
Sweden,  Denmark,  Holland,  Switzerland,  and  Italy,  or  in  respect  of  in- 
dividual consignments  not  exceeding  £25  in  value.  The  Certificates  and 
Declarations  referred  to  m^ust  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Schedules 
I  and  II  hereto. 

5.  Any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  imported  from  the  above- 
m.entioned  foreign  places,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  4,  unaccom- 
panied by  Certificates  of  Origin  will  be  detained  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  until  the  requisite  certificates  are  produced.  The 
Commissioners,  are  however,  authorized  in  such  cases,  and  at  their  dis- 
cretion, to  allow  delivery  of  the  goods  on  the  security  of  a  deposit  or  of 
a  bond  to  the  amount  of  three  times  the  value  of  the  goods  with  a  view 
to  the  production  of  the  necessary  certificates  within  a  prescribed  period, 
provided  that  they  see  no  reason  for  suspecting  that  the  goods  emanate 
from  an  enemy  country. 

6.  Goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  sought  to  be  exported  to  any  foreign 
places  in  Europe  or  on  the  Mediterranean  or  Black  Seas,  with  the  exception 
of  those  situated  in  Russia,  Belgium,  France,  Spain  and  Portugal  will  not 
be  allowed  to  be  shipped  until  Declarations  of  Ultimate  Destination  in 
the  form  prescribed  have  been  lodged  with  the  proper  Customs  authority. 

7.  A  single  Declaration  of  Ultimate  Destination  may  be  used  to  cover 
any  number  of  consignments  by  the  same  exporter  from  the  same  port  by 
the  same  ship  at  the  same  time. 

8.  Declarations  of  Ultimate  Destination  must  be  made  by  the  actual 
exporter  or  by  some  responsible  representative  of  the  actual  exporter  (or 
in  the  case  of  a  limited  company  by  a  director,  secretary,  manager,  or 
other  responsible  officer)  having  a  personal  and  first-hand  knowledge  of 
the  inquiries  made  and  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  Declaration.  Carrying 
agents  are  not  regarded  as  competent  to  m^ake  the  Declaration. 

9.  The  following  goods  will  be  exempt  from  these  requirements: — 
(a)  Goods  imported  under  license; 

(6)  Goods  shipped  for  the  United  Kingdom  on  or  before  the  19th 
November  and  hitherto  exempted. 

(c)  Goods  in  respect  of  which  Customs  export  entries  have  been 
accepted  before  the  publication  of  this  notice.

Whereas  by  section  8  of  The  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1879, 
it  is  enacted  that  the  exportation  of  arms,  ammunition,  and  gunpowder, 
military  and  naval  stores,  and  any  articles  which  We  shall  judge  capable 
of  being  converted  into  or  made  useful  in  increasing  the  quantity  of  military 
or  naval  stores,  provisions,  or  any  sort  of  victual  which  may  be  used  as 
food  for  man  may  be  prohibited  by  Proclamation; 

And  whereas  by  section  one  of  The  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  it 
is  enacted  that  We  may  by  Proclamation  prohibit  the  exportation  of  all  or 
any  of  the  following  articles,  namely,  arms,  ammunition,  military  and 
naval  stores,  and  any  article  which  We  shall  judge  capable  of  being  con- 
verted into  or  made  useful  in  increasing  the  quantity  of  arms,  ammunition, 
or  military  or  naval  stores,  to  any  country  or  place  therein  named  whenever 
We  shall  judge  such  prohibition  to  be  expedient  in  order  to  prevent  such 
arms,  ammunition,  military  or  naval  stores,  being  used  against  Our  subjects 
or  forces  or  against  any  forces  engaged  or  which  may  be  engaged  in  military 
or  naval  operations  in  cp-operation  with  Our  forces ; 

And  whereas  by  section  one  of  The  Customs  {Exportation  Prohibition) 
Act,  1914,  it  is  enacted  that  section  8  of  the  aforesaid  Customs  and  Inland 
Revenue  Act,  1879,  shall  have  effect  whilst  a  state  of  war  in  which  We  are 
engaged  exists  as  if  in  addition  to  the  articles  therein  mentioned  there  were 
included  all  other  articles  of  every  description; 

And  whereas  it  is  further  enacted  by  section  2  of  The  Customs  (Exporta- 
tion Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  or  Order  in  Council  made 
under  section  8,  as  so  amended,  of  The  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act, 
1879,  may  whilst  a  state  of  war  exists  be  varied  or  added  to  by  an  Order 
m-ade  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Trade; 

And  whereas  it  is  enacted  by  section  2  of  The  Customs  {Exportation 
Restriction)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  made  under  section  one  of 
The  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  may,  whether  the  Proclamation  was 
made  before  or  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  be  varied  or 
added  to  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Trade; 

And  whereas  a  Proclamation  dated  the  10th  November,  1914,  and 
various  Orders  dated  respectively  the  20th  November,  the  5th,  the  11th 
and  the  23rd  December,  1914,  and  the  4th  and  the  8th  January,  1915, 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  certain  articles  therein  referred  to  from  the 
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United  Kingdom  to  certain  or  all  destinations,  have  been  issued  in  pursuance 
of  the  aforesaid  powers; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  said  Proclamation  and  Orders 
should  be  consolidated,  with  amendments  and  additions,  and  that  such 
Proclamation  and  Orders  should  be  revoked; 

And  whereas  the  articles,  other  than  arms,  ammunition,  or  military  or 
naval  stores  hereinafter  enumerated  are  articles  which  We  judge  capable 
of  being  converted  into  or  made  useful  in  increasing  the  quantity  of  arms, 
ammunition,  or  military  or  naval  stores; 

And  whereas  in  order  to  prevent  such  arms,  ammunition,  or  military 
or  naval  stores  being  used  against  Our  subjects  or  forces  or  against  any 
forces  engaged  or  which  may  be  engaged  in  military  or  naval  operations  in 
co-operation  with  Our  forces.  We  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  prohibit  the 
exportation  of  the  articles  hereinafter  enumerated; 

Now,  therefore,  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  declaring,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared,  that  the  abovementioned  Proclamation  and  Orders  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  revoked. 

And  We  have  further  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  aforesaid,  and 
in  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers  aforesaid,  further  to  declare,  and  it  is

ll.'^HEREAS  the  jurisdiction  which  by  treaty,  capitulation,  grant,  usage, 
V I  sufferance,  or  other  lawful  means  His  Maj  esty  the  King  enj  oyed  within 
the  Dominions  of  the  Sublime  Ottoman  Porte  has  heretofore  been  exercised 
in  Egypt  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  ''The  Ottoman  Order  in 
Council,  1910,"  and  certain  other  Orders  of  His  Majesty  in  Council; 

And  whereas  a  state  of  war  has  existed  between  His  Majesty  and  the 
Sultan  of  Turkey  as  from  the  5th  day  of  November,  1914; 

And  whereas  the  suzerainty  of  Turkey  over  Egypt  was  terminated, 
and  Egypt  was  placed  under  the  protection  of  His  Majesty,  and  has 
constituted  a  British  Protectorate  as  from  the  18th  day  of  IDecember, 
1914; 

And  whereas  on  the  9th  day  of  February,  1915,  His  Highness  Prince 
Hussein  Kamel  Pasha,  Sultan  of  Egypt,  was  pleased  to  issue  a  Decree  in 
the  following  terms: —

1.  The  limits  of  this  Order  are  the  territories  under  the  Sovereignty 
of  His  Highness  the  Sultan  of  Egypt,  but  do  not  extend  to  any  place  south 
of  the  22nd  parallel  of  north  latitude. 

2.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  the  Orders  in  Council  set 
out  in  the  Schedule  hereto,  and  any  King's  Regulations,  Rules  of  Court, 
Orders,  Rules,  Instructions  or  other  enactments  made  or  issued  under  or 
in  pursuance  of  any  of  the  said  Orders  in  Council  shall,  to  the  extent 
to  which  they  were  formerly  in  force  in  Egypt,  be  in  force  in  Egypt,  and 
His  Majesty's  jurisdiction  in  Egypt  shall  be  exercised  in  accordance  there- 
with; and  any  provision  of  the  said  Orders  in  Council,  King's  Regulations, 
Rules  of  Court,  Orders,  Rules,  or  Instructions  or  other  enactments  which 
were  formerly  in  force  in  Egypt,  shall  be  read  and  construed  with  such 
alterations  and  adaptations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Order. 

3.  The  words  ''High  Commissioner  for  Egypt"  shall  be  substituted 
for  the  words  "Agent  for  Egypt,"  the  words  "  His  Majesty's  High  Com- 
missioner for  Egypt"  for  the  words  "His  Majesty's  Agent  and  Consul- 
General  for  Egypt,"  and  the  words  "Staff  of  the  High  Commissioner  for 
Egypt"  or  "High  Commissioner  for  Egypt"  for  the  word  "Agency,"  as 
the  case  may  require,  whenever  the  said  words  occur  in  any  of  the  instru- 
ments in  force  by  article  1  of  this  Order  in  Egypt. 

4.  The  Court  established  under  Article  8  of  the  Ottoman  Order  in 
Council,  1910,  shall  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  be  styled  "His  Britannic 
Majesty's  Supreme  Court  for  Egypt,"  and  the  Judge  and  Assistant  Judge  at 
present  appointed  under  the  said  Article  shall,  without  further  appointment, 
be  the  Judges  of  the  said  Court,  and  any  Registrar,  Marshal,  Officers, 
Clerks  and  other  Officials  at  present  appointed  under  Article  12  of  the 
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said  Order  in  Council  to  act  in  Egypt  shall,  without  further  appointment, 
continue  to  hold  their  respective  offices  under  the  Court. 

5.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  ordinarily  sit  at  Alexandria. 

6.  The  jurisdiction  of  all  Provincial  and  Local  Courts  appointed  in 
Egypt  under  Articles  17  or  19  of  the  Ottoman  Order  in  Council,  1910,  shall 
continue,  and  all  persons  at  present  appointed  to  perform  in  any  of  such 
Courts  the  duties  and  to  exercise  the  powers  imposed  and  conferred  upon  the 
Registrar  and  Marshal  shall,  without  further  appointment,  continue  to 
perform  the  said  duties  and  to  exercise  the  said  powers. 

7.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order,  Article  76  (3)  of  the  Ottoman  Order 
in  Courcil,  1910,  shall  be  read  and  construed  as  if  the  words  ^'The  Sublime 
Ottoman  Porte  or"  and  "The  Sublime  Ottoman  Porte  and  its  subjects  or" 
were  omitted. 

8.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order,  the  following  provisions  are  substi- 
tuted for  Article  77  (1)  of  the  Ottoman  Order  in  Council,  1910. 

^'If  a  British  subject — 

''(i)  Publicly  derides,  mocks,  or  insults  any  religion  established  or 
observed  in  Egypt  or  within  the  Ottoman  Dominions;  or 

''(ii)  Publicly  offers  insult  to  any  rehgious  service,  feast  or  cere- 
mony established  or  kept  in  Egypt,  or  within  the  Ottoman  Dominions, 
or  to  any  place  of  worship,  tomb  or  sanctuary  belonging  to,  or  revered 
by  those  professing  any  religion  established  or  observed  in  Egypt,  or 
within  the  Ottoman  Dominions,  or  belonging  to  the  ministers  or  pro- 
fessors thereof,  whether  such  place  of  worship,  tomb,  or  sanctuary  be 
in  Egypt,  within  the  Ottoman  Dominions,  or  elsewhere;  or 

''(iii)  Publicly  and  wilfully  commits  any  act  tending  to  bring  any 
religion  established  or  observed  in  Egypt,  or  within  the  Ottoman  Dom- 
inions or  its  ceremonies,  mode  of  worship,  or  observances  into  hatred, 
ridicule,  or  contempt,  and  thereby  to  provoke  a  breach  of  the  public 
peace; 

he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  Supreme  Court  or  a  Provincial 
Court,  be  liable  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  and  with  or  without  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds, 
or  to  a  fine  alone  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds." 

9.  — (1)  No  proceedings  which  may  have  been  taken  in  Egypt  before 
any  court  established  under  the  Ottomp.n  Order  in  Council,  1910,  previous  to 
the  making  of  this  Order  shall  be  questioned  upon  the  grouad  of  any  lack 
of  authority  on  the  part  of  the  Court  in  or  before  which,  or  of  the  Judge  or 
Officer  before  whom,  such  proceedings  were  taken. 

(2)  Where  any  proceedings  have  been  commenced  in  Egypt  in  any 
Court  established  under  the  Ottoman  Order  in  Council,  1910,  and  are 
still  pending  at  the  date  of  this  Order,  all  steps  taken  in  the  course  of  such 
proceedings  shall  be  deemed  to  be  valid,  provided  that  they  would  have 
been  valid  if  taken  after  the  date  of  this  Order. 

(3)  Any  act  done  by  any  Judge,  Consular  Officer,  or  other  person  in 
Egypt  before  the  making  of  this  Order,  v/hich  would  have  been  valid  if  done 
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after  the  making  of  this  Order,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  valid,  and 
no  action  shall  be  entertained  in  any  court  against  such  Judge,  Officer  or 
person  in  respect  of  any  such  act. 

10.  This  Order  shall  come  into  force  forthwith. 

11.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  'The  Egypt  Order  in  Council,  1915.'' 
And  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Edward  Grey,  Baronet,  K.G.,  one  of 

His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  is  to  give  the  necessary 
dii'ections  herein.

A  Proclamation  relating  to  Trading  with  the  Enemy  (Occupied 

Territory). 

GEORGE  R.  I. 

VITHEREAS,  as  a  result  of  the  present  war,  certain  territory  forming  part 
» »  of  the  territory  of  an  enemy  country,  is,  or  may  be  in  the  effective 
military  occupation  of  Us  or  Our  AUies,  or  of  a  Neutral  State  (in  this 
Proclamation  referred  to  as  ^'territory  in  friendly  occupation"),  and 
certain  territory  forming  part  of  Our  territory  or  of  that  of  an  allied  or 
neutral  State,  is  or  may  be  in  the  effective  military  occupation  of  an  enemy 
(in  this  Proclamation  referred  to  as  ''territory  in  hostile  occupation"); 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  in  Our  interest  and  in  that  of  Our  Allies 
that  the  Proclamations  relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy  should  apply  to 
territory  in  friendly  occupation  as  they  apply  to  Our  territory  or  that  of 
Our  Allies,  and  should  apply  to  territory  in  hostile  occupation  as  they 
apply  to  an  enemy  country, — 

Now,  therefore.  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation  declaring,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared,  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Proclamations  for  the  time  being  in  force  relating  to  trading 
with  the  enemy  shall  apply  to  territory  in  friendly  occupation  as  they 
apply  to  Our  territory  or  that  of  Our  Allies,  and  to  territory  in  hostile 
occupation  as  they  apply  to  an  enemy  country. 

2.  Any  references  to  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  any  Proclamation  so 
applied  shall,  as  respects  territory  in  friendly  or  hostile  occupation,  be 
construed  as  references  to  the  time  at  which  the  territory  so  became  in 
friendly  or  hostile  occupation. 
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3.  The  certificat"  of  any  person  authorized  by  a  Secretary  of  State  to 
give  such  certificates  that  any  territory  is  in  friendly  or  hostile  occupation 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Proclamation,  or  as  to  the  time  at  which  any 
territory  so  became  or  ceased  to  be  territory  in  friendly  or  hostile  occupation, 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Proclamation,  be  final  and  conclusive. 

4.  Nothing  in  this  Proclamation  shall  be  taken  to  prohibit  anything 
which  may  be  expressly  permitted  by  Our  license  or  by  a  license  given  on 
Our  behalf  by  a  Secretary  of  State,  or  the  Board  of  Trade,  or  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  Our  Treasury,  whether  such  licenses  be  specially  granted 
to  individuals  or  be  announced  as  applying  to  classes  of  persons,  or  to 
prohibit  any  special  arrangements  which  may  be  made  by  any  such  license  or 
otherwise  with  Our  authority  for  special  treatment  of  any  occupied  territory 
or  persons  in  any  such  occupied  territory  entitled  to  such  special  treatment. 

5.  This  Proclamation  shall  be  called  ''the  Trading  with  the  Enemy 
(Occupied  Territory)  Proclamation,  1915." 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  this  sixteenth  day  of 
February,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fifteen,  and  in  the  fifth  year  of  Our  Reign.

Sir, — With  reference  to  my  despatch  No.  106  of  the  5th  ultimo,  I  have 
the  honour  to  acquaint  Your  Royal  Highness  for  the  information  of  Your 
Ministers  that  by  an  Order  of  Council,  dated  the  2nd  March,  the  Procla- 
mation of  the  3rd  February  consolidating  the  various  Proclamations  and 
Orders  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  certain  articles  from  the  United 
Kingdom  was  amended  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  heading  of  "  Draw  plates,  jewelled,  for  drawing  steel  wire" 
in  the  list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations 
abroad  other  than  British  Possessions  and  Protectorates  has  been  deleted 
and  the  heading  ''Draw  plates,  jewelled,  for  drawing  steel  wire,  and 
diamonds  prepared  for  use  therein,''  inserted  in  its  place. 

(2)  The  following  articles  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  goods  the 
exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than 
British  Possessions  and  Protectorates: — 

Paraffin  wax;   Prussiate  of  soda.

Contraband  of  War. 

GEORGE  R.I. 

VUHEREAS  on  the  tv/enty-third  day  of  December,  1914,  We  did  issue 
' »  Our  Royal  Proclamation  specifying  the  articles  which  it  was  Our 
intention  to  treat  as  contraband  during  the  continuance  of  hostilities  or 
until  We  did  give  further  public  notice,  and 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  certain  additions  to  the  lists  contained 
in  the  said  Proclamation, — 

Now,  therefore,  We  do  hereby  declare,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  that  during  the  continuance  of  the  war  or  until  We  do  give 
further  public  notice  the  following  articles  will  be  treated  as  absolute  con- 
traband in  addition  to  those  set  out  in  Our  Royal  Proclamation  aforemen- 
tioned : — 

Raw  wool,  wool  tops  and  noils  and  woollen  and  worsted  yarns. 

Tin,  chloride  of  tin,  tin  ore. 

Castor  oil. 

Paraffin  wax. 

Copper  iodide. 

Lubricants. 

Hides  of  cattle,  buffaloes,  and  horses;  skins  of  calves,  pigs,  sheep, 
goats,  and  deer;  leather,  undressed  or  dressed,  suitable  for  saddlery, 
harness,  military  boots,  or  military  clothing. 

Ammonia  and  its  salts  whether  simple  or  compound;  ammonia 
liquor;   urea,  aniline,  and  their  compounds. 

And  We  do  hereby  further  declare  that  the  following  articles  will  be 
treated  as  conditional  contraband  in  addition  to  those  set  out  in  Our 
Royal  Proclamation  aforementioned: — 

Tanning  substances  of  all  kinds  (including  extracts  for  use  in  tanning). 

And  We  do  hereby  further  declare  that  the  terms  ''foodstuffs"  and 
''feeding  stuffs  for  animals"  in  the  list  of  conditional  contraband  contained 
in  Our  Royal  Proclamation  aforementioned  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
oleaginous  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels;  animal  and  vegetable  oils  and  fats 
(other  than  linseed  oil)  suitable  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  margarine; 
and  cakes  and  meals  made  from  oleaginous  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels.

THE  KING^S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

117  HERE  AS  the  German  Government  has  issued  certain  Orders  which, 
» »  in  violation  of  the  usages  of  war,  purport  to  declare  the  waters 
surrounding  the  United  Kingdom  a  military  area,  in  which  all  British 
and  allied  merchant  vessels  will  be  destroyed  irrespective  of  the  safety 
of  the  lives  of  passengers  and  crew,  and  in  which  neutral  shipping  will  be 
exposed  to  similar  danger  in  view  of  the  uncertainties  of  naval  warfare; 

And  whereas  in  a  memorandum  accompanying  the  said  Orders  neutrals 
are  warned  against  entrusting  crews,  passengers,  or  goods  to  British  or 
allied  ships; 

And  whereas  such  attempts  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  give  to  His 
Majesty  an  unquestionable  right  of  retaliation; 

And  whereas  His  Majesty  has  therefore  decided  to  adopt  further 
measures  in  order  to  prevent  commodities  of  any  kind  from  reaching  or 
leaving  Germany,  though  such  measures  will  be  enforced  without  risk  to 
neutral  ships  or  to  neutral  or  non-combatant  life,  and  in  strict  observance 
of  the  dictates  of  humanity; 

And  whereas  the  Allies  of  His  Majesty  are  associated  with  Him  in  the 
steps  now  to  be  announced  for  restricting  further  the  commerce  of  Ger- 
m.any, — 

His  Majesty  is  therefore  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy 
Council,  to  order  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: — 

I.  No  merchant  vessel  which  sailed  from  her  port  of  departure  after 
the  1st  March,  1915,  shall  be  allowed  to  proceed  on  her  voyage  to  any 
German  port. 

Unless  the  vessel  receives  a  pass  enabling  her  to  proceed  to  some 
neutral  or  allied  port  to  be  named  in  the  pass,  goods  on  board  any  such 
vessel  must  be  discharged  in  a  British  port  and  placed  in  the  custody  of 
the  marshal  of  the  Prize  Court.  Goods  so  discharged,  not  being  contra- 
band of  war,  shall,  if  not  requisitioned  for  the  use  of  His  Majesty,  be 
restored  by  ord'er  of  the  court,  upon  such  terms  as  the  court  may  in  the 
circumstances  deem  to  be  just,  to  the  person  entitled  thereto. 

II.  No  merchant  vessel  which  sailed  from  any  German  port  after  the 
1st  March,  1915,  shall  be  allowed  to  proceed  on  her  voyage  with  any  goods 
on  board  laden  at  such  port. 

All  goods  laden  at  such  port  must  be  discharged  in  a  British  or  alhed 
port.  Goods  so  discharged  in  a  British  port  shall  be  placed  in  the  custody 
of  the  marshal  of  the  Prize  Court,  and,  if  not  requisitioned  for  the  use 
of  His  Majesty,  shall  be  detained  or  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  Prize 
Court.  The  proceeds  of  goods  so  sold  shall  be  paid  into  court  and  dealt 
with  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  in  the  circumstances  deem  to  be 
just. 
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Provided  that  no  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  goods  shall  be  paid  out  of 
court  until  the  conclusion  of  peace,  except  on  the  application  of  the  proper 
officer  of  the  Crown,  unless  it  be  shown  that  the  goods  had  become  neutral 
property  before  the  issue  of  this  Order. 

Provided  also  that  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  release  of  neutral 
property  laden  at  such  enemy  port  on  the  application  of  the  proper  officer 
of  the  Crown. 

III.  Every  merchant  vessel  which  sailed  from  her  port  of  departure 
after  the  1st  March,  1915,  on  her  way  to  a  port  other  than  a  German  port, 
carrying  goods  with  an  enemy  destination,  or  which  are  enemy  property, 
may  be  required  to  discharge  such  goods  in  a  British  or  allied  port.  Any 
goods  so  discharged  in  a  British  port  shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the 
marshal  of  the  Prize  Court,  and  unless  they  are  contraband  of  war,  shall, 
if  not  requisitioned  for  the  use  of  His  Majesty,  be  restored  by  order  of  the 
court,  upon  such  terms  as  thie  court  may  in  the  circumstances  deem  to 
be  just,  to  the  person  entitled  thereto. 

Provided  that  this  article  shall  not  apply  in  any  case  falling  within 
Articles  II  or  IV  of  this  Order. 

IV.  Every  merchant  vessel  which  sailed  from  a  port  other  than  a 
German  port  after  the  1st  March,  1915,  having  on  board  goods  which  are 
of  enemy  origin  or  are  enemy  property  may  be  required  to  discharge  such 
goods  in  a  British  or  allied  port.  Goods  so  discharged  in  a  British  port 
shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  marshal  of  the  Prize  Court,  and,  if 
not  requisitioned  for  the  use  of  His  Majesty,  shall  be  detained  or  sold  under 
the  direction  of  the  Prize  Court.  The  proceeds  of  goods  so  sold  shall  be 
paid  into  court  and  dealt  with  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  in  the 
circumstances  deem  just. 

Provided  that  no  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  goods  shall  be  paid  out 
of  court  until  the  conclusion  of  peace  except  on  the  application  oi  the 
proper  officer  of  the  Crown,  unless  it  be  shown  that  the  goods  had  become 
neutral  property  before  the  issue  of  this  Order. 

Provided  also  that  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  release  of  neutral 
property  of  enemy  origin  on  the  application  of  the  proper  officer  of  the 
Crown. 

V.  — (1)  Any  person  claiming  to  be  interested  in,  or  to  have  any  claim 
in  respect  of,  any  goods  (not  being  contraband  of  war)  placed  in  the  custody 
of  the  marshal  of  the  Prize  Court  under  this  Order,  or  in  the  proceeds 
of  such  goods,  may  forthwith  issue  a  writ  in  the  Prize  Court  against  the 
proper  officer  of  the  Crown  and  apply  for  an  order  that  the  goods  should 
be  restored  to  him,  or  that  their  proceeds  should  be  paid  to  him,  or  for 
such  other  order  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  require. 

(2)  The  practice  and  procedure  of  the  Prize  Court  shall,  so  far  as 
-applicable,  be  followed  mutatis  mutandis  in  any  proceedings  consequential 
upon  this  Order. 

VI.  A  merchant  vessel  which  has  cleared  for  a  neutral  port  from  a 
British  or  allied  port,  or  which  has  been  allowed  to  pass  having  an  osten- 
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sible  destination  to  a  neutral  port,  and  proceeds  to  an  enemy  port,  shall, 
if  captured  on  any  subsequent  voyage,  be  liable  to  condenmation. 

VII.  Nothing  in  this  Order  shall  be  deemed  to  affect  the  liability  of 
any  vessel  or  goods  to  capture  or  condemnation  independently  of  this 
Order. 

VIII.  Nothing  in  this  Order  shall  prevent  the  relaxation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Order  in  respect  of  the  merchant  vessels  of  any  country 
which  declares  that  no  conmierce  intended  for  or  originating  in  Germany 
or  belonging  to  German  subjects  shall  enjoy  the  protection  of  its  flag.

7  HERE  AS  it  is  provided  by  section  2  of  The  Customs  (Exportation 
Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  or  Order  in  Council 
made  under  section  8  of  The  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1879,  as 
amended  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  may,  whilst  a  state  of  war  exists,  be 
varied  or  added  to  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trade; 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  section  2  of  The  Customs  {Exportation 
Restriction)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  made  under  section  one  of 
the  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  may,  whether  the  Proclamation  was  made 
before  or  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  be  varied  or  added  to 
by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Trade; 

And  whereas  by  a  Proclamation,  dated  the  3rd  day  of  February, 
1915,  and  made  under  section  8  of  The  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act, 
1879,  and  section  one  of  The  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  and  section 
one  of  The  Customs  {Exportation  Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  the  exportation 
from  the  United  Kingdom  of  certain  warlike  stores  was  prohibited; 

And  whereas  by  an  Order  of  Council,  dated  the  2nd  day  of  March, 
1915,  the  said  Proclamation  was  amended  and  added  to  in  certain  par- 
ticulars; 

And  whereas  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  recommendation 
from  the  Board  of  Trade  to  the  following  effect: — 

That  the  Proclamation  dated  the  3rd  day  of  February,  1915,  as 
amended  and  added  to  by  the  said  Order  of  Council,  dated  the  2nd  day  of 
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March,  1915,  should  be  further  amended  by  making  the  following  amend- 
ments in  and  additions  to  the  same: —

or  any  other  preparations  containing  rubber)  and  goods  made  wholly  of 
rubber;  including  tyres  for  motor  vehicles  and  for  cycles,  together  with 
articles  or  materials  especially  adapted  for  use  in  the  manufacture  or  repair 
to  tyres." 

(7)  That  the  heading  "Sheepskins,  woolled,  i.e.,  with  wool  left  on" 
in  the  list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations 
abroad  other  than  British  possessions  and  protectorates  should  be  deleted, 
and  there  be  substituted  therefor  the  heading  "Sheepskins,  whether  woolled 
or  not." 

(8)  That  the  heading  "Vessels,  boats  and  craft  of  all  kinds  (including 
floating  docks)  and  their  distinctive  component  parts"  in  the  list  of  goods 
the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than 
British  Possessions  and  Protectorates  should  be  deleted,  and  that  there  be 
substituted  therefor  the  words  "Vessels,  boats  and  craft  of  all  kinds;  float- 
ing docks  and  their  distinctive  component  parts."

And  whereas  the  said  regulations  have  been  amended  by  an  Order  in 
Council  dated  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1915; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  further  to  amend  the  said  regulations  in 
manner  hereinafter  appearing, — 

Now,  therefore.  His  Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
His  Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  following 
amendments  be  made  in  the  said  regulations  as  so  amended: — 

1.  The  following  regulation  shall  be  inserted  after  Regulation  14: — 
14a.  Where  the  Admiralty  are  of  opinion  that  in  view  of  the  public 

safety  or  the  defence  of  the  realm,  it  is  desirable  to  impose  restrictions  on 
persons  proceeding  to  or  from  ports  in  any  outlying  islands  forming  part 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Secretary  of  State  may  by  Order  direct  that 
persons  on  ships  entering  or  leaving  any  such  ports  specified  in  the  Order 
shall  be  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  may  be  so  specified,  including  such 
requirements  as  to  the  possession  of  permits  as  may  be  so  specified,  and  if 
any  person  fails  to  comply  with  any  such  directions  or  requirements  he 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regulations. 

2.  In  Regulation  41,  after  the  words  ''or  any  badge  supplied  or  author- 
ized by  the  Admiralty  or  Army  Council"  (inserted  therein  by  the  said 
Order  in  Council  of  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1915),  there  shall  be  inserted 
the  words  ''or  by  any  police  or  other  official  authority." 

3.  At  the  end  of  paragraph  (10)  of  Regulation  56  the  following  words 
shall  be  added: — 

"and  if  he  is  to  be  tried  by  a  civil  court  with  a  jury,  may  in  England 
and  Ireland  without  any  warrant  from  a  justice  of  the  peace  be  detained  in 
any  of  His  Majesty's  prisons  as  a  person  committed  for  trial  for  felony, 
until  thence  delivered  in  due  course  of  law,  and  an  order  to  that  effect  in 
the  form  set  out  in  Part  III  of  the  schedule  to  the.^e  regulations  shall,  if 
apphcation  is  made  for  the  purpose,  be  made  by  a  competent  naval  or 
military  authority." 

4.  There  shaJl  be  added  as  Part  III  to  the  schedule  to  the  said  regula- 
tions the  following  form: — 
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To  the  Governor  of  His  Majesty's  Prison  . 
at 

Whereas  it  has  been  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Defence  of 
the  Realm  (Consohdation)  Regulations,  1914,  Number  56,  that  A.B. 
suspected  of  having  conunitted  offences  against  the  said  regulations  and 
now  in  military  custody  shall  be  tried  by  a  civil  court  with  a  jury  instead 
of  by  a  court  martial. 

Now,  I,  the  undersigned,  being  the  competent  (naval  or)  military 
authority  within  the  meaning  of  the  said  regulations,  do  hereby  request 
and  require  you  to  receive  the  said  A.B.  into  His  Majesty's  prison  afore- 
said and  therein  to  detain  him  as  a^prisoner  committed  to  the  said  prison 
for  trial  for  felony,  and  produce  him,  as  and  when  required,  for  the  purpose 
of  his  said  trial  by  a  civil  court  with  a  jury,  and  until  he  be  delivered  from, 
your  custody  in  due  course  of  lav^.

11/ HERE  AS  by  the  Aliens  Restriction  (Consolidation)  Order,  1914, 
M  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  principal  Order),  His  Majesty  has  been 
pleased  to  impose  restrictions  upon  aliens  and  to  make  various  regulations 
for  carrying  those  restrictions  into  effect; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  principal  Order  in  manner 
hereinafter  appearing, — 

Now,  therefore.  His  Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
His  Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: — 

Requirements  as  to  passports,  etc.,  in  the  case  of  alien  passengers. 

1. — (1)  After  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen,  an  alien  coming  from,  or  intending  to  proceed  to,  any  place  out  of 
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the  United  Kingdom  as  a  passenger  shall  not,  without  the  special  permis- 
sion of  a  Secretary  of  State,  land  or  embark  at  any  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  unless  he  has  in  his  possession  a  passport  issued  to  him  not  more 
than  two  years  previously  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  government  of  the  country 
of  which  he  is  a  subject  or  a  citizen,  or  some  other  document  satisfactorily 
establishing  his  nationality  and  identity,  to  which  passport  or  document 
there  must  be  attached  a  photograph  of  the  alien  to  whom  it  relates. 

(2)  Where  any  such  special  permission  of  a  Secretary  of  State  has 
been  granted  subject  to  any  conditions,  and  the  person  to  whom  it  is  granted 
fails  to  comply  with  any  such  condition,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
a  contravention  of  the  principal  Order. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  article  the  expression  ^'passenger"  includes 
any  person  carried  on  a  ship  other  than  the  master  and  persons  employed 
in  the  working  or  service  of  the  ship. 

(4)  This  article  shall  have  effect  as  if  it  were  included  in  Part  I  of  the 
principal  Order,  and  that  Order  shall  have  effect  accordingly. 

Requirements  as  to  passports. 

2.  — (1)  After  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen,  an  alien  shall  not,  without  the  special  permission  of  the  registration 
officer,  enter  any  prohibited  area  unless  he  has  in  his  possession  a  passport 
issued  to  him  not  more  than  two  years  previously  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
government  of  the  country  of  which  he  is  a  subject  or  citizen,  or  some  other 
document  satisfactorily  establishing  his  nationality  and  identity,  to  which 
passport  or  document  there  must  be  attached  a  photograph  of  the  alien  to 
whom  it  relates : 

Provided  that  where  an  alien  is  at  the  date  of  this  Order  resident  in  a 
prohibited  area  this  provision  shall  not  prevent  him  entering  that  area  so 
long  as  his  residence  is  in  that  area. 

(2)  Where  any  such  special  permission  of  a  registration  officer  has  been 
granted  subject  to  any  conditions,  and  the  person  to  whom  it  is  granted 
fails  to  comply  with  any  such  condition,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
a  contravention  of  the  principal  Order. 

(3)  This  article  shall  have  effect  as  if  it  were  included  in  Part  II  of 
the  principal  Order,  and  that  order  shall  have  effect  accordingly. 

Registers  of  aliens  to  he  kept  by  hotelkeepers,  etc. 

3.  — (1)  After  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  keeper  of  every  hotel,  inn,  boa,rding-house 
and  lodging-house  to  ascertain  and  enter  in  a  register  kept  for  the  purpose 
the  names  and  nationality  of  all  persons  over  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
staying  at  the  hotel,  inn,  boarding-house  or  lodging-house,  who  are  aliens, 
together  with  the  dates  of  their  arrival  and  departure,  their  destinations  on 
departure,  and  such  other  particulars  as  may  be  prescribed  by  a  Secretary 
of  State,  and  if  the  keeper  of  an  hotel,  inn,  boarding-house,  or  lodging-house, 
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fails  to  do  so,  or  if  he  makes  any  entry  in  any  such  register  which  he  knows 
or  could  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence  have  ascertained  to  be  false, 
he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  contravention  of  the  principal  Order. 

(2)  The  keeper  of  every  hotel,  inn,  boarding-house,  or  lodging-house, 
shall  also,  if  directions  for  the  purpose  are  issued  by  a  Secretary  of  State, 
make  to  the  registration  officer  of  the  registration  district  in  which  the  hotel, 
inn,  boarding-house,  or  lodging-house,  is  situate,  such  returns  as  to  the 
particulars  aforesaid,  at  such  times  or  intervals,  and  in  such  form  as  may  be 
specified  in  such  directions,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  or  makes  any  false 
return,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  a  contravention  of  the  principal 
Order. 

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  stays  at  an  hotel,  inn, 
boarding-house,  or  lodging-house,  to  furnish  to  the  keeper  thereof  and  sign 
a  statement  containing  such  information  as  such  keeper  may  require  for 
the  purpose  of  compiling  such  register  as  aforesaid,  and  if  any  person  fails 
to  do  so,  or  gives  any  false  information,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of 
a  contravention  of  the  principal  Order. 

(4)  Every  register  kept  under  this  article  shall,  at  all  reasonable  hours, 
be  open  to  inspection  by  any  officer  of  police,  or  by  any  other  person 
authorized  by  a  Secretary  of  State. 

(5)  For  the  purposes  of  this  article  the  expression  ^'keeper  of  a  lodging- 
house"  shall  include  any  person  who  for  reward  receives  any  other  person 
to  lodge  with  him  or  in  his  house,  and  where  any  hotel,  inn,  boarding-house, 
or  lodging-house,  is  under  the  management  of  a  manager  the  expression 

keeper"  shall  in  relation  thereto  include  such  manager. 

(6)  This  article  shall  have  effect  as  if  it  were  included  in  Part  II  of  the 
principal  Order,  and  that  Order  shall  have  effect  accordingly.

to  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  of  Trade; 

And  whereas  by  a  Proclamation,  dated  the  3rd  day  of  February,  1915, 
and  made  under  section  8  of  The  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1879, 
and  section  one  of  The  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  and  section  one  of 
The  Customs  {Exportation  Prohibition)  Act,  191 4,  the  exportation  from  the 
United  Kingdom  of  certain  warlike  stores  was  prohibited ; 

And  whereas  b}^  Orders  of  Council,  dated  respectively  the  2nd  day  of 
March,  1915,  and  the  18th  day  of  March,  1915,  the  said  Proclamation  was 
amended  and  added  to  in  certain  particulars;

seal  oil,  shark  oil,  fish  oil  generally,  and  mixture  or  compounds  of  any  of 
the  foregoing." 

(3)  That  the  following  article  should  be  added  to  the  list  of  goods  the 
exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than 
British  Possessions  and  Protectorates: — 

Alunite. 

(4)  That  the  following  articles  should  be  added  to  the  list  of  goods 
the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  foreign  ports  in  Europe  and  on 
the  Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  other  than  those  of  France,  Russia 
(except  Baltic  Ports),  Spain  and  Portugal: — 

Anthracite. 

Lacs  of  all  kinds,  including  shellac,  gum  lac,  seed  lac,  stick  lac,  and 
other  forms  of  lac,  but  not  mcluding  lac  dye, —

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  request  Your  Royal  Highness  to  inform 
your  Ministers  that  a  notice  has  been  issued  by  the  Foreign  Office  under 
date  24th  April  in  the  following  terms: — 

His  Majesty's  Government  have  decided  to  declare  a  blockade  of  the 
coast  of  the  Cameroons  as  from  midnight  April  23rd-24th.  The  blockade 
will  extend  from  the  entrance  of  the  Akwayafe  River  to  Bimbia  Creek,  and 
from  the  Benge  mouth  of  the  Sanaga  River  to  Campo. 

Forty-eight  hours'  grace  from  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the 
blockade  will  be  given  for  the  departure  of  neutral  vessels  from  the  blockaded 
area."

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1 .  The  attention  of  importers  and  exporters  is  directed  to  the  provisions 
of  His  Majesty's  Proclamation  dated  the  9th  September,  1914,  relating  to 
trading  with  the  enemy.  By  paragraph  5  (7)  of  this  proclamation  all 
persons  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being  in  His  Majesty's  Dominions 
are  warned  not  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the  use  or  benefit 
of,  or  obtain  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy  any  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise;  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the  use  or  benefit 
of,  or  obtain  from  any  person  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  for  or  by 
way  of  transmission  to  or  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy;  nor  directly 
or  indirectly  to  trade  in  or  carry  any  goods,wares,  or  merchandise  destined  for 
or  coming  from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy."     It  is  further  provided 
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by  paragraph  3  that  the  expression  ''enemy"  in  the  proclamation  means 
''  any  person  or  body  of  persons  of  whatever  nationahty  resident  or  carrying 
on  business  in  the  enemy  country,  but  does  not  include  persons  of  enemy 
nationality  who  are  neither  resident  nor  carrying  on  business  in  the  enemy 
country.  In  the  case  of  incorporated  bodies,  enemy  character  attaches 
only  to  those  incorporated  in  an  enemy  country."  By  the  proclamation 
of  16th  February,  1915,  the  prohibitions  in  the  above-mentioned  procla- 
mation of  9th  September,  1914,  are  extended  so  as  to  apply  to  territory 
in  the  effective  military  occupation  of  an  enemy  as  they  apply  to  an  enemy 
country. 

2.  It  is  hereby  notified  that  with  a  view  to  preventing  breaches  of  this 
proclamation,  importers  may  be  required  to  produce  certificates  of  origin 
issued  by  His  Majesty's  consular  officers,  and  exporters  to  make  declarations 
of  the  ultimate  destination  of  their  goods. 

3.  Declarations  of  the  ultimate  destination  of  goods  exported  to  any 
foreign  place  in  Europe  or  on  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  with  the  exception  of 
those  situated  in  Russia  and  France,  are  now,  in  view  of  the  provisions  of 
section  5  (1)  of  the  Customs  (War  Powers)  Act,  1915,  required  to  be  made 
to  the  collectors  or  other  proper  officers  of  Customs  and  Excise,  in  accordance 
with  the  Customs  Order  issued  under  section  139  of  The  Customs  Con- 
solidation Act,  1876,  as  extended  by  section  2  of  The  Customs  (War  Powers) 
Act.  The  statutory  declarations  hitherto  made  before  justices  of  the  peace 
or  commissioners  of  oaths  will  no  longer  be  required. 

4.  For  the  present  certificates  of  origin  will  not  be  required  in  respect 
of  imports  of  the  bona  fide  personal  and  household  effects  of  persons  entering 
this  country,  of  foodstuffs,  of  timber  of  any  kind  (including  pit-props), 
strawboard,  mechanical  wood  pulp,  cut  flowers,  fiax  or  flax  seed,  iron  ore, 
granite,  granite  sets  for  paving,  paving  stones,  kerbstone,  slatestone,  cod 
liver  oil,  ice,  marble,  alabaster,  sienna  earth,  tar,  carbide  of  calcium  or 
cyanamide  of  calcium,  or  in  respect  of  any  imports  from  places  other  than 
those  situated  in  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Holland,  Switzerland,  and 
Italy,  or  in  respect  of  goods  imported  from  an  allied  country  by  way  of  a 
neutral  country  on  a  through  bill  of  lading  or  by  through  postal  parcel,  or 
in  respect  of  goods  of  enemy  origin  imported  under  license.  The  certificates 
referred  to  must  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  schedule  hereto. 

5.  Any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  imported  from  the  above- 
mentioned  foreign  places,  except  as  provided  in  paragraph  4,  unaccompanied 
by  certificates  of  origin  will  be  detained  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  until  the  requisite  certificates  are  produced.  The  commissioners 
are,  however,  authorized  in  such  cases,  and  at  their  discretion,  to  allow 
delivery  of  the  goods  on  the  security  of  a  deposit  or  of  a  bond  to  the  amount 
of  three  times  the  value  of  the  goods  with  a  view  to  the  production  of  the 
necessary  certificates  within  a  prescribed  period,  provided  that  they 
see  no  reason  for  suspecting  that  the  goods  emanate  from  enemy  territory. 

6.  This  notice  will  take  effect  as  from  the  3rd  May,  1915.

Regulations,  1914),  under  The  Defence  of  the  Realm  Consolidation  Act,  1914, 
for  securing  the  public  safety  and  the  defence  of  the  Realm; 

And,  whereas,  the  said  Act  has  been  amended  by  The  Defence  of  the 
Realm  (Amendment)  Act,  1915,  and  The  Defence  of  the  Realm  {Amendment) 
No.  2  Act,  1915; 

And,  whereas,  the  said  regulations  have  been  amended  by  Orders  in 
Council,  dated  the  twenty-third  day  of  March,  and  the  thirteenth  day  of 
April,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen; 

And,  whereas,  it  is  expedient  further  to  amend  the  said  regulations 
in  manner  hereinafter  appearing, — 

Now,  therefore.  His  Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His 
Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  following  amend- 
ments be  made  in  the  said  regulations: — 

After  regulation  8a  the  following  regulation  shall  be  inserted : — 

''8b.  The  occupier  of  a  factory  or  workshop  the  business  carried  on 
in  which  consists  wholly  or  mainly  in  engineering,  shipbuilding,  or  the 
production  of  arms,  ammunition,  or  explosives,  or  of  substances  required 
for  the  production  thereof,  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  person  on  behalf  of  the 
occupier  of  such  a  factory  or  workshop,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
canvassing,  advertisement  or  otherwise,  take  any  steps  with  a  view  to 
inducing — 

(a)  any  person  employed  in  any  other  factory  or  workshop,  being  a 
person  engaged  on  work  for  any  Government  department  or  otherwise 
serving  war  purposes,  to  leave  his  employment;  or 

(6)  any  person  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom  at  a  distance  of  more 
than  ten  miles  from  the  occupier's  factory  or  workshop,  to  accept  em- 
ployment therein,  otherwise  than  by  notifying  vacancies  to  a  Board  of 
Trade  Labour  Exchange; 
and  in  the  event  of  any  person  contravening  the  provisions  of  this  regulation 
he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regulations.

And  whereas  His  Majesty  holds  it  to  be  His  prerogative  duty  as  well 
as  His  prerogative  right  to  take  all  steps  necessary  for  the  defence  and 
protection  of  the  Realm; 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  His  Majesty  that  it  is 
essential  to  the  Defence  and  Protection  of  the  Realm  that  in  the  exercise 
of  His  prerogatives  as  aforesaid  He  should  cause  the  whole  of  the  insulated 
spaces  in  the  British  steamships  usually  engaged  in  trading  between  any 
port  or  ports  in  the  Argentine  Republic  or  the  Republic  of  Uruguay,  and 
any  port  or  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
being  British  steamships  owned  by  the  several  Companies  or  Corporations 
named  in  the  First  Schedule  hereto,  or  British  steamships  of  which  the 
individuals  named  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereto  are  the  managing  owners 
or  joint  managing  owners,  to  be  requisitioned  for  the  carriage  of  refrigerated 
produce  from  any  port  or  ports  in  the  Argentine  Republic  or  in  the  Republic 
of  Uruguay, — 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His 
Privy  Council,  and  in  the  exercise  of  His  prerogatives  as  aforesaid  and  of  all 
other  powers  Him  thereunto  enabling,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered, 
that  the  whole  of  the  insulated  spaces  in  the  aforesaid  British  steamships 
usually  engaged  in  trading  between  any  port  or  ports  in  the  Argentine 
Republic  or  in  the  Republic  of  Uruguay,  respectively,  and  any  port  or 
ports  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  the  Continent  of  Europe,  shall  be,  and 
is  hereby,  until  further  ordered,  requisitioned  by  and  on  behalf  of  His 
Majesty  for  the  carriage  of  such  produce  from  any  port  or  ports  in  the 
Argentine  Republic  or  in  the  Republic  of  Uruguay; 

And  His  Majesty  is  further  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  aforesaid, 
to  authorize  and  direct  any  one  of  His  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  or  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  to  give  effect  to  this  Order  in  the  following 
way,  that  is  to  say: — By  causing  to  be  served  notice  of  requisition  on  the 
owner,  managing  owner,  or  joint  managing  owners,  and  charterer  (if  any) 
of  any  such  steamship,  and  if  the  insulated  space  therein  be  owned 
separately  from  any  such  steamship  then  on  the  owner  of  such  insulated 
space  in  addition; 
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And  H^'s  Majesty  is  further  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  aforesaid, 
to  declare  that  the  service  of  notice  of  requisition  on  an  owner  of  any  such 
steamship,  or  insulated  space  therein,  or  on  the  managing  owner  or  joint 
managing  owners  of  any  such  steamship,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  and 
effective  if  served,  in  the  case  of  an  individual  owner  or  managing  owner,  by 
being  addressed  to  such  individual  owner  or  managing  owner,  and  left  at 
his  registered  address,  or  last-known  place  of  business  or  abode,  and  in  the 
case  of  joint  owners  or  joint  managing  owners  by  being  addressed  to  such 
joint  owners  or  joint  managing  owners,  and  left  at  the  registered  address, 
or  last-known  business  addresses  or  places  of  abode  of  such  joint  owners  or 
joint  managing  owners,  and  in  the  case  of  a  company  or  corporation  by 
being  addressed  to  such  company  or  corporation  and  left  at  the  registered 
or  other  address  of  such  company  or  corporation,  or  in  the  case  of  an  owner 
or  owners  (whether  individuals,  companies  or  corporations)  of  a  steamship, 
by  being  addressed  to  the  managing  owner  ship's  husband,  or  other 
person  to  whom  the  management  of  the  ship  is  by  law  entrusted  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  owner  or  owners,  at  the  registered  or  other  last-known  address 
or  place  of  abode  of  such  managing  owner  ship's  husband,  or  other  such 
person  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  service  of  notice  of  requisition  on  the 
charterer  (if  any)  of  any  such  steamship  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  and 
effective  if  effected  as  regards  such  charterer  in  manner  similar  to  that 
prescribed  for  service  on  an  owner; 

And  His  Majesty  is  further  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  aforesaid, 
to  declare  that  any  notice  of  requisition  which  a  Secretary  of  State  or  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  may  respectively  cause  to  be  served  here- 
under may  be  signed  by  any  person  from  time  to  time  authorized  for  such 
purpose  either  generally  or  specially  by  any  such  Secretary  of  State  or 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  as  the  case  may  be.

And  whereas  by  sections  2  and  3  of  the  said  Act  provision  is 
made  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  ballot  papers  to  persons  serving 
in  the  military  forces  of  Canada  in  the  present  war  and  for  the  marking 
thereof  by  such  persons,  and  the  return  thereof  by  officers  serving  in  the 
said  forces  to  the  returning  officer  of  the  electoral  district  in  Canada 
wherein  an  election  is  to  be  held,  and  for  counting  and  recording  such 
ballot  papers  and  otherwise  dealing  with  them  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  ballot  papers  used  at  such  election,  and  generally  for  the'  duties  to 
be  performed  by  officers  of  the  military  forces  of  Canada  in  connection 
with  such  distribution,  marking  and  return  of  bailot  papers  as  aforesaid; 

And  whereas,  by  section  4  of  the  said  Act,  it  is  provided  that  sections 
2  and  3  of  the  Act  shall  not  come  into  force  until  a  Proclamation  by 
His  Majest}^  the  King  in  Council  declaring  them  to  be  in  force,  shall  be 
published  in  the  Canada  Gazette; 

And  v/hereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  such  Proclamation  as  aforesaid, — • 
Now,  therefore,  We  are  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy 
Council,  to  proclaim,  and  do  hereby  proclaim,  that  sections  2  and  3  of 
the  above  recited  Act  are  in  force.

Orders. 

1.  It  is  the  King's  wish  that  no  subject  of  His  Majesty  in  the  service 
of  the  CrowTL  shall  accept  and  v\^ear  the  insignia  of  any  foreign  Order  with- 
out having  previously  obtained  His  Majesty's  permission  to  do  so,  signified 
either : 

(a)  By  warrant  under  the  Royal  Sign- Manual,  or 
(6)  By  private  permission  conveyed  through  His  Majesty's  Private 
Secretary. 

2.  Permission  given  by  warrant  under  the  Royal  Sign-Manual  will 
enable  the  insignia  of  the  Foreign  Order  to  be  worn  at  all  times  and  without 
any  restriction. 

Private  permission  will  only  enable  the  insignia  to  be  worn  on  the 
occasions  specified  in  the  terms  of  the  letter  from  the  King's  Private 
Secretary  conveying  the  Royal  sanction. 

3.  Full  and  unrestricted  permission  by  warrant  under  the  Royal 
Sign-Manual  is  contemplated  in  the  following  cases: — 

For  a  decoration  conferred — 

On  an  officer  in  His  Majesty's  Naval  or  Military  Forces  lent  to  a  For- 
eign Government;  on  an  officer  in  His  Majesty's  Naval  or  Military  Forces 
attached  by  his  Government  to  a  Foreign  Navy  or  Army  during  hostilities ; 
or  on  any  British  official  lent  to  a  Foreign  Government  and  not  in  receipt 
of  any  emoluments  from  British  public  funds  during  the  period  of  such 
loan. 

4.  Private  or  restricted  permission  is  contemplated  for  decorations 
which  have  been  conferred  in  recognition  of  personal  attention  to  the 
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head  of  a  Foreign  State,  and  which  are  therefore  of  a  more  or  less  compli- 
mentary character,  and  will,  as  a  rule,  only  be  given  on  exceptional  occasions 
when  in  the  public  interest  and  for  political  reasons  it  is  deemed  expedient 
that  the  acceptance  of  a  foreign  decoration  should  not  be  declined.  Private 
permission  will  generally  be  given  in  the  following  cases: — 
For  a  decoration  conferred — 

(1)  On  British  ambassadors  or  ministers  abroad  when  the  King 
pays  a  State  visit  to  the  country  to  which  they  are  accredited; 

Note. — A  State  visit  is  defined  as  one  on  which  the  King  is  accom- 
panied by  a  minister  or  high  official  in  attendance.) 

(2)  On  members  of  deputations  of  British  regiments  to  foreign  heads 
of  States; 

(3)  On  members  of  special  missions  when  the  King  is  represented  at  a 
foreign  coronation,  wedding  or  funeral ;  or  on  any  diplomatic  representative 
when  especially  accredited  to  represent  His  Majesty  on  such  occasions; 
and  such  members  of  his  staff  who  actually  attend  the  ceremonies  in  their 
official  capacity; 

(4)  On  naval  and  military  attaches  only  after  completion  of  five 
years'  service  at  the  post  to  which  they  are  appointed  in  that  capacity. 

5.  Private  or  restricted  permission  will  not  be  given  to — 

(1)  British  ambassadors  or  ministers  abroad  when  leaving; 

(2)  Members  of  British  missions  announcing  the  accession  of  a 
Sovereign; 

(3)  British  officers  attending  foreign  manoeuvres; 

(4)  Naval  officers  of  British  squadrons  visiting  foreign  waters. 

6.  The  desire  of  the  head  of  a  Foreign  State  to  confer  upon  a  British 
subject  in  the  service  of  the  Crown  the  insignia  of  an  order  must  be  notified 
to  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  either 
through  the  British  diplomatic  representative  accredited  to  the  head  of 
the  Foreign  State,  or  through  his  Diplomatic  representative  at  the  Court 
of  St.  James. 

7.  When  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs 
shall  have  taken  the  King's  pleasure  on  any  such  application,  and  shall 
have  obtained  His  Majesty's  permission  for  the  person  in  whose  favour 
it  has  been  made  to  wear  the  insignia  of  a  Foreign  Order,  he  shall  signify 
the  same  to  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department,  in  order  that  he  may  cause  a  Warrant,  if  it  be  a  case  for  the 
issue  of  a  warrant  as  defined  in  Rule  2,  to  be  prepared  for  the  Royal  Sign- 
Manual. 

When  such  warrant  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  King,  a  notification 
thereof  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Gazette,  stating  the  service  for  which  the 
Foreign  Order  has  been  conferred. 

Persons  in  whose  favour  such  warrants  are  issued  will  be  required  to 
pay  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department 
a  stamp  duty  of  10s. 

8.  The  warrant  signifying  His  Majesty's  permission  may,  at  the 
request  and  at  the  expense  of  the  person  who  has  obtained  it,  be  registered 
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in  the  College  of  Arms.  Every  such  warrant  as  aforesaid  shall  contain 
a  clause  providing  that  His  Majesty's  license  and  permission  does  not 
authorize  the  assumption  of  any  style,  appellation,  rank,  precedence,  or 
privilege  appertaining  to  a  Knight  Bachelor  of  His  Majesty's  Realms. 

9.  When  a  British  subject  in  the  service  of  the  Crown  has  received 
the  Royal  permission,  full  or  private,  to  accept  and  wear  the  decoration 
of  a  Foreign  Order  he  will  not  be  allowed  to  accept  and  wear  the  Decoration 
of  a  higher  class  of  the  same  Order  without  His  Majesty's  approval,  which 
will  only  be  given  if  the  higher  honour  is  being  conferred  in  circumstances 
contemplated  by  these  regulations. 

Medals, 

10.  Medals  which  constitute  a  particular  class  of  a  Foreign  Order 
are  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  regulations  in  the  same  manner  as  higher 
grades  of  the  Order,  except  that  permission  to  wear  will  be  given  by  letter  and 
not  by  Royal  warrant. 

11.  The  King's  unrestricted  permission  to  accept  and  wear  a  Foreign 
medal  will  only  be  given  in  the  case  of  a  Foreign  medal  conferred  by 
the  head  or  Government  of  a  Foreign  State  for  saving  or  attempting  to 
save  life  at  sea  or  on  land. 

12.  The  King's  unrestricted  permission  to  accept  and  wear  a  Foreign 
War  Medal  will  only  be  given  to  (1)  officers  of  His  Majesty's  Military  or 
Naval  Forces  if  serving  with  a  Foreign  Army  or  Navy  with  His  Majesty's 
license,  and  (2)  military  or  naval  attaches,  or  other  officers  officially 
attached  to  Foreign  Armies  or  Navies  during  hostilities. 

13.  In  exceptional  cases,  when  for  special  reasons  it  is  deemed 
expedient  that  the  acceptance  of  the  medal  should  not  be  declined,  His 
Majesty  will  grant  restricted  permission.  Such  cases  will  be  judged  on 
their  merits,  and  the  circumstances  in  which  the  medal  may  be  worn  will  be 
specified  in  the  letter  conveying  His  Majesty's  permission. 

14.  The  term  ''person  in  the  service  of  the  Crown"  includes  persons 
in  receipt  of  a  salary  or  pension  from  public  funds,  or  holding  a  Royal 
Commission  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions,  protectorates,  or 
possessions. 

15.  Ladies  are  subject  to  the  regulations  in  all  respects  in  the  same 
manner  as  men.

B. 

Regulations  respecting   Foreign  Orders  and  Medals  applicable 
TO  Persons  NOT  in  the  service  of  the  Crown. 

Orders. 

1.  It  is  the  King's  wish  that  no  subject  of  His  Majesty  shall  wear 
the  inslignia  of  any  Foreign  Order  without  having  previously  obtained 
His  Majesty's  permission  to  do  so,  signified  either: 
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(a)  By  warrant  under  the  Royal  Sign-Manual,  or 
ih)  By  private  permission  conveyed  through  His  Majesty's  Private 
Secretary. 

2.  Permission  given  by  Warrant  under  the  Royal  Sign-Manual  will 
enable  the  insignia  of  the  Foreign  Order  to  be  worn  at  all  times  and  without 
any  restriction. 

Private  permission  will  only  enable  the  insignia  to  be  worn  on  the 
occasions  specified  in  the  terms  of  the  letter  from  the  King's  Private  Secre- 
tary conve^dng  the  Royal  sanction. 

3.  The  full  and  unrestricted  permission  by  warrant  under  the  Royal 
Sign-Manual  is  designed  to  meet  cases  where  the  decoration  may  be  said 
to  have  been  earned  by  some  valuable  service  rendered  to  the  head  of  the 
State  conferring  it,  or  to  the  State  itself.  Application  will  be  made  to 
His  Majesty  for  full  permission  by  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs  on  behalf  of  any  person  who,  not  being  at  the  time 
in  the  service  of  the  Crown,  is  either  in  the  salaried  employment  of  a  For- 
eign State  or  has  rendered  valuable  services  within  the  period  of  two  years 
immediately  preceding  the  notification  of  the  decoration  to  His  Majesty^s 
Government  as  prescribed  under  Rule  5. 

The  expression  ''valuable  services"  must  be  construed  as  meaning  some 
service  rendered  to  a  foreign  head  of  State  or  Governmxent  specifically, 
and  must  be  indisputably  valuable  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word.  Though 
such  services  need  not  necessarily  be  gratuitous  as  in  the  case  of  a  persoQ 
actually  in  the  employ  of  a  Foreign  Government,  they  must  be  unconnected 
with  any  transaction  of  a  commercial  or  financial  character  brought  about 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  business.  The  term  'Valuable  services"  does 
not  therefore,  as  a  general  rule  apply  to  services  connected  with  the  ful- 
filment of  Government  or  municipal  contracts,  the  financing  of  Govern- 
ment or  municipal  loans.  It  also  does  not  include  Red  Cross  Services, 
presentation  of  objects  of  value  to  public  museums  and  institutions, 
pecuniary  donations  or  endowments,  personal  performances,  services  in 
connection  with  exhibitions  and  industrial  congresses,  services  in  the  domain 
of  art,  literature,  science,  education,  and  agriculture,  services  rendered  by 
British  subjects  in  the  capacity  of  honorary  foreign  consular  officers. 

4.  Private  or  restricted  permission  is  contemplated  for  decorations 
which  have  been  conferred  in  recognition  of  personal  attention  to  the  head 
of  a  Foreign  State  or  member  of  a  Reigning  House,  and  which  are  therefore 
of  a  more  or  less  complimentar}^  character.  Private  permission  is  as  a 
rule  only  given  on  exceptional  occasions,  when  in  the  public  interest  and 
for  political  reasons  it  is  deemed  expedient  that  the  acceptance  of  a  For- 
eign decoration  should  not  be  declined. 

5.  Both  in  the  case  of  full  and  in  that  of  private  permission  the  matter 
will  be  submitted  to  the  King  by  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs. 

The  desire  of  the  head  of  a  Foreign  State  to  confer  upon  a  British 
subject  the  insignia  of  an  Order,  or  the  fact  that  he  has  done  so,  must  be 
notified  to  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs 
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either  through  the  British  Diplomatic  Representative  accredited  to  the 
head  of  the  Foreign  State,  or  through  the  Diplomatic  Representative  of 
the  latter  at  the  Court  of  St.  James.  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  consider  claims 
that  are  not  brought  to  his  notice  through  one  of  these  channels. 

6.  When  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  shall  have  taken  the  King's  pleasure  on  any  such  application,  and 
shall  have  obtained  His  Majesty's  permission  for  the  person  in  whose 
favour  it  has  been  made  to  wear  the  insignia  of  a  Foreign  Order,  he  shall 
signify  the  same  to  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department,  in  order  that  he  may  cause  a  warrant,  if  it  be  a  case  for  the 
issue  of  a  warrant  as  defined  in  Rule  2,  to  be  prepared  for  the  Royal  Sign- 
Manual. 

When  such  warrant  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  King,  a  notification 
thereof  shall  be  mserted  in  the  Gazette^  stating  the  service  for  which  the 
Foreign  Order  has  been  conferred. 

Persons  in  whose  favour  such  warrants  are  issued  will  be  required 
to  pay  to  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Depart- 
ment a  stamp  duty  of  10s. 

7.  The  warrant  signifying  His  Majesty's  permission  may,  at  the 
request  and  at  the  expense  of  the  person  who  has  obtained  it,  be  registered 
in  the  College  of  Arm_s.  Every  such  warrant  as  aforesaid  shall  contain 
a  clause  providing  that  His  Majesty's  license  and  permission  does  not 
authorize  the  assumption  of  any  style,  appellation,  rank,  precedence,  or 
privilege  appertaining  to  a  Knight  Bachelor  of  His  Majestj^'s  Realms. 

8.  When  a  British  subject  has  received  the  Royal  permission,  full  or 
private,  to  accept  and  wear  the  decoration  of  a  Foreign  Order,  he  will  not 
be  allowed  to  accept  the  decoration  of  a  higher  class  of  the  same  Order 
without  His  Majesty's  approval.  His  Majesty  will  in  such  cases  grant 
permission  only  if  the  promotion  in  the  Order  is  conferred  for  fresh  services 
which  come  within  these  regulations. 

9.  These  regulations  apply  only  to  Orders  of  Chivalry.  Decorations 
conferred  by  private  societies  and  decorations  of  a  purely  academic  nature, 
and  all  decorations  not  being  Orders  of  Chivalry,  may  be  accepted  without 
His  Majesty's  permission,  but  must  not  be  worn. 

Exception  is  made  in  the  case  of  a  few  Foreign  Orders,  which,  though 
not  in  strictness  Orders  of  Chivalry,  yet  are  of  such  a  high  distinction  that, 
for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  they  are  to  be  considered  and  treated 
as  Orders  of  Chivalry. 

10.  Ladies  are  subject  to  the  regulations  in  all  respects  in  the  same 
manner  as  men. 

Medals. 

11.  Medals  which  constitute  a  particular  class  of  a  Foreign  Order  are 
subject  in  all  respects  to  the  regulations  in  the  same  manner  as  higher 
grades  of  the  Order,  except  that  permission  to  wear  will  be  given  by  letter 
and  not  by  Royal  vv arrant. 
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12.  Medals  for  saving  or  attempting  to  save  life  at  sea  or  on  land 
conferred  on  behalf  of  the  head  or  Government  of  a  Foreign  State  may  be 
accepted  without  His  Majesty's  special  permission,  and  may  be  worn  at 
Court. 

13.  Medals  conferred  by  private  societies  or  institutions  and  Com- 
memorative Medals  may  be  accepted  without  permission,  but  none  of 
these  medals  can  be  worn. 

14.  The  King's  permission  must  be  obtained  for  any  other  medal  to 
be  worn.  No  permission  is  needed  to  accept  a  foreign  medal  if  it  is  not 
intended  to  be  worn. 

15.  His  Majesty  will  not  grant  permission  to  wear  any  foreign  war 
medal  if  the  person  on  whom  it  is  to  be  or  has  been  conferred  was  during 
the  war  acting  in  contravention  of  The  Foreign  Enlistment  Act.

Guatemala  Extradition  Order  in  Council,  1914-    (Amendment  of  Article  10 

of  Treaty  of  July  4,  1885), 

AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE,  THE  1st  DAY  OF 

SEPTEMBER,  1914. 


WHEREAS  by  the  Extradition  Acts,  1870  to  1906,  it  was  amongst 
» »  other  things  enacted  that,  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  any  Foreign  State  with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such  State  of 
any  fugitive  criminals,  His  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that 
the  said  Acts  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  such  Foreign  State;  and  that  His 
Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  order,  limit  the  operation  of 
the  order,  and  restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected 
of  being  in  the  part  of  His  Majesty's  dominions  specified  in  the  order,  and 
render  the  operation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and 
qualifications  as  may  be  deemed  expedient; 

And  whereas  a  treaty  was  concluded  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1885, 
between  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria  and  the  President  of  the  Republic 
of  Guatemala  for  the  mutual  extradition  of  fugitive  criminals,  in  the  case 
of  which  treaty  the  Extradition  Acts  of  1870  and  1873  were  applied  by 
Order  in  Council  of  the  26th  November,  1886; 

And  whereas  a  Protocol  was  concluded  on  the  30th  day  of  May,  1914, 
between  the  British  and  Guatemalan  Governments  amending  the  pro- 
visions of  article  10  of  the  said  treaty,  which  protocol  is  in  the  terms 
following : — 

Additional  Protocol  to  the  Treaty  of  Extradition  between  Great  Britain  and 

Guatemala. 

The  Government  of  His  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  Government  of  the 
Republic  of  Guatemala,  being  desirous  of  rendering  more  efficacious  the 
provisions  of  article  10  of  the  Treaty  of  Extradition  between  Great  Britain 
and  Guatemala  of  the  4th  July,  1885,  the  undersigned,  duly  authorized 
to  that  effect  by  their  respective  Governments  have  agreed  as  follows : —

Article  1.

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In  witness  whereof  the  undersigned  have  signed  the  present  Protocol 
and  have  affixed  thereto  their  seals.

ROYAL    WARRANT    INSTITUTING    A    NEW    DECORATION,    ENTITLED    "  THE 

MILITARY  CROSS." 

GEORGE  R.  I. 

George  the  Fifth  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas, 
King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  Emperor  of  India, — To  all  to  whom  these 
Presents  shall  come, — Greeting: 

WHEREAS  We  have  taken  into  Our  Royal  consideration  the  distinguished 
services  in  time  of  war  of  officers  of  certain  ranks  in  Our  Army;  and 
whfereas  We  are  desirous  of  signifying  Our  appreciation  of  such  services  by 
a  mark  of  Our  Royal  favour,  We  do  by  these  presents  for  Us,  Our  heirs 
and  successors,  institute  and  create  a  Cross  to  be  awarded  to  officers  whose 
distinguished  and  meritorious  services  have  been  brought  to  Our  notice. 
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Firstly:  It  is  ordained  that  the  Cross  shall  be  designated  ''The 
Military  Cross." 

Secondly:  It  is  ordained  that  the  Military  Cross  shall  consist  of  a 
<;ross  of  silver,  having  on  each  arm  Our  Imperial  Crown,  and  bearing  in  the 
centre  the  letters  G.  R.  I. 

Thirdly :  It  is  ordained  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  this  decora- 
tion, nor  be  nominated  thereto,  miless  he  is  a  captain,  a  commissioned 
ofhcer  of  a  lower  grade,  or  a  warrant  officer  in  Om'  Army,  or  Our  Indian 
or  Colonial  Military  Forces,  and  that  the  Military  Cross  shall  be  awarded 
only  to  officers  of  the  above  ranks  on  a  recommendation  to  Us  by  Our 
principal  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

Fourthly:  It  is  ordained  that  Foreign  officers  of  an  equivalent  rank 
to  those  above  mentioned,  who  have  been  associated  in  military  operations 
with  Our  Army,  or  Our  Indian  or  Colonial  Military  Forces  shall  be  eligible 
for  the  honorary  award  of  the  Military  Cross. 

Fifthly :  It  is  ordained  that  the  names  of  those  upon  whom  We  may  be 
pleased  to  confer  this  decoration  shall  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
and  that  a  register  thereof  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  Our  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  War. 

Sixthly:  It  is  ordained  that  the  Military  Cross  shall  be  worn  im- 
mediately after  all  orders  and  before  all  decorations  and  medals  (the 
Victoria  Cross  alone  excepted)  and  shall  be  worn  on  the  left  breast  pendent 
from  a  riband  of  one  inch  and  three-eighths  in  width,  which  shall  be  in 
colour  white  with  a  purple  stripe. 

Seventhly:  It  is  ordained  that  the  Military  Cross  shall  not  confer  any 
individual  precedence,  and  shall  not  entitle  the  recipient  to  any  addition 
after  his  name  as  part  of  his  description  or  title. 

Eighthly:  It  is  ordained  that  any  person  whom  by  an  especial  warrant 
under  Our  Royal  Sign  Manual  We  declare  to  have  forfeited  the  Military 
Cross  shall  return  the  said  decoration  to  the  office  of  Our  Principal  Secretary 
of  State  for  War  and  that  his  nam^e  shall  be  erased  from  the  register  of 
those  upon  whom  the  said  decoration  shall  have  been  conferred. 

Lastly :  We  reserve  to  Ourself ,  Our  heirs  and  successors  full  power  of 
annulling,  altering,  abrogathig,  augmenting,  interpreting,  or  dispensing 
with  these  regulations,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  a  notification  under  Our 
Royal  Sign  Manual.

HIS  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  The  War  Measures  Act,  1914, 
is  pleased  to  make  and  doth  hereby  make  the  following  orders  and  regula- 
tions for  prevention  of  the  use  or  possession  of  firearms,  ammunition, 
dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous  explosive,  within  Canada  by 
alien  enemies: — 

1.  The  possession  of  firearms,  or  any  ammunition  therefor,  or  of  any 
dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous  explosive,  within  Canada  by  any 
alien  enemy,  is  prohibited. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  person  within  Canada  having  in 
his  possession  or  upon  his  premises  any  firearms  or  any  ammunition 
therefor,  or  any  dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous  explosive,  within 
ten  days  from  the  publication  of  this  ordinance  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  to 
cause  such  firearms,  ammunition,  dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous 
explosive,  to  be  delivered  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  or  near  the 
locality  where  such  firearms,  ammunition,  dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other 
dangerous  explosive  are  so  had  in  possession  or  to  an  officer  or  constable  of 
the  Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police. 

3.  Any  justice  of  the  peace  or  any  such  officer  or  constable  receiving 
any  such  firearms,  ammunition,  dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous 
explosive,  shall  give  to  the  person  delivering  the  same  a  receipt  therefor, 
and  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Dominion  Police  or 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police,  under  whose 
direction  the  property  so  delivered  shall  be  retained  or  otherwise  disposed 
of. 

4.  If  any  alien  enemy  within  Canada  is  reasonably  suspected  to  have  in 
his  possession  or  upon  his  premises  any  firearms,  or  ammunition  therefor, 
dynamite,  gunpowder,  or  other  dangerous  explosive,  he  may  be  searched, 
or  his  premises,  or  any  place  occupied  or  believed  to  be  occupied  by  him, 
may  be  searched  by  any  peace  officer  or  by  any  officer  or  constable  of  the 
Royal  Northwest  Mounted  Police  without  warrant,  and  if  any  firearms, 
ammunition,  dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous  explosive  be  found 
upon  the  person  or  premises  of  any  such  alien  enemy,  or  in  any  such  place 
as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  seized,  and  if  such  search  and  seizure  shall 
have  taken  place  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  ten  days  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  the  property  so  seized  may  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  and  the 
person  upon  whom  or  upon  whose  premises,  or  in  whose  possession  any 
such  firearms,  anununition,  dynamite,  gunpowder  or  other  dangerous 
explosive  are  found  shall  further  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  three 
months. 
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5.  It  shall  be  an  offence  for  any  person  to  give,  sell,  hire,  lease  or 
transfer  possession  of  any  firearms,  ammunition,  dynamite,  gunpowder  or 
other  dangerous  explosive  to  any  alien  enemy,  and  any  person  guilty  of 
any  such  offence  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  one  month. 

6.  Any  offence  declared  and  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  imposed  or 
authorized  by  this  ordinance  may  be  prosecuted,  recovered  or  enforced  by 
summary  proceedings  and  conviction  under  the  provisions  of  Part  XV  of 
the  Criminal  Code. 

7.  If  any  question  arises  under  this  ordinance,  or  in  any  proceeding 
instituted  thereunder,  or  with  reference  to  anything  done  or  proposed  to 
be  done  under  the  authority  thereof,  as  to  whether  any  person  is  an  alien 
eaemy  the  onus  of  proving  that  any  person  so  suspected  or  charged  is  not  an 
alien  enemy  shall  lie  upon  the  accused  in  such  proceeding.

HIS  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  under  and  in  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  The  War  Measures  Act,  1914,  is 
pleased  to  make  and  doth  hereby  make  the  following  orders  and  regulations 
for  the  prevention  of  the  giving  out  of  information  calculated  to  be  or  that 
might  be  directly  or  indirectly  useful  to  the  enemy  an^d  for  the  prevention 
of  espionage  and  generally  for  the  security  of  the  forces  of  His  Majesty  in 
Canada  and  the  welfare  of  the  people  in  Canada. 

1.  No  person  shall  without  lawful  authority  publish  or  communicate 
any  information  with  respect  to  the  movement  or  disposition  of  any  of  the 
forces,  ships,  or  war  materials  of  His  Majesty,  or  of  any  of  His  Majesty's 
allies,  or  with  respect  to  the  plans  of  any  naval  or  military  operations  by 
any  such  forces  or  ships,  or  with  respect  to  any  works  or  measures  under- 
taken for  or  connected  with  the  fortification  or  defence  of  any  place,  if  the 
information  is  such  as  is  calculated  to  be  or  might  be  directly  or  indirectly 
useful  to  the  enemy. 

2.  No  person  shall  without  the  permission  of  the  competent  naval  or 
military  authority  make  any  photograph,  sketch,  plan,  model,  or  other 
representation  of  any  naval  or  military  work,  or  of  any  dock  or  harbour, 
work  in  or  in  connection  with  a  defended  harbour,  and  no  person  in  the 
vicinity  of  any  such  work  shall  without  such  permission  have  in  his  posses- 
sion any  photographic  or  other  apparatus  or  other  material  or  thing  suitable 
for  use  in  m.aking  any  such  representation. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  regulation  the  expression  '^harbour  work'' 
includes  lights,  buoys,  beacons,  marks,  and  other  things  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  navigation  in  or  into  a  harbour. 
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3.  No  person  without  lawful  authority  shall  injure,  or  tamper  or  inter- 
fere with,  any  wire  or  other  apparatus  for  transmitting  telegraphic  or 
telephonic  messages,  or  any  apparatus  or  contrivance  intended  for  or 
capable  of  being  used  for  a  signalling  apparatus,  either  visual  or  otherwise, 
or  prevent  or  obstruct  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever  interfere  with  the 
sending,  conveyance,  or  delivery  of  any  communication  by  means  of 
telegraph,  telephone,  or  otherwise,  or  shall  be  in  possession  of  any  apparatus 
capable  of  being  used  for  tapping  messages  sent  by  wireless  telegraphy  or 
otherwise. 

4.  No  person  shall  with  the  intent  of  eliciting  information  for  the 
purpose  of  communicating  it  to  the  enemy  or  for  any  purpose  calculated  to 
assist  the  enemy,  give  or  sell  to  a  member  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  forces  any 
intoxicating  liquor;  and  no  person  shall  give  or  sell  to  a  member  of  any  of 
His  Majesty's  forces  employed  in  the  defence  of  any  railway,  dock,  or 
harbour  any  intoxicating  liquor  when  not  on  duty,  with  intent  to  make 
him  drunk,  or  when  on  sentry  or  other  duty,  either  with  or  without  any 
such  intent. 

5.  No  person  shall  do  any  injury  to  any  railway,  or  be  upon  any  railway, 
or  under  or  near  any  bridge,  viaduct,  or  culvert  over  which  a  railway  passes 
with  intent  to  do  injury  thereto. 

6.  No  person  shall  by  the  discharge  of  firearms  or  otherwise  endanger 
the  safety  of  any  member  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  forces  travelling  on  or 
guarding  any  railway  or  of  any  authorized  person  guarding  any  railway. 

7.  No  person,  without  the  permission  of  the  competent  naval  or 
miiUtary  authority,  shall  in  the  vicinity  of  any  railway  or  of  any  dock  or 
harbour  be  in  possession  of  dynamite  or  any  other  explosive  substance,  but 
nothing  in  this  regulation  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  possession  oi 
ammunition  for  sporting  purposes. 

8.  No  person  in,  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of,  a  defended  harbour  shall 
by  word  of  mouth  or  in  writing  spread  reports  likely  to  create  disaffection 
or  alarm  among  any  of  His  Majesty's  forces  or  among  the  civilian  popula- 
tion. 

9.  No  person  shall,  if  an  order  to  that  effect  has  not  been  made  by  the 
competent  naval  or  military  authority,  light  any  fire  or  show  any  light  on 
any  hill  within  such  radius  from  any  defended  harbour  as  may  be  specified 
in  the  order. 

10.  The  competent  naval  or  military  authority  at  any  defended 
harbour  may  by  order  direct  that  all  lights,  other  than  lights  not  visible 
from  the  outside  of  any  house,  shall  be  kept  extinguished  between  such 
hours  and  within  such  area  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order ;  and  all  persons 
resident  within  that  area  shall  comply  with  the  order. 

11.  The  competent  naval  or  military  authority  at  any  defended 
harbour  may  by  order  require  every  person  within  any  area  specified  in  the 
order  to  remain  within  doors  between  such  hours  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
order,  and  in  such  case  no  person  shall  be  or  remain  out  between  such  hours 
unless  provided  with  a  permit  in  writing  from  the  competent  naval  or 
military  authority,  or  some  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 
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12.  If  any  person  with  the  object  of  obtaining  any  information  for  the 
purpose  of  communicating  it  to  the  enemy  or  of  assisting  the  enemy,  or 
with  intent  to  do  any  injury  to  any  means  of  communication  or  to  any 
railway,  dock  or  harbour,  forges,  alters  or  tampers  with  an}^  pass,  permit 
or  other  document,  or  uses  or  has  in  his  possession  any  such  forged,  altered 
or  irregular  pass,  permit  or  document  with  the  like  object  or  intent,  or  with 
the  like  object  or  intent  personates  any  person  to  whom  a  pass,  permit,  or 
other  document  has  been  duly  issued,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  contravention 
of  these  regulations  and  may  be  tried  and  punished  accordingly;  and  where 
in  any  proceedings  against  a  person  for  contravention  of  this  regulation  it 
is  proved  that  he  has  forged,  altered,  or  tampered  with  the  pass,  permit,  or 
other  document  in  question,  or  has  used  or  had  in  his  possession  the  forged, 
altered,  or  irregular  pass,  permit,  or  document  in  question,  or  has  personat- 
ed the  person  to  whom  the  pass,  permit,  or  document  was  duly  issued,  he 
shall  be  presumed  to  have  forged,  altered,  or  tampered  with  it,  or  to  have 
used  or  had  it  in  his  possession,  or  to  have  personated  such  person  as  afore- 
said, with  such  object  or  intent  as  aforesaid  unless  he  proves  the  contrary. 

13.  Any  person  who  attempts  to  commit,  or  procures,  aids  or  abets 
the  commission  of  any  act  prohibited  by  the  foregoing  special  regulations, 
or  harbours  any  person  whom  he  knows,  or  has  reasonable  grounds  for 
supposing,  to  have  acted  in  contravention  of  such  regulations,  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  acted  in  contravention  of  the  regulations  in  like  manner  as 
if  he  had  himself  committed  the  act. 

14.  No  person  shall  without  lawful  authority  sell,  give,  distribute  or 
permit  the  selling,  giving  or  distributing  of  any  newspaper,  tract  or 
pamphlet  or  other  publication,  whether  printed  or  published  in  Canada  or 
not,  containing  any  information  which  is  forbidden  to  be  published  or 
communicated  under  paragraph  one  of  these  orders  and  regulations. 

15.  Any  person  contravening  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
orders  and  regulations  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years  or 
to  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  such  penalty  may  be  recovered  or 
enforced  by  summary  proceedings  and  conviction  under  the  provisions  of 
Part  XV  of  the  Criminal  Code.

2.  No  person  shall  navigate  or  be  carried  in  aircraft  coming  from  any 
place  outside  of  Canada  over  any  portion  of  the  boundar}^  or  coast  line  of 
Canada  or  the  territorial  waters  adjacent  to  such  coast  line,  except  such 
portions  of  the  boundary  and  coast  line  and  the  territorial  waters  adjacent 
thereto  as  are  described  as  follovv^s: — 

The  boundary  line  south  of  Canada  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States. 

3.  No  person  navigating  or  being  carried  in  aircraft  coming  from  any 
place  outside  of  Canada  shall  land  at  any  place  in  Canada  except  within 
the  areas  following  and  no  person  shall  navigate  or  be  carried  in  aircraft 
over  any  part  of  Canada  until  after  such  person  has  landed  in  one  of  the 
said  landing  areas  and  has  complied  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  para- 
graph 4,  of  these  orders  and  regulations. 

The  said  landing  areas  are  numbered  and  described  as  follows: — 
No.  1 — A  chcular  area  having  the  Town  Hall  of  the  town  of  Annapolis, 

in  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia,  as  its  centre,  and  having  a  radius  of  three 

miles. 

No.  2 — A  circular  area  having  the  Town  Hall  of  the  town  of  Wood- 
stock, in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  as  its  centre,  and  having  a  radius 
of  three  miles.

No.  8 — A  circular  area  having  the  Town  Hall  of  the  town  of  Morris, 
in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  as  its  centre,  and  having  a  radius  of  tiu-ee 
miJes. 
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No.  9 — A  circular  area  having  the  Town  Hall  of  the  town  of  Estevan, 
in  the  province  of  Saskatchewan,  as  its  centre,  and  having  a  radius  of  three 
miles. 

No.  10 — A  circular  area  having  the  City  Hall  of  the  city  of  Lethbridge, 
in  the  province  of  Alberta,  as  its  centre,  and  having  a  radius  of  three  miles. 

No.  11 — A  circular  area  having  the  Town  Hall  of  the  town  of  Chilli- 
wack,  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  as  its  centre,  and  having  a 
radius  of  three  miles. 

4.  Every  person  navigating  or  being  carried  in  aircraft  coming  from 
any  place  outside  of  Canada,  shall  comply  with  the  following  conditions: — - 

(1)  He  shall  before  commencing  a  voyage  in  Canada,  apply  for  a 
clearance  to  such  officer  named  in  this  paragraph  as  the  officer  for  the 
landing  area  on  which  such  person  lands,  and  such  person  shall  immediately 
after  reaching  Canada,  make  a  landing  at  the  nearest  landing  place,  and 
shall  not  continue  a  voyage  in  Canada  until  at  least  twelve  hours  after 
such  officer  has  issued  the  clearance  to  him. 

In  the  application  (of  which  three  copies  must  be  supplied)  he  shall 
state  the  following  particulars: — 

(a)  The  name  and  registered  number  (if  any)  of  aircraft. 
(6)  Type  of  aircraft. 

(c)  Name,  nationality  and  place  of  residence  of  the  owner,  of  the 
person  in  charge,  and  of  every  member  of  the  crew,  and  name,  profession, 
nationality,  and  place  of  residence  of  every  passenger  (if  any). 

(d)  Nature  (  '  cargo  (if  any). 

(e)  Proposed  points  to  be  visited  and  destination. 
(/)  Object  of  voyage. 

No  change  shall  be  made  in  the  arrangements  stated  in  the  application 
unless  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  officer  applied  to. 

(2)  No  person  in  any  aircraft  entering  Canada  shall  carry  or  allow 
to  be  carried, — 

(a)  Any  goods  the  importation  of  which  is  prohibited  by  law; 
(h)  Any  explosives  or  firearms,  photographic  apparatus,  carrier  or 
homing  pigeons; 
(c)  Any  mails. 

(3)  He  shall  in  his  subsequent  voyage  unless  exempted  by  the  terms 
of  the  clearance,  comply  with  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  In  the  case  of  an  airship,  at  least  one  Canadian  representative 
approved  by  the  clearance  officer,  shall  be  carried  in  the  aircraft. 

(6)  No  photographic  or  wireless  apparatus,  carrier  or  homing  pigeons, 
explosives  or  firearms  shall  be  carried. 

(c)  No  mails  shall  be  carried. 

(d)  The  journey  shall  be  effected  within  the  time  and  by  the  route 
specified  in  the  clearance. 

(e)  The  aircraft  before  quitting  Canada,  shall  descend  in  one  of  the 
prescribed  landing  areas  and  report  to  the  clearance  ofiicer. 

The  clearance  officers  for  the  landing  are  as  follows: — 
The  areas  Nos.  1  and  2 — The  officer  for  the  time  being  commanding 
No.  6  Military  Division,  at  Halifax. 
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For  area  No.  3— The  officer  for  the  time  being  commanding  the  5th 
MiUtary  Division,  at  Quebec. 

For  area  No.  4 — The  officer  for  the  time  being  commanding  the  4th 
Mihtary  Division,  at  Montreal. 

For  area  No.  5 — The  officer  for  the  time  being  commanding  the  3rd

6.  The  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence  may  for  special  reasons  grant 
exemptions  from  any  or  all  of  the  foregoing  orders,  to  such  persons  as  he 
may  deem  expedient. 

7.  Any  person  contravening  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
orders  and  regulations,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five

THE  Governor  General  in  Council,  under  and  in  virtue  of  the  authority 
conferred  by  The  War  Measures  Act,  1914,  is  pleased  to  order  as 
follows : — 

The  following  orders  and  regulations  respecting  Patents  of  Invention 
are  hereby  made  and  established : — 

1.  ''Commissioner"  means  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  and  includes 
the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Patents. 

2.  The  Commissioner  may,  on  the  application  of  any  person,  and 
subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions,  if  any,  as  he  may  think  fit,  order  the 
avoidance  or  suspension,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  patent  or  license,  the 
person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  which  is  the  subject  of  any  State  at  war 
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with  His  Majesty,  and  the  Commissioner,  before  granting  any  such 
apphcation,  may  require  to  be  satisfied  on  the  following  heads: — 

(a)  That  the  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  patent  or  license  is 

the  subject  of  a  State  at  war  with  His  Majesty; 
(h)  That  the  person  applying  intends  to  manufacture  or  cause  to  be 
manufactured,  the  patented  article,  or  to  carry  on,  or  cause  to  be 
carried  on,  the  patented  process  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada; 
(c)  That  it  is  in  the  general  interests  of  the  country,  or  of  a  section  of 
the  community,  or  of  a  trade,  that  such  article  should  be  manu- 
factured or  such  process  carried  on  as  aforesaid. 
The  fee  payable  on  such  application  shall  be  ten  dollars. 
The  Commissioner  may  at  any  time,  in  his  absolute  discretion,  revoke 
any  avoidance  or  suspension  of  any  patent  or  license  ordered  by  him. 

Provided  always  that  the  Commissioner  may  at  any  time,  if  in  his 
absolute  discretion  he  deems  it  expedient  in  the  public  interest,  order  the 
avoidance  or  suspension  in  whole  or  in  part  of  any  such  patent  or  license 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  if  any,  as  he  may  think  fit. 

3.  In  any  case  in  which  the  Commissioner  makes  an  order  by  virtue 
of  the  powers  vested  in  him  under  these  rules  and  regulations  or  any  of 
them,  avoiding  or  suspending  in  whole  or  in  part  a  patent,  he  may,  in  his 
discretion,  grant  in  favour  of  persons  other  than  the  subject  of  any  State 
at  war  with  His  Majesty,  licenses  to  make,  use,  exercise  or  vend  the  patented 
invention  so  avoided  or  suspended,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  and 
either  for  the  whole  term  of  the  patent  or  for  such  less  period  as  the  Com- 
missioner may  think  fit. 

4.  The  Commissioner  may,  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  these 
orders  and  regulations,  avoid  or  suspend  any  proceedings  on  any  applica- 
tion made  under  the  Patent  Act  by  a  subject  of  any  State  at  war  with 
His  Majesty. 

5.  The  Commissioner  may  also,  at  any  time,  during  the  continuance 
of  these  orders  and  regulations,  extend  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Patent 
Act  or  any  rules  made  thereunder,  for  doing  any  act  or  filing  any  document, 
upon  such  terms  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  he  may  think  fit  in  the 
following  cases,  namely: — 

(a)  Where  it  is  shown  to  his  satisfaction  that  the  applicant,  patentee, 
or  proprietor,  as  the  case  may  be,  was  prevented  from  doing  the 
said  act,  or  filing  the  said  document,  by  reason  of  active  service 
or  enforced  absence  from  this  country,  or  any  other  circumstances 
arising  from  the  present  state  of  war,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commissioner,  would  justify  such  extension; 

(6)  Where  the  doing  of  any  act  would,  by  reason  of  the  circumstances 
arising  from  the  present  state  of  war,  be  prejudicial  or  injurious 
to  the  rights  or  interests  of  any  applicant,  patentee  or  proprietor 
as  aforesaid. 

Such  extension  of  any  prescribed  time,  if  granted  after  its  expiration, 
shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  granted  prior  thereto,  provided  such 
expiration  occurred  on  or  after  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914. 
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6.  The  Commissioner  may  refuse  to  register  the  assignment  of  any 
patent  made  by  a  subject  of  any  State  at  war  with  His  Majesty  and  filed 
in  the  Patent  Office  on  or  after  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914,  unless 
satisfied  that  such  assignment  was  made  in  good  faith  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  evading  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  orders  and 
regulations. 

7.  The  term  person"  used  in  these  orders  and  regulations  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  meaning  given  thereto  by  par.  20  of  section  34  of  the 
Interpretation  Act,  include  any  government  department. 

8.  These  orders  and  regulations  shall  come  into  operation  as  and  from 
the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914. 

9.  The  orders  and  regulations  respecting  Patents  of  Invention  made 
under  The  War  Measures  Act,  1914,  and  dated  the  11th  September,  1914, 
are  hereby  rescinded  and  repealed.

Order  in  Council  of  the  28th  of  October,  1914- 

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had  before  them  a  report, 
dated  28th  October,  1914,  from  the  Minister  of  Justice,  stating  that  it 
is  expedient  and  necessary  to  take  measures  to  prevent  espionage  and  also 
to  prevent  alien  enemies  in  Canada  who  are  likely  to  render  effective 
military  assistance  to  the  enemy  from  returning  to  the  enemy's  service,  and 
to  provide  for  the  proper  supervision  and  control  of  such  aliens  as  may  be 
so  prevented  from  leaving  Canada,  and  the  detention  under  proper  con- 
ditions and  maintenance  where  required  of  such  of  said  aliens  as  it  may  be 
found  necessary  to  intern  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  that  it  is  likevdse  desirable 
considering  the  lack  of  opportunity  for  employment  that  aliens  of  enemy 
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nationality  who  are  not  likely  to  add  to  the  strength  of  the  enemy's  forces 
and  who  desire  and  have  the  means  to  leave  the  country  be  permitted  to  do 

so; 

The  Minister  observes  that  it  is  considered  probable  that  aliens  of  both 
classes  will  be  found  grouped  ia  particular  localities,  principally  within  or 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  large  cities  and  towns, — ■ 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  it  be  enacted  by  the 
Governor  in  Council  under  the  authority  of  The  War  Measures  Act  as 
follows : — 

(1)  One  or  more  offices  of  registration  shall  be  established  in  such 
cities,  towns  and  other  places  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  designated  by 
the  Minister  of  Justice,  and  an  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor 
in  Council  for  each  of  the  offices  so  established  who  shall  be  called 
^'Registrars  of  Alien  Enemies." 

(2)  The  registrars  shall  be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Dominion  Police  who  shall  exercise  general  supervision 
over  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  to  whom  they  shall  report 
as  may  be  required.  The  Minister  shall  appoint  such  assistants  to  such 
registrars,  clerks  and  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  order. 

(3)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  registrar  to  examine  each  alien  of  enemy 
nationalit}^  attending  before  him,  and  to  register  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
for  the  purpose  the  name,  age,  nationality,  place  of  residence  in  Canada  and 
in  the  country  of  nationality,  occupation,  desire  or  intention  to  leave 
Canada  and  the  names  of  the  wdfe  and  children  (if  any)  in  Canada  of  every 
such  alien  and  such  other  particulars  necessary  for  identification  of  such 
alien  of  enemy  nationality  or  otherwise  as  may  seem  advisable. 

(4)  Every  alien  of  enemy  nationality  residing  or  being  within  any  of 
the  cities,  towns  or  places  so  designated  as  aforesaid,  or  within  twenty  miles 
thereof,  shall  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  publication  in  the  Canada  Gazelle 
of  a  proclamation  designating  such  city,  town  or  place  as  one  wherein 
a  registry  office  is  to  be  established  under  this  ordinance,  attend  before  the 
registrar  or  one  of  the  registrars,  for  the  city,  town  or  place  within  or  near 
which  he  is  or  resides  and  truh^  answer  such  questions  with  regard  to  his 
nationality,  age,  residence,  occupation,  family,  intention  or  desire  to  leave 
Canada,  destination,  liability  and  intention  as  to  military  service,  and 
otherwise,  as  may  be  lawfully  put  to  him  by  the  registrar. 

(5)  No  alien  of  enemxy  nationality  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  Canada 
without  an  exeat  from  a  registrar ;  provided  that  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Dominion  Police  ma}^  in  any  case,  grant  or  cancel  an  exeat  to  an  alien  of 
enemy  nationalit}^  who  is  registered. 

(6)  The  registrar  may  issue  an  exeat  to  an  pJien  of  enemy  nationality 
if  satisfied  upon  the  examination  and  registry  that  such  alien  of  enemy 
nationality  will  not  materially  assist,  by  active  service,  information  or 
otherwise,  the  forces  of  the  enemy. 

(7)  If  it  appears  to  the  registrar  that  any  alien  of  enemy  nationality 
who  is  not  permitted  to  leave  Canada  may  consistently  with  the  public 
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safety  be  suffered  to  remain  at  large,  such  alien  of  enemy  nationality  shall 
be  required  to  declare  whether  or  not  he  desires  and  has  the  means  to  remain 
in  Canada  conformably  to  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  country,  subject  to 
obligation  to  report  monthly  to  the  chief  of  police  of  the  city  where  or  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  which  he  is  registered.  If  yea,  such  alien  of  enemy 
nationality  may  be  permitted  his  liberty,  subject  to  the  conditions  afore- 
said and  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  If  nay,  he  shall  be  interned  as 
a  prisoner  of  war.  The  registrar  shall  report  to  the  chief  of  police  the 
names  and  addresses  of  those  who  elect  to  remain  at  liberty.  Any  alien 
of  enemy  nationality  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  registrar  cannot  con- 
sistently with  the  public  safety  be  allowed  at  large  shall  be  interned  as 
a  prisoner  of  war. 

(8)  If  any  alien  of  enemy  nationality  who  is  by  the  terms  of  this 
ordinance  required  to  register,  fails  to  do  so  within  one  month  after  pub- 
lication of  the  proclamation  referred  to  in  section  4  of  this  ordinance  or 
within  seven  days  after  the  date  when  he  shall  by  reason  of  his  residence 
come  within  the  description  of  those  required  to  register,  whichever  date 
shall  be  last,  or  if  he  refuse  or  fail  to  answer  truly  any  of  the  questions  put 
by  the  registrar,  or  if,  being  registered  he  fail  to  report  as  hereinbefore 
required  or  to  observe  any  of  the  conditions  on  which  he  is  permitted  to  be 
at  liberty,  he  shall  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  to  which  he  may  be 
therefor  by  law  liable,  be  subject  to  intermnent  as  a  prisoner  of  war. 

(9)  Where  any  alien  of  enemy  nationality  interned  under  the  provisions 
of  this  order  has  wife  or  children  living  with  and  dependent  on  him,  such 
wife  and  children  shall  be  permitted  to  accompany  him. 

(10)  Such  provision  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  aliens 
of  enemy  nationality  interned  as  prisoners  of  war  shall  be  made  by  the 
military  authorities  who  may  require  such  prisoners  to  do  and  perform  such 
work  as  may  be  by  them  prescribed. 

(11)  No  alien  of  enemy  nationality  who  is  required  to  register  shall  be 
naturalized  unless  in  addition  to  other  requirements  he  produces  and  files 
with  his  application  a  duly  certified  certificate  of  a  registrar  that  he  is 
registered  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  that  his 
application  for  naturalization  is  approved  by  the  registrar. 

The  Committee  submit  the  same  for  approval.

Order  in  Council  of  the  30th  October,  191//.. 

HIS  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  in  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  sections  6  and  10  of  The  War  Measures  Act,  1914,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  making  orders  and  regulations  with  respect  to  penalties 
for  trading  with  the  enemy  and  other  purposes  connected  therewith,  is 
pleased  to  order  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: — 
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1.  Any  person,  who  during  the  present  war,  trades  or  has,  since  the 
4th  day  of  August,  1914,  traded  with  the  enemy  within  the  meaning  of  these 
orders  and  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour  and  shall — 

(a)  On  summary  conviction  be  liable  to  imprisonment  with  or  without 
hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  12  months,  or  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $2,000,  or  to  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine;  or 

(6)  On  conviction  or  indictment  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  5  years,  or  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $5,000,  or  to  both 
such  imprisonment  and  fine;  and  the  court  may  in  any  case  order 
that  any  goods  or  money  in  respect  of  which  the  offence  has  been 
committed  be  forfeited. 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  these  orders  and  regulations  a  person  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  traded  with  the  enemy  if  he  has  entered  into  any  transaction 
or  done  any  act,  which  was  at  the  time  of  such  transaction  or  act,  prohibited 
by  or  under  any  proclamation  issued  by  His  Majesty  dealing  with  trading 
with  the  enemy  for  the  time  being  in  force,  or  which  at  common  law,  or  by 
statute  or  by  or  under  these  orders  and  regulations  constitutes  an  offence 
of  trading  with  the  enemy. 

Provided  that  any  transaction  or  act  permitted  by  or  under  any  such 
proclamation  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  trading  with  the  enemy. 

3.  Where  a  company  has  entered  into  a  transaction  or  has  done  any  act 
which  is  an  offence  under  these  orders  and  regulations,  every  director, 
manager,  secretary  or  other  officer  of  the  company,  who  is  knowingly  a 
party  to  the  transaction  or  act,  shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  the  offence. 

4.  A  prosecution  for  an  offence  under  these  orders  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  instituted  except  by  or  with  the  consent  of  the  Attorney 
General  of  Canada. 

Provided  that  the  person  charged  with  such  an  offence  may  be  arrested 
and  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  may  be  issued  and  executed,  and  such  person 
may  be  remanded  in  custody  or  on  bail,  notwithstanding  that  the  consent 
of  the  Attorney  General  of  Canada  to  the  institution  of  the  prosecution 
for  the  offence  has  not  been  obtained,  but  no  further  or  other  proceedings 
shall  be  taken  until  that  consent  has  been  obtained. 

5.  Wliere  an  act  constitutes  an  offence  both  under  these  orders  and 
regulations  and  under  any  statute,  or  both  under  these  orders  and  regula- 
tions and  at  common  law,  the  offender  shall  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted  and 
punished  under  either  these  orders  and  regulations,  or  such  statute,  or  at 
common  law,  but  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  punished  twice  for  the  same 
offence. 

6.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Order  4  of  these  orders  and  regulations 
any  offence  declared  and  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  imposed  or  authorized 
by  these  orders  and  regulations  may  be  prosecuted,  recovered,  or  enforced 
by  summary  proceedings  and  conviction  under  the  provisions  of  Part  XV 
of  the  Criminal  Code.

And  whereas  by  an  order  of  His  Royal  Highness  in  Council  dated  the 
thirty-first  day  of  October,  1914,  made  upon  a  report  of  the  Honourable 
the  Minister  of  Justice,  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of  Quebec, 
was  designated  as  a  place  of  registration  of  alien  enemies  under  the  afore- 
said Order  in  Council, — 

Now  know  ye  that  We  do  by  these  presents,  and  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  direct  and  declare  that  an  office 
of  registration  of  alien  enemies  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  established 
at  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province  of  Quebec  for  the  purposes  and 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Order  in  Council  dated 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October,  1914. 

Of  all  which  Our  loving  subjects  and  all  others  whom  these  presents 
may  concern,  are  hereby  required  to  take  notice  and  to  govern  themselves 
accordingly.

HIS  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  under  and  in 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  The  War  Measures  Act,  1914, 
is  pleased  to  make  and  doth  hereby  make  the  following  orders  and  regu- 
lations respecting  the  prohibition  in  Canada  of  newspapers,  pamphlets, 
tracts,  writings  or  periodicals,  calculated  to  be  or  that  might  be  directly 
or  indirectly  useful  to  the  enemy,  or  containing  articles,  correspondence, 
news  or  information  bearing  directly  or  indirectly  on  the  present  war 
and  not  in  accord  with  the  facts: — 

1.  The  Minister  may,  by  warrant  under  his  hand,  direct  that  any 
newspaper,  tract,  writing  or  periodical  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister, 
contains,  has  contained  or  is  in  the  habit  of  containing  articles,  corres- 
pondence, news  or  information,  bearing  directly  or  indirectly  on  the 
present  state  of  war,  or  on  the  causes  thereof,  contrary  to  the  actual  facts, 
and  tending  directly  or  indirectly  to  influence  the  people  of  Canada  or  any 
section  of  the  people  of  Canada  against  the  cause  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  or  in  favour  of  the  enemy,  be  refused  the 
privileges  of  the  mails  of  Canada  and  be  prohibited  from  circulation  in 
Canada  in  any  way. 

2.  The  Minister  shall,  after  refusing  the  privileges  of  the  mails  of 
Canada,  or  the  circulation  in  Canada  of  any  such  newspaper,  tract,  pamphlet, 
writing  or  other  periodical,  publish  in  the  Canada  Gazette  a  notice  to  the 
effect  that  such  newspaper,  tract,  pamphlet,  writing  or  other  periodical  has 
been  refused  the  privilege  of  the  mails  in  Canada  or  has  been  prohibited 
from  circulation  in  Canada  or  both,  and  further  to  the  effect  that  no  person 
in  Canada  shall  be  permitted  thereafter  to  be  in  possession  of  any  such 
newspaper,  tract,  pamphlet,  writing  or  other  periodical,  or  of  any  issue 
thereof,  ah-eady  pubhshed  or  thereafter  to  be  published,  and  further  to 
the  effect  that  any  i)erson  in  possession  of  any  such  newspaper,  tract, 
pamphlet,  writing  or  other  periodical,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five 
years  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

3.  After  the  refusal  of  the  privileges  of  the  mails  of  Canada,  to  any  such 
newspaper,  tract,  pamphlet,  writing  or  other  periodical,  and  after  the 
publication  of  the  notice  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  no  person 
shall  use  or  attempt  to  use  the  mails  of  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  circu- 
lating or  distributing  or  sending  any  such  newspaper,  tract,  pamphlet, 
v.Titing  or  other  periodical,  and  no  person  shall  be  in  possession  of  or 
circulate  any  such  newspaper,  tract,  pamphlet,  writing  or  other  periodical 
or  any  issue  thereof,  theretofore  or  thereafter  published. 

4.  Any  person  contravening  or  being  a  director  or  other  officer  of  a 
company  or  corporation  contravening  to  the  knowledge  of  such  director 
or  officer,  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  orders  and  regulations, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  or  impris- 
onment for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  to  both  fine  and  impris- 
onment, and  such  penalty  may  be  recovered  or  enforced  by  summary 
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proceedings  and  convictions  under  the  provisions  of  Part  XV  of  the 
Criminal  Code,  and  in  any  such  proceeding  against  any  such  director  or 
officer  the  onus  of  showing  that  he  did  not  know  of  such  contravention 
shall  be  upon  such  director  or  officer. 

The  word  ^'  person"  wherever  used  herein  means  person,  persons, 
company  or  corporation. 

The  word  ''Minister"  wherever  used  herein  shall  mean  the  Postmaster 
General  or  the  Acting  Postmaster  General  of  Canada. 

5.  A  prosecution  for  an  offence  under  these  orders  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  instituted  except  b}^  or  with  the  consent  of  the  Attorney 
General  of  Canada. 

Provided  that  the  person  charged  with  such  an  ofTence  may  be  arrested 
and  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  may  be  issued  and  executed,  and  such  person 
may  be  remanded  in  custody  or  on  bail,  notwithstanding  that  the  consent 
of  the  Attorney  General  of  Canada  to  the  institution  of  the  prosecution 
for  the  offence  has  not  been  obtained,  but  no  further  or  other  proceedings 
shall  be  taken  until  that  consent  has  been  obtained.

Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  of  November,  1914- 

I^ViFi  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had  before  them  a  report, 
dated  4th  November,  1914,  from  the  Minister  of  Customs,  submitting 
that  in  and  by  a  Royal  Proclamation  bearing  date  the  ninth  day  of 
September,  1914,  published  in  the  Gazette  Canada  of  the  19th  of  the  said 
m.onth,  relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy,  the  following  prohibitions, 
among  others,  are  declared,  namely: — 

Not  to  pay  any  sum  of  money  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  an  enemy. 
"  Not  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the  use  or  benefit  of,  or 
obtain  from,  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy,  any  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to  supply  to  or  for  the  use 
or  benefit  of,  or  obtain  from  any  person  any  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  for  or  by  way  of  transmission  to  or  from  an  enemy 
country  or  an  enemy,  nor  directly  or  indirectly  to  trade  in  or 
carry  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  destined  for  or  coming 
from  an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy. 
Not  to  enter  into  any  conmiercial,  financial  or  other  contract  or 
obligation  with  or  for  the  benefit  ot  an  enemy.'- 
The  Minister  states  that  it  was  further  declared  that  nothing  in  such 
proclamation  should  be  taken  to  prohibit  anything  which   should  be 
expressly  permitted  by  the  license  of  His  Majesty  or  by  the  license  given 
in  His  Majesty's  behalf  by  a  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Board  of  Trade, 
whether  such  licenses  be  especially  granted  to  individuals  or  be  announced 
as  applying  to  classes  of  persons. 
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That  by  a  despatch  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  dated 
26th  September,  1914,  Yom^  Royal  Highness,  is,  however,  informed  that  in 
any  case  in  which  Your  Royal  Highness's  Ministers  should  consider  that  a 
transaction  not  clearl}^  permissible  under  the  said  Proclamation,  would  be 
in  the  public  interest  in  the  case  of  materials  necessary  for  the  maintenance 
of  important  Canadian  industries,  Your  Royal  Highness  is  at  liberty  to 
issue  a  license  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  permitting  such  transaction. 

The  ^Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  Minister  of  Customs  be 
authorized  to  issue  licenses  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  permitting  manu- 
facturers using  magnesite  to  trade  with  the  enemy  in  respect  of  vsiich 
magnesite,  in  any  case  where  it  is  established  to  his  satisfaction  that  the 
materials  are  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  an  important  Canadian 
industry. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  and  submit  the  same  for 
approval.

Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  to  Your  Royal  Highness,  dated  5th

state  of  war  between  Great  Britain  and  Turkey.

Ireland,  or  any  of  the  Dominions  or  .Possessions  of  His  Britannic  Majesty.

Provided  that  on  the  application  of  the  proper  officer  of  the  Crown 
the  Court  shall  order  delivery  of  the  property  to  the  Crown  in  lieu  of  sale, 
and  if  at  the  time  of  such  application  an  order  for  sale  has  already  been  made 
but  no  sale  has  taken  place,  the  order  for  sale  shall  be  rescinded  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  effect  to  such  application,  but  the  order  for  delivery  to  the 
Crown  may,  if  the  Court  thinks  fit,  be  made  subject  to  payment  by  the 
Crown  of  such  costs,  expenses  or  other  sums,  as  might  have  been  ordered 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  if  the  property  had  been  sold  under 
order  of  the  Court."

And  whereas  by  Our  proclamation  dated  the  5th  day  of  November, 
1914,  it  was  declared  that  the  aforesaid  proclamations  amongst  others, 
should  apply  to  the  state  of  war  existing  between  Us  and  the  Sultan  of 
Turkey ; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  extend  the  scope  of  the  prohibitions 
contained  in  the  aforesaid  proclamations  in  the  manner  hereinafter  appear- 

Now  therefore.  We  have  thought  fit  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  declaring,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared  as  follows: — 

1.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  paragraph  6  of  the  trading 
with  the  enemy  proclamation  number  two,  transactions  hereinafter  entered 
into  by  persons,  firms  or  companies  resident,  carrying  on  business  or  being 
in  the  United  Kingdom  (a)  in  respect  to  banking  business  with  a  branch 
situated  outside  the  United  Kingdom  of  an  enemy  person,  firm  or  company, 
or  (6)  in  respect  to  any  description  of  business  with  a  branch  situated 
outside  the  United  Kingdom  of  an  enemy  bank  shall  be  considered  as 
transactions  with  an  enemy; 

Provided  that  the  acceptance,  payment  or  other  dealing  with  any 
negotiable  instrument  which  was  drawn  before  the  date  on  which  this 
proclamation  is  published  shall  not,  if  otherwise  lawful  be  deemed  to 
be  transaction  hereinafter  entered  into  within  the  meaning  of  this  paragraph. 
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2.  The  power  to  grant  licenses  on  Our  behalf  vested  by  paragraph 
8  of  the  trading  with  the  enemy  proclamation  number  two,  in  a  Secretary 
of  State,  or  the  Board  of  Trade,  may  also  be  exercised  by  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  Our  Treasury. 

3.  If  the  Governor  in  Council  of  any  British  possession  shall  issue  a 
proclamation  extending  the  provisions  of  this  proclamation  to  transactions 
by  persons,  firms  or  companies  resident,  carrying  on  business,  or  being 
in  that  possession  such  first  mentioned  proclamation  shall  have  effect  as 
if  it  w^ere  part  of  this  proclamation. 

4.  This  proclamation  shall  be  read  as  one  with  the  trading  with  the 
enemy  proclamation  number  two,  and  with  Our  proclamation,  dated  the 
eighth  day  of  October,  amending  the  same.

And  whereas  an  Order  in  Council,  dated  the  6th  August,  1914,  and 
various  orders,  dated  respectively  the  7th  August,  1914,  the  29th  October, 
1914,  the  27th  November,  1914,  and  the  23rd  January,  1915,  have  been 
issued  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  powers; 

And  w^hereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  said  orders  should  be  consolidated 
with  amendments  and  additions,  and  that  such  orders  should  be  revoked;

cancelled  and  that  there  be  substituted  therefor  the  regulations  hereto 
attached. 

Articles  591  to  598,  Inclusive. 

Articles  591  to  598,  inclusive.  Pay  and  Allowances  Regulations,  are  can- 
celled and  the  following  substituted  to  take  effect  1st  September,  1914: — 

591.  The  following  rates  of  pension  will  be  granted  militiamen  wounded 
or  disabled  on  active  service,  during  drill  or  training,  or  on  other  military 
duty,  provided  the  disability  was  not  due  to  his  own  fault  or  negligence:

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(a)  The  first  degree  shall  be  applicable  to  those  only  who  are  rendered 
totally  incapable  of  earning  a  livelihood  as  the  result  of  wounds  or  injuries 
received  or  illness  contracted  in  action,  or  in  the  presence  of  the  enemy. 

(6)  The  second  degree  shall  be  applicable  to  those  who  are  rendered 
totally  incapable  of  earning  a  livelihood  as  a  result  of  injuries  received  or 
illness  contracted  on  active  service,  during  drill  or  training  or  on  other 
duty ;  or  are  rendered  materially  incapable  as  a  result  of  wounds  or  injuries 
received  or  illness  contracted  in  action,  or  in  the  presence  of  the  enemy. 

(c)  The  third  degree  shall  be  applicable  to  those  who  are  rendered 
materially  incapable  of  earning  a  livelihood,  as  a  result  of  injuries  received 
or  illness  contracted  on  active  service,  during  drill  or  training,  or  on  other 
duty;  or  rendered  in  a  small  degree  incapable  as  a  result  of  wounds  or 
injuries  received,  or  illness  contracted  in  action,  or  in  the  presence  of  the 
enemy. 

{d)  The  fourth  degree  shall  be  applicable  to  those  who  are  rendered  in 
a  small  degree  incapable  of  earning  a  livelihood  as  a  result  of  injuries 
received  or  illness  contracted  on  active  service,  during  drill  or  training,  or 
on  other  duty. 

(e)  Where  the  injury  is  great  enough  to  require  the  constant  services  of 
an  attendant,  such  as  the  loss  of  both  legs  or  both  arms,  or  the  loss  of  sight 
of  both  eyes ;  or  where  the  use  of  both  legs  or  both  arms  has  been  permanent- 
ly lost,  the  rates  showoi  in  Columns  1st  Degree  and  2nd  Degree,  may  be 
increased  one- third. 

(/)  In  addition  to  the  above  rates,  a  married  officer,  warrant  officer, 
non-commissioned  officer,  or  man,  totall}^  incapacitated  may  draw  for  his 
wife  half  the  rate  provided  in  article  592  for  the  widow^  and  the  full  rate 
for  the  children  of  an  officer,  etc.,  of  his  rank,  subject  to  the  limitations 
respecting  the  age  of  children.  After  the  death  of  the  officer  the  widow 
may  then  draw  the  full  rates  provided  in  article  592  for  widows  and 
children. 

(g)  The  widowed  mother  of  a  totally  disabled  soldier  may  be  granted 
a  pension  at  half  the  rates  fixed  in  article  592  for  a  widow,  provided  the 
soldier  is  her  sole  support  and  unmarried.  In  the  event  of  the  soldier's 
decease,  she  may  draw^  the  full  rate  referred  to. 

592.  Pensions  may  be  paid  to  the  widows  and  children  of  those  who 
have  been  killed  in  action,  or  who  have  died  from  injuries  received,  or 
illness  contracted  on  active  service,  during  drill  or  training,  or  on  other 
military  duty  at  the  following  rates;  provided  the  soldier's  death  was  not 
due  to  bis  own  fault  or  negligence,  and  was  clearly  due  to  the  carrying  out 
of  his  military  duties: —

(a)  A  widowed  mother  whose  only  son  was  her  sole  support,  and 
unmarried,  shall  be  eligible  for  pension  as  a  widow  without  children,  and 
subject  to  the  same  conditions,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

(6)  In  the  case  of  orphans,  the  rates  shown  above  for  children  may  be 
doubled,  and  the  pension  paid  to  legally  appointed  guardians. 

593.  Pensions  to  widows  and  children  shall  take  effect  from  the  day 
following  that  on  which  the  death  of  the  husband,  etc.,  occurred,  and  a 
gratuity  equivalent  to  two  months'  pension,  shall  be  paid  the  first  month, 
in  addition  to  the  pension. 

594.  The  pension  of  a  widow,  a  widowed  mother,  or  child  may  be  with- 
held or  discontinued  should  such  widow,  etc.,  be  or  subsequently^  prove, 
unworthy  of  it,  or  should  she  be  or  become  wealthy. 

The  decision  of  the  Minister  as  to  whether  a  pension  should  be  so 
withheld  or  discontinued  shall  be^  final. 

595.  The  pension  to  a  widow  or  widowed  mother  shall  cease  upon 
her  re-marriage  but  she  will  be  eligible  for  a  gratuity  of  two  years'  pension 
payable  to  her  immediately  after  her  marriage. 

596.  Neither  gratuity  nor  pension  shall  be  paid  on  account  of  a  child 
(or  orphan)  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  if  a  boy,  or  over  seventeen  years  of 
age,  if  a  girl,  unless  owing  to  mental  or  physical  infirmity,  the  child  (or 
orphan)  is  incapable  of  earniiJ^  a  livelihood,  in  which  case  the  pension  may 
be  continued  till  the  child  (or  orphan)  is  twenty-one  years  of  age,  but  no 
pension  vvill  be  paid  a  child  or  orphan  after  marriage. 

597.  Individual  cases  for  which  the  regulations  do  not  provide  or 
sufficiently  provide,  may  be  specially  considered  b}^  the  Governor  in  Council. 

598.  Pensions  may  be  paid  monthly  in  advance.

Order  in  Council  of  the  29th  of  April,  1915. 

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had  before  them  a  report, 
dated  27th  April,  1915,  from  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence, 
representing  that  at  present  there  is  not  any  provision  for  pensioning 
cfFipers  or  soldiers  of  the  Canadian  Over-Seas  Expeditionary  Forces  or 
their  families,  and  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  such  provision  made  forth- 
v/ith, — 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  provisions  of  Articles 
591  to  598  of  the  Canadian  Militia  Pay  and  Allowances  Regulations,  as 
amended  by  Order  in  Council  (P.C.  No.  2S9)  of  29th  April,  1915,  be  made 
applicable  to  the  ofhcers  and  soldiers  of  the  Canadian  Over-Seas  Expedi- 
tionary Forces  and  to  their  widows,  children,  orphans  and  widowed  mothers, 
to  as  full  an  extent  as  if  they,  the  said  officers  and  soldiers,  were  officers, 
warrant  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  men,  respectively,  of  the 
Militia,  and  had  incurred  death  or  disability  on  service  as  such  militia 
officers,  warrant  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of  the  Militia. 

The  Minister  further  recommends  that  the  said  provisions  be  made  to 
take  effect  from  the  1st  day  of  September,  1914. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  and  submit  the  same  for 
approval.

Order  in  Council  of  the  8th  of  May,  1915. 

WHEREAS  it  is  but  fair  and  reasonable  that  the  relief  which  may  now 
be  granted  to  a  homesteader  who  is  a  member  of  a  military  force 
such  as  is  specified  in  section  22  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Act  for  the  causes 
mentioned  in  that  section  or  in  section  23  of  that  Act,  should  also  be  granted 
to  any  homesteader  who,  w^hether  he  is  an  alien  or  a  British  subject  by  birth 
or  naturalization,  has  been  serving  or  is  now  serving  or  who  may  hereafter 
serve  as  a  member  of  any  military  force,  regiment,  company  or  corps  of 
Great  Britain  or  in  any  military  force,  regiment,  company  or  corps  of  the 
Allies  of  Great  Britain  in  the  present  war  in  Europe,  Africa  or  elsewhere, 
in  defence  of  the  British  Empire  and  Allies,  and  who  because  of  his  being 
a  member  of  any  such  military  force,  regiment,  company  or  corps;  or  of 
wounds  received;  or  of  illness  resulting  therefrom;  or  from  any  other  cause 
after  and  because  of  his  enrolment  as  a  member  of  any  military  force, 
regiment,  company  or  corps,  is  unable  to  resume  occupation  of  his  home- 
stead, or  to  complete  the  conditions  of  his  entry  therefor;  and  further,  that 
in  the  event  of  the  death  of  an}'  such  homesteader  similar  relief  should  be 
granted  to  his  legal  representatives, — 

Therefore  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  King's  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  and  under  the 
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authority  of  subsection  1  of  section  6  of  the  Act  intituled  The  War  Measures 
Act,  1914,  5  George  V,  chapter  2,  and  section  76  of  the  Dominion  Lands 
Act,  paragraph  (A;),  is  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as 
follows : — 

The  relief  in  such  cases,  as  are  hereinbefore  alluded  to,  where  the 
homesteader  is  unable  to  resume  occupation  of  his  homestead,  may  be  either 
relief  from  further  cultivation  of  the  homestead,  or  from  further  residence 
thereon,  or  from  both,  as  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  or  to  any  Acting 
Minister  of  the  Interior  may  appear  fair  and  reasonable;  and  where  ali 
further  conditions  of  entry  are  so  dispensed  with  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior,  or  any  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  may  direct  the  immediate 
issue  of  letters  patent  for  the  homestead  in  favour  of  the  homesteader. 

Similar  relief  and  action  may  be  authorized  in  favour  of  the  legal 
representatives  of  a  homesteader  who  dies  because  of  wounds  or  illness, 
as  before  specified.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  of  April,  1914,  the  regulations  govern- 
ing the  inspection  of  meats,  established  by  Order  in  Council,  dated  1st 
August,  1910,  and  amended  by  Order  in  Council,  dated  12th  November, 
1910,  were  amended  by  expunging  the  following  part  of  section  12  thereof 
relating  to  Tapeworm  Cysts: — 

''Tapeworm  Cysts, — Cysticercus  Bovis,  Cysticercus  Cellulosce,  except  when 
the  infestation  is  slight,  in  which  case  the  carcass  may  be  rejected  and  rendered 
into  lard  or  tallow," 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: — 

''Tapeworm  Cysts: — Cysticercus  Cellulosce,  except  when  the  infestation  is 
slight,  in  which  case  the  carcass  may  be  rejected  and  rendered  into  lard. 

"Cysticercus  Bovis,  except  when  the  infestation  is  slight,  in  which  case  the 
carcass  may  be  rejected  and  rendered  into  tallow. 

"In  carcasses  where  the  infestation  is  slight  and  confined  to  the  head  and 
heart,  the  carcass,  after  the  removal  and  condemnation  of  the  affected  parts,  if 
properly  identified  by  '  Held '  tags  and  kept  in  cold  storage  or  pickle  for  twenty- 
one  days,  may  upon  re-inspection,  if  found  otherwise  fit  for  food,  be  passed  and 
marked  as  required  by  the  regulations. 

"Cysticercus  Ovis,  except  when  the  infestation  is  slight,  in  which  case  the 
carcass  may  be  rejected  and  rendered  into  tallow. 

"In  carcasses  where  the  infestation  is  slight  and  confined  to  the  head  and 
heart,  the  carcass,  after  the  removal  and  condemnation  of  the  affected  parts,  if 
properly  identified  by  'Head'  tags  and  kept  in  cold  storage  or  pickle  for  twenty- 
one  days,  may  upon  re-inspection,  if  found  otherwise  fit  for  food,  be  passed  and 
marked  as  required  by  the  regulations."

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  of  May,  1914,  the  following  regula- 
tions relating  to  tuberculosis  were  made  and  established : — 

Regulations  Relating  to  Tuberculosis. 

1.  The  aid  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  as  aforesaid,  will  be  given  to 
such  cities  or  towns  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  persons  as 
shall  have  secured  the  necessary  provisions  under  provincial  legislative  authority 
for  the  purpose  of  agreeing  to  the  present  regulations. 

2.  The  Government  of  Canada  will  assist  any  city  or  town  which  shall  have 
signified  in  writing  to  the  Veterinary  Director  General  its  desire  to  have  the  aid 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  controlling  bovine  tuberculosis  in  the  cows 
supplying  milk  and  cream  to  the  said  city  or  town,  provided  the  said  city  or  town 
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shall  have  stated  in  its  application  for  the  aid  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
as  aforesaid,  that,  being  thereunto  duly  empowered  by  law,  it  will  undertake  and 
provide  that: — 

(a)  Dairies  in  which  milk  or  cream  are  produced  for  sale  therein  shall  be 
licensed. 

(6)  No  license  shall  be  issued  unless  the  dairy  conforms  to  a  required 
standard. 

(c)  The  standard  shall  require  that  the  stable  shall  have  an  ample  amount 
of  air  space,  and  at  least  two  square  feet  of  window  glass  for  each  cow, 
and  shall  be  well  ventilated,  drained,  and  kept  clean  and  sanitary. 

{d)  After  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  first  test  of  the  cattle  of  any  dairy, 
the  sale  within  the  said  city  or  town,  of  milk  or  cream  from  any  herd 
shall  be  prohibited  unless  the  said  herd  shows  a  clean  bill  of  health 
from  the  veterinary  inspector. 

(e)  An  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  be  appointed  and  paid  by  the  said  city 
or  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  undertakings  and  pro- 
visions, as  aforesaid,  are  carried  out,  and  that  the  cows  are  kept  clean 
and  properly  fed  and  cared  for. 

3.  The  Veterinary  Director  General  on  receiving  notice,  in  writing,  from 
any  such  municipality  of  its  desire  to  have  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  as  aforesaid,  shall  forthwith  make  inquiry,  and  if  satisfied  that  the 
foregoing  requirements  are  being  carried  out  shall  send  veterinary  inspectors  to 
inspect  the  said  cows. 

4.  Veterinary  inspectors  shall  use  the  tuberculin  test  and  also  make  a  careful 
physical  examination  of  the  cows,  in  order  to  determine  whether  they  are 
healthy  or  not.  Dairy  bulls  shall  also  be  examined  and  subsequently  treated 
in  the  same  way  as  cows. 

5.  Following  the  examination  and  test  the  diseased  cows  and  reactors  shall 
be  dealt  with  as  follows: — 

(a)  Cows  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector  are  affected  with  open 
tuberculosis  and  are  distributing  the  germs  of  the  disease  through  the 
milk,  foeces  or  sputum,  shall  be  sent  to  an  abattoir  under  inspection  and 
there  slaughtered  as  soon  as  conveniently  can  be  done.  When  no  such 
abattoir  is  within  reasonable  distance,  the  cows  shall  be  slaughtered  in 
the  presence  of  the  inspector,  who  shall  direct  how  the  carcass  shall  be 
disposed  of. 

(6)  Reactors  to  the  test  shall  be  separated  from  non-reactors  as  effectively 
as  possible,  (suspicious  animals  shall  be  classed  as  reactors),  and  the 
owner  shall  be  given  the  choice  of  disposing  of  them  in  one  of  the 
following  ways: — 

1.  Immediate  slaughter. 

2.  Slaughter  after  they  have  been  prepared  for  the  block,  by  drying  off 

and  feeding. 

3.  Retaining  them  in  the  herd,  and  selling  no  milk  or  cream  until  it  has 

been  pasteurized. 

6.  Compensation  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  the  herd  for  all  cows 
slaughtered  under  these  regulations  upon  the  following  basis: — 

1.  One-half  the  appraised  value  of  the  cow  if  destroyed  as  a  case  of  open 
tuberculosis. 

2.  One-third  the  appraised  value  of  the  cow  if  destroyed  as  a  reactor 
at  the  request  of  the  owner. 
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3.  Valuation  shall  be  made  by  the  inspector,  and  shall  not  exceed  the 
maximum  valuation  for  cattle  as  specified  in  section  6  of  the  Act. 

7.  The  salvage  from  the  carcass  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  the  cow  in 
addition  to  the  compensation,  provided  conpensation  and  salvage  together 
amount  to  less  than  the  appraised  value;  if  more,  the  surplus  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Receiver  Generai. 

8.  No  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Minister,  he  assists  as  far  as  possible  in  the  eradication  of  the  disease  by  following 
the  instructions  of  the  inspector  as  to  disinfection,  etc. 

9.  No  milk  or  cream  shall  be  sold  from  a  herd  containing  reactors  unless 
such  milk  and  cream  are  properly  pasteurized.  The  inspectors  of  the  munici- 
pality shall  see  that  this  provision  is  effectively  carried  out. 

10.  Tests  and  examinations  of  the  herds  shall  be  made  whenever  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Veterinary  Director  General,  and  after  each  test  and  exam- 
ination the  herd  shall  be  dealt  with  in  the  manner  aforesaid. 

11.  All  cows  bought  by  the  owner  of  a  herd  v/hile  under  control,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  test  and  successfully  pass  it  before  being  placed  with  the  healthy 
cows. 

12.  When  two  successive  tests  fail  to  detect  any  reactors  in  a  herd  it  shall 
be  deemed  healthy,  and  the  veterinary  inspector  shall,  when  requested,  give  a 
certificate  to  that  effect. 

13.  The  existing  regulations  respecting  tuberculosis  in  so  far  as  they  may  be 
inconsistent  with  the  present  regulations,  are  hereby  repealed.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  of  June,  1914,  in  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  section  16  of  The  Dairy  Industry  Act,  the  annexed  regulations  were 
established  thereunder,  to  come  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  September, 
1914:— 

Proposed  Regulations  under  the  Dairy  Industry  Act. 
definitions. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(a)  ''Act"  means  The  Dairy  Industry  Act,  1914; 

(b)  ''Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture; 

(c)  "brand"  means  any  mark,  stencil,  stamp,  label  or  writing  placed  on 
cheese,  or  on  any  package  containing  cheese,  butter  or  other  dairy 
product,  for  the  purpose  of  designating  a  particular  grade  or  classi- 
fication, the  place  of  manufacture  or  the  country  of  origin; 

(d)  "butter"  means  the  food  product  commonly  known  as  butter,  which 
is  manufactured  exclusively  from  milk  or  cream  or  both,  with  or  without 
the  addition  of  colouring  matter,  common  salt,  or  other  harmless 
preservatives ; 

(e)  "creamery"  means  a  place  where  the  milk  or  cream  of  not  less  than 
fifty  cows  is  manufactured  into  butter; 

(/)  "creamery  butter"  means  butter  which  is  manufactured  in  a  creamery; 
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(g)  ''dairy"  means  a  place  where  the  milk  or  cream  of  less  than  fifty  cows 
is  manufactured  into  butter; 

(h)  ''dairy  butter"  means  butter  which  is  manufactured  in  a  dairy; 

(i)  "dairy  product"  or  "dairy  products"  mean  any  milk,  cream,  condensed 

milk,  milk  powder,  butter  or  cheese,  or  any  other  article  manufactured 

from  milk,  and  all  imitations  thereof;  • 
(/)  "package"  means  any  box,  tub,  crock,  tin,  crate,  case,  paper  wrapper 

or  any  other  receptacle  or  covering  used  for  the  packing  of  butter; 
(k)  "whey  butter"  means  butter  which  is  manufactured  from  whey. 

COMPULSORY  BRANDING. 

2.  All  brands  placed  on  cheese  or  on  packages  containing  cheese  or  butter, 
as  required  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  legible  and  indelible  and  shall  consist  of 
letters  not  less  than  one-half  an  inch  long  and  three-eighths  of  an  inch  wide, 
except  in  case  of  parchment  paper  wrappers  for  butter,  the  branding  of  which 
shall  be  in  letters  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  square. 

3.  Every  manufacturer  of  whey  butter  shall  cause  the  package  containing 
such  whey  butter  to  be  branded  with  the  words  "Whey  Butter"  at  the  time  of 
packing. 

4.  Every  person  who  mixes  whey  butter  with  creamery  butter  or  with  dairy 
butter,  shall  cause  the  package  containing  such  mixed  butter  to  be  branded  at 
the  time  of  packing,  with  the  words  "Whey  Butter." 

5.  Every  person  who  mixes  dairy  butter  with  creamery  butter  shall  cause 
the  packages  containing  such  mixed  butter  to  be  branded  at  the  time  of  packing, 
with  the  words  "  Dairy  Butter." 

6.  Every  person  who  manufactures  butter  from  a  mixture  of  ordinary 
cream  as  separated  from  milk  and  cream  which  has  been  separated  from  v/hey, 
shall  cause  the  package  containing  such  butter  to  be  branded,  at  the  time  of 
packing,  with  the  words  "Whey  Butter." 

7.  Every  person  who  packs  dairy  butter  in  boxes  similar  to  those  used  for 
the  packing  of  creamery  butter  shall  cause  such  packages  to  be  branded,  at  the 
time  of  packing,  with  the  words  "Dairy  Butter." 

8.  No  person  shall  cut  or  pack  dairy  butter  into  blocks,  squares  or  prints 
and  wrap  such  blocks,  squares  or  prints  in  parchment  paper  unless  the  said 
parchment  paper  is  printed  or  branded  wdth  the  words  "Dairj^  Butter." 

9.  Every  cheesemaker  who  manufactures  cheese  from  or  by  the  use  of  milk, 
commonly  known  as  skimmilk,  or  milk  from  which  any  cream  has  been  removed, 
or  milk  to  which  skimmilk  has  been  added,  shall  brand  on  the  side  of  every  cheese, 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  cheese  is  removed  from  the  press,  or  before 
it  leaves  the  factory,  the  words  "Skimmilk  Cheese,"  and  also  upon  the  outside 
of  every  box  or  package  which  contains  cheese,  the  words  "Skimmilk  Cheese" 
at  the  time  the  cheese  is  boxed  or  packed. 

10.  When  butter  is  packed  in  tubs  or  boxes  all  brands  required  by  these 
regulations  shall  be  applied  on  the  side  of  the  package. 

PROHIBITED  BRANDING. 

11.  No  persons  shall. brand  any  package  containing  butter  with  the  words 
Creamery  Butter"  or  with  any  combination  of  the  word  creamery  unless  such 

butter  is  creamery  butter  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  these  regulations. 
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12.  No  person  shall  apply  any  brand  of  the  word  "  Canadian, "  ''Canadien" 
or  ''Canada"  as  a  descriptive  term,  mark  or  brand,  upon  any  cheese  or  upon  any 
box  or  package  which  contains  cheese  or  butter,  unless  such  cheese  or  butter  has 
been  produced  in  Canada. 

13.  No  person  shall  brand  any  cheese,  or  brand  any  package  containing 
cheese  or  butter  in  any  manner  that  shall  give  false  information  as  to  the  country 
of  origin,  or  as  to  the  cheese  factory  or  creamery  in  which  it  was  manufactured. 

THE  SALE  OF  DAIRY  PRODUCTS. 

14.  No  person  shall  knowingly  sell,  offer,  expose  or  have  in  his  possession 
for  sale: — 

(a)  Any  whey  butter  unless  the  package  containing  such  whey  butter  is 
branded  with  the  words  "  Whey  Butter." 

(b)  Any  butter  which  consists  of  a  mixture  of  whey  butter  and  creamery 
butter  or  whey  butter  and  dairy  butter  unless  such  mixture  of  butter  is 
branded  "  Whey  Butter." 

(c)  Any  mixture  of  dairy  butter  and  creamery  butter  unless  such  mixture 

is  branded  "  Dairy  Butter." 

(d)  Any  butter  manufactured  from  a  mixture  of  ordinary  cream  as  separated 
from  milk  and  cream  which  has  been  separated  from  whey  unless  such 
butter  is  branded  with  the  words     Whey  Butter." 

(e)  Any  dairy  butter  packed  in  boxes  similar  to  those  used  for  the  packing 

of  creamery  butter  unless  such  packages  are  branded  "  Dairy  Butter." 
(/)  Any  dairy  butter  packed,  moulded  or  cut  into  blocks,  squares  or  prints 
and  wrapped  in  parchment  paper  unless  such  parchment  paper  is 
branded  "  Dairy  Butter." 

(g)  Any  cheese  manufactured  from  or  by  the  use  of  milk  commonly  known 
as  skimmed  milk,  or  milk  from  which  cream  has  been  removed,  or  milk 
to  which  skimmed  milk  has  been  added  unless  the  words  ''Skimmilk 
Cheese"  are  branded  upon  the  side  of  every  cheese,  and  also  upon  the 
outside  of  every  box  or  package  which  contains  cheese. 

(h)  Any  butter  branded  as  creamery  butter  or  any  combination  of  words 
which  included  the  word  creamery  unless  such  butter  is  creamery 
butter  according  to  the  definition  in  the  Act  and  in  these  regulations. 

(^)  Any  cheese  upon  which  the  word  Canadian,"  "  Canadien"  or  "  Canada" 
is  branded,  or  any  cheese  or  butter  contained  in  any  package  upon 
which  the  word  ''Canadian,"  "Canadien"  or  "Canada"  is  branded  as 
a  descriptive  term,  unless  such  cheese  or  butter  has  been  produced  in 
Canada. 

(j)  Any  cheese  which  is  branded  or  any  cheese  or  butter  which  is  contained 
in  a  package  which  is  branded  in  such  a  manner  as  to  give  false  inform- 
ation as  to  country  of  origin,  or  as  to  the  cheese  factory  or  creamery  in 
which  it  was  manufactured. 

15.  No  person,  except  the  final  purchaser  or  consumer,  shall  remove, 
obliterate  or  erase  or  cause  to  be  removed,  obliterated  or  erased  any  brand  placed 
upon  any  cheese,  or  upon  any  package  containing  cheese  or  butter  as  required 
by  these  regulations. 

16.  Any  person  who  violates  any  regulation  made  under  the  authority  of  the 
Act  shall  for  each  offence,  on  summary  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars. 
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17.  Any  pecuniary  penalty  imposed  under  these  regulations  shall,  when 
recovered,  be  payable  one-half  to  the  informant  or  complainant  and  one-half  to 
His  Majesty. 

18.  These  regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  the  first  day  of  September, 
1914.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  4th  of  November,  1914,  in  virtue  of  section 
3  of  the  Act  9-10  Edward  VII,  chapter  31,  intituled  An  Act  to  prevent  the 
introduction  or  spreading  of  Insects,  Pests  and  Diseases  destructive  to  vegetation, 
the  following  general  regulations  respecting  destructive  insects,  pests  and 
plant  diseases,  were  made  and  established : — 

General  Regulations. 

UNDER   the   destructive    INSECT   AND    PEST   ACT   GOVERNING   INSECTS,  PESTS 

AND  PLANT  DISEASES. 

I.  ''Inspector"  means  a  person  appointed  for  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act  and  regulations  made  thereunder. 

II.  No  tree,  plant  or  other  vegetation  or  vegetable  matter  infested  with 
any  of  the  insects,  pests  or  diseases  to  which  this  Act  applies,  shall  be  imported 
into  Canada  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

III.  If,  on  inspection,  nursery  stock  or  other  vegetation  or  vegetable  matter 
is  found  to  be  infested  with  any  of  the  insects,  pests  or  diseases  hereinafter 
specified,  it  shall  be  destroyed  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  by  the  inspector 
and  in  his  presence.  All  cases,  packages  and  packing  in  which  such  stock  has 
been  contained  shall  also  be  destroyed  in  the  same  manner. 

IV.  Any  inspector  entering  any  lands,  nursery  or  other  premises  where  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  any  of  the  insects,  pests  or  diseases  hereinafter  specified 
are  or  may  be  present,  shall  give  instructions  for  the  treatment  or  destruction  of 
any  tree,  bush,  crop  or  other  vegetation  or  vegetable  matter  or  the  containers 
thereof,  which  may  be  found  or  suspected  to  be  infested  with  any  of  the  insects, 
pests  or  diseases  hereinafter  specified,  and  such  instructions  shall  be  carried  out 
by  the  owner  or  lessee  of  the  infected  or  suspected  vegetation,  vegetable  matter 
or  containers  thereof,  and  such  remedial  treatment  shall  be  carried  out  and 
continued  until  the  insect,  pest  or  disease  shall  be  deemed  by  the  inspector  to 
have  been  exterminated. 

V.  Compensation  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the  value  as  assessed  by  the 
inspector,  of  the  vegetation  or  vegetable  matter,  or  containers  thereof,  destroyed 
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by  the  instructions  of  an  inspector,  shall  be  granted  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister,  except  in  cases  where  these  regulations 
are  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  of  a  province  not  granting 
compensation. 

VI.  It  shall  be  illegal  to  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  in  any  way  dispose  of  or  receive 
any  trees,  shrubs,  or  other  plants,  vegetable  matter  or  portions  of  the  same,  if  the 
same  are  infested  with  any  of  the  insects,  pests  or  diseases  hereinafter  specified. 

VII.  The  owner,  occupier  or  lessee  of  any  premises  or  place  where  any  of  the 
insects,  pests  or  diseases  specified  herein  shall  be  found,  shall  immediately  notify 
the  Minister  and  shall  also  send  to  him  specimens  of  such  insects,  pests  or  diseases. 

VIII.  The  Minister  may,  upon  special  request  to  that  effect,  authorize  the 
importation  into  Canada  of  any  insect,  pest  or  disease  herein  specified,  but  for 
scientific  purposes  only. 

IX.  The  regulations  and  amendments  thereto  made  previously  under  the 
Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

X.  The  destructive  insects,  pests  and  diseases  to  which  the  said  Act  shall 
apply  shall  include  the  follov/ing: — 

(a)  Insects  and  Pests — 

The  San  Jose  Scale  {Aspidiotus  perniciosus) . 

The  Brown-tail  Moth  {Euproctis  chrysorrhrcea). 

The  Woolly  Aphis  {Schizoneura  lanigera). 

The  West  Indian  Peach  Scale  (Aulacaspis  peniagona). 

The  Gypsy-moth  (Porthetria  dispar). 

The  Mediterranean  Fruit  Fly  {Ceratitis  capitata). 

The  Potato-tuber  Moth  {Phthorimaea  operculella), 

Q))  Plant  Diseases — 

Potato  Canker  {Chrysophlyctis  endohiotica) . 
Chestnut  Bark  Disease  {Diaporthe  parasitica). 
White  Pine  Blister  Rust  {Peridermium  strobi).

Plant  Disease  Regulations, 
under  the  destruction  insect  and  pest  act. 

I.  Chestnut  Tree  Blight  or  Bark  Disease  {Diaporthe  parasitica  Murrill). 
The  importation  of  both  chestnut  {Castanea  dentata  Borkh.)  and  chinquapin 
{Castanea  pumila  Mill.)  into  Canada  from  the  United  States  is  prohibited. 

II.  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  {Peridermium  strobi  Kleb).  The  importation 
into  Canada  of  the  following  species  of  the  genus  Pinus  and  their  horticultural 
varieties,  viz.:  White  Pine  {Pinus  strobus  L.);  Western  White  Pine  {Pinus 
monticola  Dough);  Sugar  Pine  {Pinus  lambertiana  Dough);  Stone  or  Cembran 
Pine  {Pinus  cembra  L.)  and  all  other  five-leaved  species  of  the  genus  Pinus  are 
prohibited. 

III.  Potato  Canker,  V/art  Diseptse  or  Black  Scab  {Chrysophlyctis  endobiotica 
Schilb.)  The  importation  of  potatoes  into  Canada  from  Europe,  Newfound- 
land or  the  Islands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon  is  prohibited. 

IV.  Powdery  Scab  {Spongospora  subterranea  Johns.) 
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1.  IMPORTATION  OF  POTATOES  INTO  CANADA  FROM  THE  STATE  OF  MAINE  SUBJECT 

TO  CERTAIN  RESTRICTIONS. 

(a)  The  importation  of  potatoes  into  Canada  from  the  state  of  Maine,  being 
one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  being  the  only  State  of  the  Union  in 
which  powdery  scab  is  widely  prevalent,  in  order  to  prevent  the  introduction 
into  Canada  of  the  disease  ''Powdery  Scab"  (Spongospora  suhterranea  Johns.) 
is  not  permitted  on  or  before  the  date  of  4th  November,  1914,  after  which  date 
they  will  be  allowed  to  enter  Canada,  providing: 

(6)  That  all  persons  contemplating  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  the 
state  of  Maine,  shall  immediately  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  Dominion 
Botanist,  Central  Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa,  Ont.  This  notice  shall  include 
a  statement  of  the  quantity,  the  name  and  address  of  the  importer  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  the  name  of  the  transportation  company  carrying  the 
potatoes,  and  the  port  of  entry  through  which  such  importations  shall  be  effected, 
together  with  the  date  of  expected  arrival  at  such  port.  Such  potatoes  shall  not 
be  delivered  to  the  importer  or  consignee  until  they  have  been  examined  at  the 
port  of  entry  by  an  inspector  of  this  department,  and  have  been  found  to  be  free 
from  powdery  scab,  and  have  otherwise  been  imported  subject  to  the  conditions 
governing  their  importation,  or  until  the  right  of  inspection  has  been  waived. 

(c)  That  no  entry  of  potatoes  from  this  state  will  be  allowed  unless  the 
invoice  is  accompanied  by  an  original  certificate  and  unless  each  container  bears 
a  copy  certificate,  stating  that  the  potatoes  are  of  clean  stock,  were  grown  from 
clean  seed  and  in  soil  not  infected  with  powdery  scab,  and  have  not  been  in 
contact  with  any  material,  container  or  implement,  through  which  they  might 
have  become  infected  with  powdery  scab  and  that  they  have  been  inspected  by 
a  competent  officer  before  being  offered  for  shipment  and  have  been  found  free 
from  powdery  scab. 

(d)  Potatoes  required  to  be  shipped  from  the  state  of  Maine  through  Canada 
to  other  points  in  the  United  States,  providing  they  are  shipped  in  bond,  are 
exempt  from  above  regulation. 

2.  MOVEMENT  OF  POTATOES  WITHIN  OR  WITHOUT  THE  DOMINION  OF  CANADA. 

(a)  For  the  purpose  of  the  powdery  scab  regulations,  the  following  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean: — 

Powdery  Scab. — The  disease  of  potatoes  known  as  Spongospora  suhterranea 
Johns. 

Disease  similar  to  Powdery  Scab. — Any  disease  of  potatoes  resembling 
powdery  scab  but  not  recognizable  as  such  without  microscopical  examination. 

Infected  Potatoes. — Potatoes  of  lots  which  contain  individual  tubers  infected 
with  powdery  scab  or  any  disease  similar  to  powdery  scab. 

Exposed  Potatoes. — Potatoes  grown  in  fields  infected  with  powdery  scab,  or 
which  have  come  in  contact  with  soil,  tubers,  or  containers  infected  with  or 
contaminated  by  powdery  scab. 

First-grade  Potatoes. — Potatoes  neither  infected  nor  exposed,  which  are  to  be 
used  for  seed  purposes  only. 

Table  Potatoes. — Potatoes  neither  infected,  nor  exposed,  and  potatoes  v/hich 
have  been  infected  or  exposed,  but  from  which  all  tubers  visibly  infected  with 
powdery  scab  or  any  disease  similar  to  powdery  scab  have  been  removed  which 
are  to  be  used  for  table  purposes  only. 
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Infected  Area. — The  area  east  of  the  province  of  Ontario  within  the  Eominion 
of  Canada,  viz.,  the  provinces  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Quebec,  and  Prince 
Edward  Island. 

Inspector. — (See  General  Regulations  1.) 

Dominion  Botanist. — The  officer  in  charge,  or  his  authorized  agent,  acting 
on  his  behalf,  of  the  potato  inspection  service  at  the  Central  Experimental  Farm, 
Ottawa,  Ont. 

(6)  No  infected  potatoes  shall  be  moved  from  the  infected  area  within  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  to  or  through  any  other  province  outside  this  area,  nor  to 
any  British  or  foreign  country,  territory  or  district  thereof. 

(c)  It  shall  be  illegal  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  dispose  of  in  any  way,  receive  or 
use,  for  seed,  any  potatoes  affected  with  powdery  scab. 

3.  CONCERNING  MOVEMENT  OF  DISEASE-FREE  POTATOES  FROM  THE  INFECTED  AREA. 

(a)  No  potatoes  may  be  offered  for  shipment  to  or  through  the  disease-free 
area  unless  the  invoice  is  accompanied  by  an  original  certificate,  and  unless  each 
container  is  plainly  labelled  as  provided  hereafter,  and  bears  a  copy  certificate 
stating  that  the  potatoes: — 

(6)  Labelled  ''First-grade  Potatoes"  are  of  clean  stock,  were  grown  from 
clean  seed  and  in  soil  not  infected  with  powdery  scab  or  any  disease  similar  to 
powdery  scab,  and  have  not  been  in  contact  with  any  material,  container  or 
implement,  through  which  they  might  have  become  infected  with  powdery  scab 
and  that  they  have  been  inspected  by  an  officer  of  this  department  before  being 
offered  for  shipment  and  have  been  found  free  from  powdery  scab; 

(c)  Labelled  ''Table  Potatoes"  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  by  an 
officer  of  this  department  and  certified  to  be  free  from  powdery  scab,  or  any 
disease  similar  to  powdery  scab,  and  that  the  containers  are  marked  as  prescribed 
by  these  regulations; 

(d)  No  other  potatoes  than  such  determined  and  certified  by  the  inspector 
as  first-grade  potatoes  under  above  regulations  will  be  accepted  for  shipment  to 
the  United  States. 

4.  REGISTRATION  AND  APPLICATION  FOR  INSPECTION. 

(a)  Persons  intending  to  ship  any  potatoes  from  the  infected  area  to  or 
through  a  province  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  but  outside  the  infected 
area,  should  register  with  the  Dominion  Botanist  as  early  in  advance  of  shipment 
as  possible,  specifying  the  locations  and  capacities  of  warehouse,  cellars  or  other 
places  of  storage,  with  number  of  bins  and  loading  doors  in  each  and  an  estimate 
of  the  quantity  of  potatoes  it  is  expected  will  require  inspection  during  each 
season,  and  to  specify  whether  the  potatoes  are  for  shipment  to  U.S. A  or 
Canadian  points  outside  the  infected  area  and  whether  they  are  "first-grade" 
or  "table"  potatoes.  Registration  forms  will  be  furnished  upon  request  by  the 
above  officer. 

(5)  No  potatoes  offered  for  inspection  and  certification  as  first-grade 
potatoes  will  be  inspected  by  the  department's  inspectors  unless  there  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  shipper  and  accepted  by  the  inspector  prior  to  inspection,  a 
signed  statement  of  the  grower,  that,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  the 
potatoes  have  been  raised  from  clean  stock  and  in  soil  not  infected  with  powdery 
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scab  or  any  disease  similar  to  powdery  scab,  and  have  not  been  in  contact  with 
any  material,  etc.,  through  which  they  might  have  become  infected  with  powdery 
scab. 

(c)  Persons  intending  to  ship  potatoes  should  apply  for  inspection  thereof 
at  least  five  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of  shipment,  provided  that  persons  using 
warehouses  from  which  shipments  are  being  made  every  third  day  or  oftener, 
may  request  continuous  inspection  service,  subject  to  special  arrangements  as  to 
days  when  inspection  shall  be  made.  Each  application  shall  state  where  the 
potatoes  are  located,  their  approximate  quantity  and  the  expected  date  of  loading. 
Forms  of  appUcation  for  inspection  will  be  furnished  by  the  Dominion  Botanist. 

5.  INSPECTION. 

(a)  Potatoes  will  not  be  inspected  in  any  warehouse,  cellar  or  other  storage 
place  unless  the  same  is  adequately  lighted,  if  not  by  natural  light,  then  with 
drop  cord  electric  lights  reaching  to  all  parts  of  every  bin,  or  with  suitable  mantle 
lamps.  Inspection  will  not  be  conducted  in  places  which  are  so  dimly  lighted 
as  to  render  inspection  uncertain  or  which  afford  insufficient  space  to  permit 
ready  access  by  the  inspector  to  all  potatoes  offered  for  inspection.  Inspection 
will  not  be  conducted  in  the  open  air  in  inclement  weather. 

(6)  The  inspectors  must  be  allowed  to  have  ready  access  to  the  cars  or  other 
vehicle  or  boats  in  which  potatoes  are  loaded  and  to  all  parts  of  the  warehouse 
and  other  places  where  they  are  stored.  Inspection  may  be  discontinued  upon 
failure  of  the  owner,  at  the  request  of  the  inspector,  to  secure  for  him  access  to 
any  car,  other  vehicle  or  boats  or  to  any  part  of  any  wai'ehouse  or  other 
place  of  storage.  Refusal  on  the  part  of  any  person  in  respect  to  the  above 
regulations  will  result  in  withholding  a  certificate  for  shipping. 

(c)  If  the  potatoes  are  found  on  inspection  to  be  free  from  powdery  scab  or 
any  disease  similar  to  powdery  scab,  and  all  the  requirements  of  these  regulations 
have  been  met,  the  inspector  shall  then  issue  a  certificate  as  provided  for  potatoes 
to  be  shipped  to  the  United  States  or  shall  label  and  certify  them  if  intended  for 
shipment  into  any  other  part  of  the  Dominion  outside  the  infected  area. 

{d)  If  any  lot  of  potatoes  is  found  on  inspection  to  contain  one  or  more  tubers 
infected  with  powdery  scab  or  any  disease  similar  to  powdery  scab,  each  infected 
tuber  shall  be  promptly  removed.  Potatoes  in  any  such  lot  which  are  themselves 
free  from  powdery  scab,  shall  under  no  circumstances  be  certified  for  shipment 
to  the  U.S.A.  Neither  should  they  be  labelled  ''First-grade"  potatoes,  but 
they  may  be  certified  and  labelled  "Table  Potatoes, "  for  use  within  the  Dominion 
of  Canada. 

(e)  The  removal  of  infected  tubers  must  be  carried  out  by  the  persons 
desirous  of  shipping  them.  Arrangements  for  re-inspection  should  be  made  with 
the  inspector  at  the  time  of  the  first  inspection.  The  inspector  on  finding  any 
such  lot  free  from  powdery  scab  may  label  and  certify  them  "Table  Potatoes" 
under  the  regulations  governing  their  shipment. 

(/■)  If  on  re-inspection  of  any  such  lot,  the  inspector  discovers  potatoes 
infected  with  powdery  scab  or  any  disease  similar  to  powdery  scab,  no  certificate 
will  be  granted. 

6.  CONTAINERS. 

In  all  cases  where  potatoes  are  transported  in  packages,  crates,  barrels,  or 
sacks,  rather  than  in  bulk,  only  such  containers  may  be  used  which  have  not 
previously  held  potatoes. 
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7.  MAKKING  CONTAINERS. 

No  potatoes  shall  be  moved  from  the  infected  area  unless  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  following  paragraphs  are  strictly  observed: — 

(a)  Each  container  shall  have  attached  thereto  a  label  bearing  a  serial 
number  and  signed  or  initialled  by  the  inspector  issuing  it. 

(5)  Each  label  shall  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  state 
that  the  contents  of  the  containers  have  been  examined  by  an  inspector  and  are 
believed  to  be  free  from  powdery  scab. 

(c)  Each  label  shall  have  printed  thereon  in  prominent  type  the  words 
First-grade  Potatoes"  or  ''Table  Potatoes"  as  the  case  may  be. 

{d)  Labels  for  this  purpose  shall  be  furnished  only  by  the  department 
inspectors  and  shall  be  attached  to  containers  only  under  their  supervision  and 
v/ith  their  express  permission. 

8.  CERTIFICATION  OF  SHIPMENTS. 

(a)  No  potatoes  shall  be  transported  or  received  for  transportation  from  the 
infected  area  to  the  United  States  or  points  in  Canada  outside  the  infected  area, 
by  any  person,  express  or  transportation  company  unless  or  until  there  shall  have 
been  issued  upon  an  official  form  a  certificate  for  each  separate  shipment,  showing 
that  all  the  potatoes  in  the  consignment  have  been  inspected  by  an  inspector  and 
pronounced  to  be  free  from  powdery  scab,  that  the  containers  thereof  have  been 
labelled  as  required  by  these  reg-ulations,  the  number  and  kind  of  containers 
(sacks,  cars,  etc.)  with  initials  and  numbers  of  the  cars,  if  conveyed  in  cars, 
and  the  serial  number  of  the  inspection  labels  thereon. 

(6)  Each  certificate  shall  also  bear  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  consignor 
and  consignee  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  inspector  issuing  it. 

(c)  Each  certificate  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate,  of  which  one  copy  shall 
be  retained  by  the  inspector,  one  copy  shall  be  furnished  to  the  consignor  and  the 
third  shall  be  given  to  the  carrier. 

{d)  Each  freight  slip,  way  bill  or  manifest  accompanying  a  shipment  of 
potatoes  must  have  embodied  in,  stamped  upon  or  attached  to  it  a  statement 
signed  by  an  agent  of  the  carrier,  showing  that  the  certificate  required  by  this 
regulation  is  on  file  with  the  initial  carrier  and  the  number  of  each  certificate. 

9.  DISINFECTION  REQUIREMENTS. 

(a)  No  potatoes  shall  be  transported  from  the  infected  area  to  any  other 
point  outside  such  area  in  cars  or  other  vehicles,  unless  all  refuse  and  soil  are  first 
removed  and  the  interior  is  v/ashed  or  sprayed  with  a  solution  of  formaldehyde 
one  pint  of  40  per  cent  solution  to  each  gallon  of  water  nor,  in  case  they  are  or 
have  been  stored  in  any  warehouse  or  cellar,  unless  such  warehouse  or  cellar  shall 
have  been  treated  as  follows: — 

Cleaned  thoroughly;  the  walls  washed  or  sprayed  with  a  fresh  lime  wash 
containing  one  pound  of  copper  sulphate  (bluestone)  to  every  15  gallons  of  the 
wash;  the  floors  treated  either  with  the  same  wash  or  with  chloride  of  lime 
(bleaching  powder). 

(6)  Ail  tools  and  implements  used  in  handling  potatoes  within  the  infected 
area  offered  for  inspection  shall  be  disinfected  in  the  following  manner: 

Dipped,  washed  or  sprayed  with  a  solution  of  formaldehyde,  one  pint  40 
p.c.  solution  to  each  gallon  of  water. 
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(c)  Inspection  and  certificates  will  be  denied  unless  and  until  all  diseased 
potatoes  and  infected  material  have  been  removed  from  the  warehouse,  cellar  or 
loading  station  and  their  infective  power  has  been  destroyed  by  means  approved 
by  the  inspector. 

10.  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  INSPECTORS. 

(a)  In  all  respects  where  inspection  and  certification  are  required  by  these 
regulations  inspection  and  certification  by  an  inspector  of  this  department  are 
meant. 

(6)  Department  inspectors  shall  issue  labels  and  certificates  of  inspection 
only  for  potatoes  and  containers  actually  inspected  by  them  and  the  use  of  such 
labels  or  certificates  in  connection  with  potatoes  which  have  not  been  so  inspected 
and  certified  is  prohibited. 

11.  IDENTIFICATION  OF  INSPECTORS. 

(a)  Each  inspector  shall  wear,  while  on  official  duty,  a  metal  badge  issued  by 
this  department.  Each  badge  shall  bear  the  number  assigned  to  the  inspector 
and  the  legend:  ''Dominion  of  Canada,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Plant 
Disease  Inspector." 


12.  CONCERNING  SHIPMENT  OF  POTATOES  FOR  EXPORT  INTO  THE  UNITED 
STATES,    FROM  THE  DISEASE-FREE  AREA  WITHIN  THE  DOMINION  OF  CANADA. 

(a)  The  disease-free  area  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada  is  the  area  west 
of  the  border  line  of  the  province  of  Quebec. 

(6)  Persons  intending  shipping  potatoes  originating  in  the  disease-free  area 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  should  register  with  the  Dominion  Botanist  as  early 
in  advance  of  shipments  as  possible,  when  arrangements  will  be  made  for  certi- 
fying that  the  potatoes  were  grown  in  an  area  entirely  free  from  powdery  scab 
and  that  the  potatoes  themselves  are  not  affected. 

13.  CONCERNING  SALE  OF  SEED  POTATOES  THROUGH  SEED  MERCHANTS  AND 

OTHER  PERSONS. 

(a)  No  potatoes  originating  in  the  infected  area  shall  be  permitted  to  be  sold 
by  seed  merchants  or  other  persons  within  or  without  the  infected  area  unless 
they  have  been  examined,  certified,  labelled  and  shipped  according  to  the  regu- 
lations governing  the  movement  of  seed  potatoes  originating  in  the  affected  area. 

(6)  Seed  merchants  or  other  persons  intending  to  sell  potatoes  for  seed 
purposes  are  not  permitted  to  buy  potatoes  from  the  infected  area  unless  they 
bear  a  label  marked  ''First-grade  Potatoes"  attached  by  the  inspector  to  each 
separate  container. 

14.  CONCERNING  COMPENSATION. 

In  the  case  of  potatoes  or  potato  crops  destroyed  by  the  instructions  of  an 
inspector,  no  compensation  will  be  granted  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 
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Insects  and  Pests  Regulations. 

UNDER  the  destructive  INSECT  AND  PEST  ACT. 

I.  Nursery  stock  including  all  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  vines,  grafts,  scions, 
cuttings  or  buds  which  are  not  hereinafter  exempted,  entering  Canada  shall  be 
imported  only  through  the  ports  and  during  the  periods  respectively  hereinafter 
mentioned,  that  is  to  say: — 

Vancouver,  B.C.,  from  October  1  to  May  1. 
Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  from  October  1  to  May  15. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  North  Portal,  Sask.,  and  St.  John,  N.B.,  from  March 

15  to  May  15,  and  from  October  7  to  December  7. 
Windsor,  Ont.,  and  St.  Johns,  P.Q.,  from  March  15  to  May  15,  and  from 
September  26  to  December  7. 
At  these  points  of  entry  the  importations  shall  be  fumigated  in  the  fumi- 
gation houses  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  a  certificate  of  fumigation  will  be 
issued,  without  which  no  stock  may  be  taken  out  of  bond. 

All  nursery  stock  originating  in  Japan  or  in  any  one  of  the  states  of  Vermont, 
New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and  Rhode  Island,  six  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  shall,  after  fumigation,  be  subject  to  inspection 
as  provided  by  section  IV  of  these  regulations. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  following  vegetation  and  florists'  stock  shall  be 
exempt  from  fumigation  and  may  be  imported  at  any  season  of  the  year  through 
any  port  without  inspection: — 

(a)  Greenhouse  grown  plants,  including  roses  in  foliage  which  have 
been  grown  in  pots  up  to  three  inches  in  diameter  but  not  larger.  A  certifi- 
cate that  the  plants  have  been  grown  under  glass  must  accompany  the 
invoice  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  consignor. 

(6)  Herbaceous  perennials  (the  stems  of  which  die  down  in  winter), 
such  as  perennial  phlox,  peonies,  sunflowers,  etc. 

(c)  Herbaceous  bedding  plants  (such  as  geraniums,  verbenas,  pansies, 

etc.) 

{d)  Bulbs  and  tubers  (such  as  hyacinths,  lilies,  narcissi  and  other  true 
bulbs,  and  also  the  tubers  of  dahlias,  irises,  etc. 

{e)  Cottonwood  or  Necklace  Poplar  {Populus  deltoides,  Marsh)  when 
shipped  from  and  grown  in  Dakota  or  Minnesota,  two  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

II.  The  port  by  which  it  is  intended  that  the  nursery  stock  shall  enter  shall 
be  clearly  stated  on  each  package,  and  all  shipments  made  in  accordance  with 
these  regulations  will  be  entirely  at  the  risk  of  the  shippers  or  consignees  the 
Government  assuming  no  responsibility  whatever. 

III.  All  persons  importing  nursery  stock  subject  to  inspection,  except  such 
as  is  exempt  under  section  1  of  the  regulations,  shall  give  notice  to  the  Dominion 
Entomologist,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  within  five  days  of 
despatching  the  order  for  the  same.  This  notice  shall  include  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  nature,  quantity  and  the  points  of  origin  and  destination  of  the  stock, 
the  name  of  the  consignor  and  of  the  consignee,  and  the  name  of  the  trans- 
portation company  or  companies  carrying  the  stock.  A  second  notification 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Dominion  Entomologist  by  the  importer  immediately  on  the 
arrival  of  the  stock  at  its  final  destination.    Notice  shall  also  be  given  by  all 
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transportation  companies,  custom-house  brokers  and  other  persons  importing 
or  bringing  into  Canada  nursery  stock  that  is  subject  to  inspection,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  immediately  such  a  consignment  is  received  by  them. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  nursery  stock  imported  into  the  province 
of  British  Columbia  by  residents  of  that  province. 

IV.  Nursery  stock,  not  including  such  stock  as  is  exempt  under  I  of  these 
regulations,  originating  in  Europe,  shall  be  imported  only  through  the  ports  and, 
with  the  exception  of  St.  John,  N.B.,  during  the  periods  specified  under  section 
I  for  stock  requiring  fumigation,  with  the  addition  of  the  ports  of  Halifax,  N.S., 
Sherbrooke,  P.Q.,  and  Montreal,  P.Q.,  through  which  ports,  a,nd  also  the  port  of 
St.  John  N.B.,  such  European  stock  may  enter  from  September  15  to  May  15. 
Such  European  nursery  stock,  and  such  other  imported  vegetation  as  the 
Minister  may  determine,  entering  Canada,  shall  be  exempt  from  fumigation, 
but  shall  be  inspected,  either  at  the  port  of  entry,  or  at  its  destination  to  which 
it  may  be  allowed  to  proceed,  but  in  the  latter  case  it  must  not  be  unpacked 
except  in  the  presence  of  an  inspector. 

V.  The  importation  of  potatoes  into  Canada  from  the  state  of  California, 
being  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  is  prohibited. 

VI.  The  importation  of  all  non-canned  fruits,  plants  or  portions  of  plants,  or 
other  vegetation  or  vegetable  matter  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  is  prohibited. 

VII.  Forest  plant  products,  including  logs,  tan  bark,  posts,  poles,  railroad 
ties,  cordwood  and  lumber  originating  in  any  one  of  the  states  of  Maine,  Massa- 
chusetts, New  Hampshire,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,  five  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  shall  not  be  admitted  into  Canada  unless  such  forest  plant 
products  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have  been 
inspected  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  free  from 
the  gypsy-moth.  Each  shipment  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  an  inspection 
certificate,  and  the  certificate  shall  accompany  the  bill  of  lading,  way-bills  or 
other  memoranda  pertaining  to  such  shipments. 

The  importation  of  coniferous  trees,  such  as  spruce,  fir,  hemlock,  pine, 
juniper  (cedar)  and  arbor-vitae  (white  cedar)  or  fohage  thereof,  and  decorative 
plants  such  as  holly  and  laurel  known  and  described  as  Christmas  greens  or 
greenery,"  from  the  states  of  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Con- 
necticut, and  Rhode  Island,  is  prohibited. 

VIII.  The  importation  of  all  nursery  stock,  including  trees,  shrubs,  plants, 
vines,  grafts,  scions,  cuttings  or  buds  through  the  mails,  is  prohibited,  except 
greenhouse-grown  florists'  stock,  cut  flowers,  herbaceous  perennials  and  bedding 
plants,  which  will  be  admitted,  provided  that  a  detailed  statement  of  the  con- 
tents is  attached  to  such  parcels.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  10th  of  March,  1915,  in  virtue  of  subsection 
3  of  section  4  of  The  National  Battlefields  at  Quebec  Act,  1914,  by-law  for 
the  internal  government  of  the  National  Battlefields  Commission  and 
by-law  respecting  the  National  Battlefields  Park  adopted  by  the  National 
Battlefields  Commission  on  the  19th  October,  1914,  were  confirmed. 

By-law  for  the  Internal  Government  of  the  National  Battlefields 

Commission. 

Whereas  by  the  statute  of  Canada  4-5  George  V,  chap.  46,  the  National 
BattlejSelds  Commission  has  been  authorized  to  make  by-laws  for  the  direction, 
conduct  and  management  of  the  Commission  and  its  property,  real  and  personal, 
the  time  and  place  for  holding  meetings  of  the  Commission,  the  calling  of  meet- 
ings, the  quorum  thereat,  and  the  procedure  at  such  m.eetings;  the  appointment, 
control,  duties  and  removal  of  all  officers,  guardians,  agents,  technical  and 
professional  advisors,  and  employees  of  the  Commission,  and  their  remuneration, 
etc. 

Whereas  it  is  desirable  to  make  certain  by-laws  for  regulating  the  affairs 
of  the  Commission, — 

It  is  therefore  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  National  Battlefields  Commission 
and  the  said  National  Battlefields  Commission  enacts  as  follows,  to  wit: 

1.  Meetings  of  the  Commission  shall  be  held  as  often  as  its  business  may 
require. 

2.  All  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  chairman,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
acting  chairman,  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  secretary  to  each  of 
the  Commissioners. 

3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Commission,  four  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  Questions  arising  at  any  meeting  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 
In  case  of  a  tie  the  chairman  in  addition  to  his  original  vote  shall  have  a  casting 
vote. 

5.  The  Commission  shall  have  a  corporate  seal  of  such  design  as  the  Com- 
missioners may  determine,  which  seal  shall  whenever  used  be  authenticated  by 
the  signature  of  the  secretary. 

6.  The  chairman  shall,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Commission. 
When  absent  from  the  city  or  for  other  reasons  unable  to  attend  meetings,  the 
chairman  shall  select  one  of  the  other  Commissioners  to  perform  the  duties  of 
acting  chairman,  and  such  selection  shall  be  signified  in  writing  to  the  secretary. 
The  Commissioner  so  selected  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers 
of  the  chairman  until  the  latter  resumes  his  duties. 

7.  The  chairman  (or  acting  chairman)  shall  countersign  minutes  on  their 
adoption. 

8.  The  secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  keep  a 
record  of  its  proceedings.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  its  seal,  books,  papers 
and  records,  and  shall  also  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Commission, 
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issue  all  necessary  notices,  and  keep  copies  of  all  letters  sent,  and  files  of  all 
letters  and  documents  received,  and  fulfil  such  other  duties  as  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Commission. 

9.  The  secretary  shall  certify  all  administration  accounts,  and  the  super- 
intendent, landscape  architect  and  secretary  shall  certify  accounts  for  expenses 
regularly  incurred  and  ordered  by  the  Commission. 

10.  The  honorary  treasurer  of  the  Commission  shall  pay  all  duly  certified 
accounts,  and  supply  the  Commissioners  with  a  full  statement  of  the  finances 
of  the  Commission  at  each  meeting,  and  at  other  times  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
chairman,  and  send  to  the  Finance  Department,  Ottawa,  all  receipts  of  accounts 
paid  for  this  Commission. 

11.  All  accounts  shall  be  paid  by  cheques,  signed  by  the  honorary  treasurer, 
and  countersigned  by  the  chairman. 

12.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  all  meetings: — 

1.  Reading  of  minutes.  5.  Deferred  business. 

2.  Reading  of  treasurer's  report.  6.  New  business. 

3.  Reading  of  communications.  7.  Adjournment. 

4.  Reports. 

THE  NATIONAL  BATTLEFIELDS  COMMISSION. 

By-law  respecting  the  National  Battlefields  Park. 

Whereas  by  the  statutes  of  Canada,  7  and  8  Edward  VII,  chaps.  57  and  58, 
9  and  10  Edward  VII,  chap.  41,  1  and  2  George  V,  chap.  5,  and  4  and  5  George 
V,  chap.  46,  the  National  Battlefields  Commission  was  authorized  to  establish 
a  park  or  public  place  on  its  grounds  and  to  make  by-laws  for  the  direction,  con- 
duct and  management  of  its  property  real  and  personal,  as  well  as  for  the 
maintenance,  preservation  and  protection  of  its  lands,  works  and  other  property 
belonging  to  the  Commission  or  under  its  jurisdiction,  control  or  care  and  the 
access  of  the  public  thereto,  and  the  prevention  of  injury  to  or  encroachments 
upon  the  property  of  the  Commission; 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  certain  by-laws  respecting  the  said  park, — 

It  is  therefore  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  National  Battlefields  Com- 
mission and  the  said  Commission  ordains  and  enacts  as  follows,  to  wit: 

1.  (a)  It  is  forbidden  to  spoil,  break,  damage  or  remove  in  any  way  what- 
ever any  part  of  the  fences,  kiosks  or  pavilions,  green-houses,  benches,  seats, 
lamps,  lamp  posts,  lighting  apparatus,  trees,  shrubs,  plants  of  any  kind,  grass 
plots  or  flowers  in  the  said  park; 

(6)  To  walk  on  the  grass  plots  in  the  said  park; 

(c)  To  lie  down  on  the  grass  or  in  the  paths  or  on  the  benches; 

(d)  To  foul,  soil  or  muddy  the  waters  in  the  said  park; 

(e)  To  play  ball,  lacrosse,  football  or  other  games  or  exercises  in  the  said 
park,  except  in  the  parts  thereof  that  may  be  reserved  for  such  purpose  by  the 
Commission  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Commission  may  direct; 

(/)  To  play  at  games  of  chance  or  to  have  any  instrument  or  thing  used  for 
the  playing  of  such  games,  in  the  said  park; 

(g)  To  preach  sermons  or  to  make  political  or  other  speeches  or  harangues 
in  the  said  park; 

(h)  To  organize  or  set  in  motion  there  any  civic  or  other  parade,  military 
exercise  or  procession  or  to  play  any  musical  instrument  whatever,  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  National  Battlefields  Commission; 
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(i)  To  climb  the  trees  or  the  fences  or  to  stand  up  on  the  benches  and 
seats; 

(j)  To  molest  or  hurt  the  birds  in  the  said  park; 

{k)  To  offer  or  expose  for  sale  newspapers,  merchandise,  or  provisions  in 
the  said  park; 

(0  To  bring  into  or  to  sell,  to  give  or  to  have  in  the  said  park  alcoholic  or 
intoxicating  liquors  or  drinks; 

(m)  To  put  up  in  the  said  park  any  placard,  flag,  banner,  advertisement  or 
notice  of  any  nature  whatsoever,  save  and  except  the  flags,  placards  or  notices 
which  the  National  Battlefields  Commission  may  deem  it  advisable  to  put  up 
or  place  therein; 

(n)  To  fight,  be  intoxicated  or  to  insult  in  any  way  whatever  the  people  in 
the  said  park; 

(o)  To  wear  therein  any  mask  or  disguise,  to  expose  indecent  objects  or  to 
indecently  expose  the  person; 

(p)  To  fire  or  throw  stones  or  other  projectiles; 

{q)  To  carry  offensive  weapons  or  firearms; 

(r)  To  create  a  noise  or  a  tumult,  to  shout  or  to  sing; 

(s)  To  explode  fire  crackers  or  set  off  rockets  or  other  fireworks  in  the  said 
park,  without  the  Commission's  express  permission  in  writing; 

{t)  To  throw  or  deposit  in  the  said  park  any  dead  animal,  carcass  or  dirty 
or  foul  smelling  thing; 

{u)  To  throw  or  deposit  any  paper,  glass  or  other  refuse  except  in  the 
receptacles  intended  for  the  same; 

(v)  To  pile  or  deposit  ashes,  garbage,  or  materials  of  any  nature  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  park. 

2.  (a)  It  is  forbidden  to  drive  any  animal,  vehicle  or  automobile  elsewhere 
than  on  the  roads  intended  for  that  purpose  in  the  said  park ; 

(6)  Horse  races  are  prohibited.  No  person  shall  drive  a  horse  or  any  vehicle 
whatever  at  excessive  speed.  For  automobiles  and  motor  cycles  the  rate  of 
speed  must  not  exceed  fifteen  miles  an  hour; 

(c)  The  circulation  in  the  park  of  trucks,  drays  or  other  wagons  intended 
for  the  transportation  of  wares  or  merchandise,  is  forbidden,  but  these  vehicles 
may  have  access  to  the  buildings  in  the  park,  only,  however,  by  the  shortest 
road  and  conformably  to  the  instructions  of  the  guardians; 

{d)  Drivers  of  vehicles  of  all  kinds,  or  of  horses  must  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  notices  posted  up  in  the  park  with  respect  to  the  traffic  and 
obey  the  orders  of  the  guardians  to  the  same  effect. 

3.  Any  person  remaining  in  the  park  after  eleven  p.m.  must  depart  when 
ordered  to  that  effect  by  a  guardian. 

4.  Every  person  must  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  superintendent, 
guardians  or  police  officers  on  duty  in  the  said  park. 

5.  Every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  except  in  so  far  as 
another  penalty  is  therefor  by  law  provided,  shall  be  punishable,  on  summary 
conviction,  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $50  and  costs  or  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  sixty  days  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

2.  Sugar  whether  sold  as  granulated,  loaf,  cut,  milled  or  powdered  sugar 
shall  contain  at  least  99  •  5  (ninety-nine  and  five-tenths)  per  cent  of  sucrose,  and 
shall  be  free  from  any  artificial  colouring  matter. 

3.  Icing  sugar  is  a  powdered  sugar  specially  prepared  for  baker's  use,  and 
may  contain  starch  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  per  cent  by  weight.

III.  In  all  cases  except  such  as  are  covered  by  sections  I  and  II  above,  the 
presence  of  artificial  colouring  matter  must  be  declared  upon  the  label,  in  easily 
legible  t  pe. 

IV.  When  used  in  the  amounts  necessary  to  produce  desirable  colours  in 
foods  the  following  substances  are  regarded  in  the  light  of  present  knowledge  of 
their  physiological  effects,  as  harmless  to  health,  within  the  meaning  of  The 
Adulteration  Act.  Should  more  extended  knowledge  of  the  effects  upon  the 
health  of  any  of  the  colouring  matters  named  below  establish  their  harmfulness, 
they  would,  in  such  case,  come  under  section  3  (/)  of  The  Adidteration  Act;  and 
their  presence  in  foods  would  constitute  adulteration: —

Regulations  regarding  Grazing  Permits  in  the  National  Parks. 

1.  No  live  stock  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  within  the  parks  unless 
a  permit  has  been  secured  from  the  superintendent. 

2.  Pigs,  sheep  or  goats  shall  not  be  brought  into  or  kept  within  the  parks, 
without  the  written  permission  of  the  superintendent,  and  such  permission  shall 
be  subject  to  all  Dominion  Parks  regulations. 

3.  Permits  for  the  grazing  of  cattle  or  horses  within  Dominion  parks  may  be 
granted  by  the  superintendent  of  any  park  upon  sucK  areas  and  for  such  periods 
each  year  as  may  be  designated  by  him,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

4.  Application  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  superintendent  and  shall 
contain  a  sufficient  description  for  identification  of  the  stock  including  marks 
and  brands  when  there  are  such. 
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5.  Permits  will  be  granted  only  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  the  owners 
of  stock  and  will  not  be  transferable. 

6.  Licensed  butchers  may  bring  into  the  parks  and  keep  there  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days  animals  to  be  slaughtered  for  food  purposes,  upon  the 
written  permission  of  the  superintendent,  such  permission  being  subject  to  all 
Dominion  Parks  regulations. 

7.  Any  person  holding  a  permit  to  graze  cattle  on  any  portion  of  the  parks, 
must  (confine)  them  to  the  area  specified  and  comply  with  all  the  conditions  of 
his  permit  and  these  regulations. 

8.  Should  it  be  found  that  injury  is  being  done  by  the  stock  to  the  timber  and 
young  trees  or  to  any  source  of  water  supply,  or  if  there  is  another  sufficient 
reason  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  of  the  park  to  justify  removal  of 
same,  such  stock  must  be  removed  upon  the  written  instructions  of  the  super- 
intendent to  such  other  areas  as  he  considers  advisable. 

9.  Violation  of  any  of  these  regulations  will  render  permits  liable  to  cancel- 
lation, by  written  notice  of  the  superintendent  of  the  park. 

10.  Any  stock  found  in  the  park  without  a  permit  shall  be  Hable  to  be 
impounded  by  the  superintendent  or  any  officer  acting  under  his  instructions, 
and  in  addition  the  owners  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  for  infringe- 
ment of  Parks  regulations. 

IL  Any  animals  so  impounded,  not  claimed  within  thirty  days  after  notice 
of  the  impounding  has  been  given  in  writing  or  by  public  advertisement,  may  be 
sold  by  public  auction  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  public  press. 

12.  The  proceeds  of  such  sale,  after  paying  the  cost  of  impounding,  main- 
tenance, advertising  and  sale,  shall,  on  demand,  be  paid  by  the  superintendent  to 
the  owner  of  the  stock. 

13.  The  superintendent  may  authorize  any  person  to  act  as  poundkeeper, 
the  rates  of  remuneration  to  be  as  follows: — 

50c.  per  day  for  one  horse. 


25c.  "  each  additional  horse. 

30c.  "  one  head  of  cattle. 

15c.  each  additional  head. 

20c.  "  one  pig,  sheep  or  goat. 

10c.  "  each  additional  head. 


14.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  for  any  animal  which  may  be  a  danger  or 
menace  to  the  public.  .The  owner  will  be  responsible  for  any  damage  done  by  an 
animal  and  must  upon  the  instructions  of  any  officer  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  have  any  animal  which  is  considered  unsafe  to  the  public,  removed  and 
confined  in  some  place  of  safety. 

15.  The  dues  for  a  grazing  permit  shall  be  one  dollar  per  head  for  grazing 
season  or  any  portion  thereof.  Only  stock  six  months  old  or  over  will  be  counted 
in  the  determination  of  the  dues  for  permit.  All  permits  shall  expire  on  the  30th 
of  April  in  each  year. 

16.  The  number  of  stock  which  may  be  grazed  by  each  applicant,  and  the 
period  during  which  grazing  will  be  permitted  will  be  determined  each  year  by 
the  superintendent. 

17.  Bona  fide  residents  of  the  vicinity  v/ill  be  given  the  preference  in  the 
granting  of  permits. 

18.  At  the  expiration,  or  upon  the  cancellation  of  a  permit,  the  owner  shall 
be  allowed  seven  days  within  which  to  remove  his  stock,  after  which  they  shall 
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be  liable  to  be  impounded  by  the  superintendent  or  any  officer  acting  under  his 
instructions. 

19.  The  carcass  of  any  animal  dying  within  the  parks,  other  than  those 
slaughtered  for  food  purposes,  must  be  removed  by  the  owner,  immediately,  and 
buried.    If  death  results  from  an  infectious  disease,  the  carcass  shall  be  burned.

amount  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  the  prescribed  yearly  rental  of  such  location,  the 
Ivlinister,  upon  proof  satisfactory  to  him  showing  that  such  expenditure  was 
incurred  for  the  purpose  and  in  the  manner  specified  on  one  or  more  of  the  lease- 
holds comprising  the  location,  may  waive  payment  of  the  rental  for  the  year  of 
the  term  during  which  such  expenditure  may  be  shown  to  have  been  incurred,  or 
in  case  the  rental  has  already  been  paid,  he  may  apply  such  payment  or  such 
portion  thereof  as  to  him  seems  reasonable,  on  account  of  future  payments  of  the 
rental  of  any  leasehold  included  in  the  location,  such  expenditure,  however,  not 
to  be  accepted  as  payment  of  rental  during  a  greater  period  than  five  years  of  the 
term  of  the  leases.

pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  section  28  of  The  Naval  Service  Act. 
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2.  Every  officer  and  seaman  of  the  Naval  Volunteer  Force  shall  be  subject 
thereto  from  the  time  of  being  called  out  for  active  service  and  also  during  any 
period  of  drill  or  training,  and  also  while  upon  or  within  any  ship,  dockyard, 
battery,  magazine,  store  or  other  place  where  guns,  arms,  torpedoes,  ammunition 
or  other  naval  stores  are  kept,  or  any  drill  hall  or  building  or  place  used  for  naval 
purposes  and  also  during  any  drill  or  parade  of  any  part  of  the  Naval  Volunteer 
Force  at  which  he  is  present,  and  also  at  any  other  time  when  in  uniform.

of  the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Minister  of 
Fiaance,  through  the  Department  of  the  Naval  Service,  but  that  when  the 
prosecutor  is  not  an  officer  of  any  government,  a  moiety  of  the  penalty 
levied,  together  with  costs  taxed  to  him  in  respect  thereof,  shall  be  paid  to 
him,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  Minister  of  Finance,  through  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Naval  Service.

(e)  The  close  season  for  whitefish  and  salmon  trout  in  Morton,  Lyndhurst 
and  Gananoque  waters  shall  be  from  the  5th  day  of  October  to  the  5th  day  of 
November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  during  which  period  no  one  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  or  salmon  trout  in  these  waters.

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  9th  of  February,  1915,  under  and  in 
pursuance  of  the  authority  of  section  45  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  4-5  George  V, 
chapter  8,  the  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  different  provinces,  except 
so  far  as  the  province  of  Ontario  and  a  portion  of  the  province  of  Quebec, 
are  concerned,  were  consolidated  and  revised  and  are  as  follows: — 

1.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  Prince  Edward 
Island,  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907,  together 
with  all  amendments  thereof,  and  the  general  fishery  regulations  also 
adopted,  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907,  together  with 
all  amendments  thereof,  so  far  as  they  affect  the  said  province  of  Prince 
Edward  Island,  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  special  fishery  regulations 
for  the  said  province  of  Prince  Edward  Island  attached  hereto  and  marked 
Appendix  ^'A,"  are  hereby  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

2.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907,  together  with  all 
amendments  thereof,  and  the  general  fishery  regulations  also  adopted  by 
Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907,  together  with  all  amend- 
ments thereof  so  far  as  they  affect  the  said  province  of  Nova  Scotia,  are 
hereby  rescinded,  and  the  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  said  province 
of  Nova  Scotia  attached  hereto  and  marked  Appendix  ^^B,"  are  hereby 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof.

4.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  Manitoba  and 
district  of  Keewatin,  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  1st  May,  1911, 
together  with  all  amendments  thereof,  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the 
attached  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  said  province  of  Manitoba 
marked  Appendix  ^^D,"  are  hereby  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

5.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  provinces  of  Saskatchewan 
and  Alberta  and  the  Territories  north  of  these  provinces,  adopted  by 
Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  of  February,  1912,  together  with  all  amend- 
ments thereof  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  special  fishery 
regulations  for  the  said  provinces  of  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  and  the 
Territories  north  of  these  provinces  marked  Appendix  ^'E,"  are  hereby 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

6.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  British  Columbia, 
adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  March,  1910,  together  with  all 
amendments  thereof,  and  the  general  fishery  regulations  adopted  by  Order 
in  Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907,  together  with  all  amendments 
thereof  so  far  as  they  affect  the  said  province  of  British  Columbia,  are 
hereby  rescinded  and  the  attached  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  said 
province  of  British  Columbia  marked  Appendix  F,"  are  hereby  substituted 
in  lieu  thereof. 

7.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  Yukon  territory,  adopted  by 
Order  in  Council  of  the  14th  October,  1907,  together  with  all  amendments 
thereof,  are  hereby  rescinded  and  the  attached  special  fishery  regulations 
for  the  said  Yukon  territory  marked  Appendix  '^G,"  are  hereby  substituted 
in  lieu  thereof. 

8.  (a)  Section  9  of  the  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of 
Quebec,  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907,  is 
hereby  rescinded,  and  the  following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof: — 

Fishing  by  means  of  nets  or  other  apparatus  in  the  non-tidal  waters 
without  a  lease  or  license  or  permit  from  some  duly  authorized  officer  of 
the  Government  of  the  province  of  Quebec,  and  fishing  in  the  tidal  waters 
without  a  lease  or  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  is  pr  j- 
hibited." 

(6)  The  salmon  angling  seasons  established  by  section  18  of  the  said 
special  fishery  regulations  for  the  province  of  Quebec,  adopted  by  Order  in 
Council  of  the  12th  September,  1907,  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  follow- 
ing subsection  providing  salmon  angling  seasons  in  lieu  of  those  rescinded, 
is  hereby  added  to  the  said  section  18: — 

"4.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  with  rod  and  line  in  the  manner 
known  as  fly-surface-fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  May  to 
the  fifteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the 
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waters  north  of  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  east  of  but  not  including  the 
Natashquan  river,  and  in  the  Rimouski,  Matane  and  Murray  rivers,  and 
river  du  Gouffre,  Bersimis  river,  and  Jacques  Cartier  river,  Portneuf 
county,  where  such  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  day  of  May 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive." 

APPENDIX  ''A." 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS,  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND. 

Sec.  L — Bait. 

The  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  may  authorize  the  issue  of  special 
permits  to  take  bait  for  the  bona  fide  purpose  of  deep  sea  fishing,  for  any  specified 
time  during  the  weekly  close  time. 

Sec.  2. — Clams — Soft  Shell,  Long-Neck  or  Squirt-Clams. 

The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt-clams  {Mya  Arenaria)  in  a  raw 
state  taken  in  the  province  of  Prince  Edward  Island  from  the  1st  day  of  May 
to  the  30th  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  3.— Cod. 

No  person  shall  carry  on  cod-fishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than  one- 
half  mile  from  any  fishing  grounds  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored  and  fishermen 
are  actually  engaged  in  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  4. — Eel  Fishing. 

No  one  shall,  during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December 
in  each  year,  fish  for  eels,  with  a  spear  or  torch,  in  any  waters  frequented  by 
salmon  or  trout. 

Sec  5. — Explosives. — Use  of  Prohibited. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere,  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material,  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting  to  use;  or  allowing 
or  permitting  the  same  to  be  used,  or  attempted  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  catching  or  killing,  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  put  or  place,  or  have  upon 
or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed  or  intended  to  be  engaged  or  em- 
ployed in  fishing,  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive  material. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found  or  proved 
to  be  or  to  have  been  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel  the  master  and  the 
owner  thereof  shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  provided  for  a  breach  of  the 
last  preceding  regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have 
put  or  placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel 
or  had  the  same  in  possession  therein. 
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Sec.  6. — Gaspereaux. 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  gaspereaux  in  the  ponds  at  Blooming 
point  and  point  de  Roche,  in  the  county  of  Queens,  except  with  gill-nets,  and 
no  fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  in  any  of  the  channels  connecting  these 
ponds  with  the  gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  or  in  the  ponds  within  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  entrance  to  such  channels,  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  operation  of  eel  weirs  in  such  channels,  which  weirs  must  be  so 
set  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  other  fish. 

Sec.  7. — Herrings. 

(a.)  From  the  25th  day  of  June  to  the  25th  day  of  August  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  no  seines  shall  be  drawn  nor  any  nets  set  within  six  hundred 
feet  of  any  place  where  herrings  resort  to  spawn. 

(Jb.)  No  seines  shall  be  drawn  or  any  nets  set  within  six  hundred  feet  of 
any  weir  or  trap-net  under  license. 

(c.)  Fishing  for  herrings  in  the  manner  known  as  driving"  with  torches, 
flambeaux  or  other  artificial  light  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  8. — Lobsters, — See  also  Fisheries  Act. 

1.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  strait  of  Northumberland  between  a 
straight  line  on  the  northwest,  drawn  from  Chockfish  river.  New  Brunswick, 
to  West  point,  Prince  Edward  island,  and  a  straight  line  on  the  southeast, 
drawn  from  Indian  point,  near  Cape  Tormentine,  New  Brunswick,  to  Cape 
Traverse,  Prince  Edward  island,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters, 
from  the  26th  day  of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  25th  day  of  April  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof, 
of  the  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  island 
westwardly  and  northwardly  from  the  lighthouse  in  Antigonish  county  opposite 
Flat  point  in  Inverness  county.  Nova  Scotia,  to  the  northern  boundary  of  New 
Brunswick,  including  the  coast  and  waters  thereof  of  all  the  islands  adjacent  to 
these  portions  of  the  coast  of  the  said  provinces  as  well  as  the  coast  and  waters 
thereof  of  the  counties  of  Quebec  south  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence.* 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters  from  the  11th  day  of 
August  in  each  year,  to  the  24th  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  the  coasts  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  that  portion  of  the  strait  of 
Northumberland  between  a  straight  line  on  the  northwest  drawn  from  Chock- 
fish  river,  New  Brunswick,  to  West  point,  Prince  Edward  island,  and  a  straight 
line  to  the  southeast  drawn  from  Indian  point,  near  Cape  Tormentine,  New 
Brunswick,  to  Cape  Traverse,  Prince  Edward  island.* 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  for  any  purpose  whatever,  any 
soft-shell  lobster  or  lobsters,  or  any  berried  lobster  or  lobsters,  excepting  for 
hatchery  purposes  as  provided  for  by  section  27  of  the  Fisheries  Act.  Except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided,  such  lobster  or  lobsters  when  caught  shall  be 
liberated  alive,  by  the  person  catching  it  or  them. 

4.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  in  any  water  of  the  depth  of  two 
fathoms  or  under  at  low  water. 


(*Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited.    See  Fisheries  Act,  sec.  29.) 
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5.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  nearer  than  100  yards  to  any 
stationary  salmon  net,  set  for  the  purpose  of  taking  salmon. 

6.  No  person  shall  offer  for  sale,  sell,  barter,  supply  or  purchase  any  frag- 
ments of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or  broken  up,  or  any  broken 
lobster  meat,  and  all  fragments  of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or  broken 
up,  or  broken  lobster  meat,  so  offered  for  sale,  sold,  bartered,  supplied  or  pur- 
chased, shall  be  liable  to  seizure  or  confiscation;  nor  for  canning  purposes,  shall 
any  lobster  or  lobsters,  be  boiled,  or  partially  prepared  elsewhere  than  in  the 
cannery  licensed  for  that  purpose. 

7.  No  one  shall  for  canning  purposes,  boil  lobsters  on  board  any  ship, 
vessel,  boat  or  floating  structure  of  any  description  whatever,  except  under 
special  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

8.  No  one  shall  leave  the  shore  for  the  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors, 
lines  or  other  lobster  fishing  gear,  nor  shall  any  one  place  or  set  any  such  gear, 
before  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  it  is  lawful  to  take  lobsters 
in  the  locality  affected;  provided  that  if  the  opening  day  of  the  season  is  on 
Sunday,  no  one  shall  leave  shore  for  the  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors, 
lines  or  other  lobster  fishing  gear,  nor  shall  any  one  place  or  set  any  such  gear 
before  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  following  Monday. 

9.  The  use  of  trawls  or  implements  other  than  traps  made  of  laths  and 
netting  with  a  ring  in  the  netting  to  permit  lobsters  to  enter,  is  prohibited  in 
lobster  fishing. 

Sec.  9. — Non-tidal  Waters. 
The  use  of  nets  in  non-tidal  waters  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  10. — Oysters. 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for  or  catch  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall 
be  fifty  cents. 

2.  The  owner,  or  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  a  fishing  boat  employed  in 
the  oyster  fishery  on  public  beds  shall  cause  a  memorandum  in  writing,  setting 
forth  the  name  of  the  owner,  or  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  such  boat 
to  be  filed  with  the  local  fishery  officer,  who,  if  no  valid  objection  exists,  may, 
under  instructions  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  issue  a  fishery 
license  for  the  same,  and  any  boat  or  fishing  apparatus  used  without  such 
license,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  illegal  and  liable  to  forfeiture,  together  with  the 
oysters  caught  therein  and  the  owner  or  person  using  the  same  shall  be  subject 
to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  the  Fisheries  Act, 

3.  All  boats  fishing  for  oysters  on  public  beds  shall  have  a  registration 
number,  corresponding  with  that  of  the  license,  legibly  marked  or  painted  on  the 
bow  of  the  boat,  in  white  coloured  letters  on  a  black  ground,  and  the  initial  letter 
of  the  port  to  which  such  boat  belongs,  such  letters  to  be  at  least  eight  inches 
in  length. 

4.  From  the  1st  day  of  January  to  the  30th  day  of  September,  both  days 
inclusive,  in  each  year,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters 
on  public  beds,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  August,  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters 
on  leased  areas.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited. — 
See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 
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5.  (a)  No  person  shall  on  public  beds  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  any  round 
oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  shell,  nor  any  long  oysters 
measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  of  outer  shell. 

(5)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell,  that 
may  be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  to  the  bed  from 
which  they  were  taken  alive,  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the  person  so  fishing,  on 
whom,  in  every  case,  shall  devolve  the  proof  of  actual  liberation. 

(c)  The  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  or  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
Council  of  a  province  that  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Governor 
in  Council  pursuant  to  section  61  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  may  grant  permission 
to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster  areas  to  fish  for  and  catch  at  any  season  of 
the  year,  on  certain  natural  reefs  in  the  said  province,  to  be  specified  in  said 
permission,  a  designated  quantity  of  unculled  oysters,  for  the  purpose  of  stock- 
ing leased  areas. 

6.  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

7.  No  person  shall  dig  mussel-mud  within  200  yards  from  any  live  oyster 
bed,  and  then  only  at  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  prescribed  in  writing  by  a 
fishery  officer,  or,  in  a  province  that  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Governor  in  Council  pursuant  to  section  61  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  thereof. 

8.  The  use,  for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster-beds,  of  quahaug  rakes, 
tongs  operated  by  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakes  other  than  the  ordinary 
ones  now  in  use  in  oyster-fishing  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  11. — Pollock. 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  pollock  by  means  of  spears  or  grapnel 
or  gaff  hooks;  provided  that  the  use  of  a  gaff,  in  hook  and  line  fishing,  may  be 
permitted. 

Sec.  12. — Quahaugs  or  Hard-shell  Clams. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  except  under 
a  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service.  The  fee  on  each  such  license 
shall  be  one  dollar  per  season. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs 
from  the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year,  to  the  10th  day  of  May  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  August,  both 
days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited, 
see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a 
less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and 
any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches 
in  length  that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  water 
alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the  Minister  of 
the  Naval  Service  may  authorize  the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs 
of  less  size  for  purposes  of  replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam  or 
quahaug  culture. 

4.  The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having  teeth 
less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 
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5.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays,  harbours  and  other 
waters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart 
and  marked  out  by  the  local  fishery  officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which 
such  fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  13. — Salmon. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  or  with  rod  and  line  in  the  manner  known  as 
fly-surf  ace-fishing. 

2.  The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets,  and  the  leaders  of  salmon 
trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind,  from  the 
sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both 
days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited, 
see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  every  Monday,  all  salmon  fishing  stations,  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound 
and  trap-nets,  used  for  catching  salmon,  whether  under  license  or  not,  shall  be 
so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by,"  or  out  of 
such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and  prevent 
the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus. 

5.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  with  a  rod  and  line  in  the  manner  known 
as  fly-surface-fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  in  each  year,  both  days  incluaiive. 

6.  Save  as  in  this  section  otherwise  provided,  no  one  shall  use  worms  or  any 
other  kind  of  bait  whatsoever,  in  fishing  for,  catching  or  killing  salmon. 

7.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever. 

8.  No  salmon  or  grilse  weighing  less  than  three  pounds  shall  be  retained 
or  kept  out  of  the  water.  If  such  under-sized  salmon  or  grilse  be  caught  in- 
advertently, it  shall,  if  possible,  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water 
from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

9.  The  use  of  torches  or  other  artificial  lights  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
salmon,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  14. — Smelts. 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets  or  hook  and  line 
is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

{h)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  gill-net  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent  per  fathom 
of  net  used. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  two  dollars. 

3.  Smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  IJ^ 
inches  extension  measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish 
the  size  of  the  mesh. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  15th  October  in  each 
year,  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 
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5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  1st  December  in  each 
year  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  each  other. 

7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  thereof. 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon 
in  each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  forenoon 
following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  rais^ed  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such  gill-nets  or  bag-nets. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  smelts  from  the  first  day  of  April 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in 
close  season  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

10.  All  persons  opening  holes  in  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  smelt  fishing 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes  as  least  six  feet  in 
height. 

Sec.  15. — Trawlers  Prohibited. 

The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  trawlers  operating  ''beam," 
"otter,"  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is 
prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

Sec.  16.— Trout. 

(a)  No  person  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  any  speckled  trout,  or  any 
other  kind  of  trout,  from  the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  31st  day 
of  March  following.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  pro- 
hibited,— see  section  29  of  the  Fisheries  Act.) 

(b)  No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  trout  by  other  means 
than  angling  with  hook  and  line. 

(c)  Fishing  for  speckled  trout  (Salvelinus  fontinalis)  through  the  ice,  is 
prohibited. 

(d)  No  one  shall  receive,  ship,  transport  or  have  in  possession  for  the 
purpose  of  shipping  or  transporting  out  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  any  speckled 
trout,  river  trout  or  sea  trout;  provided  that  any  person  may  so  ship  such  trout 
caught  by  him  for  sport,  to  the  extent  of  25  pounds  in  weight,  if  the  shipment  is 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  either  the  local  fishery  officer  in 
whose  district  the  fish  were  caught  or  from  the  local  station  agent  adjacent  to 
the  locality  in  which  they  were  caught,  or  is  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the 
official  license  or  permit  issued  to  the  person  making  the  shipment. 

(e)  No  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed  25  pounds  in  weight,  nor 
shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more  than  one  package  during  the  season. 

(/)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province, 
in  one  day  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  speckled  trout  or 
brook  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds,  and  no 
greater  number  than  thirty  speckled  trout  or  brook  trout,  though  said  number 
weigh  less  than  ten  pounds. 

(g)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  speckled  trout  or  any  other 
kind  of  trout  that  is  less  than  six  inches  in  length,  and  any  one  who  may  catch 
such  trout  that  is  less  than  six  inches  in  length  shall  return  the  same  alive  and 
uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken. 

(h)  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
trout,  is  prohibited. 
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APPENDIX  **B." 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS,  PROVINCE  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA. 

Sec.  1. — Anglers'  Permits. 

1.  Non-residents  of  the  province  shall  not  angle  for  or  take  any  sporting 
fish  without  having  first  obtained  therefor  an  angler's  permit  issued  by  authority 
of  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  British  subjects,  angling  in  waters 
where  they  own  or  have  under  lease  the  riparian  fishing  rights,  but  in  any 
instance  where  exemption  is  claimed  on  the  ground  of  citizenship  the  burden  of 
proof  that  the  person  so  claiming  exemption,  is  a  British  subject,  shall  lie  on 
him. 

The  annual  fee  for  such  permit  shall  be  five  dollars. 

2.  One  angler's  permit  only  shall  be  issued  to  each  applicant.  Such  permit 
shall  not  be  transferable,  and  can  be  legally  used  only  by  the  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon.  Each  holder  of  an  angler's  permit  shall  be  required  to  produce 
and  exhibit  his  permit,  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  any  fishery  officer  or  fishery 
guardian. 

3.  No  person  shall  use,  under  an  angler's  permit,  more  than  one  fishing  line, 
provided  with  not  more  than  three  hooks. 

Sec.  2. — Bass. 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  any  bass  from  the  first  day 
of  March  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive, 
nor  at  any  time  shall  bass  of  a  less  weight  than  two  pounds  be  fished  for,  caught, 
killed,  or  sold,  and  if  caught  by  accident  in  nets  or  other  fishing  apparatus 
lawfully  used  for  other  fish,  young  bass  of  less  than  two  pounds  weight  shall  be 
liberated  aUve  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the  owner  of  the  fishery,  on  whom  in  every 
case  shall  devolve  the  proof  of  such  actual  liberation;  Provided,  that  nothing 
contained  in  this  regulation  shall  prevent  any  person  from  fishing  for,  catching  or 
killing  bass  at  all  times  by  means  of  angling  with  a  hook  and  line;  but  the 
sale  of  bass  so  caught  shall  impose  on  the  possessor,  purchaser  or  seller  the 
burden  of  proving  the  lawful  capture  thereof.  (Possession  in  close  time  with- 
out lawful  excuse,  prohibited.    See  section  29  of  the  Fisheries  Act,) 

2.  Bass  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines,  nor 
by  means  of  any  other  kind  of  net  having  meshes  of  a  less  size  than  six  inches, 
extension  measure. 

3.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  of 
each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning 
following,  all  bass  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted,  as  to  admit  of  the  free 
passage  of  bass  through,  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3. — Clams — Soft-shell,  Long-neck  or  Squirt-clams. 

The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-n^ck  or  squirt  clams  (Mya  Arenaria)  in  a 
raw  state  taken  in  the  provinces  of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  or 
Prince  Edward  island,  from  the  1st  day  of  May  to  the  30th  day  of  June,  both 
days  inclusive,  in  each  year,  is  prohibited. 
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■    Sec.  4. — Cod. 

No  person  shall  carry  on  codfishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than  one 
half  mile  from  any  fishing  grounds  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored,  and  where 
fishermen  are  actually  engaged  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  5. — Explosives  Prohibited. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere,  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material,  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting  to  use,  or  allowing 
or  permitting  tho  same  to  be  used,  or  attempted  to  be  used,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  killing,  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  or  persons,  to  put  or  place,  or  have 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed,  or  intended  to  be  engaged  or 
employed  in  fishing,  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found,  or  proved 
to  be  or  to  have  been,  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel,  the  master  and  the 
owner  thereof  shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  provided  for  breach  of  the  last 
preceding  regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  persons  who  may  have  put 
or  placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel,  or 
had  the  same  in  possession. 

Sec.  6. — Eel  Fishing. 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November,  in  each  year,  no  one  shall 
fish  for  eels,  with  a  spear  or  torch,  in  any  waters  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

Sec.  7. — Herrings. 

1.  From  the  25th  day  of  June  to  the  25th  day  of  August  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  no  seines  shall  be  drawn  nor  any  nets  set  within  600  feet  of 
any  place  where  herrings  resort  to  spawn. 

2.  Fishing  for  herrings  in  the  manner  known  as  "driving"  with  torch, 
flambeaux  or  other  artificial  light,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  8. — Lobsters. — See  also  Fisheries  Act. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters,  from  the  30th  day 
of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  14th  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  waters  thereof,  of  the  provinces  of  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  county  of 
Albert,  New  Brunswick,  that  portion  of  the  county  of  Cumberland  bordering 
on  the  Bay  of  Fundy  and  tributary  waters,  and  the  counties  of  Kings  and 
Annapolis,  excepting  Annapolis  Basin,  Nova  Scotia.* 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters,  from  the  16th  day 
of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  5th  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  county  of  Digby,  including 
Digby  Gut  and  the  entrance  thereto,  and  Annapolis  Basin.* 


(*Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited,    See  Fisheries  Act,  sec.  29.) 
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3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters,  from  the  31st  day  of 
May  to  the  14th  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  on  and 
along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  counties  of  Yarmouth,  Shelburne, 
Queens,  Lunenburg,  and  that  portion  of  the  county  of  Halifax  west  of  a  line 
running  SSE.,  astronomic,  from  St.  George's  island,  Halifax  harbour,  and 
coinciding  with  the  fairway  buoys  in  the  entrance  of  the  said  harbour.* 

4.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters,  from  the  21st  day 
of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  31st  day  of  March  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  from  the  aforesaid  line,  running  SSE.,  astronomic,  from  St. 
George's  island,  Halifax  harbour,  and  coinciding  with  the  fairway  buoys,  in  the 
entrance  of  the  said  harbour,  extending  eastwardly  and  following  the  coast  line, 
as  far  as  Red  point,  between  Martin  point  and  point  Michaux,  in  the  island  of 
Cape  Breton,  and  including  Chedabucto  bay  and  St.  Peter's  bay,  and  the  coasts 
and  waters  of  all  the  islands  lying  in  and  adjacent  to  these  bays,  and  including 
the  coasts  and  waters  of  the  Gut  of  Canso,  as  far  as  a  line  passing  from  Flat 
point,  in  Inverness  county,  to  the  lighthouse  in  Antigonish  county  opposite.* 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters,  from  the  16th  day 
of  July  in  each  year,  to  the  14th  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on 
and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  island  of  Cape 
Breton,  including  St.  Paul's  island,  not  covered  by  District  No.  4,  immediately 
preceding.* 

6.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  strait  of  Northumberland  between  a 
straight  line  on  the  northwest,  drawn  from  Chockfish  river.  New  Brunswick,  to 
West  Point,  Prince  Edward  island,  and  a  straight  line  on  the  southeast  drawn 
from  Indian  point,  near  Cape  Tormentine,  New  Brunswick,  to  Cape  Traverse, 
Prince  Edward  island,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters,  from 
the  26th  day  of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  25th  day  of  April  following,  both  days 
inclusive,  on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the 
provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  island  westwardly 
and  northwardly  from  the  lighthouse  in  Antigonish  county,  opposite  Flat 
point,  in  Inverness  county.  Nova  Scotia,  to  the  northern  boundary  New  Bruns- 
wick, including  the  coasts  and  waters  thereof  of  all  the  islands  adjacent  to  these 
portions  of  the  coasts  of  the  said  provinces  as  well  as  the  coast  and  waters 
thereof  of  the  counties  of  Quebec  south  of  river  St.  Lawrence.* 

7.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  for  any  purpose  whatever,  any 
soft-shell  lobster  or  lobsters,  or  any  berried  lobster  or  lobsters,  excepting  for 
hatchery  purposes  as  provided  for  by  section  27  of  the  Fisheries  Act.  Except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided,  such  lobster  or  lobsters  when  caught  shall  be 
liberated  alive,  by  the  person  catching  it  or  them. 

8.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  in  any  water  of  the  depth  of  two 
fathoms  or  under  at  low  water. 

9.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  nearer  than  100  yards  to  any 
stationary  salmon  net,  set  for  the  purpose  of  taking  salmon. 

10.  No  one  shall  offer  for  sale,  sell,  barter,  supply  or  purchase  any  frag- 
ments of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or  broken  up,  or  any  broken 
lobster  meat,  and  all  fragments  of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or 
broken  up,  or  broken  lobster  meat,  so  offered  for  sale,  sold,  bartered,  supplied  or 
purchased,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  or  confiscation;  nor  for  canning  purposes. 


(♦Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited.    See  Fisheries  Act,  sec.  29.) 
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shall  any  lobster  or  lobsters,  be  boiled,  or  partially  prepared  elsewhere  than  in 
the  cannery  licensed  for  that  purpose. 

11.  No  one  shall  for  canning  purposes,  boil  lobsters  on  board  any  ship, 
vessel,  boat  or  floating  structure  of  any  description  whatever,  except  under 
special  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

12.  In  the  districts  specified  in  subsections  1,  2  and  3  of  this  section,  no  one 
shall  leave  the  shore  for  the  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors,  lines  or  other 
lobster  fishing  gear,  nor  shall  any  one  place  or  set  any  such  gear,  before  eight 
o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  it  is  lawful  to  take  lobsters  in  the 
district  affected,  and  in  the  remaining  districts,  before  six  o'clock  in  the  morning 
of  such  day,  provided  that  if  the  opening  day  of  the  season  is  on  Sunday,  no  one 
shall  leave  shore  for  the  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors,  lines  or  other 
lobster  fishing  gear,  nor  shall  any  one  place  or  set  any  such  gear  before  the  hours 
specified  for  the  respective  districts,  in  the  morning  of  the  following  Monday. 

13.  The  use  of  trawls  or  implements,  other  than  traps  made  of  laths  and 
netting  with  a  ring  in  the  netting  to  permit  lobsters  to  enter,  is  prohibited  in 
lobster  fishing. 

Sec.  9. — Nontidal  Waters. 

The  use  of  nets  in  nontidal  waters,  except  for  the  capture  of  gaspereaux,  is 
prohibited.  Gaspereaux  nets  may  be  used  in  such  waters  from  the  15th  to  the 
31st  of  May,  in  each  year  only. 

Sec.  10. — Oysters. 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for  or  catch  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Ser\'ice.  The  fee  on  such  Ucense  shall 
be  fifty  cents. 

2.  The  owner,  or  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  a  fishing  boat  employed 
in  the  oyster  fishery  on  public  beds  shall  cause  a  memorandum  in  writing,  setting 
forth  the  name  of  the  ov/ner,  or  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  such  boat, 
to  be  filed  with  the  local  fishery  officer,  who,  if  no  valid  objection  exists,  may, 
under  instructions  from  the  ^vlinister  of  the  Naval  Service,  issue  a  fishery 
license  for  the  same,  and  any  boat  or  fishing  apparatus  used  without  such 
license,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  illegal  and  liable  to  forfeiture,  together  with  the 
oysters  caught  therein,  and  the  owner  or  person  using  the  same  shall  be  subject 
to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

3.  All  boats  fishing  for  oysters  on  public  beds  shall  have  a  registration 
number,  corresponding  with  that  of  the  license,  legibly  marked  or  painted  on  the 
bow  of  the  boat,  in  white  coloured  letters  on  a  black  ground,  and  the  initial 
letter  of  the  port  to  which  such  boat  belongs,  such  letters  to  be  at  least  eight 
inches  in  height. 

4.  From  the  1st  day  of  January  to  the  30th  day  of  September,  both  days 
inclusive,  in  each  year,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters  on 
public  beds,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  August,  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters  on 
leased  areas.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited, — see 
Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

5.  (a)  No  person  shall,  on  public  beds,  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  any  round 
oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  shell,  nor  any  long  oysters 
measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  of  outer  shell. 
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(6)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell,  that 
may  be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  alive  to  the  bed 
from  which  they  were  taken,  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the  person  so  fishing,  on 
whom,  in  every  case,  shall  devolve  the  proof  of  actual  liberation. 

(c)  The  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  or  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
Council  of  a  province  that  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Governor 
in  Council  pursuant  to  section  61  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  may  grant  permission 
to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster  areas  to  fish  for  and  catch,  at  any  season  of 
the  year,  on  certain  natural  reefs  in  the  said  province,  to  be  specified  in  said 
permission,  a  designated  quantity  of  unculled  oysters,  for  the  purpose  of  stock- 
ing leased  areas. 

6.  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

7.  No  person  shall  dig  mussel-mud  within  200  yards  from  any  live  oyster 
bed,  and  then  only  at  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  prescribed  in  writing  by  a 
fishery  ofiicer,  or,  in  a  province  that  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Governor  in  Council  pursuant  to  section  61  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  thereof. 

8.  The  use,  for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster-beds,  of  quahaug  rakes, 
tongs  operated  by  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakes  other  than  the  ordinary 
ones  now  in  use  in  oyster-fishing,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  11. — Pollock. 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  pollock  by  means  of  spears  or  grapnel 
or  gaff  hooks;  provided  that  the  use  of  a  gaff,  in  hook  and  line  fishing,  may 
be  permitted. 

Sec.  12. — Quahaugs  or  Hard-shell  Clams. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service.  The  fee  on  each  such  license 
shall  be  one  dollar  per  season. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from 
the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year,  to  the  10th  day  of  May  following,  both 
days  inclusive,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  August,  both 
days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited — 
see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of 
a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and 
any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches 
in  length  that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the 
water  alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the  Minister* 
of  the  Naval  Service  may  authorize  the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs 
of  a  less  size  for  purposes  of  replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam 
or  quahaug  culture. 

4.  The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having 
teeth  less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 

5.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays,  harbours  and  other 
waters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart  and 
marked  out  by  the  local  fishery  officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which 
such  fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 
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Sec.  13. — Salmon. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  trap-nets  or  pound-nets,  or  with  rod  and  line  in  the  manner  known 
as  fiy-surface-fishing. 

2.  The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets,  and  the  leaders  of  salmon 
trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind,  from 
the  sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following, 
both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohi- 
bited,— see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  every  Monday,  all  salmon  fishing  stations,  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound 
and  trap-nets,  in  tidal  waters,  used  for  catching  salmon,  whether  under  license 
or  not,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through, 
by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct 
and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus;  provided,  that  in  the 
estuary  and  waters  of  the  Port  Medway  river,  in  the  county  of  Queens,  all 
salmon  fishing  stations,  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  and  trap-nets,  used 
for  catching  salmon  in  tidal  waters,  whether  under  license  or  not,  shall  be  so 
raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by,  or  out 
of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and 
prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus  from  the  time  of  low  water 
nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every  Friday  to  the  time  of  low  water 
nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every  Monday;  provided  further,  that 
in  the  waters  of  the  Clyde  river,  Shelburne  county,  above  a  line  drawn  east 
and  west  across  the  rfver  from  the  southern  end  of  Big  island,  all  salmon  fishing 
stations  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  and  trap-nets,  used  for  catching 
salmon,  whether  under  license  or  not,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effect- 
ively closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into 
such  apparatus  from  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  of  every  Saturday 
afternoon  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  the  following  Wednes- 
day forenoon. 

5.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  with  a  rod  and  line  in  the  manner 
known  as  fly-surface-fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  February 
to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive;  except  in  the 
island  of  Cape  Breton,  where  such  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first 
day  of  June  to  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  September  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive. 

6.  Save  as  in  this  section  otherwise  provided,  no  one  shall  use  worms  or 
any  other  kind  of  bait  whatsoever,  in  fishing  for,  catching  or  killing  salmon. 

7.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever. 

8.  No  salmon  or  grilse  weighing  less  than  three  pounds  shall  be  retained 
or  kept  out  of  the  water.  If  such  under-sized  salmon  or  grilse  be  caught  inadvert- 
ently, it  shall,  if  possible,  be  i?€turned  ahve  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from 
which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 
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9.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching  salmon, 
is  prohibited. 

Sec.  14. — Shad  and  Gasfereaux. 

The  close  time  for  shad  and  gaspereaux  shall  extend  from  sunset  on  Friday 
evening  to  sunrise  on  Monday  morning,  in  each  week,  during  which  time  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  shad  or  gaspereaux. 

Sec.  15. — Smelts. 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets  or  hook  and 
line  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

(6)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  gill-net  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  fathom 
of  net  used. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  two  dollars. 

3.  Smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  li  inches 
extension  measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size 
of  the  mesh. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  15th  October,  in  each 
year  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  1st  December  in 
each  year  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  Smelt  bag-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  each  other. 

7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges,  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  such  spans. 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
in  each  week  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  forenoon 
following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such  gill-nets  or  bag-nets. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  smelts  from  the  first  day  of 
April  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive.  (Pos- 
session in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited.  See  Fisheries  Act, 
section  29.) 

10.  All  persons  opening  holes  in  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking  smelts 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes,  at  least  six  feet 
in  height. 

Sec.  16. — Sturgeon. 

Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  use  of  drift-nets  for  the  capture 
of  sturgeon  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.  17. — Trawlers  Prohibited. 

The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  trawlers  operating  ''beam,'' 
"otter,"  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish, 
is  prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada.

ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL,  Etc. 


Department  of  the  Naval  Service. 


Sec.  18. — Trout  and  Land-locked  Salmon. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  speckled  trout,  salmon  trout, 
grey  trout,  white  trout,  lake  trout,  winanish,  toag,  land-locked  salmon,  or 
any  other  kind  of  trout  from  the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year,  to  the  31st 
day  of  March  following,  both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  season, 
without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited. — See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

2.  No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  by  other  means 
than  angling  with  hook  and  line. 

3.  Fishing  for  speckled  trout  (Salvelinus  fontinalis)  through  the  ice,  is 
prohibited. 

4.  No  trout  under  six  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the 
water.  If  any  such  undersized  trout  be  caught  inadvertently,  it  shall,  if  possible, 
be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken,  by  the 
person  catching  it. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province, 
in  one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  speckled  trout 
or  brook  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds,  and  no 
greater  number  than  thirty  speckled  trout  or  brook  trout,  though  said  number 
weigh  less  than  ten  pounds. 

6.  (a)  No  one  shall  receive,  ship,  transport  or  have  in  possession  for  the 
purpose  of  shipping  or  transporting  out  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  any  speckled 
trout,  river  trout  or  sea  trout,  provided  that  any  person  may  so  ship  such  trout 
caught  by  him  for  sport,  to  the  extent  of  25  pounds  in  weight,  if  the  shipment 
is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  either  the  local  fishery  officer 
in  whose  district  the  fish  were  caught  or  from  the  local  station  agent  adjacent 
to  the  locality  in  which  they  were  caught  or  is  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the 
official  license  or  permit  issued  to  the  person  making  the  shipment. 

(5)  No  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed  25  pounds  in  weight,  nor 
shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more  than  one  package  during  the  season. 

7.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching  trout, 
is  prohibited. 

Sec.  19. — Trap  Nets  or  Weirs, — Distance  Between. 

No  seine  shall  be  drawn  nor  any  net  set  within  110  fathoms  (one-eighth  of  a 
mile)  of  any  weir,  trap  or  net  of  any  kind  under  license,  nor  shall  any  weir  or 
trap  be  set  or  placed  nearer  to  another  weir  or  trap,  under  license  than  110 
fathoms  (one-eighth  of  a  mile.)  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  smelt  gili- 
nets  or  bag-nets. 

COUNTY  FISHERY  REGULATIONS. 
Section  20. — County  of  Annapolis. 

1.  The  owners  of  land  fronting  tidal  waters  along  any  salmon  river  in  the 
county  of  Annapolis  may  be  allowed  one  stand  for  dipping  salmon  and  alewives, 
such  stand  to  be  selected  by  the  owners  of  such  land  and  pointed  out  to  the  over- 
seer, who  shall  determine  what  claims  they  are  entitled  to,  and  to  hold  the  same 
under  permit  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  as  their  fishing  privilege; 
but  in  no  case  shall  any  stand  be  less  than  two  hundred  yards  from  any  mill-dam 
or  fish  pass. 
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2.  All  brush  weirs,  of  whatever  description,  shall  be  provided  with  gates, 
placed  in  the  hurdle  or  deepest  place;  such  gates  to  have  an  opening  of  at  least 
eight  feet  in  length  by  four  feet  in  height,  hinged  at  the  top  with  iron  straps,  and 
provided  with  sufficient  tackle  attached  to  an  upright  timber,  so  that  said  gates 
may  be  raised  at  any  time  of  tide.  There  shall  be  gates  as  above  described  for 
every  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  weir;  but  in  every  case  these  shall  be  placed 
as  above  directed  in  the  deepest  waters.  These  gates  shall  be  opened  at  or  before 
six  o'clock  on  every  Saturday  night,  and  remain  open  until  Monday  morning 
at  six  o'clock. 

3.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  young  fish,  every  owner,  occupier  or  person 
in  charge  of  a  weir  shall,  either  by  himself,  or  by  those  employed  under  him,  enter 
his  weir  in  a  boat  when  the  water  is  not  less  than  six  feet  out  in  the  shallowest 
place  along  the  other  wing,  ascertain  the  quahty  of  fish  taken,  and  if  young,  or 
small,  shall  immediately  open  the  gates  to  permit  such  fish  to  escape. 

4.  The  place  and  number  of  all  weirs  or  fisheries  on  public  grounds  in  the 
county  of  Annapolis  shall  be  fixed  by  the  local  fishery  overseer,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  inspector  of  fisheries. 

5.  All  net  fisheries  for  herring  shall  have  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  yards, 
said  fisheries  to  be  at  right  angles  with  the  shore,  as  far  as  practicable.  All  such 
fisheries  shall  be  described  and  numbered,  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  set 
any  net  in  front  of,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with,  or  encroach  on  any  fishery 
held  or  occupied  by  any  other  person. 

6.  Every  net-buoy  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  the  number  of  his 
fishery  upon  it,  either  in  red  letters  or  branded  with  hot  iron;  and  every  net 
shall  have  a  tablet  securely  attached  to  it,  with  the  name  and  number  of  its 
owner  upon  it,  as  above. 

7.  All  lobster  traps  shall  be  set  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  herring  nets,  and 
at  no  less  distance  than  sixty  yards  therefrom,  or  more,  if  necessary  in  the 
opinion  of  the  overseer  for  the  district  wherein  such  traps  may  be  used. 

8.  The  use  of  dip-nets  for  catching  any  kind  of  fish  is  prohibited  in  Round 
Hill  river,  in  the  county  of  Annapolis,  Nova  Scotia. 

9.  {a)  All  net  fishing  in  the  AnnapoUs  river,  with  the  exception  of  drift- 
netting  for  sturgeon,  is  prohibited. 

(6)  Sturgeon  drift-nets  shall  have  meshes  of  eleven  inches,  extension 
m.easure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

(c)  Sturgeon  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  during  the  month  of 
June  each  year.  (Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited — 
(see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

{d)  A  fishery  officer,  of  competent  jurisdiction,  may  prevent  and  disallow 
sturgeon  drift-net  fishing  forthwith,  if  he  finds  or  if  it  is  shown  to  his  satisfaction 
that  salmon  or  shad  are  being  caught,  taken  or  procured  in  such  sturgeon  drift- 
nets. 

Sec  21. — County  of  Antigonish. 

1.  The  use  of  seines  for  the  purpose  of  catching  herring  is  prohibited  in  the 
waters  of  Harbour  Bouche,  or  within  one  and  one-half  miles  from  any  point  in 
any  direction  whatever  from  an  imaginary  line  drawn  across  the  mouth  of  the 
said  harbour;  and  the  points  between  which  the  said  line  shall  be  drawn  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  inspector  of  fisheries  within  whose  division  that  part  of  the  province 
of  Nova  Scotia  Ues. 
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Sec.  22. — County  of  Colchester. 

1.  The  rivers  and  streams  of  the  south  district  of  Colchester  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  extend  (for  fishing  purposes)  as  follows: — 

(a)  Shuhenacadie  river,  from  Halifax  county  line  to  where  it  empties  into 
the  bay  of  Fundy. 

(6)  Stewiacke  river,  from  its  source  to  its  junction  with  the  Shubenacadie 
river. 

(c)  Green  creek,  from  the  source  of  the  stream  thus  named,  including  lakes,  to 
it  connection  with  Shubenacadie  river. 

(d)  Salmon  and  North  rivers,  from  their  respective  sourjces  to  the  bridge 
across  the  bay  of  Fundy,  known  as  ''Board-landing  bridge." 

2.  Alewives  or  gaspereaux  shall  not  be  taken  in  any  of  the  streams  or  rivers 
in  this  county  after  the  1st  day  of  June. 

3.  Every  net  shall  have  attached  to  it  the  name  in  full  of  the  owner. 

4.  No  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  outlet  of  any  lake  than  one  hundred 
yards. 

Sec.  23. — County  of  Cumberland. 

1.  Low-water  mark,  or  the  boundary  between  fresh  and  salt  water,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  shall  be  at  the  foot  of  Hannan's  falls,  so  called,  in 
river  Philip. 

2.  Brush  weirs,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  of  any  kind,  shall  not  be 
allowed  in  any  of  the  rivers  of  this  county,  nor  within  half  a  mile  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

3.  Nets  for  taking  shad  shall  not  exceed  (except  at  Port  Laurence)  twelve 
fathoms  in  length,  and  the  meshes  of  such  nets  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  four 
and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure. 

4.  Shad  shall  not  be  fished  for  in  any  of  the  rivers  or  bays  of  this  county, 
by  any  mode  of  fishing,  later  than  the  31st  day  of  August. 

5.  Each  family  or  householder  shall  have  liberty  to  set  fifty  fathoms  of 
net,  and  no  more,  in  any  one  string  or  line  of  nets. 

6.  All  nets  shall  be  set  in  lines  from  the  shore  to  the  bank  of  the  channel  or 
bay,  and  no  two  lines  of  net  shall  be  set  in  the  range  of  the  tide  or  current  nearer 
than  five  hundred  yards  of  each  other. 

7.  The  fishery  officer  shall  lay  off  as  many  of  these  several  lines  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants;  each  individual  right 
in  said  lines  to  be  twenty-five  fathoms  in  any  one  line  of  nets,  and  no  more, 
and  each  site  or  locality  in  the  string  to  be  determined  by  ballot. 

8.  The  ofiicer  shall  give  six  days'  notice  by  posting  the  same  in  three  of 
the  most  public  places  in  the  district,  of  the  time  and  place  of  laying  off  and 
balloting. 

9.  The  use  of  seines  for  the  purpose  of  taking  alewives  is  prohibited. 

10.  Nets  for  the  purpose  of  taking  alewives  shall  not  be  set  nearer  than  one- 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  Messrs.  Rindress  &  Seaman's  mill-dam,  on  Wallace  river. 

Sec.  24. — County  of  Digby. 

1.  All  nets  fisheries  for  herrings  shall  have  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  yards; 
such  fisheries  to  be  divided  by  lines  at  right  angles  with  the  coast,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable.   All  such  fisheries  shall  be  described  and  numbered,  and  no  person  shall 
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be  allowed  to  set  any  net  in  front  of,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with,  or  encroach 
on  any  fishery  held  or  occupied  by  any  other  person. 

2.  Every  net-buoy  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  number  of  his 
fishery  upon  it,  either  in  red  letters  or  burned  in  with  an  iron;  and  every  net  shall 
have  a  tablet  attached  securely  to  it,  containing  name  and  number  of  its  owner 
upon  it,  as  above. 

3.  All  brush  weirs  in  tidal  waters,  or  weirs  of  whatever  description,  shall 
be  provided  with  gates,  placed  in  the  hurdle  or  deepest  place;  such  gates  to 
have  an  opening  at  least  eight  feet  in  length  by  four  feet  in  height,  hinged  at 
the  top  with  iron  straps,  and  provided  with  sufficient  tackle  attached  to  an 
upright  timber,  so  that  said  gates  may  be  raised  at  any  time  of  tide.  There 
shall  be  gates  as  above  described  for  every  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  weir;  but 
in  every  case  these  shall  be  placed,  as  above  directed,  in  the  deepest  waters. 
These  gates  shall  be  opened  at  or  before  six  o'clock  on  every  Saturday  night, 
and  remain  open  until  Monday  morning  at  six  o'clock. 

4.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  young  fish,  every  owner,  occupier  or  person 
in  charge  of  a  weir  shall,  either  by  himself  or  by  those  employed  under  him,  enter 
his  weir  in  a  boat  before  half  tide  ebb,  ascertain  the  quality  of  the  fish  taken, 
and  if  young,  or  small,  shall  immediately  open  the  gates  to  permit  the  fish  to 
escape. 

5.  No  weir  shall  be  placed  within  one  hundred  yards  from  where  some  other 
weir  has  been,  or  is  to  be  set  or  placed;  and  no  person  shall  build  in  front  of  or 
in  any  way  to  unduly  interfere  with  any  other  weir. 

6.  The  place  and  number  of  all  weirs  or  fisheries  on  public  ground,  in  the 
county  of  Digby,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  fishery  officers  for  said  county,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  inspector  of  fisheries. 

7.  No  v/eir,  net  or  other  contrivance,  except  weirs  for  catching  eels,  and 
smelt  nets  shall  be  placed  or  set  in  any  river  in  the  county  of  Digby  visited  by 
salmon,  nor  nearer  the  mouth  of  any  such  river  or  stream  than  one-fourth  of  a 
mile. 

8.  No  weir  for  catching  eels  shall  be  nearer  to  another  weir  than  one-fourth 
of  a  mile. 

9.  No  flume,  eel-pot,  box  or  other  contrivance  belonging  to  an  eel-weir,  shall 
be  set  with  its  mouth  up  stream  in  any  river  or  branches  thereof  for  the  purpose 

•  of  taking  eels,  if  it  is  calculated  to  destroy  young  ale  wives,  from  the  1st  day  of 
July  until  the  10th  day  of  November. 

10.  Owners  of  land  along  any  falls  in  any  of  the  rivers  of  the  county  of 
Digby  shall  be  allowed  one  stand  for  dipping  fish,  to  be  selected  by  the  owners 
and  pointed  out  to  the  fishery  officer,  who  shall  determine  what  claims  they  are 
entitled  to,  and  to  hold  the  same  as  their  fishing  privilege. 

11.  When  the  width  of  any  falls  shall  exceed  twenty  feet,  any  person 
except  the  owner  of  a  stand,  may  anchor  a  boat  in  said  falls  for  the  purpose  of 
dipping  fish:  Provided  that  he  does  not  interfere  with  the  special  privilege  of 
owners  of  stands;  and  every  boat  so  moored  shall,  after  loading  make  room 
and  give  place  for  others,  by  removing  when  requested  to  do  so;  and  to  prevent 
the  intent  of  this  clause  from  being  defeated,  no  fish  shall  be  salted  in  any  such 
boat  nor  any  fish  shifted  from  one  boat  to  another.  When  the  river  is  less  than 
twenty  feet  wide,  no  boat  or  craft  of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  any 
such  public  privilege  in  said  river  the  second  or  any  subsequent  time  until  each 
man  requesting  the  privilege  shall  have  his  turn. 
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Sec.  25. — County  of  Guysborough. 

1.  No  mooring  or  moorings,  stake,  pile  or  other  contrivance  shall  hold 
or  be  allowed  to  hold  a  fishing  berth  for  a  longer  period  than  forty-eight  hours, 
unless  the  owner  thereof  shall  set  or  cause  to  be  set  a  net  or  nets  thereto  for 
the  space  of  at  least  eight  hours  during  the  said  forty-eight  hours,  to  be  so  con- 
tinued during  the  occupancy  of  such  fishing  berth,  unless  prevented  by  stress 
of  weather  or  some  other  unavoidable  cause. 

2.  No  person  shall  occupy  more  than  one  fishing  berth  at  one  time,  in  any 
river,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  if  others  are  deprived  of  a  berth  on  that 
account,  should  the  latter  wish  to  use  it. 

3.  No  one  shall,  on  any  of  the  seine  hauling  grounds,  if  a  seine  or  seines 
be  stationed  there  and  prepared  for  taking  fish,  place  moorings  or  set  nets; 
nor  shall  any  vessel,  boat  or  material,  sunken  or  floating,  be  anchored  or  moored 
within  one  hundred  fathoms  from  the  shore  at  low  water  mark. 

4.  Any  mooring,  net,  vessel,  boat  or  material,  if  so  placed,  set,  anchored 
or  moored,  shall  be  immediately  removed  by  the  owner  or  owners,  master  or 
masters  thereof,  upon  request  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  seine;  or  by  direction 
of  a  fishery  officer,  unless  prevented  by  stress  of  weather  or  other  unavoidable 
cause;  failing  which  (if  removal  be  practicable),  the  above  obstructions  or 
any  of  them  may  be  removed  by  a  fishery  officer  or  the  owner  of  a  seine  so  sta- 
tioned and  prepared  for  taking  fish,  and  the  cost  of  such  removal,  in  addition 
to  any  and  all  other  penalties  and  expenses  which  may  accrue,  shall  devolve 
upon  the  party  or  parties  so  placing,  setting,  anchoring  or  mooring  the  same; 
and  the  property  shall  be  held  until  all  fines  and  other  expenses  shall  have  been 
paid. 

5.  Moorings  for  nets  (excepting  for  salmon)  shall  not  be  dropped  or  placed 
at  a  less  distance  from  each  other  than  seventy  fathoms,  unless  the  net  or  nets 
set  thereto  be  moored  at  each  end;  then  a  distance  of  not  less  than  sixty  fathoms 
shall  obtain,  and  all  mooorings  shall  be  sufficient  strength  to  hold  a  fleet  of  two 
nets  in  ordinary  weather,  and  the  buoys  attached  thereto  shall  be  marked  with 
the  owners'  names, 

6.  No  one  shall  set  more  than  two  nets  (salmon  nets  excepted),  not  to 
exceed  twenty  fathoms  each  in  length,  to  any  mooring,  nor  shall  any  net  be 
so  set  that  one  shall  be  on  top  or  over  the  other,  viz.,  one  sunken  and  one  afloat, 
nor  shall  any  net  or  nets  exceed  in  depth  an  ordinary  mackerel  net. 

7.  When  nets  are  set  sunken  or  under  the  surface  of  the  water  their  position 
shall  be  marked  by  not  less  than  three  floating  buoys  attached  to  each  one 
with  the  owner's  name  legibly  marked  thereon. 

8.  No  net  or  nets  (excepting  salmon  nets)  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  set 
within  any  harbour  or  within  one-half  mile  of  the  entrance  of  the  same,  nor 
of  any  hauling  ground  where  a  seine  is  stationed  and  prepared  for  taking  fish, 
from  sunrise  to  one  hour  before  sunset,  unless  prevented  by  some  unavoidable 
cause. 

9.  No  seine,  trap-net,  bag-net,  fish-pound  or  other  contrivance  for  taking 
fish  shall  be  so  set  or  allowed  to  remain  set  as  to  prevent  fish  from  coming  into 
or  upon  any  of  the  hauling  grounds  within  the  said  county,  provided  there  is  a 
seine  stationed  thereat. 

10.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sweep  or  haul  with  a  seine,  net  or  other 
appliance,  any  fish  within  the  entrance  or  mouth  of  any  fresh-water  lake,  river 
or  stream,  nor  within  one-half  mile  of  the  entrance  outside  of  the  same  on  either 
shore. 
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Sec.  26. — County  of  Halifax. 

1.  No  net  or  other  apparatus  for  taking  fish  shall  be  used  or  set  within 
the  limits  described  in  the  following  rivers,  respectively: — - 

(a)  Ecum  Secum  river. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  bridge  on  the  main  road,  and  within  the  same  distance  of  Leslie's 
mill-site. 

(5)  Moser^s  river. — Above  the  landing. 

(c)  Salmon  river,  .Port  Dufferin. — Above  the  north  corner  of  the  factory 
wharf. 

(d)  Sheet  Harbour  rivers. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  West 
River  bridge,  or  Little  River  bridge. 

(e)  Tangier  river. — Above  the  north  corner  of  George  Ferguson's  wharf 
and  west  of  same,  nor  in  the  small  lake  below  Mooseland  Mills. 

(/)  Ship  Harbour  river. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  artificial 
fishway  and  mouth  of  Newcomb's  brook. 

(g)  Musquodoboit  river. — Above  Gardner's  line  on  the  north  side  and 
White  Rock  on  the  south  side. 

{h)  Petizwick  river. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  bridge. 

{i)  Chezzetcook  river. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  large 
granite,  called  Boundary  rock. 

(j)  Porter^s  lake. — In  Porter's  lake,  or  within  two  hundred  yards  of  any 
outlet  thereof  connecting  the  lake  with  the  Atlantic  ocean,  except  that  the  local 
inhabitants  may  be  permitted  to  set  nets  for  gaspereaux  from  the  15th  to  the 
31st  May  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

{k)  Lawrencetown  river. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  dyke. 

(I)  Cole  Harbour  dyke  and  river. — No  net  or  other  apparatus  for  taking 
fish  shall  be  set  or  used  within  Cole  harbour  dyke  or  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and 
two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  outside  the  same.  Provided  that  nets  be  set  for 
taking  gaspereaux  only,  from  the  15th  to  the  31st  of  May,  both  days  inclusive, 
in  each  year. 

(m)  Cow  Bay  run. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  on  either  side. 

(n)  Provided  always  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  for  gaspereaux  with  dip- 
nets  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  in  each  week  in  all  the  above  men- 
tioned streams,  except  in  Ship  Harbour  river,  where  dip-net  fishing  shall  be 
allowed  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  in  each  week. 

(o)  Nine  Mile  river. — North  of  a  point  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  below 
the  highway  bridge,  near  the  mouth  of  the  river:  Provided,  however,  that  gill- 
nets  only  may  be  set  for  gaspereaux  only  within  one-half  mile  north  of  the 
highway  bridge,  from  the  10th  to  the  25th  day  of  May  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive. 

(p)  Prospect  Bay  river. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  the 
wharf  called  White's  wharf. 

(q)  Terence  Bay  river. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  low 
water  mark. 

2.  Each  and  every  net  shall  have  attached  the  name  of  the  owner  in  full. 

3.  No  fish  shall  be  taken  within  the  locks  of  the  Shubenacadie  canal,  nor 
within  sixty  yards  therefrom. 

4.  Fishery  regulations.  Ketch  harbour: — 

(a)  In  the  coast  waters  of  the  county  of  Halifax,  in  the  province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  between  Morris  point  on  the  west  and  one-half  mile  north  of  Chebucto 
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head  on  the  east,  from  the  1st  day  of  June  to  the  30th  day  of  November  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive,  no  nets  shall  be  moored  or  anchored  within  sixty 
fathoms  from  the  shore;  but  this  clause  shall  not  be  construed  as  to  prevent  the 
use  of  drag-seines  within  the  above  described  limits. 

(6)  No  person  shall  fish,  or  prepare  to  fish  with  a  seine  between  any  two  set 
seines  that  are  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  apart,  until  both 
of  such  seines  have  been  shot  and  rounded  in. 

(c)  No  nets  or  other  apparatus  for  taking  fish  shall  be  set  or  used  in  Ketch 
harbour,  in  the  county  of  Halifax,  between  Frank  Martin's  wharf  and  the  mouth 
of  Ketch  Harbour  brook,  nor  in  Ketch  Harbour  brook. 

Provided  always,  that  between  an  imaginary  line  one  hundred  yards  from 
the  mouth  of  Ketch  Harbour  brook  and  Frank  Martin's  wharf,  nets  may  be  set 
in  the  direction  of,  but  not  across  the  current;  and  in  Ketch  harbour  brook  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  fish  with  dip-nets  for  gaspereaux  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  of  each  week. 


5.  SEINE  FISHING  REGULATIONS  FOR  ESTABLISHED  SEINING 
DISTRICT  IN  THE  COUNTY  OF  HALIFAX. 

1.  (a)  From  the  1st  of  May  to  the  15th  of  November,  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive,  no  nets  or  fishing  apparatus  of  any  kind  other  than  seines,  shall  be 
set  or  anchored  within  any  established  seining  district,  except  during  the  night 
between  the  time  of  sunset  and  sunrise,  and  then  not  ahead  of  any  seine,  actually 
set,  under  license. 

Provided  always  that  if  no  mackerel  are  being  taken  within  such  seining 
district,  or  the  adjoining  one,  the  local  fishery  officer  may  grant  a  permit  from 
day  to  day  to  set  nets  within  the  limits  of  such  seining  district,  and  the  said 
officer  shall  have  power  to  cancel  such  permit  by  public  notice,  posted  within 
the  district  at  three  different  places,  if  mackerel  appear  on  the  coast,  and  to 
cause  the  removal  of  nets  which  may  be  set,  two  hours  after  the  publication  of 
such  notice,  the  owner  or  owners  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  removal  thereof ; 

(5)  The  permit  to  set  nets  shall  apply  to  the  owner  of  any  net,  whether  the 
holder  of  a  seine  license  or  not; 

(c)  No  one  shall  sail  or  row  a  boat  through  or  over  a  seine  set  within  the 
limits  of  a  berth,  and  no  one  shall  disturb  the  water  within  the  limits  of  a  berth 
so  as  to  frighten  fish  from  any  portion  thereof. 

Licenses. 

(d)  In  any  established  seining  district  no  one  shall  be  allowed  to  fish  in 
the  manner  known  as  seine  fishing  except  under  a  special  license  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents; 

(e)  A  license  may  be  issued  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  a  seine  of  not  less 
than  eighty  fathoms  in  length  and  eight  fathoms  in  depth  in  the  bunt,  and  five 
fathoms  in  the  bridle  sheets,  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  is  provided  with  a 
boat  and  sufficient  crew  to  work  the  same,  and  provided  that  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  one  of  them,  resides  within  the  division  so  established  as  a  seining 
district,  and  makes  it  his  fishing  place,  and  has  therein  erected  fishing  houses, 
and  stores  sufficient  to  cure  and  care  for  the  fish  caught  under  his  license; 

(/)  A  license  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  fish  within  the  limits  of  the  berth 
for  which  it  is  issued,  in  the  manner  known  as  seine  fishing,  until  the  holder 
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has  caught  within  such  berth,  twenty  barrels  of  mackerel,  and  the  license  shall 
thereupon  determine;  but  such  fishing  shall  be  carried  on  only  during  the  two 
seasons,  from  May  1st  to  July  15th,  both  days  inclusive,  or  from  July  16th  to 
November  15th,  both  days  inclusive; 

{g)  Berth  licenses  shall  be  numbered,  the  holder  of  license  No.  1  to  be 
entitled  to  the  first  fishing  privilege  within  the  limits  of  the  berth  named  in 
his  license; 

ih)  The  holder  of  the  license  next  in  number  shall  be  entitled  to  shoot  a 
seine  at  the  rounded-in  arm  of  the  seine  owned  by  the  holder  of  the  license,  the 
number  of  which  immediately  precedes  his,  and  to  the  rights  of  fishery  in  the 
berth  when  the  preceding  license  determines; 

{i)  One  hour  after  sunrise,  in  the  absence,  without  lawful  excuse,  of  the 
license  holder  having  the  first  right  to  shoot  a  seine,  the  next  licensee  in  order 
may  shoot  his  seine  in  the  berth,  and  be  entitled  to  all  the  fish  he  may  catch  in 
that  shoot; 

{j)  It  shall  be  held  to  be  a  lawful  excuse  if  a  licensee  is  absent  from  his 
berth  on  account  of  attending  the  funeral  of  kinsfolk  or  friend,  or  is  engaged 
necessarily  in  drying  his  seine; 

ik)  One  hour  after  sunrise,  in  the  absence  of  any  license  holder  in  a  berth, 
any  seine  owner  may  shoot  a  seine,  the  first  owner  throwing  his  anchor  and 
fastening  his  seine  to  a  stake  and  having  sufficient  crew  to  work  the  same, 
shall  have  preference  in  the  berth,  and  the  next  in  order  throwing  anchor  and 
fastening  his  line  to  a  stake,  may  shoot  his  seine  from  the  rounded-in  arm  of 
the  first; 

{I)  Any  fish  caught  in  or  between  berths  by  any  other  than  the  person 
entitled  to  fish  therein,  when  the  berth  is  occupied  by  the  person  entitled  thereto, 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  licensee; 

(m)  Licenses  shall  be  issued  and  allotted  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto 
in  the  order  and  for  the  berths  named  at  a  meeting  of  the  seine  owners,  to  be 
called  by  the  local  fishery  officer  for  that  purpose,  in  the  first  week  in  May  and 
the  first  week  in  July,  in  each  year,  due  notice  of  such  meeting  being  given  by 
the  fishery  officer; 

in)  The  holder  of  an  unexhausted  license  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  fish 
taken  in  the  last  shoot  of  the  seine,  notwithstanding  that  the  quantity  of  fish 
caught  may  be  in  excess  of  that  required  to  exhaust  the  license; 

(2)  The  following  districts,  in  the  county  of  Halifax,  are  hereby  established 
as  seining  districts: — 

West  Dover. — To  include  the  waters  within  half  a  mile  of  a  line  drawn  from 
Shark  rock  (near  Corney's  rock),  on  the  west,  to  the  eastern  end  of  Big  White 
island,  on  the  east;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction,  to  Ryan's  point;  and  thence 
by  the  coast  westerly  to  Black  Duck  river,  where  the  berths  shall  be: —

5.  Lower  Prospect  and  Terence  Bay  district. — To  include  that  portion  of  the 
coast  of  Halifax  county  within  one-half  mile  of  the  shore,  and  of  adjacent 
islands,  extending  from  midwaj^  between  the  northern  and  southern  entrances 
of  the  channel,  between  Shannon's  island  and  the  mainland,  on  the  west,  to 
an  imaginary  line  drawn  due  north  magnetic  from  the  northern  point  of  Pen- 
nant island  to  the  mainland,  on  the  east,  embracing  the  southern  half  of  Shan- 
non's island,  all  of  Poors  island.  Bald  rock,  Bartlett  island.  Otter  island,  Ryan 
island,  Norris  island,  situated  between  Ryan  island  and  Mars  island.  Mars 
island.  Big  Woody  island.  Little  Woody  island.  Mackerel  island,  western  end 
of  Powers  island,  and  the  western  half  of  Outer  Pennant  island;  Provided  that 
from  the  fifteenth  of  July  in  each  year,  the  eastern  limit  shall  be  an  imaginary 
line  drawn  southwest  magnetic  from  the  western  head  of  Powers  island. 

6.  Upper  Prospect  Salmon  Fishing  District. — That  portion  of  the  coast 
waters  of  the  county  of  Halifax  established  by  subsection  3  of  this  section  as 
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the  seining  district  of  Upper  Prospect,  is  hereby  established  as  a  salmon  fishing 
district,  within  the  limits  of  which  the  following  salmon  fishery  regulations 
shall  apply: — 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  with  a  net  within  250  yards  of  the  coast  in 
the  Upper  Prospect  seining  district,  without  a  license  from  the  Minister  of  the 
Naval  Service,  the  fee  on  which  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

(6)  A  license  may  be  issued  to  the  owner  of  one  hundred  fathoms  of  salmon 
net  of  legal  mesh,  who  resides  within  such  district. 

(c)  Licenses  shall  be  issued  and  allotted  to  the  persons  named  at  a  meeting 
of  salmon  net  owners,  in  such  district,  to  be  held  in  the  first  week  in  January 
of  each  year,  due  notice  of  such  meeting  to  be  given  by  the  local  fishery  officer. 

(d)  A  license  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  fish  for  salmon  at  such  times  as  are 
permitted  by  law,  with  a  net  having  the  legal  mesh,  in  the  berth  named  therein, 
or  in  any  other  part  of  such  district,  provided  it  be  set  not  less  than  250  yards 
from  a  licensed  salmon  net  berth;  but  no  licensed  salmon  net  shall  be  set  or 
used  in  such  a  way  as  will  interfere  with  the  berths  for  licensed  drag  seines.

1.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  any  other  contrivance  shall  be  set  with  its  mouth  up 
stream,  if  calculated  to  destroy  young  salmon  or  alewives,  from  the  1st  day 
of  July  until  the  30th  day  of  November,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  No  drifting  for  shad  or  gaspereaux  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Avon  river,  in- 
side of  a  straight  line  dravm  from  the  point  in  Avondale  where  the  St.  Croix 
river  joins  the  Avon,  to  the  mouth  of  Elderkin  creek,  in  Falmouth,  and  no  drift- 
ing for  shad  or  gaspereaux  shall  be  allowed  above  Salters'  head,  in  the  Shubena- 
cadie  river,  from  the  1st  day  of  June  to  the  30th  day  of  September  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  28. — County  of  Kings. 


1.  Gaspereaux  shall  not  be  taken  or  caught  in  any  part  of  the  Gaspereau 
river  above  a  fine  between  the  properties  of  Wm.  Stewart  and  Fredk.  Annand, 
situated  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  above  Fuller's  bridge,  otherwise  than 
according  to  the  following  regulations, — 

(a)  No  square-nets  of  a  size  greater  than  twelve  feet  square  shall  be  used. 

(b)  Such  square-nets  and  fixtures  connected  therewith,  shall  not  extend 
more  than  one-third  of  the  distance  across  any  river  from  the  bank  in  a  line  at 
right  angles  with  the  current,  and  such  fixtures  shall  contain  no  waste-hole  or 
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fyke-gate;  and  all  pounds  to  take  fish  or  brush  walls,  or  other  like  contrivances 
to  divert  them  from  their  natural  course  up  or  down  stream,  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  illegal,  and  shall  be  removed  under  the  direction  of  the  local  fishery  officer, 
and  should  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  the  same 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  due  notice  by  the  local  fishery  officer,  either 
written  or  verbal,  the  party  so  offending  shall  forfeit  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars, 
together  with  the  amount  of  costs  incurred  in  the  necessary  removal  of  the  said 
obstruction  by  the  overseer  or  his  agent. 

(c)  Square-nets  shall  not  be  fished  from  sunset  until  sunrise  of  each  day,  nor 
from  Saturday  at  sunset  of  each  week  until  Monday  at  sunrise,  and  after  June 
15th  of  each  year,  all  square  nets  and  fixtures  must  be  removed  from  the  water. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  any  seine  used  below  Fuller's  bridge  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  and  a  half  inches  extension  measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically 
diminish  the  size  of  the  mesh. 

(e)  No  net  fishing  shall  be  permitted  in  any  brook  tributary  to  the  Gaspe- 
reau  river,  nor  shall  any  be  set  or  placed  within  two  hundred  yards  from  the 
place  where  any  other  net  was  first  so  set  or  placed,  nor  within  a  like  distance  of 
any  brook  or  stream,  nor  within  a  like  distance  of  any  mill-dam  erected  across  or 
partially  across  the  said  river,  or  any  of  its  branches. 

2.  Salmon. — Rod  fishing  with  fly. — On  the  Gaspereau  river,  salmon  shall 
be  allowed  to  be  taken  only  with  a  rod  and  line  in  the  manner  known  as  fly- 
surface  fishing. 

(b)  All  salmon  caught  in  square-nets,  or  in  dip-nets  must  be  liberated,  if 
alive. 

3.  No  eel-pot  shall  be  set  in  any  river  or  stream  between  the  1st  day  of 
July  and  the  15th  day  of  October,  and  every  owner  or  occupier  of  a  mill,  when  so 
directed  by  the  fishery  officer,  shall  securely  fasten  to  the  mouth  of  every  fiume 
connected  therewith  a  good  and  sufficient  wire  netting,  and  shall  keep  the  same  in 
good  repair,  so  that  young  fish  may  be  prevented  from  getting  crushed  by  the 
wheel,  and  every  such  owner  or  occupier  of  a  mill,  when  so  directed  by  the 
fishery  officer  shall  keep  open  the  waste  way  of  such  mill  between  the  hours  of  6 
p.m.  on  Saturday  and  6  a.m.  on  Monday,  from  the  15th  day  of  May  until  the 
15th  day  of  October  in  each  year. 

4.  No  seine  or  net  shall  be  set,  drawn  or  used  as  a  stake-net  in  any  river  nor 
in  any  part  of  the  Gaspereau  river  or  branch  thereof,  except  in  that  part  of  the 
river  between  the  division  line  of  the  properties  of  Wm.  Stewart  and  Fredk. 
Annand,  situated  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  above  Fuller's  bridge  and  the 
basin  of  Minas;  but  stake-nets  may  be  set  in  the  Annapolis  river  below  Gate's  mill 
and  the  Cornwallis  river  belov/  the  confluence  of  the  Cornwallis  and  Brandywine. 

Such  stake-nets  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  440  yards  distant  from  each 
other  and  the  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  5  inches,  and  shall  be  legibly  marked 
with  the  owner's  name. 

5.  The  distance  between  each  square  net  and  that  next  adjoining  it  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards. 

6.  No  person  or  persons  shall  set  any  seine  or  weir  between  grounds  already 
taken  up  and  the  shore. 

7.  No  drifting  for  shad  shall  be  allowed  in  Scott's  bay,  inside  of  a  straight 
line  drawn  from  cape  Split  to  Stephen  Bennet's  bay. 

8.  In  the  herring  fishery  of  Medford  and  Peraux,  each  brush  weir  shall  have 
at  least  two  hundred  feet  of  seine,  of  not  less  than  two  inches  straight  mesh  in 
the  ''bunt,"  to  allow  the  small  fish  to  escape;  and  no  seine  or  weir  shall  be  so 
far  finished  as  to  catch  before  the  1st  day  of  May  in  each  year.

9.  The  north  or  shore  wing  of  each  weir  or  seine  shall  not  run  nearer  the 
shore  than  the  fishery  officer  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  30. — County  of  Lunenburg. 
{Chester  District.) 

L  The  mouths  of  Gold,  Martinis,  Middle  and  East  Rivers,  shall  extend 
southerly  in  the  harbour  of  Chester  to  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  Andrew's 
point,  and  thence  easterly  to  Deep  cove. 

2.  Gold  River. — (a.)  No  net  or  other  contrivance  shall  be  set  or  placed  for 
the  capturing  of  salmon  in  the  fresh  water  above  tide  waters;  and  in  the  tidal 
waters  no  net  shall  be  set  or  placed  north  of  Joseph  Rafuse's  south  line,  and  from 
thence  to  one  eighth  of  a  mile  below  Swinehammer's  rock,  no  nets  to  be  of 
greater  length  than  ten  fathoms;  and  from  the  last  mentioned  bound  to  Oak 
island  no  nets  to  be  of  greater  length  than  twenty-eight  fathoms  and  no  nearer 
each  other  than  thirty  rods.  No  net  shall  be  set  at  the  ''Narrows,"  between 
Oak  island  and  the  mainland;  from  Oak  island  to  Martin's  point,  no  net  to  be 
of  greater  length  than  twenty-eight  fathoms.  And  on  the  east  side  of  said 
river  no  net  shall  be  set  nearer  the  head  of  the  tide  at  low  water  than  one  eighth 
of  a  mile;  and  between  the  last  named  bound  and  one  eighth  of  a  mile  below 
Eisenhauer's  point,  nets  for  the  taking  of  salmon  to  be  of  no  greater  length  than 
ten  fathoms;  and  from  the  last  mentioned  bound  eastward  to  Green  point, 
no  net  to  be  of  any  greater  length  than  twenty-eight  fathoms — all  of  which 
nets  shall  be  set  or  placed  at  right  angles  from  the  shore. 

(6.)  No  dip-nets  for  any  kind  of  fish  are  to  be  used  from  Mosher's  mill 
to  Blackman's  point,  excepting  the  branch,  and  not  there  within  one  hundred 
yards  of  the  fish-pass,  and  in  no  part  of  the  branch  or  main  river  from  Thursday 
at  sundown  to  Monday  at  sunrise  in  each  week. 

3.  Middle  River. — (a.)  On  the  west  side,  in  the  tidal  waters,  no  net  for  the 
taking  of  salmon  or  gaspereaux  shall  be  set  between  the  head  of  the  tide  and 
twenty  rods  west  of  the  Bluff ;  and  from  twenty  rods  west  of  the  Bluff  to  Green 
point  no  net  of  a  greater  length  than  twenty  fathoms;  and  from  the  east  side, 
from  the  head  of  the  tide  to  Nathan  Eisenhauer's  wharf,  no  net  of  any  description 
shall  be  set;  and  from  said  Eisenhauer's  wharf,  and  around  the  north  of  Mosher's 
island,  and  on  the  east  of  Mosher's  island,  no  net  for  the  taking  of  salmon, 
of  any  greater  length  than  eighteen  fathoms,  all  to  be  set  at  a  right  angle  from 
the  shore. 

(6.)  No  fish  shall  be  taken  at  any  time  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the 
fish-way  in  the  rolling  dam,  and  in  no  part  of  the  river,  or  its  branches,  between 
Thursday  evening  at  sunset  in  each  week  and  the  following  Monday  morning 
at  sunrise. 

4.  East  River. — In  the  tidal  waters  on  the  west  side  no  net  shall  be  set  for 
salmon  nearer  the  river  than  Spruce  point,  and  on  the  east  side  no  nearer  the 
river  than  Prescott's  rock.  No  gaspereaux  shall  be  taken  with  dip-nets  or 
otherwise  within  one  hundred  yards  of  East  River  falls,  and  no  gaspereaux 
shall  be  taken  in  any  part  of  the  river  excepting  after  sunrise  on  Monday  till 
sundown  on  Wednesday. 

5.  Salmon  Districts,  East  Chester. — (a.)  To  begin  at  Lobster  point  and  extend 
east  to  Hume's  point. 

(6.) — To  commence  at  and  include  Hume's  point  to  Spruce  point. 
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(c.)  To  commence  at  Prescott's  rock  and  extend  to  Bohan's  island;  and 
no  salmon  nets  in  any  of  the  above  named  districts  shall  be  of  greater  length 
than  thirty-five  fathoms. 

6.  Deep  Cove. — From  Misner's  wharf  to  Bohan's  island  no  net  for  the 
taking  of  gaspereaux,  herrings  or  mackerel  shall  be  set  from  sunrise  until  sunset 
in  each  day  of  the  week:  that  is  to  say,  all  nets  set  in  Deep  cove  shall  be  taken 
up  by  sunrise  in  the  morning,  and  not  be  set  until  sundown;  and  no  net  shall 
be  set  at  any  time  in  the  "Narrows"  at  Deep  cove.

9.  From  New  Harbour  point  to  Lobster  point,  no  net  for  the  taking  of 
gaspereaux,  herrings  or  mackerel  shall  be  set  from  sunrise  till  sunset  in  each  day 
of  the  week,  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  shore,  during  the  fishing 
season,  except  salmon  nets,  set  in  their  berths  in  the  different  distances. 

10.  Town  Brook. — No  fish  shall  be  taken  at  any  time  between  North  Street 
and  Mill  lake,  nor  between  Mill  lake  and  Spectacle  lake,  nor  in  any  part  of 
Swinehammer's  millrace,  so  called. 

IL  From  Westhaver's  point  to  New  Harbour  point  no  nets  for  the  taking 
of  gaspereaux,  herrings  or  mackerel  shall  be  set  from  sunrise  until  sunset  in  each 
day  of  the  week  within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  shore,  during  the 
fishing  season,  except  salmon  nets  in  their  respective  and  proper  berths. 

12.  Seines  shall  not  be  trapped  in  the  district  of  Chester. 

13.  Mahone  hay  and  Mushamush  river. — In  Mahone  bay,  no  net,  seine 
or  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish  shall  be  set  or  placed  above  an  imaginary 
line  from  John  Zwicker's  wharf,  on  the  west  side,  to  John  Broom's  wharf,  on  the 
east  side,  as  far  up  as  Kedy's  bridge,  at  any  time  of  the  year. 

Belov/  the  said  line  no  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  another  than  one  hundred 
yards,  and  nets  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  fathoms  in  length. 

No  seine  shall  be  shot,  or  placed,  or  drawn  above  Jacob  Tanner's  wharf  on 
the  west  side,  or  above  Henry  Acker's,  on  the  east  side  at  any  time  of  the  year. 

14.  In  Mushamush  river  no  fish  shall  be  caught  with  dip-nets  or  otherwise 
— except^%ig  surface  fishing  with  hook  and  line — between  low  tide  watermark  on 
Mahone  bay  and  the  head  of  Kedy's  mill  dam,  from  sunset  on  Friday  evening 
in  each  week  until  sunrise  on  the  following  Monday  morning,  nor  from  the 
said  head  of  Kedy's  mill-dam  to  the  head  of  Robert's  lower  mill-dam  from 
sunset  on  Saturday  evening  in  each  week  until  sunrise  on  the  following  Tuesday 
morning,  nor  from  Robert's  lower  mill-dam  upwards  from  Wednesday  morning 
at  sunrise  until  sunset  on  Friday  evening  in  each  week. 

Fish  shall  not  at  any  time  be  caught  in  the  little  brook  leading  round  the 
north  side  of  said  Kedy's  dam;  nor  in  any  of  the  small  fish-brooks  or  passes 
leading  from  any  dams  situated  on  said  Mushamush  river  or  branches  thereof = 

S'3C.  31. — County  of  Lunenburg. 

(Wedern  District.) 

1.  Lunenburg  Harbour. — No  net  shall  be  set  or  left  in  the  water,  within  two 
hundred  yards  of  the  shore,  from  ''Moser's  head"  to  ''Fire  cove,"  between 
the  10th  day  of  June  and  the  30th  day  of  September  in  each  year,  nor  during  any 
part  of  the  time  between  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  six  o'clock  in  the  evening 
of  each  day. 
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2.  Petite  Riviere. — No  shad,  alewives  or  gaspereaux  shall  be  dipped  for, 
taken  or  caught  with  dip-nets  or  otherwise,  in  Petite  Riviere,  above  or  below 
the  bridges,  between  Friday  morning  at  sunrise  and  Monday  evening  at  sunset, 
surface  or  fly  fishing  excepted. 

3.  No  net  or  seine  shall  be  set  or  placed  in  Petite  Riviere  harbour  nearer 
any  wharf  than  two  rods,  and  any  nets  set  or  placed  within  the  mouth  of  said 
river  for  the  purpose  of  taking  shad  or  alewives  shall  not  be  of  a  greater  length 
than  fifteen  fathoms,  and  shall  not  be  set  nearer  each  other  than  one  hundred 
yards. 

The  mouth  of  the  said  river  for  the  purposes  of  The  Fisheries  Act,  shall 
be  an  imaginary  line  from  Cherry  point  west  to  Coot  rocks  east. 

4.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  in  any  manner  whatever,  drive  or  attempt 
to  drive  any  alewives,  gaspereaux  or  salmon,  up  or  down,  in  any  run  or  stream 
in  the  county  of  Lunenburg  at  any  time  in  the  year. 

5.  From  Hann's  point,  as  far  up  as  the  tide  rises,  no  net  shall  extend  more 
than  twelve  fathoms  in  length  and  no  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  Bridgewater 
bridge  than  twenty  rods. 

6.  All  nets  in  the  said  rivers  or  branches  thereof  shall  be  set  at  right  angles 
to  the  shore. 

7.  No  net,  weir  or  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish  shall  be  set  or  placed 
in  said  rivers  abode  the  tide  mark. 

8.  For  the  purpose  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  the  mouth  of  the  river  shall  be  at 
an  imaginary  line  extending  from  Gaff  point  to  Moser's  head. 

9.  Neither  salmon,  alewives,  shad  or  gaspereaux  shall  be  caught  or  taken, 
or  attempted  to  be  caught  or  taken,  with  dip-nets  or  otherwise,  in  La  Have 
river  within  one  hundred  yards  below  Davidson's  lower  dam,  surface  fly-fishing 
with  rod  and  line  excepted. 

10.  From  Eisenhauer's  wharf  to  Rolling  dam,  and  from  said  dam  to  Chester 
Grant  lake,  no  fisfi  shall  be  taken  in  any  manner  whatever  between  Friday 
morning  at  sunrise  in  each  week  and  Monday  morning  following  at  sunrise. 
No  fish  shall  be  taken  at  any  time  within  thirty  yards  of  the  fish-pass  at  said 
Rolling  dam;  and  in  Middle  River  branch  no  fish  shall  be  taken  from 
Thursday  morning  at  sunrise  in  each  week  until  Monday  morning  following 
at  sunrise. 

Sec.  32. — County  of  Queens. 

1.  No  sheer  nets  shall  be  set  in  any  of  the  rivers,  nor  any  nets  with  stakes 
in  the  form  of  a  pound;  but  all  nets  shall  be  set  straight. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  set  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the  name  of 
another  person,  more  than  two  salmon  nets,  the  second  of  which  shall  be  actually 
owned  by  the  person  whose  name  is  on  the  buoy.  In  order  to  prevent  the 
evasion  of  this  regulation  if  a  sworn  overseer  of  the  fisheries  shall  have  any 
doubt  of  the  ownership  of  any  salmon  nets  or  net  which  must  have  the  owner's 
name  on  the  buoy  such  overseer  is  hereby  authorized  to  seize  such  nets  or  net 
until  the  reported  owner  thereof  or  a  credible  person  in  his  behalf,  shall  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  a  notice  of  such  seizure  make  oath  before  the  overseer 
of  the  actual  ownership  thereof;  and  in  default  of  such  proof  within  the  said 
twenty-four  hours,  such  net  or  nets  shall  be  forfeited  and  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  applied  as  the  Fisheries  Act  directs. 

3.  The  length  of  the  salmon  nets  used  in  the  river  for  fishing  shall  not 
exceed  eighteen  fathoms  nor  be  of  less  mesh  than  five  inches,  and  the  limits 
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of  the  rivers  for  all  purposes  of  these  regulations  shall  be  understood  to  mean; 
at  Liverpool,  as  far  down  the  harbour  as  a  line  drawn  from  Eastern  head  to 
Moose  harbour;  at  Port  Med  way,  as  far  down  as  a  line  drawn  from  Western  head 
to  Frying  Pan  island;  at  Broad  river,  as  far  down  as  the  mouth  of  said  river; 
and  at  Port  Mouton  from  Bushen's  point  to  Broad  River  head — within  said 
boundaries  to  be  considered  Port  Mouton. 

4.  No  dogfish,  or  offal  of  fish  or  gurry,  shall  be  thrown  into  the  harbour 
of  Liverpool  from  Coffin's  island  to  Western  head,  nor  in  Port  Medway  above 
a  line  from  Western  head  to  Frying  Pan,  nor  at  Port  Mouton  within  a  line 
from  Bushen's  point  to  Broad  River  head,  nor  within  Port  Jollie  harbour  from 
Port  Jollie  head  to  Black  rock,  nor  west  to  the  Western  head  of  Port  la  Bert. 

5.  No  eel-pots  shall  be  set  at  the  tail  of  any  mill  in  any  part  of  Liverpool 
or  Port  Medway  rivers,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October 
in  every  year. 

6.  Any  person  making  cod-fishing  his  business  shall  be  allowed  to  set 
one  bait  net  during  the  week,  excepting  on  Saturday  night;  and  a  permit  for 
Sunday  night  may  be  given  by  the  inspector  of  fisheries,  countersigned  by 
the  overseer,  upon  oath  being  made  that  bait  is  wanted  for  Monday's  fishing. 

7.  No  net  shall  be  set  for  the  purpose  of  taking  salmon  or  alewives,  nor 
shall  dipping  for  fish  of  any  kind,  nor  fly  fishing  be  allowed  after  the  1st  day 
of  July  in  each  year,  in  the  Liverpool  river  or  waters  tributary  thereto. 

8.  No  net  of  any  description  shall  be  set  at  Port  Jollie,  across  the  little 
channel  caused  by  the  brook  issuing  from  Robertson's  lake  but  all  nets  shall 
be  set  in  the  main  channel. 

9.  On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  in  each  week,  from 
twelve  o'clock  noon  to  sunset  of  each  of  these  days,  the  inhabitants  of  this 
county  shall  be  allowed  freely  to  dip  fish  in  any  of  the  rivers,  streams  and  water- 
courses in  this  county;  subject  however,  to  the  regulations,  but  not  to  dip 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  any  fish  ladder,  fish-hole,  or  any  other  contrivance 
made  for  the  protection  of  salmon  or  alewives. 

10.  Indians  shall  be  allowed  to  dip  fish  from  their  canoes,  subject  to  the 
foregoing  regulations,  and  the  large  rock  at  Bear  falls  on  the  Port  Medway 
river,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  full  free  use  of  Indians  for  the  purpose 
of  fishing  on  each  day  that  fish  is  allowed  to  be  taken. 

11.  All  stakes,  moorings  and  kellocks  used  for  salmon  and  alewife  fishing 
shall  be  taken  up  by  the  person  who  put  them  down  immediately  at  the  close 
of  the  fishery  season,  on  the  15th  August,  and  not  be  put  down  again  before 
the  1st  day  of  March  the  following  year. 

12.  No  net  or  other  appliance  for  taking  fish  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  on 
or  within  a  hundred  yards  of  any  of  the  fishery  stages  or  places  after  the  time 
specified  by  law  for  taking  fish. 


Sec.  33. — County  of  Shelburne. 

1.  Shelburne  river  shall  be  considered  to  extend,  for  the  purpose  of  fishing, 
from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  McNutt's  island;  Jordan  river  from  its 
source  to  West  head  on  the  headlands;  Green  Harbour  river  from  its  source 
to  the  south  side  of  Headlands;  Sable  river  from  its  source  to  the  south  side 
of  Headlands;  Port  Le  Bert  from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Headlands; 
Clyde  river  from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Headlands;  Barrington  river 
from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Headlandj. 
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2.  Shelhurne  river  in  tidal  waters: — 

No  nets  shall  be  set  above  John  McGilFs  point.  No  salmon  or  alewives 
shall  be  dipped  for  or  taken  within  forty  feet  from  any  of  the  dams  on  or  in  any 
of  the  rivers,  brooks  or  streams  of  the  township  of  Shelburne. 

Days  allowed  for  taking  alewives  will  be  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  in  each  week  and,  no  nets  shall  be  set  before  the  1st  day  of  May 
in  each  year.    Nets  to  be  taken  up  each  morning  and  not  set  until  evening. 

3.  Jordan  river  in  tidal  waters: — 

No  nets  shall  be  set  above  the  shipyard  of  Mr.  Crow  (so  called.) 

4.  Ogden^s  brook  in  tidal  waters: — 

No  net  shall  be  set  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  bridge,  and  below 
that  on  one  side  only. 

No  alewives  shall  be  taken  in  any  manner  in  or  about  lake  Isabella,  known 
as  Hayden's  lake. 

5.  Green  harbour  in  tidal  waters: — 

No  net  shall  be  set  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  bridge,  and  below  that 
on  one  side  only. 

6.  WalVs  brook: — 

No  fish  shall  be  taken  after  sunset  on  Thursday  in  each  week  until  sunrise 
on  the  following  Monday  in  any  way,  and  a  suitable  passage  shall  be  left  always 
open  from  the  1st  of  April  to  the  1st  of  December,  and  no  fish  shall  be  taken  in 
sluice-ways  or  weirs. 

7.  iSabZe  nW  in  tidal  waters : — 

No  fish  shall  be  taken  within  two  hundred  yards  of  the  post  road. 

8.  Port  le  Bert  in  tidal  waters: — 

No  net  shall  be  set  within  two  hundred  yards  of  the  post  road. 

9.  Birch  Town  brook  in  tidal  waters: — 

No  net  shall  be  set  within  two  hundred  yards  of  the  post  road,  and  below  on 
one  side  of  the  brook  only. 

10.  Round  Bay  brook: — 

No  fish  shall  be  taken  on  Friday,  Saturday  or  Sunday  in  any  way  or  form. 

11.  Indian  brook: — 

No  fish  shall  be  taken  in  any  way,  from  the  setting  of  the  sun  on  Saturday 
in  each  week  till  sunrise  on  following  Monday. 

12.  Clyde  river  in  tidal  waters: — 

Nets  above  Peter  Sutherland's  (so-called)  to  Thomas  Cofiin's  shipyard,  shall 
be  set  on  one  side  of  the  river  only. 

13.  Barrington  river  in  tidal  waters: — 

No  net  shall  be  set  above  Daniel  Crowell's  point  (so-called,  to  the  south  side 
of  Hogg  island,  thence  to  a  rock  on  Josiah  P.  Doane's  point  (so-called),  nor 
within  thirty  feet  of  any  dam  on  Barrington  river. 

14.  No  person  shall  set  more  than  two  nets,  and  no  one  boat  shall  take  more 
than  two  persons.  Each  net  shall  have  attached  to  it  in  full  the  name  of  the 
owner. 

15.  No  net  shall  be  set  or  drawn  across  any  stream,  creek  or  brook  where 
salmon  resort  to  spawn  or  rest  above  tidal  waters. 

16.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  pot,  or  any  other  contrivance  shall  be  set  with  its 
mouth  open  up  stream  on  any  river  or  branches  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
eels,  if  calculated  to  destroy  young  alewives,  from  the  1st  day  of  July  until  the 
10th  day  of  November. 

17.  No  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  outlet  of  any  lake  or  brook  than  one 
hundred  yards. 
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18.  Owners  of  land  along  any  falls  in  the  county  of  Slielburne  shall  be  allowed 
one  stand  for  dipping  alewives,  to  be  selected  by  owners  and  pointed  out  to  the 
overseer,  who  shall  determine  what  claim  they  are  entitled  to,  and  to  hold  the 
same  as  their  fishing  privileges.  The  said  stands  to  be  in  front,  adjoining  land 
owned  by  the  parties  severally. 

19.  When  the  width  of  any  falls  shall  exceed  twenty  feet,  any  person,  except 
the  owner  of  a  stand,  may  anchor  a  boat  or  punt  in  said  falls,  for  the  purpose 
of  dipping  fish,  provided  that  he  does  not  interfere  with  the  special  privileges  of 
owners  of  stands;  and  every  boat  or  punt  so  moored  shall,  after  loading,  make 
room  and  give  place  to  others  by  removing,  some  other  person  requesting  it. 
No  fish  shall  be  salted  in  such  craft,  nor  any  fish  shifted  from  one  boat  to  another. 
When  the  river  is  less  than  twenty  feet  wide  no  boat  or  craft  of  any  kind  shall 
be  allowed  to  anchor  or  lie  within  said  twenty  feet  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
fish.  No  person  shall  occupy  any  public  privilege  in  said  falls  the  second  or  any 
subsequent  time  until  each  man  requesting  the  privilege  shall  have  had  his 
turn. 

20.  Every  land  owner  to  whom  a  dipping  stand  is  allowed  shall  confine 
himself  to  said  stand  for  the  purpose  of  taking  alewives,  and  shall  be  allowed  to 
!^et  one  salmon  net  in  tidal  waters,  but  such  salmon  net  shall  not  be  set  in  any 
eddy  in  the  river. 

21.  Each  famil}'  maj^  set  one  flume  and  no  more,  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
eels,  which  must  be  set  in  the  night  only. 

Sec.  34. — County  of  Yarmouth. 

1.  Tusket  river  shall  be  considered  to  extend  (for  the  purpose  of  fishing) 
from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Fish  island,  thence  to  the  Wedge  point, 
including  Goose  bay,  and  eastwardly  to  the  south  side  of  Sheep  island  and  to 
Indian  sluice  point, 

2.  Owners  of  land  along  any  falls  in  a.ny  of  the  rivers  of  Yarmouth  County 
shall  be  allowed  one  stand  for  dipping  fish,  except  salmon,  to  be  selected  b}^  the 
owners  and  pointed  out  to  the  overseer,  who  shall  determine  what  claim  they  are 
entitled  to,  and  to  hold  the  same  as  their  fishing  privilege;  the  said  stands  to  be 
in  front,  adjoining  land  owned  by  the  parties  severally. 

3.  Any  person  occupying  a  public  privilege  on  the  falls  shall,  after  loading, 
make  room  and  give  place  for  others  by  removing  if  requested  to,  and  shall  not 
occupy  said  privileges  the  second  or  subsequent  time  until  each  person  request- 
ing the  privilege  shall  have  had  his  turn. 

4.  Every  land  owner  to  whom  a  dipping  stand  is  allowed  shall  confine 
himself  to  said  stand  for  the  purpose  of  taking  alewives,  but  shall  be  allowed  to 
set  one  salmon  net  in  tidal  waters. 

5.  Each  net  shall  have  attached  to  it  the  name  in  full  of  the  owner. 

6.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  pot,  or  an}^  other  contrivance,  shall  be  set  with  its 
mouth  up  stream  on  any  river  or  branch  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  eels, 
if  calculated  to  destroy  young  alewives,  from  the  1st  day  of  July  until  the  10th 
da.y  of  November. 

7.  No  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  foot  of  any  falls,  rapids  or  brook  than  cne 
hundred  yards. 

8.  All  mill-dams  on  the  main  river,  as  far  up  as  the  junction  of  Goldstream 
branch,  including  said  branch  and  the  Little  river  branching  at  the  forks,  shall, 
unless  provided  with  fish-ladders  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  overseer  be  and  remain 
open  from  the  1st  day  of  April  until  the  1st  day  of  November  ensuing;  and  all 
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mill-dams  above  said  junction  on  the  main  river,  and  any  branches  or  streams 
empt^'ing  into  the  same;  and  all  mill-dams  on  Carieton  river,  or  branches  thereof, 
shall,  unless  provided  with  fish-ladders,  be  and  remain  open  from  the  1st  of  April 
until  the  1st  day  of  November  ensuing.  The  several  mill-dams  on  the  Salmon 
river  unless  provided  with  fish-ladders  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  overseer,  shall 
be  opened  on  the  1st  day  of  April  and  shall  remain  open  until  the  1st  day  of 
November  ensuing. 

9.  In  Tusket  river  no  net  for  the  purpose  of  taking  shad  shall  be  set  nearer 
to  nor  within  two  hundred  j^ards  of  the  northeast  side  of  Shad  island,  in  lake 
Vaughan,  and  no  net  shall  be  set  in  or  about  Andrew's  ''Narrows"  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

10.  Little  river  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  wide,  clear  of  all  walls;  no  obstruc- 
tion shall  be  placed  in  said  river  to  prevent  the  free  passage  of  fish;  and  no  net 
shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  foot  of  lake  Dunn  than  two  hundred  yards. 

11.  Eel  hrook  shall  be  kept  open  nine  feet  wide,  in  the  deepest  water,  during 
the  year;  no  net  to  be  set  nearer  to  the  foot  or  head  of  the  falls  of  Eel  hrook  than 
tw^o  hundred  yards;  all  nets  set  in  the  said  Eel  hrook,  and  lakes  thereto  belonging, 
to  be  set  with  the  current,  and  not  across  it.  No  net,  eel-pot,  or  herring  pot 
shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  lower  scooping  place  on  Herring  hrook  than  five  hundred 
yards,  and  no  fish  shall  be  taken  below  the  big  maple  tree;  no  fish  shall  be  taken 
in  any  way  or  manner  above  the  falls,  or  common  scooping  place  of  Herring 
hrook,  and  no  net  shall  be  set  in  Duck  lake,  or  brook,  near  Paul  Doucett's;  all 
mill-dams  on  said  brook  or  lake  shall  be  and  remain  open  from  the  1st  day  of 
April  until  the  1st  day  of  November,  unless  provided  with  fish-ladders  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  overseer. 

12.  Hohhs  falls,  and  the  falls  above  and  below  the  mill-place,  shall  be  kept 
open  eight  feet  wide,  and  no  eel-pot  or  other  obstruction  shall  be  put  in  the 
channel  of  said  river,  allowing  eight  feet  for  the  channel,  between  Campbell's 
falls  and  the  mill  place. 

13.  No  net  shall  be  set  in  Puhnico  river,  above  a  straight  line  extending 
from  Walter  Larkin's  wharf  to  the  west  point  of  Willet's  island.  The  "brook" 
shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  wide  in  the  middle,  for  herrings  to  go  up  and  down. 
Each  family  may  set  a  flume,  and  no  more,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  eels. 

14.  In  tidal  waters  no  one  shall  use  more  than  four  nets,  three  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  alewives  and  one  for  taking  salmon;  such  nets  shall  not 
exceed  forty  fathoms  each  in  length  below  Lower  Narrows,  and  twenty-five 
fathoms  each  from  Lower  Narrows  to  the  head  of  tidal  waters. 

Sec.  35. — County  of  Yarmouth  {Argyle  River.) 

1.  Each  family  may  set  one  net  and  no  more  from  Higgin's  island  to  Camp- 
bell's falls;  the  length  of  such  net  to  be  not  more  than  twenty-five  fathoms. 

2.  The  stream  at  the  Old  Mill  Place  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  wide  in  the 
deepest  water;  all  stones  and  obstructions  to  be  removed. 

3.  The  stream  at  the  Guagus  falls  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  clear  of  all 
obstructions,  in  the  deepest  water. 

4.  No  gill-nets  shall  be  set  or  used  in  the  stream,  from  Campbell's  falls  to 
the  Guagus  falls. 

5.  No  salmon  or  gaspereaux  shall  be  caught  below  what  is  knov/n  as  the 
Line  Road  bridge,  nor  between  the  dam  of  the  old  grist-mill,  at  the  foot  to  the 
falls  below  Durkees'  mill. 
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6.  No  nets  shall  be  set  or  used  within  250  yards  from  the  outlet  of  Holmes' 
lake,  and  within  100  yards  from  the  outlet  of  any  other  lake.  All  nets  to  be  set 
in  the  direction  of  the  current,  and  not  otherwise. 

7.  The  stream  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  clear  of  all  obstruction  to  the 
passage  of  fish. 

ISLAND  OF  CAPE  BRETON. 
Sec.  36. — Special  Fishery  Regulations. 

1.  Each  net  set  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  shall  have  attached  to  it 
the  name  in  full  of  the  owner. 

2.  No  salmon  net  shall  be  set,  nor  shall  salmon  be  taken  with  a  dip-net, 
between  the  15th  day  of  August,  and  the  1st  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

3.  In  the  island  of  Cape  Breton,  in  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  rod  and  fine,  in  the  manner  known 
as  fly-surface-fishing,  from  the  26th  day  of  September  to  the  31st  day  of  May 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

4.  Alewives  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  in  any  river  or  stream 
after  the  15th  day  of  June  in  each  year. 

5.  No  trap-nets  or  drag  seines  shall  be  used  in  the  waters  of  Bras  d'Or 
lakes. 


COUNTY  FISHERY  REGULATIONS. 
Sec.  37. — County  of  Victoria. 

No  net  of  any  description  shall  be  set  within  half  a  mile  of  the  mouth  of 
any  river  or  stream  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout;  nor  shall  any  fish  offal  or 
delDris  of  any  kind,  calculated  to  impede  the  passage  of  fish,  or  to  injure  the  said 
fish,  be  thrown  into  any  part  of  such  river  or  stream. 

Sec.  38. — County  of  Richmond. 

No  net  of  any  description  shall  be  set  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  mouth 
of  any  river  or  stream  frequented  by  fish;  and  no  fish  offal  or  debris  of  an}^  kind, 
calculated  to  impede  the  passage  of  fish,  or  to  injure  the  said  fish,  shall  be  thrown 
into  any  part  of  such  river  or  stream. 

Sec.  39. — County  of  Cape  Breton. 

1.  No  net,  weir  or  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish  shall  be  set  or  placed 
in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  county,  from  Hearn's  point,  at  the  southwest  branch 
of  Sydney  river,  to  Blockett's  lake,  nor  for  forty  fathoms  from  where  the  lake 
runs  into  the  brook;  nor  from  the  forks  to  the  head-waters  of  the  Salmon  Hole 
brook,  including  all  the  branches  thereof. 

2.  From  a  line  drawn  from  Cranberry  head  to  Low  Point  light,  no  net 
shall  be  set  or  placed  in  the  waters  of  Sydney  Harbour  between  ten  o'clock 
Saturday  morning  and  four  o'clock  Monday  evening. 
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3.  Within  a  quarter  of  a  raile  of  the  entrance  to  Little  Bras  d'Or  lake,  and 
up  to  and  including  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  the  western  side  of  Little  Bras  d'Or 
bridge,  no  herring  net  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  set  in  the  water,  between  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day;  and  in 
these  waters,  including  that  portion  of  Little  Bras  d'Or  lake  to  the  east  end  of 
Long  island,  no  salmon  or  herring  net  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  water 
between  ten  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning  and  four  o'clock  on  Monday  evening. 

Sec.  40. — County  of  Inverness. 

1.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  pot,  or  any  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish,  shall 
be  set  with  its  mouth  up  stream  on  any  river  or  branch  thereof  from  the  1st 
day  of  July  until  the  10th  day  of  November,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  fishery 
officer,  such  appliances  are  calculated  to  destroy  young  alewives,  salmon  or 
trout. 

2.  No  net  shall  be  set  nearer  the  outlet  of  any  lake  than  three  hundred 
yards. 

3.  No  net  shall  be  set  nearer  the  mouth  of  any  river  than  half  a  mile. 

4.  No  net  shall  be  placed  lower  down  the  harbour  of  Margaree  than  within 
a  direct  line  from  McAllister's  well  to  Dead  Man's  cape;  nor  outside  the 
harbour  within  half  a  mile  of  the  breakwater  or  its  entrance;  nor  within  one 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  another  net  already  set  in  the  said  harbour. 

5.  No  net  shall  be  placed  outside  of  the  harbour  of  Mabou  within  one- 
quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  breakwater  or  the  entrance  of  said  harbour. 

6.  No  net  shall  exceed  thirty  fathoms  in  length. 

7.  No  weir  or  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish,  set  abreast  of  any  island; 
shall  take  up  in  distance  or  extent  more  than  one-third  of  the  stream  on  either 
side  of  such  island;  and  no  weir  or  other  contrivance  shall  be  placed  within 
fifty  yards  either  above  or  below  such  island. 

8.  From  the  upper  line  of  the  Indian  lands  at  the  Forks  of  Margaree  to  ten 
chains  above  it,  only  one  weir  shall  be  permitted  to  be  set  or  placed,  and  such 
weir  shall  occupy  no  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  stream;  and  if  such  weir  be 
set  or  placed  at  the  point  where  the  two  rivers  meet,  only  one-sixth  of  the  stream 
shall  be  occupied. 

9.  No  person  shall  set  or  place  a  weir  opposite  another  weir  on  any  river, 
nor  within  sixty  yards  of  another. 

10.  No  weir  shall  exceed  in  length  thirty  feet  from  the  sluice,  and  no  sluice 
shall  exceed  twenty  feet  in  length. 

11.  No  weir  shall  be  placed  by  the  side  of  any  wharf  or  bulwark  erected 
on  any  part  of  Margaree  river. 

12.  No  seine,  bag-net,  trap-net,  or  fish-pound,  or  fish-box,  shall  be  used  in 
any  stream,  and  no  weir  shall  be  turned  upwards  against  the  stream  therein. 

13.  The  use  of  seines  for  the  purpose  of  catching  herrings  is  prohibited 
in  the  waters  of  West  bay.  Bras  d'Or  lake. 

14.  The  use  of  nets  of  any  kind  for  the  purpose  of  catching  salmon  in  the 
Margaree  river  is  prohibited,  excepting  such  net  fishing  operations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  obtain  a  sufiicient  number  of  parent  salmon  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  the  required  quota  of  eggs  for  the  Margaree  salmon  hatchery;  but 
all  such  salmon  net  fishing  operations  must  be  carried  on  under  the  direct  super- 
vision, and  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  an  officer  of  the  Department  of 
the  Naval  Service,  and  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  parent  salmon  have 
been  procured  for  such  purpose,  all  nets  must  be  removed  from  the  river. 
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APPENDIX  *^C." 

PROVINCE  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK  SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULA- 
TIONS. 

Sec.  L — Bait. 

The  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  may  authorize  the  issue  of  special  permits 
to  take  bait  for  the  bona  fide  purpose  of  deep-sea  fishing,  for  any  specified  time 
during  the  weekly  close  time. 

Sec.  2. — Bass. 

(a)  JNo  person  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  any  striped  bass,  from  the 
1st  day  of  April  to  the  30th  day  of  November,  both  days  inclusive  in  each  year, 
and  no  person  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  striped  bass 
under  two  pounds  in  weight.  If  any  such  bass  under  two  pounds  in  weight 
be  caught  in  nets  or  other  fishing  apparatus  lawfully  used,  such  fish  shall 
be  liberated  alive  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Always  provided  that  nothing  contained  in  this  regulation  shall  prevent  any 
person  from  catching  or  killing  bass  weighing  two  pounds  in  weight  or  over  by 
means  of  angling,  at  any  time,  with  hook  and  line;  but  the  burden  of  proof  of 
lawful  capture  shall  devolve  on  the  possessor,  or  seller  of  any  such  fish. 

Provided  also  that  nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  clauses  of  this  regula- 
tion shall  prevent  fishing  for  bass  with  gill-nets,  having  meshes  of  not  less  than 
five  inches  extension  measure,  during  the  month  of  September  in  each  year, 
under  special  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  the  fee  on  which 
license  shall  be  one  dollar  per  net. 

(Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited.  See  Fisheries 
Act,  sec,  29.) 

(6)  Bass  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines,  nor  by 
means  of  any  other  kind  of  net  having  meshes  of  a  less  size  than  five  inches 
extension  measure. 

(c)  No  person  shall  fish  for  bass  with  a  net  or  nets  without  a  license  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

The  annual  fee  on  such  licens  shall  be  one  dollar,  which  fee  shall  be  paid 
before  ojiy  such  net  is  used. 

{d)  No  bass  nets  shall  be  set  in  the  Miramichi  river  or  its  tributaries  west 
of  a  line  drawn  across  the  river  from  Rocky  point  in  the  parish  of  Alnwick  to 
Point  au  Car,  in  the  parish  of  Glenelg. 

{e)  All  persons  opening  holes  through  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking  bass 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes,  each  6  feet  in 
height. 

(/)  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  of 
each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning 
following,  all  bass  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted,  as  to  permit  of  the  free 
passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3. — Clams — Soft-Shell,  Long-Neck  or  Squirt-Clams. 

1.  The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt-clams  {My a  Arenaria)  in  a 
raw  state  taken  in  the  provinces  of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  or 
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Prince  Edward  Island,  from  the  1st  day  of  May  to  the  30th  day  of  June  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive,  is  prohibited. 

2.  In  the  counties  of  Charlotte  and  St.  John  no  one  shall  dig  for  such 
clams  'vithout  a  permit  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Ser- 
vice. 

Sec.  4. — Cod. 

No  person  shall  carry  on  codfishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than  one 
half  mile  from  any  fishing  ground  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored  and  fishermen 
are  actually  engaged  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  5. — Explosives  Prohibited. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting  to  use  or  allowing  or 
permitting  the  same  to  be  used  or  attempted  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  catch- 
ing or  killing  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish  or  marine  animal. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  put  or  place  or  have 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed  or  intended  to  be  engaged  or 
employed  in  fishing,  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found  or  proved  to 
be  or  to  have  been  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel,  the  master  and  the  owner 
thereof  shall  each  be  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  for  a  breach  of  the  last  preced- 
ing regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have  put  or 
placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel  or 
had  the  same  in  possession  therein. 

Sec.  6. — Eel  Fishing. 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November,  in  each  year,  no  one  shall 
fish  for  eels,  with  a  spear  or  torch,  in  any  waters  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

Sec.  7. — Herrings. 

(a)  From  the  25th  day  of  June  to  the  2oth  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive,  no  net  or  nets  shall  be  set  or  used  within  one  thousand  feet  of 
any  place  where  herrings  resort  to  spawn,  nor  at  any  time  within  one  thousand 
feet  of  any  weir  under  license. 

(6)  Fishing  for  herrings,  in  the  manner  known  as  ''driving"  with  torches, 
flambeaux  or  other  artificial  lights  is  prohibited. 

(c)  No  weir,  engine  or  barricade  shall  be  built,  set  or  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  herring  except  under  the  authority  of  an  annual  license  from  the  Minis- 
ter of  the  Naval  Service,  or  other  person  authorized  by  him  to  issue  the  same, 
and  before  a  license  shall  be  granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make  a  statutory 
declaration,  setting  forth  the  name  or  names  of  the  actual  owner  or  owners  of 
such  weir,  engine  or  barricade,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  for  whose  benefit  such 
weir,  engine  or  barricade  is  to  be  operated,  as  well  as  the  nationality  of  such 
owner  or  owners,  or  person  or  persons. 

(d)  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every 
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Monday,  all  herring  weirs,  seines  or  set  nets  or  other  apparatus  used  for  catching 
herring,  whether  under  license  or  not,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  shall  be  so 
effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into 
such  apparatus,  whether  under  license  or  not. 

Sec.  8. — Lobsters. — See  also  Fisheries  Act. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters,  from  the  16th  day 
of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  14th  day  of  November  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  province  of 
New  Brunswick,  embraced  and  included  within  the  counties  of  Charlotte  and 
St.  John,  nor  shall  any  one  within  the  above  described  limits,  fish  for,  catch  or 
kill  at  any  time  any  lobster  or  lobsters,  the  carapace  of  which  measures  less  than 
4f  inches  in  length.* 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters  from  the  30th  day  of 
June  in  each  year,  to  the  14th  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  waters  thereof,  of  the  provinces  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  county  of 
Albert,  New  Brunswick,  and  that  portion  of  Cumberland  county  bordering  on 
bay  of  Fundy  and  tributary  waters,  as  well  as  the  counties  of  Kings  and  Anna- 
polis, Nova  Scotia.* 

3.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  strait  of  Northumberland  between  a 
straight  line  on  the  northwest  drawn  from  Chockfish  river.  New  Brunswick, 
to  West  point.  Prince  Edward  island,  and  a  straight  line  on  the  southeast  drawn 
from  Indian  point,  near  Cape  Tormentine,  New  Brunswick,  to  Cape  Traverse, 
Prince  Edward  Island,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters,  from 
the  26th  day  of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  25th  day  of  April  following,  both  days 
inclusive,  on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast  of  the  waters  thereof,  of  the 
provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  west- 
wardly  and  northwardly  from  the  lighthouse  in  Antigonish  county  opposite 
Flat  point  in  Inverness  county,  Nova  Scotia,  to  the  northern  boundary  of  New 
Brunswick,  including  the  coast  and  waters  thereof  of  all  the  islands  adjacent  to 
these  portions  of  the  coasts  of  the  said  provinces  as  well  as  the  coast  and  waters 
thereof  of  the  counties  of  Quebec  south  of  the  river  St.  Lawrence.* 

4.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  or  sell  lobsters  from  the  11th  day  of 
August  in  each  year,  to  the  24th  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive,  on 
and  along  the  coast  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  that  portion  of  the  strait  of  Northum- 
berland between  a  straight  line  on  the  northwest,  drawn  from  the  Chockfish 
river.  New  Brunswick,  to  West  point.  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  a  straight 
line  on  the  southeast  drawn  from  Indian  point,  near  Cape  Tormentine,  New 
Brunswick,  to  Cape  Traverse,  Prince  Edward  island.* 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  soft-shell  lobster  or  lobsters, 
or  any  berried  lobster  or  lobsters,  excepting  for  hatchery  purposes  as  provided 
for  by  section  27  of  the  Fisheries  Act.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided, 
such  lobster  or  lobsters  when  caught  shall  be  liberated  alive,  by  the  person 
catching  it  or  them. 

6.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  in  any  water  of  the  depth  of  two 
fathoms  or  under  at  low  water. 

7.  No  one  shall  set  or  place  lobster  traps  nearer  than  100  yards  to  any 
stationary  salmon  net,  set  for  the  purpose  of  taking  salmon. 


*  Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited.    See  Fisheries  Act,  Sec.  29.) 
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8.  No  one  shall  offer  for  sale,  sell,  barter,  supply  or  purchase  any  frag- 
ments of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or  broken  up,  or  any  broken 
lobster  meat,  and  all  fragments  of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or 
broken  up,  or  broken  lobster  meat,  so  offered  for  sale,  sold,  bartered,  supplied 
or  purchased,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  or  confiscation;  nor  for  canning  pur- 
poses, shall  any  lobster  or  lobsters,  be  boiled,  or  partially  prepared  elsewhere 
than  in  the  cannery  licensed  for  that  purpose. 

9.  No  one  shall  for  canning  purposes,  boil  lobsters  on  board  any  ship, 
vessel,  boat  or  floating  structure  of  any  description  whatever,  except  under 
special  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

10.  In  the  districts  specified  in  subsections  1  and  2  of  this  section,  no  one 
shall  leave  the  shore  for  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors,  lines  or  other  lob- 
ster fishing  gear,  nor  shall  any  one  place  or  set  any  such  gear,  before  eight  o'clock 
in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  it  is  lawful  to  take  lobsters  In  the  locality 
affected  and  in  the  remaining  districts,  before  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  such 
day;  provided  that  if  the  opening  day  of  the  season  is  on  Sunday,  no  one  shall 
leave  shore  for  the  fishing  grounds  with  buoys,  anchors,  lines  or  other  lobster 
fishing  gear,  nor  shall  any  one  place  or  set  any  such  gear  before  the  hours  specified 
for  the  respective  districts  in  the  morning  of  the  following  Monday. 

11.  The  use  of  trawls  or  implements  other  than  traps  made  of  laths  and 
netting,  with  a  ring  in  the  netting  to  permit  lobsters  to  enter,  is  prohibited  in 
lobster  fishing. 

Sec.  9. — Non-tidal  Waters. 

The  use  of  nets  in  non-tidal  waters,  except  under  a  permit  from  the  Minister 
of  the  Naval  Service,  or  some  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  Government  of  the 
province  of  New  Brunswick,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  10. — Oysters. 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for  or  catch  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall 
be  fifty  cents. 

2.  The  owner,  or  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  a  fishing  boat  employed 
in  the  oyster  fishery  on  pubhc  beds  shall  cause  a  memorandum  in  writing,  setting 
forth  the  name  of  the  owner,  or  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  such  boat  to 
be  filed  with  the  local  fishery  officer,  who,  if  no  valid  objection  exists,  may, 
under  instructions  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  issue  a  fishery  license 
for  the  same,  and  any  boat  or  fishing  apparatus  used  without  such  license,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  illegal  and  liable  to  forfeiture,  together  with  the  oysters  caught 
therein,  and  the  owner  or  person  or  persons  using  the  same  will  be  subject  to 
the  penalties  prescribed  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

3.  All  boats  fishing  for  oysters  on  public  beds  shall  have  a  registration 
number  corresponding  with  that  of  the  license  legibly  marked  or  painted  on  the 
bow  of  the  boat,  in  white  letters  on  a  black  ground,  and  the  initial  letter  of  the 
port  to  which  such  boat  belongs,  such  letters  to  be  at  least  eight  inches  in  length. 

4.  From  the  1st  day  of  January  to  the  30th  of  September  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters  on  public 
beds,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  August,  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters  on 
leased  areas. 
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5.  No  person  shall,  on  public  beds,  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  round 
oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  shell,  nor  any  long  oysters 
measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell. 

{h)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell,  that 
may  be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  alive,  to  the  bed 
from  which  they  were  taken  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the  person  so  fishing,  on 
whom,  in  every  case,  shall  devolve  the  proof  of  actual  liberation. 

(c)  The  Minister  of  The  Naval  Service  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
Council  of  a  province  that  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Governor 
in  Council  pursuant  to  section  61  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  may  grant  permission 
to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster  areas  to  fish  for  and  catch  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  on  certain  natural  reefs  in  the  said  province,  to  be  specified  in  said  per- 
mission, a  designated  quantity  of  unculled  oysters,  for  the  purpose  of  stocking 
leased  areas. 

6.  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

7.  No  person  shall  dig  mussel-mud  within  200  yards  from  any  live  oyster 
bed,  and  then  only  at  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  prescribed  in  writing  by  a 
fishery  officer,  or,  in  a  province  that  has  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
Governor  in  Council  pursuant  to  section  61  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  in  Council  thereof. 

8.  The  use,  for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster-beds,  of  quahaug  rakes, 
tongs  operated  by  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakos  other  than  the  ordinary 
ones  noAV  in  use  in  oyster-fishing,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  11. — Pollock. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  pollock  by  means  of  spears  or  grapnel 
or  gaff  hooks;  provided  that  the  use  of  a  gaff,  in  hook  and  line  fishing,  may 
be  permitted. 

2.  The  capture  of  young  pollock,  less  than  18  inches  in  length,  measured 
from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  end  of  the  tail,  in  herring  weirs  is  prohibited, 
and  all  such  young  pollock  that  may  be  accidentally  taken  in  such  weirs,  shall  be 
liberated  therefrom  alive  and  uninjured. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  pollock  with  gill-nets  having  meshes  less 
than  five  inches  extension  measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically 
diminish  the  size  of  the  mesh. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
Saturday,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every 
Monday,  all  pollock  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  permit  the  free 
passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

Sec.  12. — QuAHAUGS  OR  Hard-shell  Clams. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaufs  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service.  The  fee  on  each  such  license 
shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from 
the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year,  to  the  10th  day  of  May  following,  both 
days  inclusive,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  July  to  the  31st  day  of  August,  both 
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days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  season,  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited — 
see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of 
a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and 
any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches 
in  length  that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the 
water  alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the  Minister 
of  the  Naval  Service  may  authorize  the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs 
of  a  less  size  for  the  purpose  of  replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell 
clam  or  quahaug  culture. 

4.  The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having  teeth 
less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 

5.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays,  harbours  and  other 
v>raters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart  and 
marked  out  by  the  local  fishery  officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which  such 
fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  13. — Salmon. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  or  with  rod  and  fine  in  the  manner  known  as 
fly-surface-fishing. 

2.  The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets,  or  gill-nets  and  the  leaders  of  salmon  trap- 
nets  or  pound  nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure,  and 
nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  a  gill-net,  drift-net,  trap- 
net  or  pound-net,  except  under  a  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

4.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  fathom  of 
net  used;  but  shall  not  be  less  than  one  dollar. 

5.  Before  any  salmon  net  shall  be  used,  the  owner  or  person  interested  in 
such  net  shall  make  a  statutory  declaration,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  owner, 
the  length  of  the  net,  and  its  intended  location,  to  be  filed  with  the  local  fishery 
officer,  who,  if  no  valid  objection  exists,  may,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  issue  a  fishery  I'ce  ise  for  the  same. 

6.  All  salmon  nets  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  the 
number  of  the  license  legibly  marked,  on  two  pieces  of  wood  or  metal  attached  to 
the  same;  and  such  mark  shall  be  preserved  on  such  nets  during  the  fishing 
season,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  visible  without  taking  up  the  net  or  nets;  and 
any  net  used  without  such  mark  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture. 

7.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind,  from  the 
sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both 
days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited, — 
see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29). 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  every  Monday,  in  tidal  waters,  and  from  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
Saturday,  to  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every  Monday,  in  non-tidal  waters, 
all  salmon  fishing  stations  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  or  trap-nets,  used 
for  catching  salmon,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage 
of  fish  through,  by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to 
completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus. 
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9.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  with  a  rod  and  line  in  the  manner  known 
as  fly-surface-fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the  waters  of 
Restigouche  river  and  its  tributaries,  where  such  fishing  shall  be  permissible 
from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive. 

10.  Save  as  in  this  section  otherwise  provided,  no  one  shall  use  worms  or 
any  other  kind  of  bait  whatsoever,  in  fishing  i^r,  catching  or  killing  salmon. 

11.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever. 

12.  No  salmon  or  grilse  weighing  less  than  three  pounds  shall  be  retained 
or  kept  out  of  the  water.  If  such  under-sized  salmon  or  grilse  be  caught  in- 
advertently, it  shall,  if  possible,  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water 
from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

13.  The  use  of  torches  or  other  artificial  Ughts  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
salmon,  is  prohibited. 

Salmon-net  Fishing,  St.  John  River. 

(a)  During  the  legal  fishing  season  for  salmon,  it  shall  be  lawful  under  the 
following  restrictions  and  conditions,  to  fish  for  and  catch  salmon  by  means 
of  ordinary  salmon  gill-nets  (such  as  are  used  in  the  tidal  waters  of  the  river)  in 
that  part  of  the  St.  John  river  which  extends  from  the  head  of  the  tide  up  to  the 
bridge  known  as  ''Andover  bridge",  approximately  one  and  a  half  miles  below 
the  mouth  of  the  Tobique  river: — 

(6)  A  special  permit  must  first  be  obtained  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval 
Service; 

(c)  Such  special  permit  shall  be  issued  only  to  such  applicants  as  are  British 
subjects,  who  are  settlers  occupying  lands  along  the  shores  of  the  portion  of  the 
river  St.  John  above  described; 

(d)  Such  special  permit  shall  convey  to  the  authorized  holder  thereof  from 
the  first  day  of  March  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive,  the  privilege  of  limited  net  fishing  for  salmon  during  each  alternate 
fortnight,  that  is  to  say,  two  weeks  fishing,  computed  from  the  said  first  day  of 
March,  to  be  permitted  (subject  to  the  regular  w^eekly  close  time)  to  be  followed 
by  two  weeks  prohibition  of  such  fishing,  and  thence  forward  in  like  manner, 
until  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  when  all  salmon  net  fishing  shall  cease; 

(e)  The  length  of  net  used  shall  not  exceed  thirty  fathoms; 
(/)  The  fee  payable  on  such  special  permit  shall  be  one  dollar; 

(g)  The  holder  of  such  special  permit  shall  also  be  subject  to  any  conditions 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  embodied  therein; 

(h)  The  said  special  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Minister  of  the  Naval 
Service,  and  accepted  by  the  residents  occupying  lands  on  the  portion  ^f  the  river 
described,  on  the  distinct  understanding  that  a  violation  of  any  of  the  above 
regulations  or  conditions  embraced  in  the  said  special  permits,  will  involve  imme- 
diate cancellation  of  permit  and  ineligibility  of  the  offender  for  a  similar  permit 
for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Sec.  14. — Shad  and  Gaspereaux. 

(a)  From  sunset  on  Friday  in  each  week  to  sunrise  on  Monday  morning 
following,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  shad  or  gaspereaux, 
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except  in  St.  John  harbour  and  in  St.  John  river  and  its  tributaries,  where  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  shad  or  gaspereaux  from  six  o'clock 
on  Saturday  evening  of  each  week  to  sunrise  on  Monday  morning  following. 
(6)  The  use  of  seines  for  catching  shad  and  gaspereaux,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  15. — Smelts. 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets,  hook  and  line 
or  spearing  is  prohibited, 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

(6)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  gill-net  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent  per  fathom 
of  net  used. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  two  dollars. 

3.  Smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  inches 
extension  measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  of 
the  mesh. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  15th  October,  in  each 
year  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive, 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  1st  December  in  each 
year  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive, 

6.  Smelt  bag-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  each  other, 

7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges,  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  such  spans. 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
in  each  week  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  forenoon 
following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such  gill-nets  or  bag-nets, 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  smelts  from  the  first  day  of  March 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive.  (Possession 
in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act,  section 
29.) 

10.  The  mouth  of  smelt  bag-nets  used  in  that  portion  of  the  Miramichi 
river  above  a  straight  fine  drawn  across  the  river  from  Oak  Point  wharf  on  the 
north  side  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  Peter  Loggie's  property  at  Point  au  Car 
on  the  south  side,  shall  not  be  wider  than  thirty-three  feet  extension  measure. 
The  mouths  of  such  nets  used  below  the  said  fine  shall  not  be  wider  than  one 
hundred  feet  extension  measure, 

11.  All  persons  opening  holes  through  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
smelts  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes  at  least 
six  feet  each  in  height. 

Sec.  16, — Sturgeon. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  sturgeon,  in  the  province 
of  New  Brunswick,  from  the  1st  day  of  June  to  the  1st  day  of  July,  both  days 
inclusive,  in  each  year.  (Possession  in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse, 
prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

2.  No  net  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching  sturgeon,  until  a  license 
therefor  has  been  obtained  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 
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3.  The  meshes  of  all  nets  used  for  catching  sturgeon  shall  not  be  less  than 
13  inches  extension  measure,  measured  from  knot  to  knot  when  the  net  is  dr}^, 
and  nets  shall  not  be  so  set  or  arranged  as  to  practically  diminish  this  prescribed 
size  of  mesh. 

4.  Every  net  set  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  sturgeon  must  be 
plainly  and  legibly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  who,  in  accordance  with  the 
following  paragraph,  must  be  a  bona  fide  resident  British  subject. 

5.  Licenses  for  the  privilege  of  net  fishing  for  sturgeon  shall  be  granted  to 
and  accepted  by  bona  fide  resident  British  subjects  only.  The  fee  on  such 
license  shall  be  fifteen  dollars. 

6.  No  sturgeon  measuring  under  4  feet  in  length,  shall  be  fished  for,  caught 
or  killed,  but  if  caught,  shall  be  liberated  alive.  The  measurement  shall  he  made 
from  the  extreme  point  of  the  nose  to  the  tip  of  the  tail. 

Sec.  17. — Traw^lers  Prohibited. 

The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  ''trawlers"  operating  ''beam," 
*'otter,"  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is 
prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

Sec.  18. — Trout  and  Land-locked  Salmon. 

1.  No  cne  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  speckled  trout,  salmon  trout, 
grey  trout,  white  trout,  lake  trout,  wi-  a  ish,  toag,  land-locked  salmon,  or  any 
other  kind  of  trout  from  tl  e  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  31st  day  of 
March  following,  both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  season,  without 
lawful  excuse,  prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

(a)  No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  by  other  means 
than  angling  with  hook  and  line. 

2.  Fishing  for  speckled  trout  {Salvelinus  fontinalis)  through  the  ice,  is 
prohibited. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province, 
in  one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  speckled  trout 
or  brook  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds,  and  no 
greater  number  than  thirty  speckled  trout  or  brook  trout,  though  said  number 
weigh  less  than  ten  pounds. 

4.  No  trout  under  six  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the 
water.  If  such  undersized  trout  be  caught  inadvertently,  it  shall,  if  possible, 
be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken,  by  the 
person  catching  it. 

5.  (a)  No  one  shall  receive,  ship,  transport  or  have  in  possession  for  the 
purpose  of  shipping  or  transporting  out  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  any  speckled 
trout,  river  trout  or  sea  trout,  provided  that  any  person  may  so  ship  such  trout 
caught  by  him  for  sport,  to  the  extent  of  25  pounds  in  weight,  if  the  shipment 
is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  either  the  local  fishery  officer 
in  whose  district  the  fish  were  caught  or  from  the  local  station  agent  adjacent 
to  the  locality  in  which  they  were  caught  or  is  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the 
official  license  or  permit  issued  to  the  person  making  the  shipment. 

(5)  No  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed  25  pounds  in  weight,  nor 
shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more  than  one  package  during  the  season. 

6.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching  trout,, 
is  prohibited. 
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COUNTY  FISHERY  REGULATIONS. 
Sec.  19. — County  of  Charlotte. 
Herring  Fishing. 

1.  No  weir,  engine  or  barricade  shall  be  set  or  placed  on  either  side  of  Cow 
passage  or  Chenej^'s  passage,  in  the  island  of  Grand  Manan,  without  leaving  a 
continuous  clear  passage  or  channel  of  the  width  of  five  hundred  feet,  following 
the  deepest  water  of  the  same;  and  no  wing  belonging  to  or  used  therewith,  or 
attached  to  any  such  weir,  engine  or  barricade,  shall  extend  beyond  or  into 
channels  of  the  said  passages,  or  either  of  them,  so  as  to  diminish  the  said  width 
of  five  hundred  feet. 

2.  In  no  case  shall  weirs,  engines  or  barricades  be  placed  nearer  each  other 
than  one  thousand  feet. 

3.  The  fishery  officers  for  the  county,  or  any  of  them,  as  the  case  may  be, 
are  authorized  and  required,  in  the  event  of  a  violation  of  either  of  these  regula- 
tions, in  addition  to  the  penalties  imposed,  when  it  is  thought  necessary  by  the 
said  officers  in  their  respective  districts,  to  destroy  the  said  weirs,  engines  or 
barricades,  or  wings  belonging  to  them,  or  used  therewith  or  attached  to  them, 
or  each  or  any  of  them,  or  such  portions  thereof  as  the  said  officers  in  their 
respective  districts  may  deem  necessary. 

4.  Herrings  shall  not  be  taken  between  the  15th  of  July  and  the  15th  day  of 
October  in  any  \^ear,  on  the  spawning  ground  at  the  southern  head  of  Grand 
Manan,  within  the  following  limits,  that  is  to  say, — Commencing  at  a  point 
on  the  northwest  shore  of  Seal  Cove  sound,  locally  known  as  John's  point,  and 
running  three  miles  from  shore,  in  a  line  with  Gannet  Rock  light,  as  it  opens  on 
the  western  point  of  the  Inner  Wood  island;  thence  westerly  following  the  coast 
line  three  miles  from  shore  until  it  strikes  a  point  three  miles  from  shore  on  a  line 
west-north-west  from  the  southern  end  of  Bradford's  cove. 

5.  All  nets  or  other  fishing  material,  apparatus,  tackle  or  gear  used  for 
catching  herrings  on  any  part  of  the  said  ground  during  the  period  above  des- 
cribed shall  be  seized  and  confiscated,  and  every  person  so  using  the  same 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine,  as  prescribed  by  The  Fisheries  Act. 

6.  Herrings  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines  within 
three  miles  of  shore. 

7.  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind,  without  lease  or  license  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  is  prohibited  in  the  waters  of  Chiputneticook  or 
Schoodie  lakes. 

Sec.  20. — County  of  Gloucester. 

1.  No  net  for  the  catching  of  any  kind  of  fish  shall  be  set  at  Tracadie  South 
gully,  commonly  called  Young's  gully,  below  Daniel  Cobb's  lower  line,  towards 
Peter  Ferguson's,  at  the  opposite  side;  and  no  such  net  shall  be  set  on  the 
northern  side  of  the  same  gully,  below  Thistle  point  and  John  McLaughlin's 
shore,  opposite  his  house  on  the  other  side. 

2.  No  net  whatever  shall  be  set,  not  any  seine  or  drift-net  used  in  any  way 
to  impede  or  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  fish  into  the  Grand  lake,  so  called,  at 
Shippigan  island. 
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3.  No  net  shall  be  set  or  seine  used  within  two  hundred  yards  on  either  side 
of  the  Little  Tracadie  River  bridges,  or  within  two  hundred  yards  on  either  side 
of  the  bridges  over  the  South  River  of  Pokemouche. 

4.  All  nets  shall  be  set  from  the  shore  or  edge  of  the  channel  towards  the 
thread  of  the  river,  and  none  shall  be  set  upon  any  middle  ground. 

5.  When  any  fish  weir,  trap  or  other  stationary  device  shall  be  erected  con- 
trary to  any  regulation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fishery  overseer  to  pull  down 
and  demolish  such  weir,  trap  or  other  stationary  device;  and  the  owner  or  party 
who  erected  the  same  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty,  and  also  to  the  expense  of  pull- 
ing down  and  demolishing  the  same;  and  when  any  other  infringment  or  viola- 
tion of  any  of  these  regulations  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  fishery  over- 
seer it  shall  be  his  duty  forthwith  to  prosecute  the  dehnquent  as  the  law  directs, 
and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  such  overseer  to  seize  any  net  or  nets  found  set  or 
being  contrary  to  these  regulations,  or  any  of  them,  and  to  set  free  any  fish 
found  therein,  and  remove  such  net  to  a  place  of  safety,  and  advertise  the  same 
for  the  space  of  six  days  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  parish,  and 
then  sell  such  net  by  public  auction  and  remit  the  proceeds  to  the  inspector  of 
fisheries,  for  transmission  to  the  Department  of  the  Naval  Service. 

6.  No  net  shall  be  used  for  the  catching  of  salmon  or  any  other  fish  in 
the  Big  Nipisiguit  river,  above  John  Swanton  Bateman's  brook,  or  in  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  the  Big  Nipisiguit  river,  or  in  the  Tetagouche  river,  or  in  the 
Middle  river,  or  in  the  Little  river. 

7.  No  net  shall  be  set  within  the  harbour  of  Bathurst,  or  on  any  middle 
ground,  flat  or  channel  between  the  forks  of  the  Big  River  channel  and  AUston 
and  Carron  points,  or  within  fifty  fathoms  on  either  side  of  the  Big  River 
bridge. 

Gaspereaiix  Fishing. 

8.  All  nets  for  the  catching  of  gaspereaux  in  the  rivers  of  Pokemouche  and 
Tracadie,  and  their  several  branches,  shall  be  set  with  the  stream  up  and  down 
the  river,  and  not  at  an  angle  with  the  stream;  and  if  any  net  shall  be  set  contrary 
to  this  regulation  the  owner  or  person  using  the  same  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty, 
and  he  shall  also  be  liable  to  pay  the  charges  and  expenses  of  removing  the 
same,  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fishery  officer  forthwith  to  do:  Provided 
nevertheless,  that  from  the  1st  day  of  August  until  the  1st  day  of  December,  in 
each  year,  nets  for  the  catching  of  bass  may  be  set  at  an  angle  with  the  stream  or 
current  of  such  rivers. 

9.  In  the  river  Pokemouche  no  nets  for  the  catching  of  gaspereaux  shall  be 
set  from  Etienne  Arseneau's  shore  to  River's  shore  so  as  to  impede  the  free  course 
of  fish  going  up  the  South  river;  and  all  nets  set  otherwise  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
illegally  set,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  seized  and  forfeited,  and  the  owner  or  owners, 
or  persons  using  the  same,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty. 

10.  Bass  or  gaspereaux  shall  not  be  taken  in  the  river  of  Caraquet,  or  in 
Saint  Simon's  inlet,  by  seining;  and  no  seine  shall  be  used  for  the  catching  of 
bass  or  gaspereaux  in  the  said  river  or  inlet. 

Herring  Fishing. 

11.  Between  the  1st  day  of  July  and  the  1st  of  November  in  each  and  every 
year  no  net  for  the  catching  of  herring,  or  any  other  fish,  shall  be  moored  or 
anchored  on  any  bank  or  shore,  or  any  part  of  any  bank  or  shore,  in  the  bay 
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Chaleur,  situate  between  Mizzonette  point  and  point  Miscou.  All  nets  used 
upon  these  banks,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall  be  fastened  to  boats  or  other  craft, 
and  not  otherwise,  under  a  penalty  as  provided  by  The  Fisheries  Act;  and  all 
nets  found  moored  or  anchored  contrary  to  the  regulations  shall  be  seized  and 
removed,  with  all  their  contents,  by  the  officer  lawfully  superintending  the  same; 
and  such  officer  shall  advertise  the  nets  so  seized  for  the  space  of  six  clear  days  in 
three  or  more  public  places  in  the  parish  of  Caraquet,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester; 
and  if  the  same  are  not  claimed,  and  the  penalty,  costs  and  expenses  paid  before 
the  expiration  of  that  time,  he  shall  sell  the  same  by  public  auction  to  the  highest 
bidder;  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  Minister  of 
the  Naval  Service  through  the  inspector  of  fisheries. 

Sec.  21. — County  of  Northumberland. 

1.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  under  any  pretence  whatsoever,  build,  make 
or  set  up,  or  make  use  of  in  the  bay,  harbour  or  river  Miramichi,  or  any  of  its 
branches,  or  in  any  other  river  within  the  said  districts,  any  brush  or  wooden  weir 
or  weirs,  trap  or  traps,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  gaspereaux,  shad,  salmon,  bass 
or  other  fish. 

2.  In  all  cases  where  any  fish  weir  or  weirs,  trap  or  traps,  shall  be  so  erected 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  over- 
seer of  the  fisheries  of  the  district  in  which  such  weir  or  weirs,  trap  or  traps 
shall  be  so  erected,  to  pull  down,  remove  and  destroy  such  weir  or  weirs,  trap 
or  traps. 

3.  No  net  whatever  shall  be  set  off  Fox  or  Portage  islands,  except  under 
special  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service,  nor  off  any  island,  middle 
ground  or  shoal  in  the  bay,  harbour  or  river  Miramichi  and  its  branches,  except- 
ing as  hereinafter  permitted;  no  net  shall  be  set  from  the  western  extremity 
of  Huckleberry  island  to  the  lot  formerly  owned  by  Thomas  Ian,  now  or 
lately  owned  by  the  estate  of  Joseph  Cunard ;  no  net  shall  be  set  along  the  south 
shore,  in  the  sa;id  space,  to  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms 
from  three  feet  water,  at  low  water.  From  the  lower  line  of  the  Lacey  lot,  to  the 
eastern  line  of  the  lot  lately  owned  by  John  Mark  Crank  Delesdernier,  at  the 
mouth  of  Black  river,  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred 
fathoms;  from  thence  to  the  Point  aux  Car  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more 
than  two  hundred  fathoms;  from  Point  aux  Car  to  the  lot  owned  by  Alexander 
McDonald  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  three  hundred  fathoms 
from  low  water;  a  base  line  to  run  from  the  said  Alexander  McDonald's  lot  to 
Point  Cheval;  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  three  hundred  fathoms 
from  the  said  line;  from  Point  Cheval  to  the  upper  extremity  of  the  sand  beach, 
in  Nappan  bay,  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  the  inside  of  bay  du  Vin  Island  to 
extend  into  the  bay  more  than  sixty-eight  fathoms  from  low  water,  nor  from  the 
outside  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  from 
low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  the  inside  of  Egg  island  to  extend  into  the  bay 
more  than  sixty-eight  fathoms  from  low  water,  nor  from  the  outside  to  extend 
into  the  river  more  than  one  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;  a  base  line  to  run 
from  the  upper  extremity  of  the  sand  beach  in  Nappan  bay  to  the  point  commonly 
called  Green  point,  on  the  west  side  of  a  small  creek  at  the  end  of  George  Mur- 
doch's marsh;  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms 
from  the  said  line;  and  no  net  set  from  the  said  line  to  be  nearer  than  one  hundred 
fathoms  to  the  said  Green  point;  from  the  the  said  Green  point  to  within  forty 
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rods  of  the  site  of  the  fish  shed,  formeriy  occupied  by  James  Anderson,  and  now 
or  formerly  occupied  by  Murdoch,  no  net  shall  be  set  to  extend  into  the  bay  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  from  low  water;  from  thence  to  the  lower 
extremity  of  East  point  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  eighty 
fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  East  point  to  extend  into  the 
river  more  than  fifty  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  Sheldrake 
island  to  extend  into  the  river  or  bay  more  than  sixty  fathoms  from  low  water; 
no  net  shall  be  set  off  Hay  island  opposite  Neguac,  to  extend  into  the  bay  more 
than  two  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;  from  thence  to  lot  No.  81,  formerly 
owned  by  the  late  James  Fraser,  deceased,  inclusive,  no  net  to  extend  into  the 
bay  more  than  three  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;  and  no  net  shall  be  set 
in  the  said  space  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms  in  length;  from  thence  to  lot 
No.  76,  formerly  owned  by  James  Thom,  deceased,  inclusive,  no  net  shall  extend 
into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  and  eight  fathoms  from  low  water;  a  base 
line  to  run  from  low  water  on  lot  No.  76  to  the  first  point  above  the  house  owned 
by  the  late  John  English,  deceased,  opposite  to  the  lower  end  of  Sheldrake  island, 
no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  from 
the  said  line;  from  thence  to  the  lower  line  of  lot  No.  71  no  net  shall  extend  into 
the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in 
front  of  lot  No.  71  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  seventy  fathoms  beyond 
sixty  fathoms  from  low  water;  a  base  line  to  commence  at  the  upper  line  of  lot  No. 
71,  on  Moody's  point,  at  low  water  mark,  and  end  at  low  water  mark  on  lot  No.  69 
from  thence  to  continue  to  low  water  mark  on  lot  No.  66,  no  net  shall  extend  into 
the  river  more  than  sixty-five  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  front 
of  lots  Nos.  65  and  66  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  sixty-five  fathoms  from 
the  said  line;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  front  of  lots  Nos.  64  and  63  to  extend  into  the 
river  more  than  seventy  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  front  of 
lot  No.  64  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  sixty-five  fathoms  from  low  water; 
no  net  shall  be  set  in  front  of  lot  No.  62  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty-

more  than  twenty  fathoms  from  one  foot  of  water  at  low  water;  from  the  said 
Saw-mill  cove  to  the  cove  below  Barr's  point  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river 
more  than  eighty  fathoms  from  low  water;  from  thence  to  the  upper  bass  fishery 
no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty  fathoms  from  low  water;  from 
thence  to  Dunbar's  point  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  sixty 
fathoms  from  low  water,  except  in  front  of  the  lots  formerly  occupied  by  George 
Urquhart  and  Thomas  Wright,  where  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than 
eighty  fathoms;  from  thence  to  William  Matchett's  upper  Hne  no  net  shall 
extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  beset 
on  the  north  side  of  the  Northwest  branch,  or  any  of  its  tributaries,  from  the 
said  William  Matchett's  upper  line  upwards,  nor  from  the  south  side,  from  the 
mouth  of  the  little  Southwest  river  upwards,  to  extend  more  than  one-third

Widow  McGrath,  no  net  shall  be  set  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty 
fathoms  from  low  water;  and  thence  on  the  southern  side  downwards  to  Beau- 
herbert's  point,  inclusive,  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty 
fathoms  from  low  water  mark,  except  in  front  of  the  lots  occupied  by  Charles 
Stewart,  Jared  Tozer,  Elson  Tozer  and  William  Taylor,  where  the  nets  shall  not 
extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty  fathoms  from  one  foot  of  water  at  low 
water;  no  net  whatever  shall  be  set  off  Martin's  island  or  oft'  or  to  any  other 
island,  middle  ground  or  bar  in  the  Northwest  branch  of  the  river  Miramichi 
or  its  branches;  a  base  line  to  run  from  east  point  to  west  point,  no  net  shall 
extend  into  the  river  more  than  fifty  fathoms  from 'the  said  line;  from  low  water 
mark  at  w^est  point,  a  base  line  to  low  water  mark  at  the  lower  point  of  lot  No.  9, 
no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  sixty-five  fathoms  from  the  said  line; 
from  the  said  point  of  lot  No.  9  to  Terriil's  point  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river 
more  than  sixty-five  fathoms  from  low  water,  except  in  front  of  lots  Nos.  18  and 
19,  where  the  nets  may  extend  sixty-five  fathoms  beyond  twenty  fathoms  at  low 
water;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  Terrill's  point  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty 
fathoms  from  low  water;  a  base  line  to  run  from  Terrill's  point  to  the  lower  end 
of  Middle  island,  no  net  shall  be  set  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty-eight 
fathoms  from  the  said  line;  no  net  shall  be  set  from  Middle  island  towards  the 
north  shore  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  fifty  fathoms  from  low  water;  no 
net  whatever  shall  be  set  from  Middle  island  to  the  south  shore;  no  net  shall  be 
set  from  the  south  shore,  opposite  the  upper  end  of  Middle  island,  to  the  lower 
line  of  lot  No.  50,  being  the  property  lately  occupied  by  Theophilus  DesBrisay, 
to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  fifty-two  fathoms  from  low  water,  excepting  in 
front  of  lots  Nos.  28  and  29,  which  shall  not  exceed  sixty  fathoms  from  low 
water;  and  in  front  of  lot  No.  32  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty 
eight  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  front  of  lot  No.  33  to  extend 
into  the  river  more  than  fifty-five  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in 
front  of  lots  Nos.  50,  51,  52,  53  and  54,  inclusive,  to  extend  into  the  river  more 
than  sixty  fathoms  from  low  v/ater;  from  thence  to  lot  No.  58,  inclusive,  no  nefc 
shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  sixty  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall 
be  set  in  front  of  lots  Nos.  59,  60  and  61  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  fifty 
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fathoms  from  low  water;  from  thence  to  lot  No.  41,  in  the  grant  of  the  late  Wil- 
liam Davidson,  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty  fathoms  from 
low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  front  of  the  lot  now  occupied  by  Peter  Foley  to 
extend  into  the  river  more  than  seventy  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall 
be  set  from  Beauherbert's  island  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty  fathoms 
from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  the  Tickle  between  Beauherbert's  island 
and  Beauherbert's  point;  no  net  shall  be  set  in  front  of  the  burying  ground  on 
Beauherbert's  point,  on  either  branch;  no  net  shall  be  set  from  either  side  of  the 
Southwest  branch,  from  Beauherbert's  point,  on  the  western  shore,  and 
Peter  Foley's  lot  on  the  eastern  shore,  to  the  upper  line  of  the  lot  occupied  by 
James  Canhan,  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  forty  fathoms  from  low 
water  mark,  excepting  from  the  lot  in  possession  of  David  Barron,  on  the  north 
shore,  towards  the  extremity  of  Barnaby's  island,  where  the  nets  shall 
not  extend  over  thirty  fathoms  from  low  water;  also  excepting  the  place 
known  as  Peter's  point,  where  the  nets  shall  not  extend  into  the  river  more  than 
thirty  fathoms  from  low  water;  and  no  net  whatever  shall  be  set  from  Bar- 
naby's island  towards  the  north  shore,  nor  from  the  lower  extremity  of  Barna- 
by's island  towards  the  south  shore,  either  from  the  said  island  or  mainland;  and 
from  thence  upwards,  to  the  lower  line  of  the  Barnaby  River  mill  lot,  no  net  shall 
be  set  on  either  side  of  the  river,  from  Carnahan's  upper  line  aforesaid  to  the  mouth 
of  Indian  Town  brook  to  extend  into  the  river  more  than  thirty-five  fathoms 
from  low  water;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  nets  extend  more  than  one-third  across 
the  main  channel  on  the  said  south  branch;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  the  lots  on  the 
north  shore,  opposite  Brown's  bar,  or  opposite  the  bar  at  Elm  Tree,  to  extend 
into  the  river  more  than  fifteen  fathoms  from  low  water;  no  net  shall  be  set  on 
either  side  of  the  said  southwest  branch,  or  any  of  its  branches,  from  the  mouth 
of  Indian  Town  brook  to  the  head  of  the  Miramichi  river  and  its  branches,  to 
extend  more  than  one-third  part  across  the  said  river  or  its  branches;  no  net 
shall  be  set  off  or  from  any  island,  middle  ground  or  bar  in  the  said  southwest 
branch  of  the  river  Miramichi  and  its  branches;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  the  bar 
beginning  at  Knight's  cove  and  extending  up  stream;  Provided  always,  that  no 
net  is  to  be  set  in  any  branches  of  the  river  Miramichi,  by  virtue  of  these  regula- 
tions, or  in  any  other  river  within  the  said  districts,  not  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  shall  extend  more  than  one-third  part  across  the  said  branch  or  river,  any- 
thing herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  provided  always, 
that  where  one-third  part  shall  include  or  take  in  more  than  one-third  of  the  main 
channel,  or  any  of  the  said  branches,  or  other  rivers  as  aforesaid,  no  net  whatever 
shall  be  set  on  the  channel  side  of  the  river;  and  no  nets  whatever  shall  be  set 
inside  of  any  base  lines  allowed  in  the  bay,  harbour,  river  or  branches  of  the  Mi- 
ramichi, excepting  in  front  of  lot  formerly  owned  by  Robert  England,  deceased, 
in  Nappan  bay,  where  the  net  may  extend  into  the  river  in  front  of  the  said  lot 
two  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water,  and  the  lot  formerly  owned  by  Richard 
Home,  deceased,  where  the  net  may  extend  two  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water. 
The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  subject  the  party 
offending  to  a  penalty  as  provided  by  The  Fisheries  Act. 

4.  No  net  or  nets  for  the  taking  of  herrings  shall  be  set  or  allowed  to  remain 
in  the  water,  commencing  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  west  ward  of  Lower 
Neguac  gully  and  extending  down  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  eastward  of 
Lower  Neguac  gully,  nor  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  shore  within 
these  points;  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  set  any  net  or  nets  within  twenty 
fathoms  of  another  net  for  the  taking  of  herrings  in  Neguac  bay. 
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Sec.  22. — County  of  Restigouche. 

1.  The  extent,  position  and  usage  of  salmon  nets  set  from  middle  grounds  or 
islands  in  the  river  Restigouche,  below  Campbellton,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
local  fishery  officers,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  unduly  interfere  with  or  impede 
the  running  of  salmon. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  by  angling  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening 
of  every  Saturday  to  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  every  Monday. 

3.  No  salmon  fishing  stand  between  Bontroming's  rocks  and  the  first 
island  above  ''Old  Church  point,"  on  the  Restigouche  river  shall  exceed  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  fathoms  of  bar-net,  with  wings  not  to  extend  more  than  twenty 
fathoms  from  the  bar-net,  and  there  shall  not  be  more  than  one  stand  on  every 
lot  of  land  of  sixty  rods  front,  the  same  shall  be  set  within  the  western  or  upper 
boundary  of  the  said  lot  of  land,  the  meshes  in  the  whole  of  said  nets  not  to  be 
less  than  five  and  one-half  inches,  and  at  least  fifty  fathoms  of  channel  shall  be 
left  open  and  unencumbered,  to  be  determined  by  the  fishery  overseer. 

4.  No  fishing  stand  in  any  of  the  bays,  coves  and  harbours,  at  and  between 
Bontroming's  rocks  and  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  county  of  Restigouche, 
shall  exceed  two  hundred  fathoms  of  bar-net,  nor  have  side-nets  of  greater  length 
than  twenty  fathoms,  nor  more  than  one  set  on  each  and  every  lot  of  land  of 
sixty  rods  front,  the  meshes  in  the  whole  of  said  nets  not  to  be  less  than  five  and 
one  half  inches;  and  if  any  pickets  or  nets  shall  be  set  or  put  to  extend  into  the 
said  bays,  coves  or  harbours  as  aforesaid,  further  than  is  hereby  directed,  the 
owner  or  person  using  the  same  shall  pay  a  fine,  as  provided  by  The  Fisheries 
Act, 

Sec.  23. — Counties  of  Westmorland  and  Albert. 
Shad  Fishing. 

1.  All  nets  used  for  catching  shad  shall  be  four  and  one-half  inches  in  the 
mesh,  extension  measure,  and  shall  have  the  owner's  name,  legibly  marked, 
attached  to  them  during  the  whole  season,  and  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and 
fifty  fathoms  in  length;  each  and  every  boat  engaged  in  fishing  for  shad  shall  be 
entered  with  the  local  fishery  officer,  who  will  give  a  number  for  the  same  to 
be  placed  on  the  bow  or  stern  thereof,  by  the  owner  who  shall  also  mark  such 
number  on  the  sail,  in  legible  characters. 

2.  On  every  weir  used  for  taking  shad  an  annual  fee  of  one  dollar  shall  be 
paid. 

Sec.  24. — Counties  of  St.  John,  Kings,  Queens,  Sunbury,  York,  Carleton 

AND  Victoria. 

1.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  river  St.  John  extending  from  the  city 
of  St.  John  to  Jemseg,  no  net  shall  exceed  30  fathoms  in  length  and  60  meshes  in 
depth,  nor  extend  more  than  30  fathoms  into  any  river,  cove  or  creek,  nor  more 
than  one-fourth  part  of  the  width  of  the  water  between  the  shore  on  either  side 
of  such  river,  cove  or  creek,  and  any  island  or  sand  bar  in  such  river,  cove  or 
creek. 

2.  The  width  of  all  such  rivers,  coves  or  creeks,  where  there  are  any  islands 
or  sand  bars,  shall  be  computed  from  the  opposite  shore  to  the  island  or  sand  bar 
to  where  the  waters  surrounding  the  said  islands  or  bars  are  three  feet  deep. 
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3.  In  case  of  shallow  rivers,  where  the  water  is  not  three  feet  deep  or  more, 
no  net  or  other  incumbrance  shall  extend  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  width  of  the 
river  or  stream,  such  width  to  be  computed  from  the  one  shore  of  such  river  or 
stream  to  the  opposite  shore. 

4.  Each  weir  used  for  fishing  purposes  within  the  limits  of  the  harbour  of 
St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  shall  be  provided  with  a  fish-escape  of  such  pattern  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

5.  The  tidal  boundary  of  the  St.  John  river  is  hereby  defined  as  at  a  line 
drawn  from  Crock's  point  or  Lunt's  ferry,  to  the  opposite  shore. 


APPENDIX  ''D." 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS— MANITOBA. 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  within  forest  reserves, 
which  waters  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

1.  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  or  other  apparatus  without  license  or  permit 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  is  prohibited. 

2.  A  license  shall  only  be  granted  to  a  person  who  is  a  British  subject  resi- 
dent in  the  province  of  Manitoba  and  who  is  the  owner  of  the  boat,  net  and 
other  fishing  gear  with  which  he  carries  on  operations,  or  to  a  Canadian  com- 
pany or  firm  having  its  head  office  in  the  said  province. 

3.  Any  resident  settler,  including  Indian,  shall  be  eligible  for  an  annual 
fishing  permit  to  fish  not  more  than  one  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  for  domestic 
use;  but  not  for  sale  or  barter.    Such  permit  shall  be  issued  free. 

4.  No  license  shall  be  transferable  except  by  special  written  permission  of 
the  local  inspector  of  fisheries. 

5.  No  one,  other  than  the  licensee,  shall  operate  a  gill-net. 

6.  All  boats,  buoys  and  nets  shall  be  legibly  numbered,  by  means  of  tags 
or  otherwise.  Every  boat  shall  have  its  number  painted  in  black  on  a  white 
ground  on  either  side  of  the  bow,  the  figure  or  figures  to  be  not  less  than  six 
inches  in  height  and  the  number  on  the  buoys  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  readily 
seen  without  raising  them  from  the  water,  and  the  numbered  tags  on  the  nets 
shall  be  so  attached  as  to  be  visible  when  the  nets  are  in  boxes  or  on  the  net  reel. 
The  numbers  for  all  such  boats,  buoj^s  and  nets  shall  be  furnished  by  the  inspector 
of  fisheries  for  the  district  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  license. 

7.  Fishing  with  apparatus  other  than  giil-nets  or  baited  hooks  shall  not  be 
allowed. 

Lake  Winnipeg. — Summer  Fishing. 

8.  Summer  fishing  shall  be  allowed  from  the  1st  June  to  the  15th  August, 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  fishing  may  be  carried  on  during  said 
period  under  tug,  sailboat  or  skiff  licenses  only. 

(a)  A  tug  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  thousand 
yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

(b)  A  sailboat  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  three  thousand 
yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(c)  A  skiff  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 
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(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  5J^  inches,  extension 
measure^  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Limitation  of  Catch  of  Whitefish. 

9.  During  the  summer  commercial  season,  not  more  than  2,500,000  pounds 
of  dressed  whitefish  shall  be  taken,  and  as  soon  as  this  quantity  is  procured  the 
inspector  of  fisheries  shall  order  that  all  nets  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the  water, 
and  all  nets  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order,  wiH  be  seized  and 
confiscated,  and  the  licensees  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the 
Fisheries  Act. 

Sturgeon. 

10.  A  sturgeon  gill-net  license  for  summer  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use 
of  not  more  than  three  hundred  yards  of  net  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall 
be  three  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  fourteen  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Catfish. 

11.  A  cat-fish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  three 
dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  b}/2  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Winter  Fishing. 

12.  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  20th 
November  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclu- 
sive. 

13.  A  white-fish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
five  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  53^  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

14.  A  pickerel  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  434  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

15.  A  tullibee,  goldeye  or  jackfish  gill-net  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license 
shall  be  five  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  4  inches,  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Fall  Fishing. 

16.  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  fall  pickerel  fishing  shall  be  permissible  in  that 
portion  of  lake  Winnipeg  south  of  a  line  drawn  east  and  west  across  the  lake 
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from  the  northern  point  of  Big  island,  from  the  1st  day  of  September  to  the 
15th  day  of  October,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Licenses  for  such  fishing  shall  be  issued  only  to  the  settlers  living  along  the 
shores  of  the  lake. 

17.  A  pickerel  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  three  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  si;ch  net  shall  not  be  less  than  4  inches,  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Red  River. 

18.  The  use  of  drag-seines  is  prohibited. 

19.  A  jackfish  or  grass-pike  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  from  November  20th,  in  each  year,  to  the 
last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive,  and  the  fee  on  such  license 
shall  be  two  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  3^  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Lake  Winnipegosis  and  Water  Hen  Lake. 

20.  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  in  Lake  Winnipegosis  and  Water 
Hen  lake  shall  be  permissible  from  the  20th  November  in  each  year  to  the  last 
day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

21.  A  whitefish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  534  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

22.  A  pickerel  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  434  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

23.  In  Dawson  bay  and  in  the  waters  of  lake  Winnipegosis  north  of  a  line 
running  east  and  west  from  the  north  end  of  Birch  island  no  nets  having  a  mesh 
of  less  than  534  inches,  extension  measure,  shall  be  permitted,  and  nothing  shall 
be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Lake  Winnipegosis — Summer  Fishing. 

24.  Summer  fishing  shall  be  allowed  in  lake  Winnipegosis  from  the  16th 
August  to  the  30th  September,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year,  and  fishing 
may  be  carried  on  during  such  period  under  sailboat  or  skiff  licenses  only. 

(a)  A  sailboat  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  three  thou- 
sand yards  of  gill-net  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(6)  A  skiff  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

2  (a)  The  mesh  of  whitefish  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  534  inches, 
extension  measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size 
thereof. 

(6)  The  mesh  of  pickerel  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  434  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof.

Lake  Manitoba. 

25.  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  in  lake  Manitoba  shall  be  per- 
missible from  the  20th  November  in  each  year,  to  the  last  day  of  February, 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

26.  A  whitefish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
five  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  53^  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

27.  A  pickerel  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
five  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  4  inches,  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

28.  A  jackfish  and  coarse  fish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of 
not  more  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such 
license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  4  inches,  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Lake  St.  Martin. 

29.  The  regulations  applicable  to  the  fisheries  in  lake  Manitoba,  shall 
apply  to  those  in  lake  St.  Martin,  excepting  that  the  commercial  fishing  season 
shall  be  from  the  20th  November  in  each  year  to  the  31st  January  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  but  Indians  may  fish  for  their  own  domestic  use,  but  not 
for  trade  or  barter,  up  to  the  last  day  of  February. 

Lake  Dauphin. 

30.  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  in  lake  Dauphin  shall  be  per- 
missible from  the  20th  November  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

3L  A  jackfish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
five  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  4  inches,  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Lac  du  Bonnet. 

32.  A  sturgeon  gill-net  and  baited  hook  license  shall  authorize  the  use 
of  not  more  than  two  hundred  yards  of  net  and  two  hundred  baited  hooks. 
The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  11  inches,  extension  meas'ire, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

33.  A  settler's  permit  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred yards  of  gill-net  and  fifty  baited  hooks. 

(2)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  11  inches,  extension  measure, 
and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 
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34.  A  license  to  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  200  baited  hooks  for 
the  capture  of  catfish  may  be  issued  for  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province.  The 
fee  on  such  license  shall  he  two  dollars. 

Saskatchewan  River. 

35.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  these  regulations  otherwise  provided 
the  use  of  drag-seines  shall  be  allowed  from  the  16th  August  to  the  30th 
September,  both  days  inclusive,  in  that  portion  of  the  Saskatchewan  river 
within  fifteen  miles  on  either  side  of  The  Pas. 

(2)  A  drag-seine  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
yards  of  net.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(3)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  thereof. 

Close  Seasons. 

36.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  pickerel  (dore),  gold-eyes, 
pike  or  jackfish  from  the  15th  day  of  April  to  the  20th  day  of  June,  both  days 
inclusive  in  each  year.  (Possession  in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse, 
prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

37.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  whitefish  or  lake  trout 
from  the  15th  day  of  September  to  the  19th  day  of  November,  both  days 
inclusive,  in  each  year.  (Possession  in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse, 
prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

38.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  sturgeon  from  the  15th 
day  of  May  to  the  15th  day  of  June,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year.  (Pos- 
session in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act, 
section  29). 

Weekly  Close  Time. 

39.  Seines,  nets,  or  other  apparatus  used  for  catching  fish,  shall  be  so  raised 
or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  same, 
from  six  o'clock  on  every  Saturday  afternoon  to  six  o'clock  on  every  following 
Monday  forenoon. 

Prohibitions. 

40.  Fishing  is  prohibited  in  lakes  Manitoba  and  Dauphin,  from  March 
1st  to  November  19th  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

41.  Pound-nets,  trap-nets  and  bare  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  for  fishing 
purposes,  are  prohibited. 

42.  No  fishing  of  any  kind,  other  than  hook  and  line  fishing,  generally 
known  as  angling,  is  permitted  within  a  distance  of  500  yards  from  the  entrance 
piers  at  the  lower  end  of  the  lock  and  the  upper  end  of  the  lock  canal,  St. 
Andrews'  rapids. 

43.  Commercial  summer  fishing  is  prohibited  in  the  following  areas  in  lake 
Winnipeg,  and  waters  tributary  to  such  areas: — 

(1)  South  of  a  line  drawn  east  and  west  across  the  lake  from  the  north 
point  of  Reindeer  island. 
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(2)  West  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  extremity  of  Long  point  northwesterly 
to  Selkirk  island  and  along  the  west  shore  of  Selkirk  island  to  Ice  harbour, 
and  terminating  at  Buffalo  river  on  the  west  shore  of  Lake  Winnipeg  and 
including  Cedar  lake  and  Cross  lake,  and  the  connecting  waters  of  the  Great 
Saskatchewan  river  and  Grand  rapids. 

(3)  The  waters  of  Limestone  bay  inside  of  a  line  drawn  across  the  entrance 
of  the  bay  from  Limestone  point  to  the  west  shore  of  thje  lake. 

(4)  The  waters  north  of  a  line  drawn  from  Montreal  point,  west  to  a  point 
about  ten  miles  direct  west  and  thence  north  to  Mossy  point,  including  Play- 
green  lake,  Little  Paygreen  lake  and  the  various  channels  of  the  Nelson  river, 
and  the  east  and  west  branches  of  the  same. 

(5)  North  and  east  of  a  line  drawn  from  Marchand  point  to  the  southern 
extremity  of  George  island,  and  along  the  eastern  shore  of  the  said  island  to  its 
northernmost  point,  thence  northward  to  Duck's  Nest  point. 

44.  The  following  area  is  reserved  for  hatchery  purposes,  and  no  commer- 
cial fishing  shall  be  allowed  therein  at  any  time: — 

West  and  south  of  a  Une  drawn  from  Saskatchewan  point,  to  the  south- 
west point  of  Reindeer  island,  thence  along  the  western  shore  of  the  said  island, 
to  its  northernmost  point,  thence  direct  west  to  the  shore  of  the  lake. 

45.  Pickerel  nets  shall  not  be  set  north  of  a  line  drawn  from  Flour  point  on 
the  eastern  shore  of  Wicked  point  on  the  western  shore  of  lake  Winnipeg. 

46.  Fishing  for  sturgeon  in  the  province  of  Manitoba  is  prohibited  until 
January  1st,  1916. 


APPENDIX  *'E" 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCES  OF 
SASKATCHEWAN  AND  ALBERTA,  AND  THE 
TERRITORIES  NORTH  THEREOF. 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  within  forest  reserves, 
which  waters  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

1.  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  or  other  apparatus  without  license  or  permit 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  is  prohibited. 

2.  Any  Indian  or  half-breed,  resident  in  either  of  these  provinces,  shall  be 
eligible  for  an  annual  fishing  permit  to  fish  not  more  than  sixty  yards  of  gill-net 
for  domestic  use;  but  not  for  sale  or  barter.  Fishing  under  this  permit  for 
necessary  daily  consumption;  but  not  for  curing  or  hanging,  may  be  carried  on 
during  the  close  seasons  hereinafter  provided.  Such  permit  shall  be  issued 
free. 

3.  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  other  than  a  resident,  who  is 
a  British  subject,  or  a  bona  fide  homesteader  in  the  province  for  the  waters  of 
which  the  license  is  to  be  issued. 

4.  Fishing  under  a  license  is  permitted  only  in  the  water  area  specified 
therein. 

5.  There  shall  be  four  classes  of  licenses  issued  in  these  provinces,  namely, 
domestic  licenses,  fisherman's  licenses,  commercial  licenses  and  sturgeon 
licenses.

DOMESTIC  LICENSE. 

6.  (a)  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  or  a  bona  fide  homesteader 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  domestic  license,  which  will  entitle  him,  or  a  member  of 
his  family,  to  fish  with  not  more  than  sixty  yards  of  gill-net,  or  with  one  hoop- 
net  and  a  set  line  of  not  more  than  twenty  baited  hooks. 

(6)  Fish  caught  under  this  license  shall  be  for  home  consumption  only, 
and  not  for  sale  or  barter.    The  annual  fee  for  this  license  shall  be  two  dollars. 

fisherman's  license. 

7.  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  or  a  bona  fide  homesteader  shall 
be  eligible  for  a  fisherman's  license,  which, will  entitle  him  to  fish  with  not  more 
than  three  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  in  the  province  of  which  he  is  a  resident. 
The  fee  for  this  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

commercial  license. 

8.  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  a  commercial 
license,  which  will  entitle  him  to  fish  with  not  more  than  six  hundred  yards  of 
gill-net  in  the  province  of  which  he  is  a  resident.  The  fee  for  this  license  shall 
be  ten  dollars.  Such  license  will  be  issued  for  the  larger  lakes  only,  and  will  be 
good  for  the  season — summer  or  winter  only — for  which  it  is  issued. 

LICENSE  OR  PERMIT  COVERS  DIFFERENT  KINDS  OF  FISH. 

9.  An  Indian  or  half-breed  permit,  domestic  license,  fisherman's  license 
or  commercial  license  shall  authorize  the  taking  of  all  kinds  of  fish,  except 
sturgeon. 

STURGEON  LICENSE. 

10.  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  or  a  bona  fide  homesteader  shall 
be  eligible  for  a  sturgeon  license,  which  will  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than 
three  hundred  yards  of  gill-net.  The  annual  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  three 
dollars. 

OTHER  CONDITIONS    AND  REQUIREMENTS. 

11.  In  the  issue  of  permits  and  licenses  preference  will  be  given  in  the 
following  order:  1.  Indian  or  half-breed  permits.  2.  Domestic  licenses.  3. 
Fisherman's  and  sturgeon  licenses.    4.  Commercial  licenses. 

12.  No  license  shall  be  transferable,  except  by  special  written  permission 
of  the  inspector  of  fisheries  for  the  district. 

13.  No  one  other  than  the  licensee  shall  operate  a  gill-net,  hoop-net,  or 
baited  hooks,  except  as  provided  in  section  6. 

14.  All  nets,  buoys  and  boats  shall  be  legibly  numbered  by  means  of  tags 
or  otherwise.  The  numbered  tags  on  the  nets  shall  be  so  attached  as  to  be 
visible  when  the  nets  are  in  boxes,  or  on  the  net  reels.  In  winter  fishing  the  num- 
bers shall  be  placed  on  the  stakes  to  which  the  nets  are  attached.  The  numbers 
for  all  such  nets,  buoys  and  boats  shall  be  indicated  by  the  inspector  of  fisheries 
for  the  district  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  license. 
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MESH  OF  NETS. 

15.  The  mesh  of  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less 
than  K>}/2  inches,  extension  measure,  provided  that  in  lakes  where  the  fish  are 
small,  owing  to  overcrowding,  the  Minister  may  authorize  the  use  of  nets  of 
smaller  mesh  until  the  fish  improve  in  siz<^. 

16.  In  lakes  where  fish  other  than  whitefish,  or  lake  trout  largely  predom- 
inate, gill-nets  having  meshes  of  not  less  than  43/^  inches,  extension  measure, 
may  be  used. 

17.  The  mesh  of  a  sturgeon  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  14  inches,  exten- 
sion measure. 

18.  The  mesh  of  hoop-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  2)4.  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  the  wings  or  leaders  to  such  nets  shall  not  be  more  than  three  feet 
long. 

CLOSE  SEASONS. 

Whitefish,  Tullibee  and  Lake  Trout. 

19.  (a)  In  waters  north  of  or  intersected  by  the  54th  parallel  of  north 
latitude  between  the  eastern  boundary  of  Saskatchewan  and  the  109th  meridian, 
and  in  waters  north  of  or  intersected  by  the  55th  parallel  of  north  latitude 
between  the  109th  meridian  and  the  western  boundary  of  Alberta,  no  one  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout,  from  the  1st  day  of 
October  to  the  30th  day  of  November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  pro- 
vided that  in  unsettled  districts  where  no  fishing  is  done  for  purposes  other  than 
local  consumption  this  close  season  may  by  direction  of  the  Minister  be  modified 
to  meet  changing  conditions. 

(6)  In  all  other  portions  of  these  provinces  and  of  the  Territories  north 
thereof,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout 
from  the  15th  day  of  September  to  the  15th  day  of  December  following  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Pike  (Jackfish),  Pickerel  (Dore),  Perch  and  Goldeyes. 

20.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  pike  (jackfish),  pickerel  (dore), 
perch  or  goldeyes  from  the  1st  day  of  April  to  the  15th  day  of  May  following 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the  northern  district  specified  in 
section  19. 

Sturgeon. 

21.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  any  sturgeon  from  the  15th  day  of 
May  to  the  15th  day  of  June  following  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

FISHING  SEASONS. 

Winter  Fishing. 

22.  Winter  fishing,  under  other  than  Indian  or  half-breed  permits  and 
domestic  licenses,  shall  cease  on  the  15th  day  of  February  in  each  year,  pro- 
vided that  in  the  northern  district  specified  in  section  19  those  holding  a  fisher- 
man's license  may  continue  fishing  for  home  consumption  after  that  date. 
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Summer  Fishing, 

23.  The  summer  fishing  season  shall  extend  from  the  16th  day  of  May  to 
the  14th  day  of  September  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

WEEKLY  CLOSE  TIME. 

24.  Nets  or  other  apparatus  used  for  the  catching  of  fish  shall  be  so  raised 
or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  the 
same  from  6  o'clock  p.m.  on  Saturday  until  6  a.m.  on  the  following  Monday, 
provided  that  this  close  time  shall  not  apply  to  the  winter  fishery. 

PROHIBITIONS. 

25.  Fishing  with  apparatus  other  than  gill-nets,  hoop-nets  or  baited  hooks 
is  prohibited. 

26.  Fishing  for  sturgeon  is  prohibited  until  the  1st  day  of  January,  1916. 

27.  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  fish  alive  into  the  waters  of  these 
provinces,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister  is  prohibited. 

28.  The  use  of  spears,  lights,  firearms,  dynamite  or  other  explosive  material 
in  killing  fish  is  prohibited. 

29.  The  use  of  bare  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  is  prohibited. 

30.  No  river  or  creek  shall  be  obstructed  by  any  kind  of  dam  or  trap  for 
the  purpose  of  catching  or  killing  fish. 

SPORTING  FISH. 

31.  (a)  Angling  or  trolling  in  waters  frequented  by  trout,  grayling  or 
Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  is  prohibited,  except  under  permit.* 

(6)  Every  British  subject  resident  in  the  province  for  which  it  is  issued 
shall  be  eligible  for  an  angling  and  trolling  permit.  The  annual  fee  for  such 
permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(c)  Every  non-resident  shall  be  eligible  for  an  angling  and  trolling  permit, 
the  fee  on  which  shall  be  one  dollar  for  a  single  day,  or  five  dollars  for  the 
season. 

{d)  In  waters  not  frequented  by  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain 
whitefish,  angling  or  trolling  may  be  carried  on  by  resident  British  subjects 
without  a  permit. 

(e)  Permittees  must  carry  their  permits  with  them  and  produce  them  at 
the  request  of  any  fishery  officer  or  forestry  officer. 

CLOSE  SEASONS. 

32.  (a)  In  waters  in  that  portion  of  Alberta  northward  from  the  inter- 
national boundary  line  to  and  including  the  Bow  river  and  its  tributaries,  no 
one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout,  (other  than  lake  trout),  grayling  or 
Rocky  MoMntain  whitefish  from  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  year  to  the 
30th  day  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

*By  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  permits  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Naval  Service  will  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  Forest  Reserve  waters  and  conversely, 
permits  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  will  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing 
outside  such  reserves. 
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(6)  In  the  Red  Deer  river  and  its  tributaries,  and  the  North  Saskatchewan 
river  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout,  grayling 
or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  1st  day  of  September  in  each  year  to 
the  30th  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  In  the  Athabaska  river  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  any  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  1st  day  of 
November  in  each  year  to  the  31st  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(d)  In  waters  frequented  by  lake  trout,  and  in  which  no  netting  is  allowed, 
no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  such  trout  from  the  1st  day  of  September  in 
each  year  to  the  30th  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

SIZE  LIMIT. 

33.  (a)  No  cut-throat  trout,  rainbow  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain 
whitefish  less  than  nine  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the 
water,  and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum 
measurement  named — which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose 
to  the  centre  of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was 
taken,  alive  and  uninjured. 

{i)  No  lake  trout  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or 
kept  out  of  the  water,  and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less  than  the 
minimum  measurement  named — which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point 
of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from 
which  it  was  taken  alive  and  uninjured. 

PER  DIEM  CATCH. 

34.  (a)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  catch  and  retain  more  than  twenty-five 
cut-throat  trout,  rainbow  trout  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the 
different  species  named  than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  twenty- 
five  fish. 

(h)  No  one  shall  catch  and  retain  more  than  ten  lake  trout  in  one  day. 

(c)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  by  angling  or  trolHng,  catch  and  retain  more 
than  twenty-five  pike  (jackfish),  pickerel  (dore),  or  of  either  of  these  species 
than  will,  in  the  aggregate,  amount  to  more  than  twenty-five  fish. 

FISHING  GEAR. 

35.  In  angling  or  trolling  for  cut-throat  or  rainbow  trout  a  gang  of  hooks 
shall  not  be  used,  nor  shall  more  than  three  hooks  be  used  on  any  line,  and 
such  hooks  shall  be  a  sufficient  distance  apart  to  prevent  a  fish  being  hooked 
on  more  than  one  at  the  same  time. 
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APPENDIX  'T" 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS— PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH 

COLUMBIA. 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  in  forest  reserves, 
which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Sec.  L — Anglers'  Permits. 

Non-residents  of  the  province  shall  not  angle  or  troll  for,  or  take  any- 
sporting  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt  without  first  having  obtained 
therefor  an  angler's  permit,  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of  the  Naval 
Service. 

(6)  The  annual  fee  on  such  permit  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  One  angler's  permit  only  shall  be  issued  to  an  applicant.  Such  permit 
shall  not  be  transferable  and  can  be  legally  used  only  by  the  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon. 

{d)  A  permittee  shall  be  required  to  carry  his  permit  with  him  when  fishing 
thereunder,  and  to  exhibit  the  permit  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  a  fishery 
officer  or  guardian. 

{e)  No  one  shall  take  in  one  day  by  angling  or  trolling  or  by  both  means, 
more  than  25  cut-throat,  rainbow  or  dolly  varden  trout,  salmon-trout  or  Rocky 
Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the  different  species  named  than  will  in  the  aggregate 
amount  to  more  than  25  fish. 

Sec.  2. — Abalone. 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  abalone  that  shall 
measure  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  across  the  shortest  diameter  of  the 
shell. 

(6)  The  year  1917,  and  every  third  year  thereafter,  shall  be  closed  years- 
for  abalone  fishing. 

(c)  The  fee  for  an  abalone  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  3. — Crabs. 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  crabs  measuring  less 
than  6  inches  across  the  long  diameter  or  greatest  breadth  of  the  shell. 

ih)  The  fee  for  a  crab  fishing  license  shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

Sec.  4. — Close  Seasons. 

See  under  classes  of  fish  and  weekly  close  times. 

*By  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  with  the  Provincial  Department  of  Fisher- 
ies of  British  Columbia,  permits  issued  by  officers  of  the  Department  of  The  Naval  Service  will  be 
recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  Forest  Reserve  waters,  and  in  the  nontidal  waters  of  the  province  outside 
the  Railway  Belt,  and  conversely  permits  issued  by  Forest  Reserve  officers,  for  waters  in  such  reserves, 
or  by  provincial  officers  for  nontidal  waters  outside  the  Railway  Belt,  shall  be  recognized  as  allowing 
fishing  in  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt. 
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Sec.  5. — Export  of  Fish. 

(a)  The  export  of  fresh  clams  or  other  edible  shellfish,  other  than  oysters, 
from  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  is  prohibited:  Provided  they  may  be 
shipped  to  any  province  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

(6)  No  sockeye  salmon  shall  be  exported  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
except  in  a  frozen,  canned,  salted,  smoked  or  cured  condition. 

(c)  The  export  of  fresh  herring  from  the  province  of  British  Columbia  is 
prohibited,  or  of  herring  that  have  been  preserved  in  salt  for  a  period  of  less  than 
nine  days,  or  of  herring  of  any  kind  intended  for  curing,  canning  or  otherwise 
preserving,  or  converting  into  guano,  fish  fertilizer  or  oil  outside  or  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  Canada:  Provided  always  that  fresh  herring,  taken  in  gill-nets 
in  the  waters  of  British  Columbia,  may  be  exported  in  a  fresh,  unsalted  condition 
for  immediate  consumption;  but  the  onus  of  proof  that  such  fish,  so  exported, 
were  taken  with  gill-nets,  shall  rest  on  the  possessor  or  possessors  of  such  fish; 
provided  further  that  fresh  or  frozen  herring  packed  in  boxes  containing  not  more 
than  two  hundred  pounds  may  be  exported. 

Sec.  6. — Fraser  River  Channel. 

No  net  shall  be  cast  or  allowed  to  drift  on  the  channel  side,  in  the  Fraser 
river,  within  100  yards  of  the  line  of  buoys  between  the  lightship  at  the  Sand- 
heads  and  Steveston;  and  in  any  other  portion  of  the  channel  of  the  river,  any 
net  in  the  water  must  be  hauled  in  to  allow  passage  to  a  steamer,  on  the  steamer 
giving  notice  to  the  operator  of  such  net  by  four  sharp  whistles,  of  the  necessity 
for  such  net  being  hauled  in. 

Sec.  7. — Herring  or  Pilchard. 

1 .  (a)  The  use  of  nets,  other  than  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  drag  seines  or  purse- 
seines,  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  herring  or  pilchard. 

(5)  The  length  of  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  limited  except  when 
operated  in  a  harbour,  when  not  more  than  a  total  length  of  200  fathoms  shall 
be  operated  under  any  one  license. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

{d)  A  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  100  fathoms  in  length, 
and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  1-inch  extension  measure. 

(e)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  Hcense  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

(/)  A  herring  or  pilchard  purse-seine  shall  not  exceed  100  fathoms  in  length, 
and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  one  inch,  extension  measure. 

{g)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  purse-seine  shall  be  seventy-five  dollars. 

(2)  The  chief  inspector  of  fisheries  shall  have  authority  to  prohibit  fishing 
for  herring  in  any  water  area  in  which  he  has  ascertained  that  herring  are  spawn- 
ing. 

Sec.  8. — I;Eases  or  Licenses. 

1 .  Fishing  with  nets  or  other  apparatus  and  the  taking  of  abalone  or  crabs, 
is  prohibited  except  under  license  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

(a)  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  company  or  firm,  unless  such 
person  is  a  British  subject,  resident  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  or  is  a 
bona  fide  settler  who  has  pre-empted  or  purchased  land,  or  to  such  company  or 
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firm,  unless  it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm,  or  is  licensed  to  do  business  in 
British  Columbia. 

(6)  No  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  transferable,  except  by  special 
written  permission  obtained  from  the  chief  inspector  of  fisheries,  and  in  the  case 
of  all  other  licenses,  except  by  permission  of  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service. 

2.  Indians  may,  at  any  time,  with  the  permission  of  the  chief  inspector  of 
fisheries,  catch  fish  to  be  used  as  food  for  themselves  and  their  families,  but  for  no 
other  purpose;  but  no  Indian  shall  spear,  trap  or  pen  fish  on  their  spawning- 
grounds,  or  in  any  place  leased  or  set  apart  for  the  natural  or  artificial  propaga- 
tion of  fish,  or  in  any  other  place  otherwise  specially  reserved. 

3.  (a)  In  Fisheries  District  No.  2,  British  Columbia,  no  boat  shall  be 
allowed  to  engage  in  salmon  fishing,  except  when  licensed  to  do  so  by  the  Minister 
of  the  Naval  Service. 

(6)  In  the  following  districts  not  more  than  the  number  of  boats  stated 
opposite  their  names  shall  be  hcensed: — 


Naas  River  District   240  boats. 

*Skeena  River  District   850  " 

Butedale  District   60  " 

Bella  Coola  District   70  " 

Dean  Channel  Distric  t   80  " 

Namu  District   25  "

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  this  subsection  these  districts  shall  be  taken  to  mean 
and  include, — 

Naas  River, — 

The  estuary  of  the  Naas  river,  as  well  as  Observatory  inlet  to  a  straight  line 
drawn  across  it  at  a  point  five  miles  up  said  inlet  from  North  point,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Naas  river,  as  well^s  Portland  inlet  from  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it 
from  Tree  point,  on  Pearce  island,  to  Dog-fish  bay,  on  the  opposite  shore  down 
to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Wales  point,  on  Wales  island,  to  the  southwestern 
end  of  Somerville  island. 

Skeena  River, — 

The  estuary  of  the  Skeena  river  and  the  adjacent  waters,  inside  of  a  straight 
line  drawn  from  Straight  point,  on  Digby  island,  to  Reil  point  on  Stephens 
island;  thence  along  the  eastern  shore  of  Stephens  and  Prescott  Islands  to 
western  side  of  Refuge  bay,  on  Porcher  island;  thence  around  the  shore  of  said 
island  to  a  point  opposite  the  north  end  of  Elizabeth  island;  thence  to  the 
northwest  end  of  Kennedy  island;  thence  along  the  western  shore  of  said  island 
and  of  Marrack  islaaid;  thence  in  a  southeasterly  direction  to  the  shore  of  the 
mainland. 

Butedale, — 
Gardner's  Canal, 

Bella  Coola, — 

North  Bentick  arm.  South  Bentick  arm  and  Burke  channel  down  to  a 
straight  line  drawn  across  it  from  Kelpa  or  Low  Green  point  in  a  northerly 
direction  to  the  opposite  shore. 

*  Provided  that  during  the  season  of  1915  only  a  greater  number  than  850  boats  may  be  licensed. 
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Dean  Channel, — 

Dean  channel,  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
from  Sunny  island  to  the  opposite  shore. 
Namu, — 

Fitz-hugh  sound  from  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it  from  the  south  end  of 
Addenbrooke  island,  northwardly  to  a  straight  line  drawn  across  Fisher  channel 
from  Charlie  point  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  opposite  shore,  not  including 
Burke  channel. 

Rivers  Inlet, — 

Rivers  Inlet  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Swan  rock  to  Canoe  rocks. 
Smith  Inlet, — 

Smith  inlet  and  Smith  sound,  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  False  Egg 
island  to  Ann  island,  and  from  the  southern  shore  of  Table  island  to  Good  Shelter 
cove  on  the  mainland. 

4.  A  licensee  shall  at  all  times,  when  engaged  in  fishing,  carry  his  license  with 
him,  and  shall,  on  demand  by  a  fishery  officer  or  fishery  guardian,  produce  his 
license  to  such  fishery  officer  or  fishery  guardian. 

Sec,  9.— Marking  of  Boats  and  Nets. 

(a)  All  nets  and  fishing  boats  shall  bear  numbers  corresponding  with  those 
of  the  licenses  under  which  they  are  operated,  and  each  boat  shall  have  its  number 
and  the  initials  of  its  owner  painted  on  both  sides  of  the  bow  (on  the  boat  itself 
and  not  on  anything  affixed  thereto,  so  as  to  permit  it  being  removed  from  the 
boat)  in  black,  on  a  white  ground,  the  figures  and  letters  to  be  not  less  than 
6  inches  in  height,  and  each  net  shall  have  its  number  and  the  initials  of  its 
owner  legibly  marked  on  buoys  of  wood  or  metal,  painted  white,  and  floating 
in  the  water  attached  to  each  end  of  the  net,  and  such  numbers  and  initials 
shall  be  permanently  kept  on  such  boats  and  nets  throughout  the  fishing  season, 
and  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  visible  without  taking  up  the  nets,  and  any  boat 
or  net  used  without  such  marks  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  confiscation. 

(6)  No  licensee  shall  have  the  number  of  his  license  on  more  than  one 
boat  at  the  same  time. 

Sec.  10. — Other  Fish. 

The  annual  fee  for  a  license  for  gill-nets  or  drift-nets,  for  catching  all  kinds 
of  fish  other  than  those  named  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  11. — Oysters. 

No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  oysters  during  the  months  of  IV^ay,  June, 
July  and  August,  in  each  year. 

Sec.  12. — Pilchard. 

(See  "  Herring. '0 

Sec.  13. — Prohibitions. 

1.  No  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  be  cast  from  a  boat,  nearer  than 
100  yards  in  front  of  one  already  in  the  water. 
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2.  No  sunk  salmon  nets  shall  be  used  in  salmon  rivers,  or  in  the  estuaries  or 
approaches  to  such  rivers. 

3.  No  one  shall  use  or  operate  more  than  one  net  under  any  net  license. 

4.  No  one,  other  than  the  licensee,  shall  use  or  operate  a  gill-net. 

5.  No  nets,,  of  any  kind,  shall  be  so  used  as  to  enclose  any  bay,  cove, 
creek  or  inlet;  and  in  all  cases  one-third  of  the  width  of  such  bay,  cove,  ereek 
or  inlet,  shall  remain  open  and  unobstructed  for  the  passage  of  fish. 

6.  No  salmon  purse-seine  shall  be  used  in  any  harbour,  nor  in  an  area 
specified  by  the  chief  inspector  of  fisheries. 

7.  No  fishing  boat  shall  carry  a  greater  length  of  net  than  that  permitted  by 
the  license  of  the  licensee  in  charge  thereof;  provided  that  if  a  licensee,  when 
engaging  in  fishing,  finds  a  net,  he  may  take  it  into  his  boat,  but  he  shall  deliver 
it  to  the  first  fisheries  patrol  boat  that  may  visit  him,  or  at  the  cannery  in  con- 
nection with  which  he  is  fishing,  should  he  visit  such  cannery  before  the  arrival 
of  a  fisheries  patrol  boat.  In  either  instance  he  shall  procure  a  receipt  for  the 
net  on  delivering  it. 

8.  The  use  of  nets  for  the  taking  of  fish  is  entirely  prohibited  in  the  fresh 
water  lakes  and  all  other  non-tidal  waters  of  British  Columbia. 

9.  The  use  of  bare,  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  (cross-lines)  for  the  taking 
of  sturgeon  is  prohibited. 

10.  The  export  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  and  shell-fish  is  prohibited.  See 
under  ''Export  of  Fish." 

11.  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  or  non-native  fish  alive  into  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Naval  Service,  is  prohibited. 

12.  No  one  shall  use  a  motor  boat  or  a  boat  propelled  otherwise  than  by 
oars  or  sails  in  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  fishing  operations  in  District  No.  2. 

13.  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  or  with  any  implements  for  commercial 
purposes  in  Saanich  arm,  inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Hatch  point  to 
James  point,  nor  in  Cowichan  bay,  inside  of  a  line  drawn  from  Cowichan  head 
to  Serpentine  point. 

14.  No  one  shall  buy  or  sell  any  salmon  that  weighs  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  pounds  undressed. 

15.  The  chief  inspector  of  fisheries  may  prohibit  the  retention  of  live  fish 
in  crates  or  other  enclosures  in  any  area  or  areas  where  he  finds  the  conditions 
are  not  suitable  for  the  retention  of  fish. 

16.  The  use  of  torches,  or  of  artificial  lights  of  any  kind,  or  of  spears  or  snares 
in  the  capture  of  trout  of  any  kind  or  of  steelhead,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  14. — Prohibited  Areas. 

Fishing  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind  or  description  is  prohibited  in, — 

(a)  The  waters  of  Victoria  harbour,  inside  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  from 
Macaulay  point  to  Clover  point,  and  embracing  all  the  waters  of  the  harbour  to 
Victoria  arm  and  including  the  inlet; 

(b)  The  waters  of  Nanaimo  harbour  and  Departure  bay;  provided,  however, 
that  herring  gill-nets  may  be  permitted  in  these  waters;  provided  also  that  in 
the  waters  of  Departure  bay,  drag-seines  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
herring,  but  fishing  operations  with  such  drag-seines  shall  be  restricted  to  the 
hours  between  7.30  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  and  a  weekly  close  time  from  5  p.m.  Saturday 
to  7.30  a.m.  the  following  Monday  shall  also  be  observed. 
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Sec.  15. — Smelt  and  Sardine. 

(a)  The  use  of  nets  other  than  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  or  beach  drag-seines 
for  the  catching  of  smelts  or  sardines  is  prohibited. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be  one 
dollar. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  beach  drag-seine  shall  be  three  dollars. 

Sec.  16. — Salmon. 

1.  The  use  of  nets,  other  than  drift-nets  or  gill-nets,  drag-semes,  purse- 
seines  and  trap-nets,  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  salmon. 

2.  A  gill-net  or  drift-net  for  taking  salmon  shall  not  exceed  150  fathoms  in 
length  and  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof  shall  not  exceed  60  meshes  and 
the  size  of  the  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  inches,  extension  measure;  but 
in  sockeye  salmon  nets,  the  size  of  the  mesh  shall  be  5%  inches,  extension 
measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  in  either  instance  to  practically  diminish 
the  size  of  the  mesh;  Provided  that  in  the  waters  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  of  a  length  not  exceeding  200 
fathoms  may  be  used;  but  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof  shall  not  exceed 
50  meshes. 

(a)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

3.  A  salmon  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  300  fathoms  in  length  and  the 
mesh  thereof  shall  be  3  inches,  extension  measure. 

(a)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drag-seine  license  shall  be  twenty- five  dollars. 

4.  A  salmon  purse-seine  shall  not  exceed  500  fathoms  in  length,  and  the 
mesh  thereof  shall  be  3  inches,  extension  measure. 

(a)  No  license  shall  be  issued  to  authorize  the  use  of  a  salmon  purse-seine 
in  any  harbour,  or  any  reserved  area  specified  by  the  chief  inspector  of  fisheries 
for  the  district. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  purse-seine  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

5.  A  salmon  trap-net  shall  be  located  on  a  definite  site,  specified  in  the 
license,  and  shall  be  at  least  400  fathoms  distant  from  the  nearest  adjacent 
trap-net.  The  mesh  of  such  trap-net  shall  not  be  less  than  6  inches,  extension 
measure,  in  the  leader  or  lead,  nor  than  two  inches,  extension  measure,  in  the 
heart,  crib  or  pot.    A  salmon  trap-net  may  be  either  staked  or  floating. 

(a)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trap-net  license,  either  staked  or  floating,  shall  be 
seventy-five  dollars. 

6.  No  one,  other  than  a  British  subject,  actually  resident  on  either  side  of 
the  Fraser  river,  above,  that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  bridge,  shall  be 
eligible  for  a  license  to  fish  for  sockeye  salmon  in  that  portion  of  the  Fraser 
river  above,  that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  bridge,  and  no  sockeye  salmon 
fishing  shall  be  carried  on  in  such  portion  of  the  river,  except  under  a  special 
license  which  shall  have  conspicuously  stamped  across  its  face  the  words  ''This 
license  shall  be  valid  between  New  Westminster  bridge  and  Mission  bridge.'' 
Fishing  under  this  license  shall  not  be  conducted  in  any  other  portion  of  the 
river  than  that  specified. 

Close  Seasons  for  Salmon. 

7.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  sockeye  salmon  from  the  1st  October  in  each 
year  to  the  30th  June  following,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  that  portion  of 
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British  Columbia  north  of  48  •  30  parallel  of  north  latitude  on  the  west  coast  of 
Vancouver  Island  and  north  of  49-30  parallel  of  north  latitude  in  the  Strait  of 
Georgia  and  in  the  waters  north  thereof,  where  the  close  season  for  sockeye 
salmon  shall  be  from  the  1st  October  in  each  year  to  the  19th  June  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  during  such  close  times  no  salmon  gill-nets  or  drift-nets 
having  meshes  of  less  than  7  inches  extension  measure,  shall  be  used;  Provided 
that  sockeye  fishing  in  that  portion  of  the  waters,  on  the  east  side  of  Vancouver 
island  between  the  50th  and  51st  parallels  of  north  latitude,  as  well  as  fishing 
with  drag-seines,  on  all  parts  of  the  coast,  for  what  are  locally  known  as  creek 
sockeye"  may  commence  on  May  1  in  each  year. 

8.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  spring  salmon  or  quinnat  from  the  1st 
October  to  the  15th  November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  coho,  dog  salmon,  or  humpback  salmon 
from  the  15th  November  in  each  year,  to  the  1st  January  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

10.  In  Fisheries  District  No.  2,  no  one  shall  use  gill-nets  or  drift-nets,  other 
than  sockeye  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  of  5^-inch  mesh,  extension  measure,  from 
the  20th  day  of  June  to  the  20th  day  of  August,  both  days  inclusive. 

11.  In  trolling  for  salmon,  not  more  than  three  fishing  lines  shall  be  used 
from  any  boat. 

kiize  Limit  for  Salmon. 

12.  No  salmon  under  two  and  one-half  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  taken  by 
means  of  nets,  and  if  taken  shall  be  returned  to  the  water  alive,  and  uninjured, 
at  the  place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  17. — Sturgeon. 

1.  The  use  of  fishing  implements,  other  than  gill-nets  or  drift-nets,  shall 
not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  sturgeon. 

(o)  A  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  not  exceed  150  fathoms  in  length 
and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  12  inches,  extension  measure. 

(5)  The  fee  for  a  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  sturgeon  that  will  measure 
less  than  three  feet  in  length,  measuring  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  tip 
of  the  tail,  and  if  any  such  sturgeon  is  taken  inadvertently,  it  shall  be  liberated 
alive  and  uninjured  at  the  place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  18.— Trout. 

Close  Season. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind,  including  steelhead 
and  char  of  two  pounds  in  weight  undressed,  or  under,  from  the  15th  November 
in  each  year  to  the  25th  March  following,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the 
waters  east  of  the  120th  Meridian,  where  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
trout  of  any  kind  from  the  15th  November,  in  each  year  to  the  30th  April  follow- 
ing, both  days  inclusive;  Provided  that  these  close  seasons  shall  not  apply  to 
Seton  and  Anderson  lakes  and  waters  tributary  thereto,  nor  to  dolly  varden 
trout  not  steelhead  caught  in  tidal  waters  by  rod  and  line,  or  in  Okanagan,

Kamloops,  Shuswap,  Arrow  and  Kootenay  lakes,  or  in  streams  tributary  thereto, 
nor  to  land-locked  salmon,  weighing  five  pounds,  undressed  or  over:  Provided 
that  in  the  non-tidal  waters  of  Vancouver  island,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  steelhead,  from  the  20th  March  to  the  30th  November,  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive. 

Size  Limit, 

2.  No  trout  of  any  kind  under  8  inches  in  length  shall  be  taken  from  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  and  if  taken  shall  be  immediately  returned  to  the 
water  alive  and  uninjured. 

(a)  No  trout  under  three  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  bought,  sold  or  exposed 
for  sale  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  nor  shall  any  trout  be  bought,  sold 
or  exposed  for  sale  during  the  close  season  provided  therefor. 

3.  Fishing  for  trout  through  the  ice  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  19. — Tidal  Boundaries. 

The  tidal  boundaries  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act  in  the  rivers 
specified  below  shall  be  defined  as  follows: — 

(a)  Fraser  river. — A  line  coinciding  with  Mission  bridge. 

(6)  Cowichan  river. — A  line  drawn  from  Serpentine  Point  to  Cowichan 
head. 

(c)  Naas  river. — A  line  drawn  across  the  river  from  Rocky  point  to  a  pro- 
jecting point  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  said  river,  immediately  above  fishrery 
bay. 

{d)  Rivers  inlet. — A  line  drawn  from  the  DeviFs  slide  to  a  point  on  the 
opposite  shore  marked  by  a  post  bearing  a  white  flag,  placed  there  by  authority 
of  the  chief  inspector  of  fisheries  during  the  fishing  season. 

(e)  Skeena  river. — From  a  line,  marked  by  beacons,  to  be  placed  on  either 
side  of  the  river  by  authority  of  the  chief  inspector  of  fisheries  at  the  beginning 
of  each  fishing  season,  drawn  across  the  Skeena  river  seven  miles  above  one 
drawn  from  the  northeast  point  of  Raspberry  island,  along  an  imaginary  line 
in  a  northwest  direction  to  a  rocky  point  on  the  northwest  bank  of  the  Skeena 
river,  and  from  the  said  northeast  point  of  Raspberry  island,  along  an  imaginary 
line  in  a  southeast  by  east  half  east  direction,  to  a  rocky  point  on  the  southeast 
shore, — so  far  as  the  sockeye  salmon  fishery  is  concerned;  and  from  a  line  drawn 
across  the  river  from  Sand  island  on  the  right  bank  to  Rocky  point  on  the  left, 
so  far  as  the  spring  salmon  fishery  is  concerned. 

Sec.  20. — Weekly  Close  Times. 

(a)  The  weekly  close  time  for  salmon  fishing  shall  be  from  Friday  midnight 
to  Sunday  at  6  p.m.  in  all  the  waters  of  British  Columbia  south  of  the  51st 
parallel  of  north  latitude;  but  salmon  traps  located  west  of  Gonzales  point, 
Vancouver  island,  are  excluded  from  this  close  time;  provided  that  in  the 
years  1915,  1916,  1918,  et  al,  known  as  ''small  run"  or  "off"  years,  this  weekly 
close  time  shall  be  six  hours  longer,  viz.,  from  Saturday  at  6  a.m.  to  Monday 
following,  at  6  a.m.  in  that  part  of  the  Fraser  river  between  New  Westminster 
bridge  and  Mission  bridge. 
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(6)  In  the  waters  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  the  weekly 
close  time  for  salmon  fishing  shall  be  from  Saturday  6  a.m.  to  Sunday  6  p.m. 

(c)  The  weekly  close  time  for  salmon  traps  located  west  of  Gonzales  point, 
Vancouver  island,  shall  be  from  Friday  at  6  p.m.  to  Sunday  following,  at  6  a.m. 

2.  During  the  weekly  close  times  above  specified  salmon  fishing  with  nets 
shall  be  strictly  prohibited. 


APPENDIX  ''G" 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS— YUKON  TERRITORY. 

1.  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  without  a  license,  except  as  provided  in  the 
following  section  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  Prospectors,  travellers,  surveyors  or  explorers,  while  engaged  in 
exploration,  survey  or  mining  operations,  or  other  examination  of  the  territory, 
may  without  a  license  fish  at  any  time  with  legal  implements,  for  their  own 
domestic  use;  but  not  for  sale  or  barter. 

(6)  Indians  may  without  a  license,  fish  at  any  time  with  legal  implements, 
for  their  own  or  their  bands'  domestic  use;  but  not  for  sale  or  barter. 

3.  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  company  or  firm,  unless  such 
person  is  a  British  subject,  resident  in  the  territory,  or  to  such  company  or  firm 
unless  it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  operating  in  the  territory.  The  licensee 
must  be  the  actual  owner  of  the  boats  and  gear  used  under  the  license. 

4.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  licenses  issued  in  the  territory,  namely 
domestic'^  and  ''commercial"  licenses.   These  licenses  shall  be  annual. 

Domestic  License. 

5.  (a)  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  a  "domestic 
license  which  will  authorize  him  or  a  member  of  his  family  to  fish  with  not  more 
than  300  yards  of  gill-net. 

(6)  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  Fish  caught  under  such  license  shall  be  for  home  comsumption  only, 
and  not  for  sale  or  barter. 

Commercial  Licence. 

6.  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  or  any  Canadian  company  or  firm 
operating  in  the  territory  shall  be  ehgible  for  a  ''commercial"  license. 

7.  There  shall  be  two  classes  of  "commercial"  licenses,  namely,  a  fishing  tug 
license,  and  a  sailboat  or  other  boat  license. 

8.  A  sailboat  or  other  boat  commercial  license  shall  authorize  the  taking  of 
all  kinds  of  fish. 

9.  (a)  A  fishing  tug  commercial  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  one  fishing 
tug,  and  of  not  more  than  10,000  yards  of  whitefish,  salmon  trout,  lake  trout, 
pickerel,  goldeye,  pike,  mullet  or  tullibee  gill-net. 

(6)  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  forty  dollars  for  the  tug,  and  two  dollars 
for  every  500  yards  of  net  or  fraction  thereof,  the  use  of  which  is  authorized  by 
the  license. 
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10.  (a)  A  commercial  sailboat  or  other  boat  license  shall  authorize  the  use 
of  one  sailboat  or  other  boat,  and  2,000  yards  of  whitefish,  salmon  trout,  lake 
trout,  pickerel,  goldeye,  pike,  mullet  or  tullibee,  gill-net,  100  yards  of  salmon 
gill-net,  and  100  yards  of  grayling  gill-net. 

(6)  The  fee  cn  such  Hcense  shall  be  twenty  dollars. 

Mesh  of  Nets. 

11.  (a)  The  mesh  of  a  whitefish,  salmon  trout,  lake  trout,  pickerel,  goldeye, 
pike,  or  mullet  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches  extension  measure. 

(6)  The  mesh  of  tullibee  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  inches  extension 
measure. 

(c)  The  mesh  of  salmon  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches  extension 
measure. 

id)  The  mesh  of  a  grayling  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  2}/2  inches  extension 
measure. 

(e)  A  gill-net  having  a  mesh  of  less  than  four  inches  extension  measure 
shall  not  be  used  in  waters  frequented  by  whitefish. 

12.  Section  13  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  4-5  George  V,  chapter  8,  is  hereby 
amended,  so  as  to  allow  the  netting  of  salmon  in  the  waters  of  the  Yukon 
Territory. 

13.  All  nets  and  fishing  boats  shall  bear  numbers  corresponding  with  those 
of  the  licenses  under  which  they  are  operated,  and  each  boat  shall  have  its  number 
and  the  initials  of  its  owner  painted  on  both  sides  of  the  bow,  in  black,  on  white 
ground,  the  figures  and  letters  to  be  not  less  than  6  inches  in  height,  and  each 
net  shall  have  its  number  and  the  initials  of  its  owner  legibly  marked  on  buoys 
of  wood  or  metal,  painted  on  white,  and  floating  in  the  water  attached  to  each 
end  of  the  net,  and  such  numbers  and  initials  shall  be  permanently  kept  on  such 
boats  and  nets  throughout  the  fishing  season,  and  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be 
visible  without  taking  up  the  nets  and  any  boat  or  net  used  without  such  marks, 
shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  confiscation. 

Close  Seasons. 

14.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  whitefish,  lake  trout  or  salmon 
trout  from  the  15th  October  to  the  30th  November  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive. 

15.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  pickerel,  goldeyes,  pike,  mullet  or 
maskinonge  from  the  15th  April  to  the  15th  Ma}^  in  each  year,  both  days  in 
elusive. 

16.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  grayling  from  the  1st  December 
in  each  year  to  the  31st  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

17.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  tullibee  from  the  15th  October  to 
the  15th  December,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

18.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any  speckled  trout  of  an}^  kind, 
including  char  from  the  1st  November  to  the  30th  March  following  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Prohibitions. 

19.  (a)  The  use  of  pound-nets  or  trap-nets  is  prohibited. 

(6)  Fishing  for  speckled  trout  of  any  kind,  including  char,  through  the  ice 
is  prohibited.

(6)  ''telegraph  company"  means  a  body  corporate 
incorporated  under  any  legislative  authority  using 
lines  of  telegraphic  wires  or  cables  within  Canada  for 
the  transmission  of  messages  to  places  within  or  without 
Canada; 

(c)  "company"  means  a  cable  company  or  telegraph 
company,  as  hereinbefore  defined. 

2.  Every  cable  company  and  telegraph  company  shall 
pay  to  the  Minister  for  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  on 
the  first  day  of  Februaiy,  the  first  day  of  May,  the  first 
day  of  August  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year, 
a  sum  equal  to  one  cent  upon  each  despatch  or  message 
other  than  press  despatches  or  messages  originating  at  each 
of  such  company's  respective  offices  in  Canada  and  trans- 
mitted thence  over  the  company's  lines  during  the  three 
months  ending  respectively  on  the  last  day  of  December, 
the  last  day  of  March,  the  last  day  of  June  and  the  last 
day  of  September  preceding  for  which  a  charge  of  fifteen 
cents  or  more  was  imposed. 

3.  Every  company  may  charge  the  one  cent  to  and  collect 
the  same  from  the  person  paying  or  liable  to  pay  the  regular 
charges  for  the  transmission  of  the  despatch  or  message. 

4.  The  company  shall  make  and  keep  a  record  of  all 
despatches  and  messages  aforesaid  in  books  prepared  in 
such  form  as  will  enable  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the 
despatches  and  messages  originating  as  aforesaid  and 
transmitted  by  the  company. 

5.  The  company  shall  make  quarterly  to  the  Minister  or 
officer  of  his  Department  authorized  by  the  Minister  to 
receive  the  same  a  return  in  accordance  with  a  form 
approved  by  the  Minister  setting  forth  the  mmaber  of 
despatches  and  messages  for  which  a  charge  of  fifteen 
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cents  or  more  was  imposed  and  the  amount  payable  under 
this  section  in  respect  thereof. 

6.  Such  return  shall  be  made  up  and  sent  by  post  or  Delivery  and 
delivered  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  the  first  reTurns?^ 
day  of  May,  the  first  day  of  August  and  the  first  da}^  of 
November  in  each  year  and  shall  be  for  the  three  months 

ending  respectively  on  the  last  day  of  December,  the  last 
day  of  March,  the  last  day  of  June  and  the  last  day  of 
September  preceding;  and  in  the  case  of  the  first  return 
•after  this  Part  comes  into  force,  the  return  shall  be  for 
the  part  of  the  three  months  ending  on  the  last  day  of 
March  or  the  last  day  of  June,  1915,  as  the  case  may 
be.  At  the  time  of  the  transmission  or  delivery  of  the 
first  return  the  sum  payable  in  respect  of  the  said  part 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Minister.

(6)  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  company  for  the 
area  or  district  in  respect  of  which  the  return  is  made, 
in  case  the  Minister  shall  have  made  a  regulation 
prescribing  an  area  or  district  under  subsection  7  of 
this  section; 

(c)  the  chief  executive  officer  or  agent  in  Canada  or  in 
the  area  or  district  in  Canada  prescribed  under  sub- 
section 7  of  this  section  in  case  of  a  company  incor- 
porated outside  of  Canada. 

9.  If  any  return  called  for  by  this  section  is  sent  by  post,  Proof  of  date 
the  date  appearing  by  the  stamp  or  mark  of  the  post  off.ce  pasting, 
upon  the  envelope  or  wrapper  enclosing  the  return  shall 

be  taken  prima  facie  to  be  the  date  at  which  the  same  was 
sent. 

10.  The  records,  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  inspection  of 
company  shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  the  inspec-      ^'  ^*^* 
tion  of  the  officers  or  other  persons  authorized  to  inspect 

by  the  Minister. 

11.  Every  company  that  neglects  to  make  and  keep  a  Penalty  for 
record  in  such  form  as  is  by  this  section  prescribed  of  all  Legiect.^'^ 
despatches  and  messages  originating  at  each  of  the  com- 
pany's respective  offices  in  Canada  and  transmitted  over 

the  company's  lines  for  which  a  charge  of  fifteen  cents  or 
more  was  imposed  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars. 
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12.  Every  company  that  neglects  to  send  or  deliver  the 
return  as  prescribed  by  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day 
during  which  such  refusal^  or  neglect  continues. 

13.  Every  general  manager,  manager  or  other  chief 
executive  officer,  officer,  clerk  or  servant  or  agent  of  the 
company  who  wilfully  makes  a  false  or  deceptive  statement 
in  the  return  or  in  any  of  the  records,  books,  accounts  or 
reports  of  the  company  from  which  the  return  required  by 
this  section  is  compiled  shall  be  guilty  of  an  indictable* 
offence  punishable,  unless  a  greater  punishment  is  in  any 
case  by  law  prescribed  therefor,  by  imprisonment  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  five  years. 

14.  Every  general  manager,  manager  or  other  chief 
executive  officer,  officer,  clerk  or  servant  or  agent  of  the 
company  who  negligently  prepares  or  signs  any  such 
return,  record,  account  or  report  or  who  negligently  makes 
an  unfene  entry  in  any  of  the  books  of  the  company 
affecting  the  correctness  of  the  return  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
indictable  offence  punishable,  unless  a  greater  punishment 
is  in  any  case  by  law  prescribed  therefor,  by  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  years. 

15.  The  Minister  may  make  such  regulations  as  are 
deemed  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
section.

(6)  a  ticket  or  right  entitling  the  purchaser  to  transpor- 
tation by  vessel  between  ports  or  places  in  Canada 
or  from  a  port  or  place  in  Canada  to  a  port  or  place 
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in  Newfoundland,  the  West  Indies,  Bermuda,  British 
Guiana,  British  Honduras  or  the  United  States; 
(c)  a  ticket  or  right  entithng  the  purchaser  to  transpor- 
tation over  a  railway  and  by  vessel  to  a  port  or  place 
in  Canada,  Newfoundland,  the  West  Indies,  Bermuda, 
British  Guiana,   British   Honduras   or  the  United 
States,  whether  such  transportation  be  by  railway 
and  vessel,  or  by  vessel  and  railway,  or  by  railway, 
vessel  and  railway; 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  regular  charge  for  the  ticket  or 
right,  pay  to  the  person  selling  the  ticket  or  right,  for  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  in  respect  of  a  ticket  or  right 
costing, — 

(i)  over  one  dollar  and  not  more  than  five  dollars,  five 
cents ; 

(ii)  over  five  dollars, — ^for  each  five  dollars  and  in  addition 
for  any  fractional  part  of  five  dollars,  five  cents. 

3.  Every  purchaser  of  a  berth  in  a  sleeping  car  or  seat  in  Tax  on 

a  parlour  car  shall,  in  addition  to  the  regular  charge  for  the  parlour  car 
berth  or  seat,  pay  to  the  person  selling  the  berth  or  seat  tickets, 
for  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund, — 

(a)  ten  cents  in  respect  of  each  berth  bought;

British  Guiana,  British  Honduras  or  the  United  States 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  regular  charge  for  the  ticket  or 
right,  pay  in  respect  of  the  transportation  by  vessel  to 
the  person  selling  the  ticket  or  right  for  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund, — 

(a)  the  sum  of  one  dollar  if  the  amount  chargeable  for 

such  transportation  by  vessel  exceeds  ten  dollars;

Q))  ''bill  of  exchange"  includes  an  instrument  in  the 
form  of  a  bill  in  which  the  drawer  and  drawee  are  the 
same  person; 

(c)  ''promissory  note"  does  not  include  notes  of  a  bank 
payable  to  bearer  on  demand  and  intended  for 
circulation. 

2.  No  person  shall  issue  a  cheque  payable  at  or  by  a 
bank  unless  there  is  affixed  thereto  an  adhesive  stamp  or

3.  No  money  order  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Post  Office  Act  until  there  is  affixed  thereto  or  to  the 
relative  advice  a  postage  stamp  of  the  value  of  two  cents, 
to  be  paid  for  by  the  purchaser  of  the  order.  The  post- 
master or  other  officer  of  the  Post  Office  Department 
issuing  the  order  shall  cancel  the  stamp  by  impressing 
thereon  when  affixed  the  date  stamp  of  the  post  office  at 
which  the  order  is  issued. 

4.  No  postal  note  shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Post  Office  Act  until  there  is  affixed  thereto  a  postage 
stamp  of  the  value  of  one  cent,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  purchaser 
of  the  note.

CHAP.  9. 
An  Act  to  amend  the  Adulteration  Act. 

[Assented  to  15th  April,  1915.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  R.s.  c.  133; 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  i9?3;  c!  % 
as  follows:—  i^iic.  19. 

1.  Section  29a  of  the  Adulteration  Act,  chapter  133  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  1906,  as  enacted  by  chapter  19  of 
the  statutes  of  1914,  is  repealed  and  the  following  is  sub- 
stituted therefor: — 

''29a.  No  person  shall  manufacture  for  sale,  keep  for  Manufacture 
sale,  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  or  sell,  any  article  of  food  aditeiated 
resembling  or  being  an  imitation  of  maple  sugar  or  maple  maple  sugar 
syrup,  or  which  is  composed  partly  of  maple  sugar  or  maple  °^  ^^"^* 
syrup,  and  which  is  not  pure  maple  sugar  or  pure  maple 
syrup. 

''2.  Any  maple  sugar  or  maple  syrup  which  is  not  up  Adulterated 
to  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  sixth  schedule  to  this  S-^fy^up 
Act,  or,  if  such  standard  is  changed  by  the  Governor  in  defined. 
Council,  to  such  standard  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adul- 
terated within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 

"3.  The  word  ''maple"  shall  not  be  used,  either  alone  or  Use  of  word

Every  person  w^ho  knowingly  attaches  to  any 
article  of  food  or  any  drug  any  label  which  falsely  describes 
the  article  sold,  or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  who  neglects 
or  refuses  to  label  or  mark  any  article  of  food  or  drug  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  shall  incur 
a  penalty  for  the  first  offence  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
dollars  and  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  two  months 
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in  jail,  or  both,  and  for  each  subsequent  offence  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  and  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars,  or  four  months  in  jail,  or  both." 

4.  Section  40  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  following  Application

CHAP.  10, 
An  Act  to  amend  The  Canada  Grain  Act. 

[Assented  to  15th  April,  1915.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  1912,  c.  27; 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Conunons  of  Canada,  enacts  ^- 
as  follows: — 

1.  Section  27  of  The  Canada  Grain  Act,  chapter  27  of 
the  statutes  of  1912,  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following  subsection: — 

''2.  Such  certificate  shall  be  in  all  cases  prima  /acie  inspecting 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  contained."  cStfficate 

2.  Subsection  4  of  section  126  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  Terminal 
by  section  9  of  chapter  21  of  the  statutes  of  1913,  is  repealed  elevators, 
and  the  following  is  substituted  therefor: — 

*'4.  No  grain  shall  leave  a  terminal  elevator  without  official 
being  officially  weighed,  and  the  official   certificate  of  anT^°^' 
weight  shall  be  final,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  certificate.

3.  Section  118  of  the  said  Act  is  amended  by  adding  Application 
thereto  the  following  words,  ''and  to  all  water  carriers  ^^^^^^^^^j 
other  than  ocean  carriers." 

4.  The  said  Act  is  further  amended  by  adding  the 
following  sections  after  section  120: —

The  Board  may  make  regulations  governing 
Slfrtages  and  responsibility  for  and  the  disposition  of  shortages  and 
overages.  overages  of  grain  upon  delivery  of  same  from  an  elevator 
to  a  vessel  or  from  a  vessel  to  an  elevator,  and  may  assess 
in  such  manner  and  in  such  amount  as  it  may  deem  just 
and  proper,  contributions  from  elevator  operators  and 
water  carriers  or  from  any  of  them,  in  favour  of  the  Board 
or  otherwise,  for  the  purposes  of  providing  against  such 
responsibility:  Provided  that  nothing  contained  in  this

CHAP.  II. 

An  Act  to  enable  Canadian  Soldiers  on  Active  Military 
Service  during  the  present  war  to  exercise  their 
electoral  franchise. 

[Assented  to  15th  April,  1915.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Every  male  British  subject  of  twenty-one  years  Soidiera 
of  age  or  upwards  serving  in  the  mihtary  forces  of  Canada  to  vote, 
in  the  present  war  (hereinafter  called    volunteer '0,  who, 
within  six  months  immediately  preceding  the  date  when 
he  was  appointed  to  or  enlisted  in  such  forces,  had  been 
resident  in  any  electoral  district  in  Canada  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  thirty  days,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
electoral  district  in  which  he  was  last  so  resident  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  set  out,  notwithstanding  his  absence 
from  such  electoral  district  or  from  Canada:  Provided 
that  if  any  person  was,  at  the  time  he  was  so  appointed  ^g^^J^^jf^ 
or  enlisted,  qualified  to  vote  in  any  other  electoral  district  which  vote 
in  Canada  he  shall  vote  in  such  other  district  only.  ^®

Bermuda.  distribute  the  said  ballot  papers  and  envelopes  among  the 
officers  commanding  squadrons,  companies  and  batteries, 
or  of  any  line  of  communication  or  administrative  unit 
under  his  command,  and  the  latter  shall  provide  with  a  ballot 
paper  and  envelope  each  volunteer  under  their  respective 
commands  entitled  to  vote  and  who  makes  the  affidavit 
in  form  B  before  such  officer.  In  cases  where  conditions 
make  it  possible,  the  officer  empowered  to  receive  affi- 
davits and  votes  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
where  he  will  receive  such  affidavits  and  votes,  and  shall 
give  in  addition  to  the  general  notice  a  special  notice  to 
any  person  whose  appointment  as  a  deputy  scrutineer 
under  the  provisions  hereinafter  made  has  been  notified 
to  him,  and  shall  permit  any  scrutineer  or  deputy  scrutineer 
so  named  to  be  present  at  said  proceedings,  on  behalf  of 
either  party,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  such  scrutineer  or 
deputy  scrutineer  shall  permit  any  one  officer,  non- 
commissioned officer  or  soldier  who  may  desire  to  do 
so,  to  be  present  at  said  operations  and  act  as  agent 
of  the  respective  parties  (Government  and  Opposition 
and  any  Independent  candidate)  in  the  same  manner  as 
agents  of  candidates  are  empowered  to  act  at  a  poll  under 
the  Dominion  Elections  Act.  No  volunteer  who  is  entitled 
to  vote  and  prevented  by  his  military  duties  from  voting 
at  such  time  and  place  shall,  however,  be  precluded  from 
so  doing  at  some  other  time  and  place. 
Scrutineers.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
six  scrutineers,  three  to  be  so  appointed  upon  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Prime  Minister  and  three  upon  the  nomination 
of  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition,  such  appointments  to  be 
made  within  ten  days  of  such  nominations  respectively. 
One  of  each  nomination  may  be  present  at  the  distribution 
of  ballot  papers  and  envelopes,  the  making  of  affidavits, 
the  marking  of  ballots,  the  closing  of  envelopes  and  the 
posting  of  the  same,  and  may  exercise  all  the  rights  which 
may  under  the  Dominion  Elections  Act  be  exercised  by 
candidates  or  their  representatives  at  any  poll.  The 
actual  travelling  and  living  expenses  of  such  scrutineers,  at 
a  rate  to  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  may  be  paid 
out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  and  they  shall  be 
afforded  facilities  for  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  said  scrutineers  may  name  such  number  of  deputies 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  said  deputies  shall  have 
and  be  entitled  to  exercise  the  powers  hereinabove  con- 
ferred on  said  scrutineers. 
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4o  The  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chancery  shall  also  notify  ^^'^"^o- 
by  telegraph  cable  the  Secretary  of  the  High  Commissioner 
for  Canada,  and  the  Secretary  shall  thereupon  send  a 
sufficient  number  of  ballot  papers  and  envelopes  to  the  Chief 
Paymaster  of  the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Force,  who  shall 
forward  the  same  to  the  several  regimental  paymasters, 
and  such  paymasters  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  officers 
commanding  squadrons,  companies  and  batteries,  or  of 
any  line  of  communicacion  or  administrative  unit, 
and  such  officers  shall  give  each  volunteer  under  their 
respective  commands,  making  the  affidavit  in  form  B 
before  such  officer,  a  ballot  paper. 

5.  The  volunteer  may  thereupon  mark  the  ballot  paper  Marking 
as  a  vote  for  the  Government  or  the  Opposition  or  for  the  ^ 
Independent  candidate  or  for  any  person  for  whom  he 
desires  to  vote,  in  the  presence  of  the  said  officer,  but  in 

such  a  manner  as  not  to  disclose  to  the  officer,  or  any  other 
person,  how  he  is  voting,  and  shall  fold  the  ballot  paper 
so  that  it  cannot  be  read,  and  shall  then  place  the  same 
in  the  envelope  upon  the  back  of  which  shall  be  endorsed 
a  certificate  in  form  C,  which  certificate  shall  be  signed 
by  such  officer,  and  shall  securely  close  the  envelope.  Ballots,  how 
The  envelopes  containing  the  ballot  papers  shall  then  and 
there  in  the  presence  of  the  voter  be  placed  in  a  bag  or 
other  suitable  receptacle,  in  which  the  officer  shall  enclose 
a  slip  giving  the  number  of  envelopes  contained  in  it, 
which  shall  be  carefully  kept  by  the  said  officer  and  securely 
closed,  and  fastened  in  such  manner  as  to  make  any  tam- 
pering with  the  same  evident,  and  be  sent  by  such  officer, 
by  post,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chancery,  who  shall 
keep  a  record  of  them,  seal  them  so  that  the  envelope 
cannot  be  opened  without  breaking  the  seals,  place  them  in  a 
package  carefully  sealed  and  marked  on  the  outside 
^'Soldiers'  Votes,"  and  forward  them  by  registered  post 
to  the  returning  officer  of  the  electoral  district  in  which 
such  election  is  to  be  held.  When  posted  in  Canada  the 
envelopes  and  their  contents  shall  be  carried  free  in  the 
Canadian  mails.  The  officer  receiving  affidavits  and 
taking  votes  under  the  above  provisions  shall,  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Bermuda,  be  sworn  to  faithfully  perform 
his  duties,  before  a  regimental  commanding  officer,  a  notary 
public  or  any  official  authorized  to  administer  oaths  under 
the  laws  of  the  country  where  the  said  duties  are  perform^ed. 

6.  Section   166   of   the  Dominion  Elections  Act  shall  votl^'^rc. 
apply  to  such  voting. 

7.  The  returning  officer  shall,  upon  receipt  of  any  such  f^^J^"^^^^ 
package  containing  ballots,  endorse  upon  it  the  hour,  day,  kecp^ 
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month  and  year  in  which  he  received  it,  and  shall  initial 
such  endorsement,  and  shall  carefully  keep  the  package 
sealed  and  unopened  until  polling  day.  The  returning 
officer  shall  notify  in  form  D  all  candidates  that  he  has 
received  such  ballot  papers,  stating  the  place  and  hour  on 
polling  day  (which  hour  shall  be  immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  polls)  that  he  will  open  the  same,  and  at  the  time  and 
place  so  named  the  candidates,  or  a  duly  authorized  agent 
of  each  candidate,  may  be  present  while  such  envelopes  are 
being  opened. 

8.  At  the  time  and  place  so  named  the  returning  officer 
shall  open  the  package,  after  exhibiting  it  sealed  and 
unopened  to  the  candidates  or  their  representatives,  if 
present,  and  enter  in  a  poll  book  the  name  of  the  voter,  his 
rank  and  the  name  of  the  corps  in  which  he  is  serving,  and 
the  name,  rank  and  corps  of  the  officer  certifying  to  his 
identity.  If  the  affidavit  and  certificate  upon  the  envelope 
appears  on  its  face  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  the  returning  officer  shall  then  open 
the  envelope,  and  the  ballot  paper,  without  being  opened 
or  examined,  shall  be  put  in  a  ballot  box,  and  after  all  such 
ballots  have  been  so  deposited  the  ballot  box  shall  be  opened 
by  the  returning  officer  and  the  ballots  counted  and  the 
number  of  ballots  recorded  and  added  to  the  number  of 
votes  cast  in  such  election,  in  the  same  manner  that  other 
ballot  papers  are  counted.  Such  number  of  ballot  papers 
as  may  be  m.arked  for  the  Government  or  the  Opposition 
or  the  Independent  candidate  shall  be  added  to  the  number 
of  votes  given  to  the  candidates  respectively  who  are 
supporting  the  Govenmfient  or  the  Opposition  or  to  the 
Independent  candidate  as  the  case  may  be,  and  all  votes 
given  for  any  named  person  shall  be  counted  for  such 
person  if  he  be  a  candidate,  and  if  not,  shall  be  null. 

9.  In  the  case  of  any  doubt  arising  with  respect  to  the 
candidate  to  whom  a  ballot  paper  marked  for  the  Govern- 
ment shall  be  allotted,  the  question  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Prime  Minister  or  by  some  person  designated  by  him,  and 
if  such  question  arises  with  respect  to  a  ballot  paper  marked 
for  the  Opposition  it  shall  be  decided  by  the  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  or  by  some  person  designated  by  him. 

10.  The  ballot  papers,  affidavits,  the  envelopes  in  which 
they  were  received  and  the  poll  book  in  which  the  record 
of  the  votes  is  entered,  shall  be  fastened  up  in  a  separate 
package,  and  shall  be  safely  kept  and  otherwise  dealt  with 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  ballot  papers  and  poll  books 
used  at  such  election. 

11.  If  the  envelope  containing  a  ballot  paper  is  not  received 
before  polling  day,  or  on  polling  day  before  the  close  of  the 
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poll,  or  if  the  affidavit  and  certificate  required  on  the  without 
envelope  are  not  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  ce?tmcate 
of  this  Act,  or  if  the  envelope  appears  to  have  been  opened, 
the  envelope  shall  not  be  opened  and  the  returning  officer 
shall  endorse  upon  the  envelope,  or  on  a  piece  of  paper  attached 
thereto,  the  reason  why  the  envelope  has  not  been  opened, 
and  the  whole  shall  be  carefully  preserved  and  forwarded 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chancery  with  the  other 
papers  relating  to  the  election,  and  shall  be  kept  with  the 
other  papers  relating  to  the  election  in  that  electoral  district, 
and  when  the  other  papers  are  destroyed  it  shall  be  destroyed 
unopened. 

12.  If  the  ballot  paper  is  not  marked  in  accordance  with  Defective 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  such  ballot  pr.per  shall  be  void, 
but  the  ballot  paper  shall  be  carefully  preserved  and 
forwarded  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chancery  with  the 
other  papers  relating  to  the  election. 

3.  No  military  officer  who  is  a  candidate  for  election  ^.Jc^'^d?^ 
as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  Canada  shall  notTo\ct.^*^^ 
perform  any  duty  under  this  Act,  and  where  any  officer 
charged  with  any  such  duty  is  such  candidate  or  is  for 

any  other  reason  prevented  from  performing  it,  or  declines 
to  perform  it,  the  duty  shall  be  performed  by  the  officer  next 
below  him  in  rank,  and  failing  him  for  any  of  the  causes 
aforesaid,  the  next  below  him  in  rank,  and  so  on. 

4.  Sections  2  and  3  of  this  Act  shall  not  come  into  force  Proclamation 
until  a  proclamation  by  His  Majesty  in  Council  declaring  ^^^Sy  in 
them  to  be  in  force  shall   be  published  in  the  Canada  Council. 
Gazette. 


VOLUNTEERS  IN  CANADA. 


5.  Upon  the  issue  of  the  writs  for  a  general  election,  a  issue  of 
writ  shall  issue  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  by  the 
Dominion  Elections  Act  for  holding  a  poll  at  each  military 
camp  or  base  at  which  volunteers  are  being  trained  in 
Canada  for  service  in  the  present  war. 

2.  Upon  receiving  such  writ  the  returning  officer  shall  Prociam- 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  sections  82,  83,  84  and  85  of  ^ 
the  Dominion  Elections  Act  and  shall,  within  the  shortest 
possible  time,  issue  a  proclamation  notifying  every  volunteer 
claiming  the  right  to  vote  to  deliver  to  him  at  his  office 
at  such  camp  or  base,  within  ten  days,  a  written  statement 
of  the  electoral  district  in  which  he  claims  the  right  to 
vote,  and  whether  he  claims  such  right  (a)  as  having  been  Notke  to 
a  qualified  voter  in  such  electoral  district  at  the  time  of  ^f'^^^l^^^ 
his  appointment  or  enlistment,  or  (6)  as  having  resided  for  claims 
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therein  for  thirty  days  within  the  six  months  immediately 
preceding  his  appointment  or  enUstment.  Such  statement 
shall  in  each  case  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  by  the 
volunteer  in  form  B,  which  may  be  made  before  any  com- 
missioned officer,  any  officer  appointed  hereunder,  or  any 
person  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths. 

3.  Such  proclamation  shall  be  posted  up  by  the  camp 
returning  officer  in  at  least  five  of  the  most  prominent 
and  conspicuous  places  at  such  camp  or  base,  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  camp  or  base,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published 
in  general  orders,  and  in  the  provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  proclamation  shall  be  so  posted  and  published 
in  both  English  and  French. 

4.  At  the  expiry  of  the  said  ten  days,  the  returning 
officer  shall  prepare  a  list  of  the  volunteers  who  have  sent 
in  such  statements  and  affidavits  for  each  of  the  electoral 
districts  in  which  votes  are  claimed.  The  failure  of  a 
volunteer  to  present  his  claim  in  time  to  be  entered  on  such 
list,  and  the  consequent  absence  of  his  name  from  such  list, 
shall  not  deprive  such  volunteer  of  his  right  to  vote,  pro- 
vided he  present  himself  to  the  Returning  Officer  and  take 
the  oath  above  prescribed  before  the  poll  is  closed. 

5.  The  returning  officer  shall  notify  the  returning 
officer  of  each  of  such  electoral  districts  that  soldiers  have 
claimed  the  right  to  vote  in  such  district,  and  the  returning 
officer  so  notified  shall  forthwith  forward  to  the  camp  or 
base  returning  officer  a  certified  copy  of  the  voters'  lists 
for  his  electoral  district,  if  there  be  such  lists  in  force,  and  as 
soon  as  candidates  have  been  nominated  send  by  telegraph 
the  names  of  the  candidates  nominated  to  the  returning 
officer  for  such  camp  or  base. 

6.  The  said  returning  officer  shall  proceed  to  hold  such 
number  of  polls  upon  the  day  fixed  for  the  holding  of  the 
elections  in  the  several  electoral  districts,  within  such  camp 
or  base,  and  appoint  such  deputy  returning  officers  and  other 
officers  as  may  be  necessary  therefor,  and  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided  the  provisions  of  the  Dominion  Elections 
Act  relating  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  returning  officer 
and  other  officers  so  appointed,  the  ballots  and  ballot  boxes, 
the  polling,  the  manner  of  voting,  the  counting  of  votes 
and  the  proceedings  of  returning  officers  after  return  of  the 
ballot  boxes,  shall  so  far  as  applicable  apply. 

7.  Any  volunteer  presenting  himself  to  vote  shall,  if  so 
required,  even  though  his  name  be  upon  the  list  prepared 
by  the  camp  returning  officer,  take  the  oath  contained  in 
form  B  of  this  Act  and  in  form  Y  of  the  Dominion  Elections 
Acty  and  if  his  claim  to  vote  rests  upon  his  having  been  a 
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qualified  elector  in  any  electoral  district  at  the  time  of  his 
enlistment  or  appointment,  any  other  oath  which  under  the 
Dominion  Elections  Act  may  be  required  to  be  taken  by 
voters  generally  claiming  a  like  qualification. 

8.  In  addition  to  agents  who  may  be  appointed  in  ac-  Agents, 
cordance  with  the  Dominion  Elections  Act  to  represent 
candidates  at  the  poll,  agents  may  be  appointed  on  behalf 

of  either  the  Government  or  the  Opposition,  and  such 
agents  shall  have  all  the  powei*s  of  agents  of  candidates 
under  the  said  Act,  and  be  entitled  to  exercise  the  said  powers 
on  behalf  of  all  candidates  in  all  electoral  districts  for  the 
party  by  which  such  agents  have  been  named,  and  any 
person  or  persons  named  as  agent  or  agents  of  any  candidate 
of  a  party  shall  be  entitled  to  act  as  agent  or  agents  of  any 
other  candidate  of  the  same  party  in  any  electoral  district. 

9.  The  military  authorities  at  every  camp  or  base  where  Facilities  to 
a  poll  is  to  be  held  as  aforesaid  shall  afford  to  the  camp  atcamps!^ 
returning  officer  all  necessary  facilities  for  the  holding  of 

the  same;  and  the  officer  commanding  shall  allow  every 
volunteer,  so  far  as  it  may  be  done  consistently  with  the 
proper  performance  of  his  military  duties,  time  and  oppor- 
tunity to  vote. 

10.  After  the  votes  have  been  counted,  the  deputy  Reporting 
returning  officers  shall  forthwith  supply  to  the  returning  Je^vlrai 
officer  a  certified  copy  of  the  certificate  in  form  F  F.  of  jigjjfjj^ 
the  Dominion  Elections  Act,  and  the  returning  officer  shall  ^  ^* 
send  by  telegraph  to  the  returning  officers  of  each  electoral 
district  for  which  votes  have  been  cast,  a  return  showing 

the  number  of  votes  and  the  respective  persons  for  whom 
they  were  given,  and  shall  send  by  registered  mail 
immediately  thereafter  to  such  returning  officers  the  ballot 
boxes  as  received  by  him  from  the  deputy  returning  officers, 
having  first  sealed  them  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  section 
182  of  the  Dominion  Elections  Act. 

11.  Each  volunteer  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  poll  PoIi  at 
to  which  he  has  been  allotted  by  the  returning  officer  and  vote.^  *^ 
at  no  other. 

12.  In  case  any  volunteers  should  be,  at  the  time  of  or  Procedure

in  whole  or  in  part,  any  line  or  lines  of  railway,  branch 
line,  railway  bridge,  railway  station,  railway  terminal, 
railway  ferry  or  other  railway  work  in  the  provinces  of  Que- 
bec, New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward 
Island,  or  in  any  of  the  said  provinces,  which  in  his  opinion 
can  more  conveniently  and  usefully  be  operated  as  part  of 
the  Government  Railways  system,  or  which  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  for  the  more  efficient  operation  of 
the  said  system:  Provided,  however,  that  a  copy  of  every 
such  lease  or  contract  of  purchase  shall  be  laid  before 
Parliament  within  one  month  after  the  execution  thereof, 
if  Parliament  is  then  sitting,  or,  if  Parliament  is  not  then 
sitting,  within  ten  days  after  the  opening  of  the  next  session 
thereafter :  Provided,  further,  that  no  such  line  of  railway  so 
leased,  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired,  shall  exceed  two 
hundred  miles  in  length  in  any  single  instance :  Provided, 
further,  that  no  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  line  of 
railway  exceeding  twenty-five  miles  in  length  shall  be 
entered  into  or  the  purchase  price  of  any  such  railway  or 
other  work  be  paid  until  after  a  sum  of  money  for  the  pur- 
pose has  been  appropriated  by  Parliament :  Provided,  further, 
that  any  such  railway,  or  other  work,  when  so  constructed, 
leased,  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired,  shall  form  part 
of  the  Government  Railwa^^s  system  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Government  Railways  Act:  Provided,

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SCHEDULE  A. 

This  Indenture  of  Agreement  made  the  first  day  of  Aug- 
ust in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
fourteen,  between  the  International  Railway  Company  of 
New  Brunswick  a  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
New  Brunswick  (hereinafter  called  the  Company)  of  the 
First  Part;  Thomas  Malcolm  of  the  town  of  Campbellton 
in  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  Railway  Contractor, 
(hereinafter  called  the  Contractor)  of  the  Second  Part,  and 
His  Majesty  the  King,  represented  herein  by  the  Honour- 
able Frank  Cochrane,  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals, 
hereinafter  called  His  Majesty,  of  the  Third  Part. 

Whereas  the  Company  is  the  owner  of  the  Railway 
known  as  the  International  Railway,  extending  from  the 
Intercolonial  Railway  at  Campbellton  aforesaid  to  Saint 
Leonard  on  the  Saint  John  River,  a  distance  of  about  one 
hundred  and  twelve  miles,  together  with  its  rolling  stock, 
real  and  personal  property  of  all  kinds  and  description, 
hereinafter  more  particularly  described,  a  schedule  of  which 
rolling  stock  and  personal  property  of  the  Company  has 
been  delivered  to  the  General  Manager  of  Canadian  Gov- 
ernment Railways,  and  of  which  said  Railway,  rolling 
stock  and  other  property  possession  has  this  day  been  given 
to  His  Majesty,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Agree- 
ment hereinafter  contained. 

And  Whereas  the  Contractor  is  the  owner,  subject  to 
certain  encumbrances,  of  all  the  capital  stock  of  the  Com- 
pany and  of  all  bonds  or  debentures  issued  by  the  Com- 
pany; save  one  share  held  by  each  of  the  Company's 
directors. 

And  Whereas  an  agreement  has  been  arrived  at  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto,  for  the  acquiring  of  the  said 
railway  rolling  stock  and  other  property  by  His  Majesty, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Witnesseth  that  the  parties  hereto  do  hereby  respective- 
ly covenant  and  agree  the  one  with  the  other  as  follows: — 

1 .  The  Company  covenants  and  agrees  that  if  and  when 
the  purchase  terms  of  this  Agreement  have  been  ratified 
and  confirmed  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  if  the  ap- 
proval of  the  said  Legislature  is  deemed  necessary  by  the 
said  Minister,  and  the  price  hereinafter  mentioned  is  fully 
paid  and  satisfied,  the  Company  will  sell  and  immediately 
thereupon  convey  to  His  Majesty  in  the  right  of  Canada, 
or  to  the  nominee  or  nominees  of  His  Majesty  by  good  and 
sufficient  conveyance  or  conveyances,  with  the  usual  coven- 
ants, so  as  to  vest  the  same  in  His  Majesty  by  a  good  and 
clear  title  free  from  all  hens,  charges,  encumbrances,  taxes 
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and  assessments  of  every  nature,  kind  and  description,  and 
His  Majesty  covenants  and  agrees  to  purchase,  as  a  going 
concern,  as  now  carried  on  by  the  Company,  its  said  Rail- 
way, extending  from  Campbellton  aforesaid  at  the  head  of 
the  Bay  of  Chaleurs  to  Saint  Leonard  on  the  Saint  John 
River,  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  and  twelve  (112) 
miles,  and  all  the  interest  and  goodwill  thereof,  together 
with  its  right  of  way,  lands,  franchises,  powers,  rights, 
privileges,  tracks,  rails,  bridges,  culverts,  cribs,  sheds, 
round-houses,  station  buildings,  section  houses,  hand-car 
houses,  workshops,  water  tanks,  ice  houses,  stores  and 
stock  in  trade,  books,  forms,  stationery  and  all  of  their 
other  contents,  and  generally  all  buildings,  fixtures,  furni- 
ture and  effects  pertaining  thereto,  turntables,  tools  and 
implements,  instruments,  machinery,  equipment  of  all 
kinds,  plant,  sidings,  terminals,  cars,  tenders,  trucks,  engines 
(stationary  and  locomotive)  snow  ploughs  and  all  other 
of  its  rolling  stock,  telephone  line  and  all  the  equipment  of 
and  pertaining  thereto,  structures,  improvements,  appur- 
tenances, easements,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  of 
whatever  kind  or  description  and  wherever  situate,  now 
held  or  owned  by  the  Company  and  all  its  property  real 
and  personal  of  every  nature,  kind,  and  description  wher- 
ever situate,  whether  held  in  the  name  of  the  Company  or 
in  trust  or  otherwise  for  it,  and  generally  the  whole  under- 
taking of  the  Company,  for  the  sum  of  two  million  seven 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($2,700,000.)  payable  after  ap- 
proval by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  any  time  within  five 
years  from  the  date  hereof. 

2.  Pending  the  completion  of  the  purchase  as  herein- 
before provided,  the  Company  shall  demise  and  lease,  and 
does  hereby  demise  and  lease  to  His  Majesty,  and  His 
Majesty  does  hereby  lease  from  the  Company,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  five  years  from  the  date  hereof,  the  said 
railv/ay,  rolling  stock  and  all  the  said  other  property  of  the 
Company,  and  of  which  possession  has  on  this  day  been 
given  to  His  Majesty,  at  a  rental  of  ninety  thousand  dollars 
per  year,  payable  in  equal  half  yearly  instalments,  the 
first  half  yearly  payment  of  such  rental  to  be  made  to  the 
Company  on  the  First  day  of  February,  A.D.  1915. 

3.  The  Contractor  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  with 
His  Majesty  that  on  the  payment  to  the  Company  of  the 
said  purchase  price,  and  as  a  condition  precedent  thereto, 
he  will  assign  and  transfer  or  cause  to  be  assigned  and  trans- 
ferred to  His  Majesty,  or  to  the  Nominee  or  Nominees  of 
His  Majesty  all  of  the  issued  capital  stock  of  the  Company  so 
as  to  vest  in  His  Majesty,  or  in  such  Nominee  or  Nominees 
all  of  the  said  issued  capital  stock  and  the  entire  ownership 
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and  control  of  the  Company,  free  from  all  debts,  claims  or 
encumbrances. 

4.  The  Company  and  the  Contractor  do  also  hereby 
jointly  and  severally  covenant  and  agree  with  His  Majesty 
that  they,  the  Company  and  the  Contractor,  or  either  of 
them,  will  at  their  own  expense,  within  the  said  period  of  five 
years,  promote  legislation  by  either  the  Legislature  of  New 
Brunswick  or  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  or  by  both  if  same 
is  deemed  necessary  by  the  said  Minister,  empowering  the 
Company  to  convey  to  His  Majesty  the  said  railway,  its 
charter,  franchises,  rolling  stock  and  other  property,  and 
it  shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  payment  of  said 
purchase  price  that  proper  legislation  shall  be  procured  and 
that  a  legal  and  valid  title  shall  be  given  to  His  Majesty  of 
the  said  Railway,  rolling  stock  and  other  property,  free 
from  all  claims,  liens,  charges,  encumbrances,  taxes  and 
assessments. 

5.  The  Contractor  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  with 
His  Majesty  that  before  His  Majesty  shall  become  liable 
hereunder  for  any  part  of  the  said  rental  sum  or  for  any 
claim  by  reason  of  having  gone  into  possession  of  the  said 
Company's  property  or  by  reason  of  any  other  matter, 
claim  or  cause  whatever  he,  the  said  Contractor,  will 
convey  by  deed  with  the  usual  covenants,  free  from  liens, 
charges,  encumbrances,  taxes  and  assessments,  all  land 
which  is  now  standing  in  his  name  and  which  has  been  here- 
tofore used  by  the  Company  as  a  part  of  and  in  connection 
with  its  system  and  undertaking,  and  particularly,  but 
without  intending  to  restrict  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
that  lot  of  land  situate  at  Saint  Leonard  aforesaid  and 
comprising  a  portion  of  the  Saint  Leonard  railway  yard  or 
station  grounds. 

6.  It  is  hereby  declared  and  agreed  by  and  between  all 
the  parties  hereto  that  his  Majesty  is  not  to  become  liable 
hereunder  in  any  manner  or  for  or  by  reason  of  any  cause, 
claim  or  demand  whatever  until  the  lease  terms  of  these 
presents  have  been  approved  of  by  the  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor in  Council  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  as  is 
provided  for  by  the  statutes  of  the  said  province,  for  the 
year  1910,  being  Edward  VII.,  cap.  7,  section  5. 

7.  The  Company  and  the  Contractor  do  also  hereby 
jointly  and  severally  covenant  and  agree  with  His  Majesty 
that  they  and  each  of  them  upon  demand  of  His  Majesty 
and  lor  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  intention  of  these 
presents  will  from  time  to  time  make,  execute  and  deliver  all 
such  instruments  and  writings  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
and  including  any  required  for  the  purpose  of  registration. 
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8.  It  is  hereby  further  declared  and  agreed  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto  that  as  soon  as  the  said  purchase 
has  been  fully  completed,  following  the  necessary  ratifica- 
tion and  approval  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  the  deliv- 
ery of  proper  conveyances  and  the  payment  of  the  said 
purchase  price,  the  lease  herein  provided  for  shall  thereupon 
be  considered  as  cancelled,  terminated  and  wholly  void. 

9 .  It  is  still  further  declared  and  agreed  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  these 
presents  is  that  the  Company  shall  not  have  the  right  to  call 
for  or  compel  the  completion  of  the  purchase  herein  provided 
for  before  the  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  hereof. 

10.  It  is  also  still  further  declared  and  agreed  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto  that  the  schedule  of  property 
hereinbefore  referred  to  is  not  intended  to  and  shall  not  be 
construed  as  limiting  or  restricting  the  property  which  is 
contemplated  by  this  Agreement,  it  being  the  intent  of  all 
parties  hereto  that  the  said  purchase  shall  comprise  all  of 
the  Company's  property  of  every  kind  and  description  and 
whether  comprised  and  included  in  the  said  schedule  or  not. 

Time  shall  be  the  essence  of  this  Agreement. 

This  Agreement  shall  be  binding  on  the  heirs,  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns  of  the  Contractor  and  upon  the 
successors  and  assigns  of  the  Company  and  His  Majesty 
respectively. 

In  Witness  Whereof  the  Company  has  caused  this  In- 
denture to  be  executed  by  its  President  and  Secretary 
under  its  Corporate  Seal,  the  Contractor  has  hereunto  set 
his  hand  and  seal,  and  His  Majesty  has  caused  these  pre-

This  Indenture  of  agreement  made  this  eighteenth 
day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fifteen  between  The  New  Brunswick 
and  Prince  Edward  Island  Railway  Company,  hereinafter 
called  ''The  Company, "  of  the  First  Part;  and  His  Majesty 
The  King,  represented  herein  by  the  Honourable  Frank 
Cochrane,  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals  of  Canada, 
hereinafter  called  ''  His  Majesty,    of  the  Second  Part. 

Whereas  the  Company  is  the  owner  of  a  line  of  railway 
in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick  known  as  the  New 
Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  Railway,  extending 
from  the  Intercolonial  Railway  at  Sackville  to  Cape  Tormen- 
tine,  in  the  said  province,  a  distance  of  about  thirty-six 
(36)  miles,  together  with  its  branch  lines,  sidings,  telephone 
instruments,  rolling  stock,  real  and  personal  property  of 
all  kinds  and  descriptions,  a  statement  of  which  property 
real  and  personal  has  concurrently  herewith  been  delivered 
by  the  Company  to  His  Majesty  represented  as  aforesaid. 

And  whereas  an  agreement  has  been  arrived  at,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  the 
authority  of  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  by  and 
between  the  parties  hereto  for  the  acquisition  by  His  Majesty 
of  the  said  railway,  rolling  stock  and  other  property,  real 
and  personal,  of  the  Company  all  as  aforesaid  and  as  herein- 
after provided : 

Witnesseth  that  the  parties  hereto  do  hereby  respectively 
covenant  and  agree  as  follows: — 

1.  That  the  Company  agrees  to  sell  and  convey  by  good 
and  sufficient  conveyance  or  conveyances  with  the  usual 
covenants  satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Justice  free 
and  clear  of  all  debts,  charges,  liens  and  encumbrances, 
under  or  by  virtue  or  in  respect  of  any  mortgages,  bonds, 
debentm-es,  preference  stock,  common  stock  or  other  secur- 
ities, taxes  and  assessments,  or  otherwise  howsoever, 
to  His  Majesty,  and  His  Majesty  agrees  to  purchase 
accordingly  from  the  Company,  subject  to  the  ratification 
and  confirmation  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  of  this 
Agreement,  and  subject  thereafter  to  the  authority  of  the 
Governor  General  in  Council  as  herein  provided,  the  whole 
of  the  railway  and  undertaking  of  the  Company  together 
with  all  its  rights,  franchises,  powers  and  privileges  including 
the  main  line  of  the  railway  of  the  Company  extending 
from  Sackville  in  the  province  of  New  Brunswick  to  Cape 
Tormentine  in  the  said  province  a  distance  of  about  thirty- 
six  (36)  miles  and  all  lands  owned  by  the  Company,  branch 
lines,  sidings,  buildings,  fixtures,  telephone  instruments, 
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and  all  appurtenances  appertaining  thereto,  together  with 
all  rolling  stock,  equipment,  stores  and  other  personal 
property  of  the  Company  thereon  or  held  or  used  or  to 
be  used  in  connection  therewith,  and  also  all  rights  and 
privileges  held  or  acquired  by  the  Company  from  any 
telegraph  or  telephone  company  or  companies  exercisable 
or  that  may  be  exercisable  by  the  Company  in  respect  of 
or  in  connection  with  the  said  railway  or  undertaking  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  the  full  benefit  and  advantage  of  any 
and  all  agreements  connected  with  such  rights  and  privileges, 
for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars 
($270,000)  of  lawful  money  of  Canada. 

2.  That  the  purchase  shall  be  completed  at  such  time  as 
the  Governor  General  in  Council  may  determine  subject 
to  and  after  the  ratification  and  confirmation  of  this  agree- 
ment by  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and  it  is  expressly 
understood  and  agreed  that  the  Company  shall  have  no 
right  to  demand  or  compel  the  completion  of  the  purchase 
until  such  time  has  first  been  determined  and  fixed  by  the 
Governor  General  in  Council,  as  herein  provided  for. 

3.  That  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  said  sale 
and  conveyance  by  the  Company  to  His  Majesty  shall  not 
include  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  bills  and  choses  in  action 
collectable,  held  by  the  Company  immediately  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  August,  1914,  which  bills  and  choses  in  action 
are  hereby  expressly  reserved  to  the  Company. 

4.  That  until  such  date  as  the  transfer  is  duly  completed 
and  the  purchase  price  paid  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  this  Indenture  His  Majesty  represented  as  aforesaid 
shall  have  the  right  to  remain  in  sole  possession  of  and  to 
operate  the  railway  as  a  part  of  the  Government  Railways 
System  and  to  receive  all  revenue  therefrom  as  and  from 
the  first  day  of  August,  1914,  all  such  revenue  to  accrue 
solely  to  His  Majesty  represented  as  aforesaid,  and  that 
until  such  date  of  transfer  His  Majesty  shall  pay  to  the 
Company  interest  on  the  said  purchase  price  at  the  rate 
of  4%  per  annum  from  the  said  first  day  of  August,  1914, 
the  first  payment  of  such  interest  to  be  made  and  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  August,  1915,  and  thereafter  on  the  first 
day  of  Aug-ust  in  each  and  every  year  following,  until 
such  date  of  transfer. 

5.  It  is  further  declared  and  agreed  by  and  between  the 
parties  hereto  that  the  statement  of  property  hereinbefore 
referred  to  is  not  intended  to  and  shall  not  be  construed  as 
limiting  or  restricting  the  property  which  is  covered  by 
this  agreement,  it  being  the  intent  of  the  parties  hereto 
that  the  said  purchase  shall  comprise  all  of  the  Company's 
property  of  every  kind  and  description  whatsoever  whether 
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comprised  and  included  in  the  said  statement  or  not, 
except  bills  and  choses  in  action  collectable  as  aforesaid. 

6.  The  Company  further  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
with  His  Majesty  that  upon  demand  of  His  Majesty  and 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  intention  of  these 
presents,  it  will  from  time  to  time  make,  execute  and 
deliver  all  such  further  instruments  and  writings  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  including  any  required 
for  the  piu'pose  of  registration. 

7.  That  this  agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
successors  and  assigns  of  the  Company  and  of  His  Majesty 
respectively.

An  Act  respecting  Seed  Grain,  Fodder  and  other 

Relief. 

[Assented  to  15th  April,  1915,] 

WHEREAS  there  are  certain  districts  in  the  provinces  Preamble, 
of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  in  which  persons  engaged  in 
agricultural  pursuits  are  unable  to  procure  seed  grain  for 
use  in  the  season  of  1915,  and  fodder  for  animals  and  other 
goods  by  way  of  relief;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to 
provide  means  whereby  such  seed  grain,  fodder  for  animals, 
and  other  goods  by  way  of  relief,  may  be  furnished  to  the 
said  persons;  and  whereas  a  memorandum  of  agreement 
dated  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  1915,  has  been  made 
between  the  Honourable  William  James  Roche,  Minister 
of  the  Interior  of  Canada,  on  behalf  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  and  the  Honourable  George  A.  Bell,  Provincial 
Treasurer,  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan, 
a  copy  of  which  memorandum  of  agreement  forms  Schedule 
A  of  this  Act;  and  whereas  a  memorandum  of  agreement 
dated  the  thirteenth  day  of  February,  1915,  has  been  made 
between  the  said  the  Honourable  William  James  Roche,  on 
behalf  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  the  Honourable 
Arthur  L.  Sifton,  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Alberta, 
a  copy  of  which  memorandum  of  agreement  forms  Schedule 
B  of  this  Act:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

!•  The  Governor  in  Council  shall  have  power  to  provide  Purchase, 
for  the  purchase,  sale  and  distribution  during  the  year  1915,  distribution 
among  such  farmers  and  settlers  in  the  said  provinces  of  f^l^lf  f^^' 
Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  as  apply  for  the  same,  of  seed  other  relief, 
grain,  fodder  for  animals,  and  other  goods  by  way  of  relief, 
in  such  quantities  and  upon  such  terms  as  to  the  taking  of 
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security  for  the  repayment  of  the  cost  of  seed  grain,  fodder, 
and  other  goods  by  way  of  relief  so  supplied,  as  shall  appear 
necessary  or  proper. 

A^eements  2.  The  Said  agreements,  copies  of  which  form  the 
an  ac  ion  gghedules  hereto,  as  aforesaid,  and  any  action  heretofore 
conformed"*  taken  by  the  Governor  in  Council  or  by  any  department 
of  the  Government  of  Canada,  during  the  years  1914  and 
1915,  to  provide  the  said  farmers  and  settlers  with  seed 
grain,  fodder  for  animals,  or  other  goods  by  way  of  relief, 
are  hereby  approved,  ratified  and  confirmed. 

SCHEDULE  A. 

Memorandum  of  agreement  between  the  Honourable  W. 
Roche,  Minister  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  on 
behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
and  the  Honourable  George  A.  Bell,  Provincial 
Treasurer,  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  prov- 
ince of  Saskatchewan,  entered  into  this  February  18, 
1915. 

Whereas  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
and  the  Government  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan 
recognize  that  a  serious  situation  exists  in  a  portion  of  the 
said  province  owing  to  severe  drought  which  prevailed 
during  the  past  summer  and  that  the  crops  in  those  districts 
were  almost  a  total  failure  and  that  the  settlers  are  in 
many  cases  destitute; 

And  whereas  it  is  generally  recogaized  that  to  insure  the 
future  of  the  said  province  it  will  be  necessary  to  seed  down 
every  available  acre  of  land  and  endeavour  to  keep  up  the 
production  of  grain; 

And  whereas  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
has  undertaken  a  distribution  of  relief  to  the  settlers 
affected  as  aforesaid; 

Therefore  it  is  agreed  by  the  said  Minister  of  the  Interior 
and  by  the  said  Provincial  Treasurer  for  the  province  of 
Saskatchewan  as  follows: — 

First,  that  the  Dominion  Government  will  undertake 
the  distribution  of  seed  grain  and  relief  other  than  seed 
grain  to  homesteaders  on  patented  and  unpatented  lands 
alike  and  m  accordance  with  their  necessities,  and  within 
the  area  described  as  the  drought-stricken  area,  namely 
approximately  from  the  third  meridian  to  the  western 
boundary  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  and  from 
townships  one  to  thirty  inclusive,  more  or  less.  Also  out- 
side of  the  drought-stricken  area  if  found  advisable  to  do 
so. 
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Second,  that  the  Provincial  Government  agrees  to  afford 
the  Government  of  Canada  the  same  measure  of  protection 
and  the  same  facilities  in  reference  to  the  collection  of 
advances  of  seed  grain  and  fodder  for  animals  made  to 
homesteaders  on  lands  now  or  hereafter  patented  as  is 
afforded  to  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan  hy  the  Act 
respecting  Seed  Grain,  being  chaptered  8  of  the  statutes  of 
1908  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan,  as  amended;  and 
that  the  Government  of  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  shall 
at  the  next  ensuing  session  of  the  legislature  procure  the 
enactment  of  such  legislation  as  will  afford  to  His  Majesty 
in  the  right  of  Canada  the  same  security  in  respect  of  seed 
grain  advances  and  advances  for  fodder  for  animals  as  is 
provided  for  His  Majesty  in  the  right  of  the  province 
under  the  said  Act. 

Third,  that  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  hereby  agrees 
to  bear  the  expense  of  the  central  distribution  office  at 
Winnipeg,  and  of  the  officers  connected  therewith  in  dis- 
tributing such  seed  grain  and  fodder  for  animals  in  respect 
of  patented  lands. 

Fourth,  that  the  Provincial  Government  will  undertake 
to  protect  and  legalize  the  liens  for  seed  grain  or  for  fodder 
for  animals  under  the  provisions  hereof  which  have  already 
been  taken  or  which  will  be  taken  hereafter  by  the  Dominion 
Government  against  homesteaders  on  patented  lands 
within  the  said  province  of  Saskatchewan. 

Fifth,  that  in  the  cases  where  liens  for  seed  grain  or 
fodder  for  animals  have  been  consented  to  by  homesteaders 
on  unpatented  lands,  and  where  such  homesteaders  subse- 
quently obtain  their  patents,  the  Provincial  Government 
will  undertake  to  protect  and  legalize  the  collection,  by 
the  Dominion  Government  through  their  authorized  agents, 
of  the  amounts  of  such  liens  against  such  lands  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  the  liens  had  primarily  been  filed  against 
homesteaders  on  patented  lands,  such  liens  to  have  priority 
over  all  other  liens,  charges  or  incumbrances  until  fully 
paid. 

Sixth,  that  the  Provincial  Government  will  undertake  to 
register,  free  of  charge,  with  the  registrar  of  land  titles  for 
each  land  registration  district,  the  mortgages  given  by 
homesteaders  on  patented  lands  within  the  province  of 
Saskatchewan,  as  well  as  the  liens  given  by  homesteaders 
on  unpatented  lands,  who  may  subsequently  obtain  their 
patents,  and  against  whom  such  liens  should  be  recorded 
on  account  of  not  having  been  paid  prior  to  the  securing 
of  such  patents,  the  said  liens  to  have  priority  over  all 
other  liens,  charges  or  incumbrances  whatsoever  until 
fully  paid. 
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Seventh,  that  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Treasurer  of  the  province  ot  Saskatchewan  will 
undertake  to  have  an  order  in  council  passed  as  soon  as 
possible  by  their  respective  Government  to  ratify  the 
agreement  herewith;  and 

Eighth,  that  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Treasurer  will  undertake  to  have  their  respective 
Government  pass,  at  their  next  session  of  Parliament, 
the  necessary  legislation  approving,  ratifying  and  confirm- 
ing the  order  in  council  and  agreement  made  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid.

Me«iorandum  of  agreement  between  the  Honourable  W. 
J.  Roche,  Minister  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  on 
behalf  of  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and 
the  Honourable  Arthur  Sifton,  on  behalf  of  the  Government 
of  the  province  of  Alberta,  entered  into  this  thirteenth 
day  of  February,  1915. 

Whereas  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and 
the  Government  of  the  province  of  Alberta  recognize  that 
a  serious  situation  exists  in  a  portion  of  the  said  province 
owing  to  severe  drought  which  prevailed  during  the  past 
summer  and  that  the  crops  in  those  districts  were  almost  a 
total  failure  and  that  the  settlers  are  in  many  cases  destitute; 

And  whereas  it  is  generally  recognized  that  to  insure  the 
future  of  the  said  province,  it  will  be  necessary  to  seed  down 
every  available  acre  of  land  and  endeavour  to  keep  up  the 
production  of  grain; 

And  whereas  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  has  undertaken  a  distribution  of  relief  to  the  settlers 
affected  as  aforesaid; 

Therefore  it  is  agreed  by  the  said  Minister  of  the  Interior 
and  by  the  said  Honourable  xArthur  L.  Sifton  for  the  province 
of  Alberta,  as  follows: — 
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First,  that  the  Dominion  Government  will  undertake  the 
distribution  of  seed  grain  and  relief  other  than  seed  grain 
to  homesteaders  on  patented  and  unpatented  lands  alike 
and  in  accordance  with  their  necessities,  and  within  the 
area  described  as  the  drought-stricken  area.  Also  outside 
of  the  drought-stricken  area,  if  found  advisable  to  do  so. 

Second,  that  the  Provincial  Government  agrees  to  afford 
the  Government  of  Canada  the  same  measure  of  protection 
and  the  same  facilities  in  reference  to  the  collection  of 
advances  of  seed  grain  and  fodder  for  animals  made  to 
homesteaders  on  lands  now  or  hereafter  patented  as  is 
afforded  to  the  Government  of  Alberta  by  the  Act  respecting 
Seed  Grain,  being  chaptered  21  of  the  statutes  of  1908  of  the 
province  of  Alberta,  as  amended;  and  that  the  Government 
of  the  province  of  Alberta  shall  at  the  next  ensuing  session 
of  the  Legislature  procure  the  enactment  of  such  legislation 
as  will  afford  to  His  Majesty  in  the  right  of  Canada  the 
same  security  in  respect  of  seed  grain  advances  and  other 
relief  herein  mentioned  as  is  provided  for  His  Majesty  in 
the  right  of  the  province  under  the  said  Act. 

Third,  that  the  province  of  Alberta  hereby  agrees  to 
bear  the  expense  of  the  central  distribution  office  at  Winnipeg 
and  of  the  officers  connected  therewith  in  distributing  such 
seed  grain  and  other  relief  in  respect  of  patented  lands. 

Foiu-th,  that  the  Provincial  Government  will  undertake  to 
protect  and  legalize  the  liens  for  seed  grain  or  relief  other 
than  seed  grain  which  have  already  been  taken  or  which 
will  be  taken  hereafter  by  the  Dominion  Government 
against  homesteaders  on  patented  lands  within  the  said 
province  of  Alberta. 

Fifth,  that  in  the  cases  where  liens  for  seed  grain  or  relief 
other  than  seed  grain  have  been  consented  to  by  home- 
steaders on  unpatented  lands,  and  where  such  homesteaders 
subsequently  obtain  their  patents,  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment will  undertake  to  protect  and  legalize  the  collection, 
by  the  Dominion  Government  through  their  authorized 
agents,  of  the  amounts  of  such  liens  against  such  lands  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  the  liens  had  primarily  been  filed 
against  homesteaders  on  patented  lands,  such  liens  to  have 
priority  over  the  other  liens,  charges  or  incumbrances  until 
fully  paid. 

Sixth,  that  the  Provincial  Government  will  undertake  to 
register,  free  of  charge,  with  the  registrar  of  land  titles 
for  each  land  registration  district,  the  mortgages  given  by 
homesteaders  on  patented  lands  within  the  province  of 
Alberta,  as  well  as  the  liens  given  by  homesteaders  on 
unpatented  lands,  who  may  subsequently  obtain  their 
patents,  and  against  whom  such  liens  should  be  recorded 
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on  account  of  not  having  been  paid  prior  to  the  securing 
of  such  patents,  the  said  liens  to  have  priority  over  all  other 
liens,  charges  or  incumbrances  whatsoever  until  fully  paid. 

Seventh,  that  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  and  the  Hon. 
Arthur  L.  Sifton  of  the  province  of  Alberta  will  undertake 
to  have  an  order  in  council  passed  as  soon  as  possible  by 
their  respective  Government  to  ratify  the  agreement 
herewith;  and 

Eighth,  that  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  and  the  Hon. 
Arthur  L.  Sifton  of  the  province  of  Alberta  will  undertake 
to  have  their  respective  Government  pass,  at  their  next 
session  of  Parliament,  the  necessary  legislation  approving, 
ratifying  and  confirming  the  order  in  council  and  agree- 
ment made  for  tlie  purposes  aforesaid.

''3.  Every  person  enlisted  or  accepted  for  active  service.  Rights  of 
whether  with  the  British  or  AlHed  forces,  in  the  defence  ^fningcfaims 
of  the  Empire  during  the  present  war,  who —  on  active 

(a)  is  on  such  active  service;  or —  preserved. 
(6)  having  been  on  such  active  service,  has  by  reason  of 
any  wound,  illness  or  other  disability  incurred  therein, 
been  invalided  or  discharged  otherwise  than  by  sentence 
of  court  martial;  and — 
(c)  in  either  case,  is  the  holder  of  mining  rights  acquired 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act; 
shall  be  permitted  to  hold  such  rights  free  from  the  risk 
of  cancellation  owing  to  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  under  which  the  rights  were 
acquired,  until  six  months  after  the  final  termination  of 
the  war  and  the  final  declaration  of  peace,  in  so  far  as  the 
British  Empire  is  concerned."

Ad  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  aid  for  Military 
and  Naval  Defence. 


[Assented  to  15th  April,  1915,] 

WHEREAS  a  state  of  war  exists  between  His  Majesty  and  1914,  (2nd. 
the  German  Emperor,  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  King  session)  c. 
of  Hungary,  and  the  Sultan  of  Turkey;  and  whereas  it  is 
necessary  that  measures  be  taken  for  the  common  defence 
and  security,  and  to  this  end  it  is  expedient  that  aid  as 
hereinafter  provided  be  rendered  to  His  Majesty:  There- 
fore His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows: — 


1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  War  Appropriation  Act,  ^^^^^  *^tie. 
1915. 


2.  From  and  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  hundred 
there  may  be  paid  and  applied  beyond  the  ordinary  grants  million 
of  Parliament  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  million  ^e^l^?^^ 
dollars  towards  defraying  any  expenses  that  may  be  incurred 
by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Governor  in  Council  during 
the  year  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  1916,  for — 

(a)  the  defence  and  security  of  Canada;  Purpo^fis. 

(6)  the  conduct  of  naval  and  military  operations  in  or 
beyond  Canada; 

(c)  promoting  the  continuance  of  trade,  industry,  and 

business  communications,  whether  by  means  of 
insuraacc  or  indenmity  against  war  risk  or  otherwise;
